The comedy-drama series that starred Gabby 
Eigenmann, Gabbi Garcia, Ashley Ortega and Jazz 
Ocampo aired its final episode Sunday afternoon. 
Overall, ‘Instadad’ aired for only a mere 14 episodes, 
from April 5 until yesterday. 


'Instadad"s pilot episode was pitted against ‘The 
Buzz"s finale, and had an impressive start as far as 
ratings are concerned. But when ABS-CBN moved 
‘Luv U' to a later timeslot the following week, 
‘Instadad’ failed to keep up to its new rival. 


Not even the premiere of ‘Wowowin’ nearly a month 
later helped ‘Instadad’ regain its opening day 
fortunes, nor did the former’s suddenly declining 
ratings in subsequent weeks. In the end, GMA’s 
latest attempt at a teen-oriented series was doomed 
as a failure once again. 


Now that ‘Instadad’ is already out of picture, both 
Gabby Eigenmann and Gabbi Garcia can now focus 
on their primetime projects in ‘Pari ‘Koy’ and ‘Let the 
Love Begin’, respectively. At least they still have 
something to keep busy with.

‘Heart of Asia Presents’ airs every Sunday at 4:30 
p.m. starting July 12. 


Alamat 
GMA dubs it as the first-ever local animated 
anthology series. Produced by GMA News and Public 


Affairs, ‘Alamat’ will feature a some of the greatest 
myths and legends the country has ever told, and 
will be voiced by some of the country's most popular 
and distinguished personalities. 


‘Alamat’ airs every Sunday at 5:00 p.m. starting July 
12. 


This should be another acid test for GMA’s 
predictably weak Sunday offerings. ‘Alamat’ and 
‘Heart of Asia Presents’ may pack some potential, 
but it remains to be seen if they are definitely good 
enough for viewers to see.

As their titles suggest, ‘My Puhunan’ and ‘Red Alert’ 
focuses on entrepreneurship and disaster response, 
respectively. ‘My Puhunan’ will feature stories of 
aspiring entrepreneurs who sought the advice of 
experienced businessmen to succeed in their craft, 


while “Red Alert' will feature tips in overcoming 
various incidents and disasters. 


‘My Puhunan’ originally aired every Wednesday from 
July 17, 2013 to February 4, 2015, while ‘Red Alert’ 
originally aired every Friday from March 21, 2014 to 
February 6, 2015. The latter started out as a 

radio program on DZMM TeleRadyo and DZMM Radyo 
Patrol 630, before it became a weekly ABS-CBN 
public affairs program.

1995 was a memorable year in Philippine television. 
As part of a year-long special, From the Tube will 
look back at a year full of historical debuts, 
unforgettable moments, and celebrated feats in the 
history of television in the country. 

Yesterday would have been the 20th anniversary of 
‘T.G.1.S.’ 


Premiering on July 8, 1995, ‘T.G.I.S.’ became a 
Filipino pioneer in the teen-oriented drama genre. 
While there were a few other dramas that featured 
teenagers as lead stars (e.g. Julie Vega’s ‘Anna Liza’ 
and Janice de Belen's ‘Flordeluna’), ‘T.G.I.S.’ became 
the first to feature a cast dominated by teenage 
actors. 


Before ‘T.G.I.S.’, some of the country’s rising young 
stars had made their mark through shows such as 
GMA's “That's Entertainment’ and ABS-CBN's ‘Ang 
TV’. The two shows provided a venue for the 


youngsters to showcase their talents, but it was not 
enough. 


Eventually, VIVA Television and GMA developed a 
plan that would give a new batch of young stars an 
avenue to expose their acting skills. Thus, ‘T.G.I.S.’ 
was launched. 


"T.G.l.S.' became an immediate hit soon after it 
premiered. The success of 'T.G.I.S.' led to a feature 
film that was released in 1997, as well as a spinoff 
series ‘Growing Up’ that aired from 1997-99. 


The first batch of ‘T.G.I.S.’ were led by Bobby 
Andrews and Angelu de Leon, a.k.a. Wacks and 
Peachy, respectively. Other members of the first 
batch include Michael Flores, Red Sternberg, Raven 
Villanueva, Rica Peralejo, Onemig Bondoc, Jake 
Roxas, Bernadette Allyson and Maybelyn dela Cruz. 


The first batch anchored ‘T.G.I.S.’ for two years, 
before giving way to a new cast of young stars. The 
second batch, which lasted another two years, was 
led by Dingdong Dantes and Antoinette Taus, 
alongside Polo Ravales, Kim delos Santos, Sunshine 
Dizon, Chubi del Rosario, Anne Curtis, Chantal Umali 
and Dino Guevarra. 


Unknown to some, future newscasters Mitzi 
Borromeo and Menchu Macapagal were also part of 


the 'T.G.I.S.' cast. Meanwhile, Ciara Sotto was part of 
both batches of 'T.G.I.S.', later joining “Growing Up’ 
upon her character's graduation from high school. 


"T.G.l.S.' paved the way for similar teen-oriented 
dramas that became a staple of weekend afternoon 
programming. Examples include 'Gimik' (later 'G- 
Mik’), ‘Click’, “Tabing Ilog" and ‘Berks’. 


In late 2012, another spinoff of 'T.G.I.S.' was 
launched, called ‘Teen Gen’. Bobby Andrews and 
Angelu de Leon reprised their roles as Wacks and 
Peachy, alongside GMA’s new batch of young stars, 
but it only managed to air for over six months 
without success. 


While 'T.G.I.S.' no longer airs today, it will still be 
remembered for changing the way teenage actors 
were exposed and promoted. They were a game- 
changer, and another reason why 1995 became a 
memorable year in Philippine television.

A very different ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ awaits its 
viewers. 


This was after the MTRCB imposed some strict 
guidelines to the show following complaints that it 
offended viewer sensibilities. Among these 
complaints included the controversial ‘bromance’ 
between 12-year old Bailey May and 18-year old 
Kenzo Gutierrez. 

In a four-page resolution that was signed by the 
MTRCB, they ordered the producers of PBB: 737 to: 


1. Immediately institute remedial and self- 
regulatory measures to ensure the protection, 
welfare and development of all participants, 
especially minors, as well as the viewing public, a 
sizable percentage of which is made up of minors 

2. Immediately cease and desist from requiring 
participants to engage in activities and tasks 
which may be deemed hazardous to their life and 
safety 

3. Enter into a strict and close collaborations with 
the Board, from July 10 until the end of the season 

4. Require all story editors to undergo a 
‘Matalinong Panonood’ and audience sensitivity 
seminar on July 16, 23 and 30 at the MTRCB office 

5. Require ABS-CBN and SkyCable to place an 
advisory at the beginning of each episode of the 
three programs, stating that ‘the program may 
contain sensitive material’ and that ‘viewer 
discretion is advised’, as long as minor 
housemates remain present on the show 

6. Elevate the rating classification of PBB: 737 Gold 
(aired every weekday afternoon) to ‘Strong 
Parental Guidance’ (SPG), with descriptions 
of themes, language and sex, from July 10 to the 
end of the season, or as long as minor housemates 
remain present; same rule applies to PBB: 737 on 
Jeepney TV 

7. Limit its application for permit to exhibit to 
seven episodes per application in order to ensure 
the correct and proper implementation of the 
committed remedial and self-regulatory measures 


8. Strictly implement a comprehensive ‘closing-out’ 
discussion by a subject matter expert after the 
completion of every task or challenge for the 
proper understanding of the lesson 

9. Ensure all parallel broadcast of PBB: 737 in cable 
television and in other media, including social 
media, shall not be in contravention with the 
directives and objectives of this order 

Even before the MTRCB ruling was made public, ABS- 

CBN has already shut down the SkyCable and 

iWanTV livestream of PBB: 737, citing the netizens’ 

irresponsibility towards the Bailey-Kenzo ‘bromance’ 
incident. The cancellation took effect a week prior to 
the meeting between the MTRCB and ABS-CBN 
executives. 

This is not the first time that the MTRCB responded 

to an incident that took place inside the Big Brother 

house. Since the first season of ‘Pinoy Big Brother’, 
there have been similar obscene incidents that 
earned the ire of the MTRCB, the most recent of 
which was the nude painting task during last 
season’s ‘All In’. 


That said, the producers of ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ 
Should be responsible for the way the housemates, 
especially those below legal age, are being treated. 
PBB is among the most-watched programs on 
Philippine TV today, and any further controversy on 
the show may hurt its strong viewership. 


Hopefully this should serve as a lesson to all 

other Filipino reality shows, both current and future. 
After all, no one wants to be offended by something 
immoral.

ABS-CBN's Kapamilya Gold block is back in business. 


The last two months saw Kapamilya Gold regain its 
footing in the ratings. The block's two teleseryes in 
‘Flordeliza’ and “Nasaan Ka Nang Kailangan Kita’ 
were beginning to win over viewers as their story 
intensifies, while their two counterparts in “The Half- 
Sisters’ and ‘Yagit’ were losing steam as their stories 
become even more predictable. 


At the moment, both ‘Flordeliza’ and ‘Nasaan Ka 
Nang Kailangan Kita’ were averaging at least 14% in 
the ratings (according to Kantar Media), which is a 
far cry from the single-digit marks they attained in 
mid-January. And if that’s not enough, both shows 
were also beating their Kapuso counterparts in most, 
if not all recent episodes. 

With ‘Yagit’ about to be replaced by ‘Buena Familia’ 
Starting July 27, it would be a great opportunity for 
‘Nasaan Ka Nang Kailangan Kita’ to take advantage 
of a new opponent. As for ‘Flordeliza’, their battle 
with ‘The Half-Sisters’ may be a neck-and-neck 
struggle, but they are definitely more than happy to 
earn victory points with each episode. 


The recent success of Kapamilya Gold isn't limited to 
the two teleseryes alone. The entry of ‘Pinoy Big 
Brother: 737 Gold’ also boosted its fortunes, even 
though the MTRCB recently imposed an SPG rating 
to the show due to its scenes that are strictly 
inappropriate for children. 

And finally, the News and Current Affairs programs 
and ‘Kapamilya: Deal or No Deal’ continued to 


dominate their counterparts from GMA. Overall, 
Kapamilya Gold has turned things around after a 
slow start this year, with each show registering 
double figure ratings. 


That said, the pressure is now on GMA's Afternoon 
Prime to keep up. Having lost some momentum at 
the midway point, GMA must change it up a bit to 
maintain interest, otherwise viewer interest 

will continue to wane. 


For now, Kapamilya Gold has won, at least in Kantar. 
But will they keep it up? We'll see.

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‘The Voice Kids’ season 2 will be having a new rival. 


Opposing the hit ABS-CBN singing talent show 
soon will be GMA's first multi-platform boyband 
competition in the Philippines, ‘To the Top’. 
Produced by GMA News and Public Affairs, this 
program aims to discover the country’s next great 
boyband. 


Unlike other talent shows in the country, ‘To the Top’ 
did not conduct open auditions. Instead, it invited 
the best male singers from different schools and 


organizations to join and audition for the final 25 
slots. 


“To the Top’ initially aired as an online-exclusive 
series where they document the journey of each 
finalist from being soloists/group members to being 
members of a boyband. These webisodes were 
hosted by Julian Trono, who was intensively trained 
in KPop. 


The remaining 25 finalists were then trimmed to 14, 
with the 11 eliminated finalists competing for

The 18 singers will then be divided into groups of 
six, and will be housed together and undergo further 
vocal and dance training in preparation for their 
performances. They will then be judged based on 
their singing and dancing ability, as well as their 
cohesiveness. 


The panel of judges will be led by accomplished 
composer Ryan Cayabyab, and will be joined by The 
CompanY's Moy Ortiz, Sweet Plantado and OJ 
Mariano. The quartet will also act as vocal coaches 
for the three groups. 


The dance coaches will be Philippine Allstars alunmi 
and two-time World Hip-Hop champions Madelle and 
Prince Paltu-ob, and international breakdance 
champion Reflex Gotangco.

That said, a daunting task awaits ‘To the Top’ as it 
nears its premiere. Will this show provide a tougher 
competition to ‘The Voice Kids’, or will it fall in the 
Same manner as ‘Bet ng Bayan’?

“Avoid ‘The Voice Kids’ at all costs.” 


This is the battle cry of a despondent GMA 
management upon revealing the schedules of the 
soon-to-air multi-platform reality boyband talent 
show ‘To the Top’. Starting July 25, ‘To the Top’ will 
air every Saturday at 8:50 p.m. following 
‘Magpakailanman’, and every Sunday at 9:40 p.m. 
following ‘Kapuso Mo, Jessica Soho’. 


This means that ‘To the Top’ will only compete 
against ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ rather than the ‘The 
Voice Kids’ season 2. With the latter having 

set a series ratings record of around 43% (according 
to Kantar Media) the previous weekend, GMA knows 


they're in a losing battle, and wisely did what's best 
for them. 

But that doesn't mean ‘To the Top’ will beat ‘Pinoy 
Big Brother’ once they get underway. As it stands, 
PBB remains a serious contender despite the recent 
spate of controversies, and for GMA to make ‘To the 
Top’ even more interesting than its adversary, they 
need to raise the level of skill and entertainment 
value to win the viewers’ hearts. 


That said, a tough battle still lies ahead for ‘To the 
Top’. Even though they'll no longer go head-to-head 
with ‘The Voice Kids’, they still have something to 
prove as far as ratings go, and that alone won't be 
easy.

My Mother's 
Secret Meets 
Its Painful 
Demise 
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The plug has finally been pulled from 'My Mother's 
Secret’. 


GMA has announced that the early evening teleserye 
will be down to its final two weeks. This means that 
the series finale of 'My Mother's Secret' will air on 
Friday, July 31. 


“My Mother's Secret’ starred Gwen Zamora, Christian 
Bautista, Lotlot de Leon, Meryll Soriano and Kim 
Rodriguez. It was directed by Neal del Rosario. 


The series premiered on May 25 with little fanfare. 
It was unexpected and hastily created to begin with, 
since GMA did not seriously hype ‘My Mother's 
Secret’ in the weeks prior to its premiere. 


As expected, the series was no match for the 
opponent in the ratings. ‘My Mother's Secret’ lost 
badly to “Inday Bote’ in its opening week, but the 
series slumped even further once ‘Pasion de Amor’ 
entered the fray. 


‘Pasion de Amor’, the local adaptation of ‘Pasion de 
Gavilantes’, became a surprise hit for ABS-CBN 
despite its sexually-charged theme and unlikely 
placement in the early evening slot. The Kapamilya 
series’ average rating of over 20% (based on Kantar 
Media) became a cause of concern to ‘My Mother’s 
Secret’. 


It also didn’t help that ‘My Mother’s Secret’ can only 
muster single-digit ratings in most episodes. When it 


became clear that the series would be more of a 
hindrance to the primetime lineup, GMA decided to 
act accordingly. 


Thus, after only 50 episodes (short of the typical 80 
episodes of a modern teleserye), 'My Mother's 
Secret’ will officially take a bow after its final episode 
on July 31. The series did not deserve a second 
chance after all, with poor ratings the motive behind 
its demise. 


The cancellation of 'My Mother's Secret' is only the 
beginning for GMA Telebabad, though. Over the next 
few weeks, ‘Pari ‘Koy’, ‘Let the Love Begin’ and ‘The 
Rich Man’s Daughter’ will also be replaced, marking 
a month-long turnover for the embattled primetime 
block.

Bad news to all throwback Kapuso fans subscribing 
to Destiny Cable. 


Beginning August 15, Jeepney TV will be seen on 
Destiny Channel 9 for digital subscribers, and 
Channel 41 for analog subscribers. The channel will 
replace Fox Filipino, which will remain on Channel 41 
on analog and Channel 211 on digital until August 
14. 

Jeepney TV is a cable TV channel owned by ABS- 
CBN subsidiary Creative Programs, Inc. The channel 
specializes on classic ABS-CBN programs dating from 
the ‘Star Network’ era to the present, as well as 
throwback movies and imported series that aired on 
ABS-CBN and its sister networks. 


Jeepney TV's main competitor is Fox Filipino, a 
channel owned by the Fox International Channels 
Philippines. The channel also specializes on 
throwback programming, but it mainly airs programs 
from ABS-CBN's arch-rival GMA Network. 


Logically, the addition of Jeepney TV and subsequent 
displacement of Fox Filipino only served to heighten 
the already heated rivalry between the two network 
giants. SkyCable and Destiny definitely has some 
clear intentions as to why they only want their lineup 
to be as Kapamilya-centric as possible. 


Those who will be affected by the displacement of 
Fox Filipino may switch to Cignal, Dream Satellite, G 
Sat and Cablelink in order to continue enjoying the 
programs on the said channel. In the meantime, 
classic Kapamilya programs will now be seen on 
Destiny Cable in a few weeks, so good luck with that.

Welcome to SONA Monday. 


Held every fourth Monday of July, the State of the 
Nation Address is an annual event where the 
President of the Philippines addresses the public of 
his accomplishments and plans for the nation. While 
the SONA is not a national holiday, it remains an 
important political event in the country, ranking just 
above the presidential inauguration and the national 
elections. 


This year's SONA will be the last for President 
Noynoy Aquino, and it will be interesting to see how 
he will respond to the recent string events that have 
plagued his administration. As always, it will be 
greeted by protests from those against his 
administration. 


Television and radio coverage will once again be at 
the forefront of this annual event, so without further 
ado, here are the plans for some of the stations 
covering the SONA. 


ABS-CBN 


The SONA coverage on Channel 2 will proceed after 
‘Flordeliza’. “Nasaan Ka Nang Kailangan Kita’, ‘Pinoy 
Big Brother: 737 Gold’ and “Mission Possible’ will be 
preempted, while ‘Kapamilya: Deal or No Deal’ may 
be preempted in case the SONA runs overtime. 


ABS-CBN will use three different broadcast teams for 
their coverage. Channel 2 will be led by Ted Failon 
and Lynda Jumilla, ANC will be led by Tony Velasquez 
and Karmina Constantino, and DZMM TeleRadyo and 
Radyo Patrol 630 will be led by Anthony Taberna and 
Gerry Baja. 


A live and uninterrupted feed of the coverage will 
also be streamed on abs-cbnnews.com. It is 
unknown if the SONA coverage will also be seen on 


ABS-CBN Sports+Action, since the NCAA will no 
longer be in conflict with the SONA. 

TV5 

The SONA coverage on TV5 will proceed after the 
Marvel animation block. “Hi-5 Philippines’ will be the 
only show preempted, as “Movie Max 5’ only airs as 
a filler program. 


TV5 will utilize a parallel broadcast approach for the 
coverage. Erwin Tulfo and Chery! Cosim will anchor 
TV5's coverage of the SONA on four different 
platforms: TV5, AksyonTV, Radyo5 92.3 News FM, 
and News5Everywhere. 


GMA 

The SONA coverage on GMA will proceed after ‘The 
Half-Sisters’. ‘Buena Familia"s premiere will be 
moved tomorrow, while ‘Healing Hearts’, ‘Alisto’ and 
possibly ‘Birth of a Beauty’ will be preempted. 


The press release of the network only indicated that 
Mel Tiangco and Mike Enriquez will anchor Channel 
7’s coverage. Whether or not it will be a parallel 
coverage or a separate coverage on Channel 7, GMA 
News TV, GMA News Online and Super Radyo DZBB 
594 remains to be seen. 


All AM stations, save for specialty ones, will also pool 
their resources for the SONA coverage. Updates on 
the event will also be provided by a few FM stations. 


Net 25 will also cover the SONA, but since it takes 
place on the same day as the Iglesia ni Cristo's 
101st founding anniversary, the primary focus of the 
station could be on the latter. UNTV will also handle 
their own coverage of the event. 


Finally, the neophyte CNN Philippines (formerly Solar 
News Channel and 9TV) will join in on the SONA fun 
for the first time. Their coverage of the SONA will be 
anchored by Jing Magsaysay and Pia Hontiveros. 


Regardless of the station, the entire nation will pay 
attention to the statements made by President 
Aquino. His last SONA will be very important, so keep 
an eye on what he says.

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The NCAA's return to ABS-CBN Sports has been a good one so far. (Logo courtesy of the

The second incarnation of the NCAA on ABS-CBN 
Sports is now a month old. 


The oldest collegiate league in the country returned 
to ABS-CBN Sports in hopes of getting back on track. 
So far, though, viewers were treated to a slightly 
similar broadcast approach as the one that Sports5 
previously handled, with a few differences of course. 


Here's a look at how ABS-CBN was able to make 
their mark on the league so far. 


Use of Taglish 


Unexpectedly, the network decided to use Taglish 
while calling the games. In their first run from 2002- 
12, ABS-CBN Sports announcers called the NCAA 
games in English, but with Sports-- Action 
increasingly attracting a mass audience, the use of 
Taglish was necessitated. 


This was the same approach that TV5 used when 
they covered the NCAA, but unfortunately for them, 
they failed to catch on for various reasons. 


Emphasis on Social Media 

The NCAA on ABS-CBN Sports also tapped in a new 
market called social media. Throughout each game, 
tweets and Instagram posts from players, fans and 
even basketball enthusiasts are read by the 
announcers in relation to the game at hand, with an 
official hashtag to boot. 


They even allow announcers to take pre-game 
selfies (a novel practice in sports broadcasting), 
which are then posted to their individual Instagram 
accounts. And for the curious viewers, graphics of 
the announcers" names now include their Twitter 
and/or Instagram accounts. 


New Announcers 


Speaking of announcers, ABS-CBN Sports employed 
a mix of young and experienced broadcasters to the 


NCAA game. Anton Roxas and Andrei Felix were 
carried over from the original incarnation, while 
Boom Labrusca, who also doubles as a courtside 
reporter, is a neophyte to the play-by-play 
profession. 


Unlike TV5 which used former professional players 
as analysts, ABS-CBN hired mostly former collegiate 
standouts in order to relate better with the college 
game. The network has used Mikee Reyes, Migs 
Bustos, Martin Antonio and Olsen Racela to analyze 
the games, with Racela having also worked with the 
Sports5 crew in the past. 


Familiar and Not-So Familiar Courtside 
Reporters 

Those who have watched the NCAA so far may 
notice some familiar and unsuspecting faces to the 
courtside reporter spot. Before the season began, 
ABS-CBN Sports announced that cosplayer, Hero TV 
jock and former ‘Pinoy Big Brother’ housemate 
Myrtle Sarrosa would be one of the courtside 
reporters for the season. 


Since then, Myrtle was joined by the aforementioned 
Boom Labrusca, followed by Ceej Tantengco and Rox 
Montealegre. Quite a familiar bunch, but one with 
little experience to the world of sports. 


The ABS-CBN Sports courtside reporters have three 
different responsibilities: 


1. To report on the teams' strategies, 

2. To interview a player's family members and 
friends, school alumni, students or fans, and 

3. To interview players and coaches during 
pregame and postgame (if applicable) 

The said strategy is similar to what TV5 employed, 

but with less on-cam time. 


Halftime Presentations 

Halftime of each game usually consists of a brief 
glimpse of a school's cheering exhibition, followed 
by a special feature and an analysis of the first half. 
For the viewers who had enough of TV5's radical 
changes (e.g. Moneyball), this is a welcome 
development to bring back the intended mission of 
the NCAA: to promote loyalty, camaraderie and 
school spirit. 


HD Broadcasts and Return of Smart and PLDT 


In a surprise move, ABS-CBN welcomed Smart and 
PLDT as sponsors. The two telecommunications 
outfits are a sister company of ABS-CBN's competitor 
TV5, which is a stunning move to say the least. 


And finally, the NCAA games are now broadcast in its 
full 16:9 HD glory. While ABS-CBN Sports was the 


first to broadcast an event in HD, they did not fully 
take advantage of the new technology until this 
year. 


So far, it's been a beneficial first month of NCAA 
coverage. And while some would disagree with these 
moves, ABS-CBN is clearly intent on taking serious 
steps to make the NCAA more appealing to the 
masses. 


The season is still a long way to go, but from the 
looks of it, the NCAA has found a perfect partner to 
thrive with. With a few tweaks, expect this 
partnership to last a lot longer.

In what seems like a new record in Philippine 
television history, GMA will air six Koreanovelas 
every weekday beginning this Tuesday, August 4. 
The latest addition is “Reply 1997', a Koreanovela 
that reminisces on the good times of teenage life. 


The story focuses on six high school buddies who 
reunite for a dinner after 15 years apart, two of 
whom would announce their marriage. Throughout 
the story, flashbacks of their teenage lives will 
resurface throughout the conversation, switching 
back and forth between their 18-year-old selves in 
1997, and their present selves 15 years later. 


“Reply 1997’ stars Jung Eun-ji, Seo In-guk, Hoya, Shin 
So-yul, Eun Ji-won, and Lee Si-eon. The series was 
one of the most popular dramas in Korean television. 


The entry of ‘Reply 1997’ continues a downward 
trend for GMA in terms of programming quality and 
creativity. As mentioned earlier, GMA will air six 
Koreanovelas starting this Tuesday, the list of which 
are as follows: 


1. The Master's Sun (re-run; airing at 9:40 a.m., 
replacing Secret Garden) 

2. Two Mothers (airing at 10:10 a.m.) 

3. The King's Doctor (airing at 10:50 a.m.) 

4. Birth of a Beauty (airing at 5:15 p.m.) 

5. Reply 1997 (airing at 5:50 p.m. starting 
this Tuesday) 

6. Pinocchio (airing at 9:55 p.m. on Mondays- 
Thursdays) 

With six Koreanovelas at their disposal, it is clear 

that GMA's creative nadir is now at its worst point. 

The inability to produce formidable local 

programming and their overreliance on importing 


other countries’ programs are taking its toll on 
the creative staff. 


Worse, “Reply 1997' will face a tough opponent in 
ABS-CBN's ‘Pasion de Amor’. The local adaptation of 
the original Colombian telenovela has been ona 
ratings tear, and it left its soon-to-be-departing 
opponent ‘My Mother’s Secret’ in the dust. 


The breaking point is now near for GMA. Six 
Koreanovelas on a weekday won't help their cause. 


Note: ‘My Mother's Secret’ was scheduled to end 
tomorrow, July 31. But due to a preemption that was 
caused by the State of the Nation Address last 
Monday, the series is now scheduled to finish on 
Monday, August 3. ‘Reply 1997"s premiere will be 
moved to Tuesday, August 4.

“My Mother's Secret’ has lived to fight another week. 


The series was supposed to end Friday, July 31. But 
with the State of the Nation Address extending 
beyond its allotted time of two hours, last Monday's 
episode of ‘My Mother's Secret’ was preempted and 
aired the next day. 


Not wanting to end the series on the following 
Monday, GMA acted on the matter and added 
another week (or four more episodes) to ‘My 
Mother’s Secret’. Thus, the series finale will now air 
next Friday, August 7, and the six-pack Koreanovela 
plan of the Kapuso network will have to wait. 

As noted in a prior article, ‘My Mother’s Secret’ had 
been a ratings failure for the network, fluctuating 
within the 10% mark in both AGB Nielsen’s NUTAM 
and Kantar Media. The series couldn’t beat ABS- 
CBN's ‘Pasion de Amor’, whose sexy and lustful 
theme propelled it to success. 


Despite the extension, ‘My Mother's Secret’ will still 
fall short of the typical 80 episodes a teleserye takes 
these days. The series will end with 54 episodes 
produced, which ts not respectable enough by 
teleserye standards. 


With ‘My Mother's Secret"s extension, its successor 
‘Reply 1997’ will now air starting next Monday, 
August 10. It was supposed to begin this Monday, 
August 3, and was aimed at an August 4 premiere 
date if not for ‘My Mother's Secret"s reluctant 
extension. 


For the viewers of ‘My Mother’s Secret’, this is their 
last chance to see what fate awaits the actress- 
turned-reluctant mother (played by Gwen 

Zamora) and her daughter (played by Kim 
Rodriguez).

Two programs bade goodbye over the weekend in 
contrasting fashion. 


The expected farewell of ‘Sunday All-Stars’ took 
place last Sunday afternoon. The two-year-old GMA 
variety show was cancelled after two years on the 
air, and will be replaced by ‘Sunday PinaSaya’. 


Debuting on June 16, 2013, ‘Sunday All-Stars’ 
originally aired as a reality competition variety 

show featuring a team of celebrity performers going 
against three other groups. The winner is judged 
based on its conceptualization, execution and 
entertainment value. 

However, low ratings and the departures of several 
performers forced the show to drop the competition 
format in favor of a straight-up performance show. In 


addition, “Sunday All-Stars’ underwent a series of 
timeslot changes, eventually settling into the 2:00 
p.m. slot in its final months. 

With the cancellation of ‘Sunday All-Stars’, GMA is 
now left without a self-produced noontime variety 
Show. The incoming replacement ‘Sunday PinaSaya’ 
will be produced by APT Entertainment, a subsidiary 
of ‘Eat Bulaga"s production outfit TAPE, Inc. 


Meanwhile, an unexpected development took place 
on TV5 last Saturday night. ‘KISPinoy’, a talent show 
that seeks to crown a new Filipino KPop sensation, 
was pulled out of TV5’s schedule without warning, 
and ‘Movie Max 5’ was aired instead. 


In a statement given by the producers 

through 'KlSPinoy"s official Facebook, the reason 
behind the pullout was due to financial problems 
that affected blocktimer and producer YUKIQ 
International. They then stated that the updates 
regarding the journey of the remaining hopefuls will 
still be posted on their social media accounts. 
Debuting last July 11, ‘KISPinoy’ was hosted by 
Richard Gutierrez and Jinri Park, and notable judges 
included Gelli de Belen and Rico Blanco. The talent 
show aired for only three episodes in total. 


What will happen next to TV5’s suddenly vacant 
9:00 p.m. slot on Saturdays will still be 
determined. So wait for further updates on this 
unfortunate situation.

Heart 
plays the role of a kind-hearted plastic surgeon, 
while Lovi portrays the role of an interior designer 
with a dark past. 


The two lead stars will be joined by Christopher de 
Leon, Benjamin Alves, Rocco Nacino, Dina Bonnevie, 
Ayen Munji-Laurel, Renz Valerio, Kier Legaspi, Dianne 


Medina, Djanin Cruz, Gab de Leon, Nar Cabico, 
Mariel Pamintuan and Lovely Rivero. “Beautiful 
Strangers' will be directed by Albert Langitan. 


Once ‘Beautiful Strangers’ premieres this Monday, it 
will be the second of three new dramas that GMA will 
introduce on the same day, as part of a month-long 
overhaul of Telebabad. But it remains to be seen if 
the new series will pose a more interesting challenge 
to “Pangako Sa ‘Yo’. 


One thing's for sure: GMA still can't make the most 
out of their younger talents and now resort to old- 
timers in hopes of gaining some relevance.

While “The Rich Man's Daughter' featured a similar 
storyline as ‘My Husband's Lover’ (this time with 
females portrayed as lovers), it failed to equal, let 


alone surpass, the success of the latter. In fact, it 
was a mismatch from the start, with “Bridges of 
Love" doubling its ratings total over “The Rich Man's 
Daughter' with each episode. 


The contrast of fortunes for both series continued 
into social media, as ‘Bridges of Love’ remained a 
hot topic among netizens compared to ‘The Rich 
Man's Daughter’. The fact that the latter went 
largely unnoticed on Twitter despite featuring a 
novel storyline involving lesbianism only caused a 
great deal of concern and worry within the GMA 
camp. 


It will be interesting to see which series finale will 
have the last laugh. Will it be the love triangle 
between Maja, Paulo and Echo, or the love triangle 
between Rhian, Glaiza and Luis? 


One thing’s for sure: a frantic finish awaits both 
‘Bridges of Love’ and ‘The Rich Man’s Daughter’.

This was announced via 
the official Pinoy Big Brother Facebook and Twitter 
accounts. 

Previously, ABS-CBN canceled the PBB live 

stream amid controversy surrounding the so-called 
‘bromance’ between Bailey May and Kenzo 
Gutierrez. The incident eventually led to the 

MTRCB enforcing various sanctions on the reality 
series, some of which were eventually relaxed as the 
cast of teen housemates shrink. 

The return of the PBB live stream service coincided 
with the arrival of 12 regular housemates inside the 


Big Brother house. There was a surprising twist 
involving one housemate, however. 


For the first time ever, a housemate was allowed to 
bring in his wife and child to the Big Brother house, 
as Philip Lampart, the ‘Determined Dad ng 
Australia’, was given this provision by ‘Kuya’. The 
ensuing task given by ‘Kuya’ was to force the 
housemates to act as 'babies' in order to 

welcome Philip and his family. 


In all, 14 people (not including ‘Kuya’ and the 
production team) are currently occupying the ‘Bahay 
ni Kuya’: the 12 housemates plus Philip’s wife and 
son. Here are the other 11 regular housemates:

Last Sunday, GMA and APT Entertainment launched 
‘Sunday PinaSaya’, a new variety show that features 
mostly comedy skits with a few hints of musical 
performances. The new Sunday noontime show is 
hosted by Marian Rivera, Ai Ai Delas Alas, Jose 
Manalo, Wally Bayola, Alden Richards, Julie Anne San 
Jose, Barbie Forteza, Valeen Montenegro, and Jerald 
Napoles. 


‘Sunday PinaSaya’ marked the first time that GMA 
did not play a key role in producing a Sunday 
noontime show. The said program is produced by 


APT, whose founder, Tony Tuviera, is the director of 
‘Eat Bulaga’. 


The new offering did give ‘ASAP’ a run for its money, 
scoring a 21.4% rating over the latter’s 16.8% in the 
AGB Nielsen NUTAM figures. In the Kantar ratings, 
however, ‘ASAP’ still emerged the winner, but just 
barely (17.1% over ‘Sunday PinaSaya"s 16.1%). 


Judging from the first week, it is safe to say that 
“Sunday PinaSaya’ is still a work in progress. Their 
ratings in the first week are purely based on the 
viewers’ curiosity, so it remains to be seen whether 
or not the show’s second week will have the same 
kind of performance. 


‘Sunday PinaSaya’ is not the only Sunday 
noontime show that is offering something different, 
however. Just ask TV5’s ‘Happy Truck ng Bayan’. 


The two-month-old program employs a more 
unconventional approach, as they hold shows in 
various barangays. It is essentially a modern-day 
“Kwarta o Kahon’, albeit outdoors, with various 
games and segments to entertain the audience. 


Though ‘Happy Truck ng Bayan’ airs an hour earlier, 
it is still considered a noontime variety show for all 


intents and purposes. The show is hosted by Ogie 
Alcasid, Janno Gibbs, Derek Ramsay, Gelli de Belen, 
Mariel Rodriguez-Padilla, Jasmine Curtis-Smith, and 
various other Kapatid stars. 


While its ratings pale in comparison to ‘ASAP’ and 
“Sunday PinaSaya", TV5 seems unconcerned about 
its performance. After all, the Kapatid network 
values alternative programming, and “Happy Truck 
ng Bayan' exemplifies that. 


Gone are the days where musical performances 
dominate every viewer's Sunday noontime habits. A 
new dawn in Sunday noontime programming has 
indeed arrived, with skits and games to keep people 
entertained. 


The Sunday noontime slot is definitely back in 
business.

The ABS-CBN News Channel is getting an old face 
back to the fold. 


Cathy Yang recently announced through her social 
media accounts that she will return to the network 
starting this September. Yang comes to ABS-CBN 
fresh from a 15-year international stint with 
Bloomberg Asia and CCTV. 


Prior to returning to ABS-CBN, Yang worked for 
the Mother Ignacia-based network during the late 
90s, particularly as the anchor of ANC's 'Stock 
Market Live". For old-time Channel 2 viewers, she 
was best known as the co-host of 'Usapang 
Business’ with Ces Drilon. 


In between, Yang worked for Bloomberg Asia and 
CCTV, and was based in Tokyo and Hong Kong during 


those years. As an anchor for Bloomberg Asia, Yang 
was a three-time Best News Anchor winner from the 
prestigious Asian TV Awards. 


Two new projects await Yang at the start of 
September: “Market Edge’ and “Business Nightly’, 
the timeslots of which are yet to be determined. 
With over two decades of experience, Yang should 
be an asset to ANC’s deep roster of anchors, not to 
mention a guiding light to the network's younger 
staff.

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Don't expect the second remake of ‘MariMar’ to be 
as successful as the first one. 


The 2015 version of “MariMar”, starring Megan Young 
as the titular character and Tom Rodriguez as Sergio 
Santibanez, will officially air later tonight on the 
timeslot vacated by ‘Pari ‘Koy’. But unlike the 2007 
version starring Marian Rivera and Dingdong Dantes, 
the new ‘MariMar’ will face tougher competition this 
time around. 


When the 2007 adaptation hit the small screen, GMA 
was at the peak of its powers then, led by their 
successful mix of fantaseryes and Koreanovelas. The 
DongYan-led ‘MariMar’ topped the ratings in almost 
all of its episodes, eventually peaking with a 52.696 
rating during its two-hour finale in March 2008. 


The first remake of 'MariMar' skyrocketed the 
careers of Marian Rivera and Dingdong Dantes as a 
love team. It eventually led to an off-screen 
relationship, culminated by their wedding late last 
year (mirroring the 'live' marriage of MariMar and 
Sergio in 2008). 


Fast forward to this year, and a very different 
scenario awaits the new 'MariMar'. ABS-CBN had 
overtaken GMA in the ratings, thanks in large part to 
the discovery of new talents, and stories that pay 
tribute to the Filipinos' admirable qualities and 
values. 


One such story is ‘Nathaniel’, 'MariMar"s upcoming 
opponent. The value-oriented teleserye has been a 
consistent winner in its timeslot, even though it had 
to play a supporting role to both KathNiel (Kathryn 
Bernardo and Daniel Padilla) and JaDine (James Reid 
and Nadine Lustre) in the Primetime Bida lineup. 


That said, the new 'MariMar' will be under 
tremendous pressure to succeed against more 


formidable competition. The series has proven its 
charm in the past (both the original and 2007 
adaptation earned high ratings), so it's up to the 
viewers to decide if this is worth a second chance. 


“MariMar' premieres starting today, August 24, and 
airs weeknights at 7:45 p.m. on GMA Telebabad. 


Note: The first remake of ‘MariMar’ and the 
upcoming second remake had an eight-year gap 
between them. No stranger to producing a 
second teleserye remake within a short period of 
time, GMA has also produced second remakes of 
‘Darna’ and ‘Captain Barbell’ within four and five 
years of the first adaptation, respectively. 

This does not count another Mars Ravelo creation, 
‘Dyesebel’, which aired on GMA in 2008 and later 
remade by ABS-CBN six years later.

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Turns out there won't be any congestion on 
Kapamilya Gold after all. 

“Pinoy Big Brother: 737 Gold’ was cancelled following 
last Friday's episode. The cancellation gave way to 
the premiere of ‘Doble Kara’, starring Julia Montes. 


The afternoon edition of the ongoing ‘Pinoy Big 
Brother: 737’ has been under hot water from the 
beginning, receiving an SPG warning from the 
MTRCB after the infamous ‘bromance’ issue between 
Bailey May and Kenzo Gutierrez. Though it was later 
removed, ABS-CBN eventually decided to cancel 
PBB: 737 Gold out of respect to younger viewers. 


Thus, for the first time in the reality series' history, 
only one edition of PBB will be seen on free TV on a 
daily basis. Past seasons of ‘Pinoy Big Brother’ had 
an afternoon and evening (sometimes late night) 
edition on weekdays, and in the early years of the 
franchise, sister station Studio 23 even aired a 
supplementary broadcast of the series. 


Meanwhile, 'Flordeliza' is down to its final week. The 
comeback series of Jolina Magdangal and Marvin 
Agustin has been on the air for eight months now, 
but despite its surprisingly long run, it failed to 
dampen the success of afternoon's top drama, 
GMA's 'The Half-Sisters'. 


Now it's up to another comebacking Kapamilya, JM 
de Guzman, to give 'The Half-Sisters' a much- 
needed challenge. After returning to the limelight 
with the movie 'That Thing Called Tadhana', 

JM returns to the small screen via ‘All of Me’. 


In ‘All of Me’, JM and veteran actor Albert Martinez 
will share the role of Manuel, whose near-death 
experience led to his transformation back to his 
younger self. Older Manuel, a widowed doctor, 
settled with his new love interest Lena (Yen Santos), 
and after transforming into his younger self and 
traveling into the future, was faced with seeking 
revenge on Lena's husband Dr. Henry Nieves (Arron 
Villaflor), or moving on to a new life. 


The upcoming series will also star Angel Aquino, Ina

It was a cancellation that no one saw coming. 


The GMA comedy program ‘Sabado-Badoo’ was last 
seen on July 25. The show, hosted by Sef Cadayona 
and Betong Sumaya, featured a wide variety of 
videos that were variously presented in a humorous 
manner: most of which contained scenes from 
classic GMA shows. 


When it premiered last March 14, ‘Sabado- 

Badoo’ was supposed to be GMA's answer to ABS- 
CBN's “Mga Kwento ni Marc Logan’. But it failed 

to even make a dent in the national ratings, as 
viewers find Marc Logan's presentation style to be 
even funnier and quirkier than Sef and Betong's. 
‘Sabado-Badoo”s most recent episode came on July 
25. After that, however, no further episodes were 


aired, and instead, “Pepito Manaloto: Ang Tunay na 
Kwento’ was moved to an earlier timeslot. 


GMA did not officially announce the cancellation: 
instead they quietly pulled out ‘Sabado-Badoo’ from 
its Sabado Star Power lineup. Meanwhile, Sef was 
given a lead role in ‘Juan Tamad’, which began airing 
on August 23 (this should also explain why Sef 

left ‘Vampire ang Daddy Ko’ in order to concentrate 
on this project). 


‘Sabado-Badoo’ could have been a good show had 
GMA chose a more experienced presenter. Too bad 
they don’t have a match for humor-oriented 
journalist Marc Logan, who is a regular on TV Patrol’s 
closing segments and a host on DZMM's ‘Sakto’ with 
Amy Perez. 


It was an unfortunate ending to a promising show. 
Let's just hope that GMA learns from this latest 
ordeal.

A new timeslot for ‘To the Top’ on Saturdays shows GMA's lack of confidence with the show.

GMA is definitely not confident with ‘To the Top’. 


This past Saturday, GMA moved 'To the Top' to a new 
timeslot of 10:40 p.m. This means that it has to face 
both ‘Banana Split: Extra Scoop’ and ‘The 
Bottomline’, two ABS-CBN programs that merely 
cater to night owls. 


Airing this late will definitely not bode well to the 
show, its participants, and its audience. The 
exposure of the boyband aspirants would have 
been more helpful if ‘To the Top’ were to air at an 
earlier timeslot and with a wider amount of viewers, 
but at 10:40 p.m., they will be severely 
handicapped. 


While the Sunday edition will stick to its close-to- 
10:00 p.m. slot, this is still a period where GMA feels 
uncomfortable with. After all, the Kapuso network 
still has to worry about ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ and 
“Gandang Gabi Vice’, and much like “Bet ng Bayan’ 
before it, ‘To the Top’ may still have no chance of 
success. 


Despite its premise as a multi-platform reality show, 
“To the Top' cannot depend on its online viewers 
alone. After all, television remains the most 
widespread medium to expose the talents, which 'To 
the Top' desperately needs. 


That said, GMA appears to have little to no trust 
whatsoever in ‘To the Top’. They are not confident 


that the show will succeed in a traditional media 
setup, which is why they moved it to a later timeslot 
to avoid getting humiliated. 


“To the Top' seems like a lost opportunity than a 
blessing for GMA. It may be the first show to employ 
both a traditional and a new media setup, but it is 
clear that GMA is wasting its time on the show, given 
its treatment and promotion. 


So much for being the first boyband competition in 
the country. Now let's see what they will do with 
“StarStruck'.

‘The Half-Sisters’ now finds itself facing a more 
formidable rival. 


The long-running GMA afternoon teleserye, now over 
a year on the air, will face ‘Doble Kara’ starting 
today. The upcoming episode of ‘Doble Kara’ will 
mark the series debut of Julia Montes, after the 
teleserye’s first week saw young actress Avery 
Balasbas play the younger versions of Julia’s twin 
characters Sarah and Kara. 


Despite not featuring Julia in its opening week, 
‘Doble Kara’ managed to beat the competition from 
the moment it debuted on ABS-CBN. Last Monday’s 
premiere episode scored a 16.9% rating (based 
on Kantar’s figures), besting rival show ‘Buena 


Familia's 13.106, and continued its momentum 
throughout the week. 


It became clear, however, that ‘Doble Kara’ needed 
worthier competition. This is where ‘The Half-Sisters’ 
come to the picture. 


For most of this year, ‘The Half-Sisters’ has been 
afternoon’s top teleserye, winning in both Kantar 
and AGB Nielsen on a consistent basis. While the 
series is being led by underrated GMA talents in 
Barbie Forteza and Thea Tolentino, a 

strong supporting cast and an unpredictable 
Storyline has kept viewers glued to this series 
regularly. 


‘The Half-Sisters’ proved too much for ‘Flordeliza’ to 
overcome, even though the latter managed to 

gain some momentum in its final few weeks. Still, 
ABS-CBN was not satisfied with how the series fared, 
despite the fact that it was hyped as the comeback 
series of returning Kapamilyas Jolina Magdangal and 
Marvin Agustin. 


‘Flordeliza’ was supposed to be replaced by ‘Doble 
Kara’, but the latter’s premiere date was moved a 
week earlier than expected. The declining ratings 
of ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737 Gold’ forced ABS-CBN to 
cancel the show in order to make way for ‘Doble 


Kara’, which first premiered opposite ‘Buena 
Familia’. 


Following the conclusion of ‘Flordeliza’, ABS-CBN 
initially advertised ‘All of Me’ as the former’s 
replacement. But instead, the itch to beat ‘The Half- 
Sisters’ can no longer be tolerated, and they finally 
decided to move ‘Doble Kara’ to the leadoff spot in 
the network’s Kapamilya Gold block. 


It does make sense for ABS-CBN to pit ‘Doble Kara’ 
against ‘The Half-Sisters’. After all, they have a 
proven performer in Julia Montes, who has been 
successful in the Primetime Bida block through 
Starring roles in ‘Mara Clara’, ‘Walang Hanggan’, 
‘Muling Buksan ang Puso’, and more recently ‘Ikaw 
Lamang’. 


Now the sole lead star and playing two characters at 
once, it's up to Julia to continue her momentum. But 
whether or not her presence will lift ‘Doble Kara’ 
past an afternoon power in ‘The Half-Sisters’ remains 
to be seen. 


Still, it’s a good test for Julia and her expanding 
range of skills. Good luck.

Sadly, the station 
lasted only six years and endured three major rebrands during that span. (Logo courtesy of

1995 was a memorable year in Philippine television. 
As part of a year-long special, From the Tube will 
look back at a year full of historical debuts, 
unforgettable moments, and celebrated feats in the 
history of television in the country. 

ABS-CBN's UHF TV network (currently ABS-CBN 
Sports-- Action) has been on the air since 1996, but 
they're not the first major network to have a sister 
UHF channel. 


That distinction belonged to GMA Network's original 
sister TV station, Citynet 27. Established on August 
27, 1995, the station became the fifth UHF TV 
network in the country, after SBN-21, DZEE-23 (the 
predecessor to ABS-CBN's UHF channel), RJTV-29 
and CTV-31. 


Citynet 27's initial focus was on canned 
programming (mostly from the U.S.), ranging from 
sitcoms, dramas and action series to sporting 


events. These programs were moved from GMA-7 in 
order for the latter to add more local programming. 


The channel soon faced intense competition with the 
launch of Studio 23. While Citynet remained the 
premiere source for upscale-laden programs, it 
became clear that GMA is losing money from this 
venture, and by 1999, Studio 23's continued 
emergence and popularity prove to be too much for 
Citynet to handle. 


As a result, GMA had no choice but to reformat 
Citynet 27 into a music video channel. Initially 
known as EMC (Entertainment Music Channel), GMA 
soon joined forces with STAR TV to carry Channel V 
Philippines, and the rebranded station was launched 
near the end of 1999. 


However, the partial acquisition of GMA's stake by 
PLDT (later re-sold to Felipe Gozon, etc.) forced 
Channel V Philippines to sign off in mid-2001. Among 
the primary reasons include conflict of interest (PLDT 
owned MTV Philippines through Nation Broadcasting 
Company) and increasing competition with MTVPH 
and the newly-launched MYX. 


GMA was left without a sister channel for the next 
four years. Then in 2005, they entered into a lease 
agreement with ZOE-TV and launched QTV (later 


rebranded as GMA News TV), with Channel 27 briefly 
serving as a repeater. 


Today, DWDB 27 is currently inactive, possibly for 
future use as a digital TV outlet. The station would 
have turned 20 this year had GMA kept it active. 


To this day, GMA continues to regret 

its failed experiment of Citynet 27. With the network 
now enduring some financial issues, they can only 
hope that the lessons of Citynet 27 will be applied 
to whatever decisions they will make moving 
forward.

StarStruck 
Finally Returns, 
But Problems 
Persist 
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The long-awaited return of ‘StarStruck’ is underway. 


After a five-year absence, the original and most 
iconic reality talent search show on Philippine 
television is back with a new season and a new 
hope. A total of 35 hopefuls will have the chance of a 
lifetime to become a GMA star and an Ultimate 
Survivor. 


But there are some problems that should concern 
the returning ‘StarStruck’. 


GMA announced that ‘StarStruck’ would air 
weekdays at 5:50 p.m. starting today. The problem is 
that the timeslot is way too early for a reality show 
of this caliber, and based on recent trends, Filipino 
reality talent shows usually air in mid-to-late 
evenings to take advantage of bigger audiences. 


In the first five seasons of ‘StarStruck’, GMA placed 
the show after the local teleseryes and before 
Koreanovelas on the network’s Telebabad block. At 
the time, it helped ‘StarStruck’ earn high ratings for 
the network, right in the midst of the Koreanovela 
and fantaserye fever. 


Those seasons of ‘StarStruck’ also had a weekend 
edition (which also rated well), something that the 
new season won't have (unless GMA changes its 
mind). But until then, the new ‘StarStruck’ will have 
to endure a different and more radical approach than 
in past seasons. 


“StarStruck' will also have to worry about 'Pasion de 
Amor’. The ABS-CBN drama series continues to stay 
hot in its timeslot, winning over its GMA counterparts 
on a consistent basis. 


That said, GMA will have its hands full once 
‘StarStruck’ comes in. ‘Pasion de Amor’ is a tough 
nut to crack for the Kapuso network, especially 
considering the single-digit failures of previous 
opponents ‘My Mother's Secret’ and ‘Reply 1997’, 
thus GMA has to pull all the stops if ‘StarStruck’ 
wants to return to form. 


It’s just too bad that they didn’t place the show 
against the continuously declining ‘Pinoy Big 
Brother: 737’ (thank you ‘Legendary Women’ and 
‘Bubble Gang’ for closing that timeslot). Had they 
placed ‘StarStruck’ against PBB (or earlier at best), 
the show would have fared better. 


But as it stands, ‘StarStruck’ is in for a rude 
awakening. Without any options, GMA has no choice 
but to place the returning ‘StarStruck’ into a timeslot 
they’re not used to, which is a daunting challenge 

to this point. 


Is 'StarStruck' worth the wait, or an immediate 
afterthought? We'll see.

It seems like TV5 is having fun remaking 
Koreanovelas that were previously aired on another 
network. 

After the remake of ‘The Baker King’, it is now the 
turn of ‘My Fair Lady’ to embrace the TV5 airwaves. 
The new adaptation will be led by Jasmine Curtis- 


Smith, Vin Abrenica and Luis Alandy, and will replace 
the former starting this Monday. 


Like “The Baker King’, the original ‘My Fair Lady’ 
never aired on TV5. Instead, it aired on ABS-CBN in 
2011, as part of the Kapamilya Gold block. 


The original series first aired in Korea in 2009, and 
earned high ratings and numerous awards in its 
home country despite airing only 16 60-minute 
episodes.

Unlike several hit Koreanovelas, ABS-CBN chose to 
relinquish the rights to 'My Fair Lady' due to its low 
ratings. TV5 picked up the rights to the series early 
last year, with the intent towards producing a 
remake. 


The remake of 'My Fair Lady' will air for only 30 
minutes, in contrast to its Korean counterpart. There 
will be a few tweaks along the way, but 

overall, expect the adaptation to not deviate from 
the style and approach of the original. 


Joining Jasmine, Vin and Luis on 'My Fair Lady' will 
be Chanel Morales, Katrina Legaspi, Eddie Gutierrez, 
Marjorie Barretto, Jenny Miller, DJ Durano, Joross 
Gamboa, and Yayo Aguila.

Startalk Takes a 
Bow 
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1995 was a memorable year in Philippine television. 
As part of a year-long special, From the Tube will 
look back at a year full of historical debuts, 
unforgettable moments, and celebrated feats in the 
history of television in the country. 

The final episode of 'Startalk' will air tomorrow 
afternoon. 


After nearly 20 years of leading the showbiz talk 
show circuit, GMA realized that the time has 
come. Like ABS-CBN did when ‘The Buzz’ went off 


the air last April, GMA knows that the changing 
needs of its audience (e.g. social media, internet) 
would become a huge factor, and as result, they 
finally decided to let go of an institution that has 
served them well. 

“Startalk” debuted on October 8, 1995 as a Sunday 
afternoon talk show, with Boy Abunda, Lolit Solis and 
Kris Aquino as its hosts. For the next three years, the 
Show competed against ‘Showbiz Lingo’, but it 
became clear that ‘Startalk’ would never make its 
presence felt if it were to face another showbiz talk 
show. 


Thus, in June 1998, ‘Startalk’ moved to Saturday 
afternoons (after ‘Eat Bulaga’), and it would remain 
that way for nearly 16 years. By then Kris Aquino left 
for ABS-CBN, and after Dawn Zulueta briefly filled in, 
‘Startalk’ hired sexy star Rosanna Roces, and with 
her controversial antics, the show finally won the 
hearts of viewers nationwide. 


'Startalk' suffered a slight dip in its audience when, 
in May 1999, Boy Abunda joined Kris Aquino at ABS- 
CBN to host another long-running showbiz talk show 
in “The Buzz’. They quickly recovered, however, 
when Butch Francisco replaced Boy, and for the 
next five years, the trio of Butch, Lolit and Osang 
would lead ‘Startalk’ to unprecedented heights. 


Osang’s tenure came to an end in June 2004 after 
a series of controversies that culminated in a well- 


publicized feud with co-host Lolit Solis and Dra. Vicki 
Belo. After that, Butch and Lolit would be joined by 
the likes of Lorna Tolentino, Joey de Leon, Ricky Lo 
and Heart Evangelista for the remainder of the 
show's run. 


At almost the same time, ABS-CBN tried to counter 
‘Startalk’ with a variety of showbiz talk shows on 
Saturday afternoons, none of which were able to win. 
It became clear that a rivalry between ‘Startalk’ and 
‘The Buzz’ was something viewers would like to see, 
and in January 2014, ‘Startalk’ moved back to 
Sunday afternoons in order to face ‘The Buzz’ (albeit 
under the name of ‘Buzz ng Bayan’). 

The experiment was a disaster, however, and after 
‘Buzz ng Bayan’ reverted to ‘The Buzz’ name in May 
2014, ‘Startalk’ moved back to Saturday afternoons, 
this time cutting the show’s duration by 45 minutes.. 
The declining ratings would only continue from 
there, and GMA realized the end was near. 

On September 12, GMA announced that ‘Startalk’ 
will air its final episode. The said episode will feature 
a list of 20 questions submitted by netizens on 
'Startalk"s official Facebook, during which the hosts 
will answer each of them throughout the show. 


‘Startalk’ will always be remembered as ‘The Only 
Showbiz Authority’, as well as the longest-running 
showbiz talk show in the country. But with the show 
finally taking a bow, it marked the end of an era, for 


‘Startalk’ was the benchmark in which all other 
showbiz talk shows were measured. 


A new era beckons in the showbiz industry. Thanks 
for the memories, ‘Startalk’.

GMA's Afternoon Prime block is now down to four 
programs. 


In an attempt to curb the declining ratings of the 
block, GMA decided to shrink the amount of 
programs that Afternoon Prime normally airs. The 
victim of this revamp is the Koreanovelas; following 
the conclusion of “Birth of a Beauty', GMA decided 
not to air a Koreanovela in the afternoon, leaving 
Afternoon Prime with just four programs. 


The four programs are: 
e The Half-Sisters 


e Buena Familia 
e Destiny Rose (new show) 


e News and Public Affairs block (Alisto, Tunay na 
Buhay, Power House, Reporters" Notebook, Love 
Hotline) 

This means that GMA will now extend the running 

times of the three teleseryes by 5-10 minutes. 

So expect ‘The Half-Sisters’, ‘Buena Familia’ and 

newcomer ‘Destiny Rose’ to air for nearly an hour 

each, which is uncharacteristic for a teleserye. 


As for the News and Public Affairs block, the new 
schedule puts them out of position. Instead of going 
head-to-head with their ABS-CBN counterparts, they 
will now go up against ‘Kapamilya: Deal or No Deal’, 
which is a definite mismatch based on the latter’s 
recent string of ratings success. 


Overall, this is not a good scheduling idea for GMA in 
the long run. Since the three teleseryes run for 
nearly an hour, there will be issues of more frequent 
commercial breaks and unexpected cliffhangers, 
something that would make these teleseryes 

tough and mentally draining to watch even for the 
more die-hard viewers. 


Not even the viewership of ‘Eat Bulaga’ will help 
either. Despite the show’s recent success with the 
AlDub phenomenon, the momentum built up during 
‘Eat Bulaga’ gradually falls after the show ends, due 
to various factors. 


That said, the reduction of the number of programs 
in the afternoon is of no use for GMA. Dragging these 
programs for an extended period may mean disaster 
for this once-formidable programming block. 


Now it's up to ABS-CBN's Kapamilya Gold to take 
advantage. GMA's loss is now ABS-CBN's gain.

ASIDE FROM //ustrado's rerun on GMA News TV this Monday, another litany of desperate 
strategy comes from the main channel in Timog Avenue that will premiere tomorrow. 


Enter CelebriTV. 


CelebriTV is said to be the weekly “trend-tertainment news” and “comedy talk show” replacing 
the nearly two-decade-old Startalk (with 1,024 episodes). The end of Startalk was mainly due to 
the shift of preference of providing local entertainment news online rather than on television. 


Unlike Startalk, Butch Francisco will no longer be part of the new show but will be replaced 
by Ai-Ai de las Alas for her second TV project (also, her first in weekend and in afternoon) as 
an exclusive talent this year. Secondly, Ricky Lo will be demoted from host to a correspondent. 
Lastly, Heart Evangelista will not be seen on the new program, in order not to show conflict of 
interest, for the sake of supporting her husband's (Sen. Chiz Escudero) recent candidacy for 
Vice President next year under the presidential ticket of Sen. Grace Poe. 


Tomorrow's guests of CelebriTV will be Willie Revillame (Joey de Leon's former foe and host of 
Wowowin) and A/den Richards (the “Pambansang Bae” and part of the two-month-old AlDub 
tandem). 

However, the 45-minute talk show failed to realize that it will face ABS-CBN's serious in-depth 
topical show “Failon Ngayon.” Most of the critics, especially Ralph Domingo and John Rodrigo

“Wish Ko Lang ”"s magic is slowly disappearing. 


Once known for granting wishes to ordinary citizens, 
it has now turned into a drama anthology that seems 
more appropriate to rival ABS-CBN's “Maalaala Mo 
Kaya’. The purpose of ‘Wish Ko Lang’ has now turned 
into a joke, where the title of the show is no longer 
applicable to its new format. 


It has been that way for nearly a year now, where 
host Vicky Morales has turned herself from the face 
of the show into a background character, 
overshadowed by the Kapuso actors that the show 
assigns. Even ‘Karelasyon’, a similarly themed 
drama anthology, is now outplaying ‘Wish Ko Lang’ 
in the ratings. 


For a show that has been on the air for over a 
decade, this is definitely insulting to the loyal 
audiences who have watched ‘Wish Ko Lang’ all 
these years. It hurts, isn’t it? 


When ‘Wish Ko Lang’ debuted 13 years ago, it 
served its purpose well, granting wishes to ordinary 
citizens who sent letters of hopes and aspirations. 
For years, the show was a ratings winner, beating 
similarly themed programs such as ‘Willingly Yours’, 
“Simpleng Hiling" and “Nagmamahal, Kapamilya’ (the 


latter show was hosted by ‘Wish Ko Lang"s original 
host Bernadette Sembrano). 


Then came ‘Failon Ngayon', whose more informative 
and engaging brand of public service began to 
upstage ‘Wish Ko Lang’. The show experienced a 
decline soon after, moving into three different 
timeslots which never worked out for them. 


In August 2014, ‘Wish Ko Lang’ moved to its current 
timeslot, and soon after, it reformatted from a public 
service program to a drama anthology in order to 
compete against the newly-revived ‘Ipaglaban Mo’. It 
became clear, however, that older fans disapproved 
of the show’s transformation, and as a result, ratings 
continued to suffer. 


Now GMA has to make a decision. Since ‘Karelasyon’ 
and ‘Wish Ko Lang’ offer a similar format, they need 
to choose between the two of them, and based on 
'Karelasyon"s impressive ratings, it may be better 
for GMA to finally let go of 'Wish Ko Lang' and create 
a legit public service program without the 
unnecessary dramatizations. 


If they choose not to let go, they have to 

pick between these two options. Either they bring 
the old format back and move to a new timeslot, or 
rebrand the program if they intend to keep the new 
format. 


It's up to GMA to decide. They can only hope that 
this decision on the fate of ‘Wish Ko Lang’ is for the 
best interest of the network and its viewers, and will 
help GMA in the long run.

The FIBA Asia Championship will be on two different 
stations starting tomorrow. 


For starters, the rights for every FIBA regional 
qualifying event (except Africa and Oceania) are 
currently held by Solar Entertainment's Basketball 
TV. The said network has covered the Americas and 
Eurobasket championships, which were won by 
Venezuela and Spain respectively, and now it's the 
turn of the Asian nations to qualify for the Olympics. 


All games of the FIBA Asia Championship will air on 
BTV. The Gilas Pilipinas games will be simulcast live 
on TV5, unless they consider covering non-Gilas 
games on AksyonTV (and to a lesser extent, TV5) as 
well. 


The 2015 FIBA Asia Championship will be held at 
Changsha-Hunan, China, and will run from 
September 23 to October 3. Full schedule can be 
clicked here.

Two cable channels are now fighting for the right to 
air “Heroes Reborn’. 


Jack TV and FOX Philippines have announced that 
they will both broadcast ‘Heroes Reborn’ via satellite 
starting tomorrow. The premiere broadcast of 
‘Heroes Reborn’ on both channels will be as follows: 


e Jack TV - 11:00 a.m. 

e FOX Philippines - 11:35 a.m. 

‘Heroes Reborn’ is a 13-episode miniseries that picks 
up from where the original series ‘Heroes’ left off. In 
the U.S., the mini-series will air on NBC, the same 
home network as the original. 


The original ‘Heroes’ first saw the light of day in the 
Philippines when it was aired on RPN-9 via its Prime 
Shift and C/S 9 branding. The series ran from 2006 
to 2010 and spanned four seasons. 


Just recently, all episodes of the original ‘Heroes’ 
were re-aired on FOX Philippines, who also intend to 
air ‘Heroes Reborn’. However, Jack TV, a former 
sister station of RPN-9, also made their own case 
on the upcoming miniseries, and as a result, a 
bidding war began between the two networks. 


The program rights battle between Solar 
Entertainment and FOX International Channels is no 
longer new. There have been instances of one 
program being aired on each of the company’s 
channels; for example, Jack TV and FOX Philippines 
have the rights to ‘The Simpsons’ and ‘Family Guy’, 


among other programs, with the difference being 
that the former airs the current season and the latter 
the previous seasons. 


That said, it's hard to fathom the fact that two cable 
networks will premiere the same program at almost 
the same time. It is also confusing, because the 
viewers will find it hard to choose which channel to 
watch. 


Perhaps the time has come for Solar's Wilson Tieng 
and FOX International's Jude Turcuato to settle this 
issue once and for all. The similarities between the 
two outfits should not go a little too far by airing the 
same program almost simultaneously, so they have 
to figure out a way to differentiate themselves 
according to content. 


Let's just hope that they work out a deal in the near 
future. After all, this is for the best interests of the 
viewer.

show. Some viewers may think that ‘Tonight with Boy 
Abunda’ is related to GMA News TV's ‘Tonight with 
Arnold Clavio’, despite its differences in format. 


If ABS-CBN were smart enough, they could have 
promoted Boy Abunda’s new daily solo show as a 
spin-off to ‘The Bottomline with Boy Abunda’. 


Perhaps ‘The Daily Bottomline’, ‘Bottomline 15’ or 
‘The Bottomline in 15 Minutes’ would have been a 
more appropriate title, isn’t it? 


Or they would just rename it as ‘ 15 Minutes with 
Boy Abunda’. Either way, ABS-CBN would have been 
more creative if they created a better program title 
instead of copy-pasting one that is already used on 
another network.

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The AlDub phenomenon reached fever pitch last 
Saturday. 


“Eat Bulaga"s so-called National Pabebe Wave Day 
featured a chance meeting between Alden Richards 
and Maine Mendoza (aka Yaya Dub) inside a mansion 
‘owned’ by Lola Nidora (Wally Bayola). It marked the 
first selfie between the pair, the debut of the 
mansion's maid Rianna, also portrayed by Bayola, 
and the first time that Yaya Dub spoke on national 
television. 


That episode of ‘Eat Bulaga’ overwhelmed ‘It’s 
Showtime"s ANIMversary episode by a wide margin, 
both in tweets and in the ratings. A record 25 million 
tweets were confirmed during the episode, while 
ratings of 37.2 (NUTAM) and 30.896 (Kantar) helped 
“Eat Bulaga' widen its gap over ‘It’s Showtime’. 
Many were beginning to question 'It's Showtime"s 
increasingly immoral antics, such as what happened 
last Saturday with the on-air kiss between Viceral 
(Vice Ganda's alter-ego) and Karylle (see video 
above). Even the infamous Pastillas Girl segments 
(which were criticized for its desperate and indecent 
nature) earned the ire of Gabriela for its exploitation 
of women. 


However, the so-called Kalyeserye on ‘Eat 

Bulaga" also has its fair share of detractors. This 
despite the fact that it entails a positive message to 
its viewers. 


Since the AlDub phenomenon got underway, 
virtually every newscast on GMA and GMA News TV 
have always featured a short summary of the 
Kalyeserye (example video 

above). The overemphasis on AlDub continued 
even during Sundays, which is a rest day for the 
staff of ‘Eat Bulaga’. 


Stories of the AlDub phenomenon have also become 
a regular occurrence on ‘Kapuso Mo, Jessica Soho’. 
Features of AlDub fanatics are usually the point of 
emphasis on the said program. 


GMA has also taken advantage of Alden Richards’ 
renewed fame, even though it was ‘Eat Bulaga"s 
parent company TAPE, Inc. who made the young 
actor a household name. Just recently, News 

TV reaired the obvious flop that is ‘Ilustrado’, while 
Alden's life story on ‘Magpakailanman’ was also 
replayed. 

It is clear that GMA is abusing the popularity of 
AlDub. The pair alone has loomed large over GMA's 
own talents, and as a result, stunts their 
development and potential. 


That said, finding a balance between AlDub and the 
rest of the network should be emphasized. AlDub 
can't do it alone, and GMA needs its other talents 
and programs to step up in this urgent moment. 


AlDub's popularity should not be taken for granted. 
It is GMA's responsibility to make things fair for 
everyone, otherwise it may alienate its viewers.

3 contestants El Gamma Penumbra emerged as the 
winners. 


'Pilipinas Got Talent' last aired two years ago, when

However, despite the success of the show, 

many viewers were disappointed in the selection 
process, as each winner of PGT were singers even 
though the talent on the show came from different 
fields. 


It was also overshadowed by another franchised 
show in ‘The Voice of the Philippines’, and its sister 
show ‘The Voice Kids’. Thanks to the success of the 
two shows, PGT ended up taking a longer break than 
anyone expected to see.

“Mr. Bean’ has some new episodes coming. 


That’s right, new episodes of the animated series are 
now making their way to Filipino viewers, just in time 
for the franchise’s 25th anniversary. However, the 
Said episodes are not airing on Disney Channel as 
they usually do. 


Instead, it was Boomerang and Cartoon Network 
who made the new episodes available. The former 
began airing ‘Mr. Bean’ in June, with the latter 
following suit. 


For many years, the cable television rights to ‘Mr. 
Bean’ in the Philippines belonged to Disney Channel. 
The station aired not only the animated series, but 
also the live-action series, as well as the movies 
‘Bean: The Ultimate Disaster Movie’ and ‘Mr. Bean’s 
Holiday’. 


But with Disney Channel unable to secure the rights 
to new episodes of the animated series, their long- 
time grip on the franchise appears to be slipping 
away. That said, losing out on new episodes of ‘Mr. 
Bean’ proved to be another big blow for the said 
channel, much like what happened when Cartoon 
Network beat them out for new episodes of ‘Oggy 
and the Cockroaches’. 


Disney Channel’s loss is now Boomerang and 
Cartoon Network's gain. It's another opportunity lost 
for the said channel, whose programming remains 
diluted in comparison to its rivals. 
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“Pastillas Girl’ is in hot water. 


A meeting between the MTRCB's Gender and 
Development Committee and the show's director 
Norbert Vidanes, executive producer Mark Rejano, 
and business unit head Reily Santiago is set to take 
place this October 13. This was in response 

to numerous complaints from concerned citizens 
regarding the “Nasaan Ka Mr. Pastillas’ segment. 


Among those concerned were the women's group 
Gabriela, who requested the MTRCB for an 
investigation regarding the skit's alleged exploitation 
of women. They claim that ‘Pastillas Girl’ (Angelica 
Yap in real life) is being pimped by various interested 
men, something that Yap and her mother 
vehemently denied. 


The letter, which was sent to the executives of ‘It’s 
Showtime", as well as ABS-CBN TV Production 
Entertainment head Laurenti Dyogi and Gabriela 
Secretary General Joan Salvador, is as follows:

The PBA and the UAAP will cross paths on the small 
screen once more. 


For the first time, the opening day of the PBA 
Philippine Cup will take place while the UAAP men's 
basketball eliminations are still ongoing. This was 
made possible by the latter’s most recent calendar 
change. 


Previously, the UAAP men's basketball tournament 
was played from July to October. But with most 
member schools adjusting their calendar to be at par 
with other foreign institutions, the UAAP decided to 
move its season opening to September, and with it 
rescheduled the basketball season from September 
to November. 


This means that the elimination round of the UAAP 
men's basketball tournament will now have to 
compete with the PBA Philippine Cup once the latter 
opens in October”. Both leagues primarily play at 
the Smart Araneta Coliseum and the Mall of Asia 
Arena: thus, they need to agree in advance on the 
availability of both venues. 


Sunday's PBA Philippine Cup opener at the Big Dome 
will feature the customary opening ceremony, 
followed by a game between the Star Hotshots and 
the Rain or Shine Elasto Painters. On the same day, 


the UAAP will hold a men's basketball twinbill at 
MOA, pitting UE and UP, and La Salle and FEU. 


The PBA games will be aired on TV5, AksyonTV and 
Sports5.PH, with a radio broadcast on Radyo5 
stations. The UAAP games are currently seen on 
ABS-CBN Sports- Action, Balls HD 195, iWanTV and 
ABS-CBN Sports official website.

1995 was a memorable year in Philippine television. 
As part of a year-long special, From the Tube will 
look back at a year full of historical debuts, 
unforgettable moments, and celebrated feats in the 
history of television in the country. 

GMA's ‘Bubble Gang’ will have its 20th 

anniversary special next month. 


The theme is still a mystery at the moment, but 
based on teasers from the show's social media 
accounts, it appears that it will be a mostly formal 
occasion. The show's current and past cast members 
will be on hand, as is a die-hard fan who will be 
invited on the said anniversary episode. 


Indeed, “Bubble Gang’ has come a long way since 
premiering on October 20, 1995. Every Friday night, 
viewers were treated to the show's assortment of 
parodies and skits that reference both pop 

culture and real-life situations, most of which 

end with the cast members showing disbelief in the 
most humorous way possible. 


At the heart of ‘Bubble Gang”s longevity is Michael 
V. One of two original cast members left on the show 
(the other is Antonio Aquitania), Bitoy also acts as its 
creative director, formulating most of “Bubble 
Gang"s infamous skits and characters, not to 
mention composing and singing the opening theme 
song. 


It was with 'Bubble Gang' where Michael V (real 
name Beethoven Bunagan) achieved his greatest 
success. Whether he's Mr. Assimo, Tata Lino and 
Donya Ina, or even past characters such as Junee 
Lee, Yaya and Lito, Bitoy's portrayals with these 
personas helped him become one of the most 
popular entertainers of his generation. 


Bitoy even showcases his musical talent on the 
show, as part of his Myusik Tagalog Bersyon and 
Music English Version skits. One such song was 
“Sinaktan Mo ang Puso Ko’, which became a hit 
single. 


But “Bubble Gang’ isn't just about Michael V alone.

The longest-running afternoon drama today 
just doesn't seem to end. 


Director Mark Reyes has confirmed that ‘The Half- 
Sisters' will be extended until January 2016. 
Counting the prior 17 months, the series will now 
have a total of 20 months on its current tenure. 


In addition, Reyes confirmed that a new story arc is 
in the works. He teased that this arc will be edgier 
and more controversial, but did not disclose any 
further details because it needs the approval of a 
variety of sectors, from network management to the 
cast. 


Considering that lead stars Barbie Forteza and Thea 
Tolentino are maturing as actresses, this may be the 
best course of action for the series. But then again, 


it's up to the two young stars to convince 
themselves that they are ready for the next step. 


Since debuting in June 2014, ‘The Half-Sisters' has 
been one the Philippines’ top-rated programs. Its 
lengthy run has been very impressive, so much so 
that veteran actors Gloria Romero, Eula Valdes, 
Cherie Gil and Eddie Garcia have made special 
appearances at one point, all with the intent of 
adding more flavor to the story. 


But while ‘The Half-Sisters’ remained a hit with 
viewers, they seem to show signs of decline in 
recent months. The entry of ABS-CBN's ‘Doble Kara’, 
in particular, has given ‘The Half-Sisters’ its toughest 
rival yet, since the former starred Julia Montes, a 
very successful primetime drama performer. 


As a result, GMA made an announcement earlier this 
month that ‘The Half-Sisters’ would be down to its 
last four weeks, in hopes of ending the series on a 
high note. This report was later retracted, however, 
and no further mention of its impending conclusion 
was made in later episode previews. 


Its presumed replacement, ‘Dangwa’, was then 
moved to a late-morning timeslot. And when director 
Mark Reyes made the confirmation, ‘The Half- 
Sisters” run will officially go on for an even longer 
period. 


Now that ‘The Half-Sisters’ will continue until the 
new year, expect even further twists and turns in a 
series that has featured many of them. But how 
much longer will the viewers stick around? Only time 
will tell.

The ABS-CBN News Channel has a new look and a 
refreshed lineup starting today. 


Gone is the simple royal blue rhombus and ‘ANC’ in 
Arial Bold typeface. In its place is a dark 


blue rhombus and ‘ANC’ in Gotham Bold font. 
Making it even more unique is that the 'A' on the 
logo is taken from the 'Star Network'-era ABS-CBN 
logo, with a red triangle below it. 


ANC also unveiled updated graphics and typefaces 
for its programs, featuring a red and blue color 
scheme. Completing the makeover is a tweaked 
morning schedule that took effect today. 


ANC 's flagship morning newscast, ‘Mornings@ANC’, 
now takes its rightful place in the early morning. 
Airing on weekdays at 5:30 a.m., the show is now 
anchored by David Celdran and Ginger Conejero, 
with Gigi Grande, Paolo Abrera, Gretchen Ho and 
Edric Mendoza joining the show as segment anchors. 


After Karen Davila’s ‘Headstart’, Cathy Yang takes 
her ‘Market Edge’ to the mornings. Normally airing 
every weekday at 3:00 p.m., the show now airs at 
9:00 a.m. as well, to coincide with both the opening 
and closing of the Philippine Stock Exchange and 
other regional markets. 


At 10:00 a.m. comes the late-morning edition of 
‘News Now’, anchored by Nancy Irlanda. The 30- 
minute newscast will be followed by the critically- 
acclaimed finance and investment program ‘On the 
Money’. 


From that point on, the remainder of ANC's weekday 
schedule will remain basically the same, save for a 
refreshed on-air look and a new early evening 
program. Gretchen Ho anchors ‘The Daily 

Serve’, which airs at 6:30 p.m. 


In its quest to remain the most reliable news channel 
in the country, the ABS-CBN News Channel 

took drastic steps to strengthen and solidify its 
image and reputation. With a refreshed identity, 
expect ANC to stay on top of its league for years to 
come.

1995 was a memorable year in Philippine television. 
As part of a year-long special, From the Tube will 
look back at a year full of historical debuts, 


unforgettable moments, and celebrated feats in the 
history of television in the country. 

It has been over 20 years since ‘Saksi’ premiered on 
GMA. 


These days, the second longest-running active free 
TV newscast on Philippine television (behind “TV 
Patrol') is taking its act on late-nights. But it hasn't 
always been that way. 


At the time ‘Saksi’ (then known as 'Saksi: GMA 
Headline Balita') premiered on October 2, 1995, it 
was only a 15-minute early evening newscast, which 
pales in comparison to rival ‘TV Patrol"s running time 
of nearly an hour. Soon after, it expanded to 30, then 
to 45 minutes, and it remained that way until it 

was moved to late nights in mid-2002. 


The early years of ‘Saksi’ centered on one man: Mike 
Enriquez. The former DJ-turned-newscaster became 
an instrumental figure in the rise of 'Saksi', even as 
he was paired with different co-anchors; namely, 
Karen Davila, Mel Tiangco and Vicky Morales. 


Mike became so attached with 'Saksi' that he was 
given his own radio program: 'Saksi sa Dobol B'. The 
now 15-year-old show carried over some of 'Saksi"s 
mannerisms, including the iconic catchphrase 
'pasok' whenever Mr. Saksi himself introduces a 
reporter on location. 


In 2002, ‘Saksi’ moved to its current position as a 
late-night newscast. Mike Enriquez and then co- 
anchor Vicky Morales also moved along, but in 2004, 
Mike rejoined Mel Tiangco (then-anchor of 
‘Frontpage’) in the early evening slot, and instead of 
'Saksi' returning to early evenings as everyone 
thought, GMA created a new newscast: '24 Oras’. 


As a result, GMA decided to pick a new male anchor, 
and in came 'Unang Hirit' co-host Arnold Clavio 
(popularly known as ‘Igan’). 'Saksi"s new moniker 
became ‘Liga ng Katotohanan’, and for over a 
decade, the newscast centered around Igan and 
Vicky, along with GMA's lineup of veteran journalists. 


In late 2014, Vicky Morales joined '24 Oras’ as its 
third co-anchor (reuniting with Mike Enriquez and 
Mel Tiangco), and she was replaced by '24 Oras 
Weekend’ anchor Pia Arcangel. Currently, ‘Saksi’ is in 
its 13th year as a late-night newscast, which is 
longer than any other late-night newscasts today. 


After 20 years, ‘Saksi’ continues to deliver hard- 
hitting and fast-paced news every night. The 
newscast may be airing on late nights now, but they 
are still as good as it gets.

The series that premiered on the same night as ‘On 
the Wings of Love" is down to its last three weeks. 


‘My Faithful Husband’, the GMA teleserye starring 
Jennylyn Mercado and Dennis Trillo, will air its final 
episode on November 13. The series’ replacement is 
yet to be determined, but there is talk that 'Little 
Nanay’, and not ‘Wish | May’, would replace ‘My 
Faithful Husband’. 


Premiering on August 10, ‘My Faithful Husband’ was 
Supposed to be Jen’s small-screen comeback 
following her blockbuster film success with ‘English 


Only, Please’. Unfortunately, the series premiered 
alongside ABS-CBN's ‘On the Wings of Love, which 
starred an equally successful but younger big-screen 
duo in James Reid and Nadine Lustre. 


The entry of JaDine was bad timing for the Kapuso 
network. The timeslot that ‘On the Wings of Love’ 
occupied was previously reserved for more mature 
and sexually-oriented teleseryes, which ‘My Faithful 
Husband’ typifies. 


As expected, ‘My Faithful Husband’ proved to be no 
match for ‘On the Wings of Love’ in the 

ratings. Caught in a mismatch, GMA then decided to 
release some teasers for the upcoming ‘kilig’- 
oriented drama, ‘Wish | May’, only to hold off the 
project for the foreseeable future. 


Perhaps Jen would be better off focusing on the big 
screen first, since her recent movie ‘The Pre-Nup’ 
became a box-office hit, and a teaser for her Metro 
Manila Film Festival entry ‘Walang Forever’ is also 
going viral on social media. Pairing with talents from 
other networks (Derek Ramsey, Sam Milby, Jericho 
Rosales) may be an even better idea for her. 


In any event, ‘My Faithful Husband’ has officially 
conceded defeat to ‘On the Wings of Love’. And with 
the latter now extended to early 2016, GMA needs to 


find another way to halt the momentum of 'On the 
Wings of Love’.

Once again, GMA is making some radical changes to 
its Telebabad lineup. 


Just recently, the network announced that they will 
bring back the transitional movie block “Kapuso 
Primetime Cinema’. The re-premiere of the said 
movie block will take place on November 9, 
replacing the Koreanovela ‘Legendary Women’. 


It can be recalled that GMA aired ‘Kapuso Primetime 
Cinema’ two years ago, following the conclusions of 
‘Genesis’ and ‘Akin Pa Rin ang Bukas’. GMA's intent 
of airing ‘Kapuso Primetime Cinema’ at the time was 
clear: to capitalize on low advertising revenue during 
the Christmas season and to give more time for the 
production of upcoming teleseryes. 

As it turned out, the move backfired. Replacement 
dramas ‘Carmela’ and ‘Rhodora X’ failed to bring the 
desired results, and GMA was left wondering why 
their ‘Kapuso ang Una’ battle cry did not work out. 


This year, GMA opted for a more different 
approach. Instead of replacing the network’s 
teleseryes like they did two years ago, they decided 
to place ‘Kapuso Primetime Cinema’ on the timeslot 
normally reserved for Koreanovelas. 


One possible reason for the move is that GMA 
intended to air ‘Kapuso Primetime Cinema’ in order 


for ‘Saksi’ to match up better with ‘Bandila’. The 
presence of ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ and “Tonight 
with Boy Abunda’ has led to a later-than-expected 
airing for ‘Bandila’. 


There is one problem, however. ABS-CBN has 
announced that a fifth teleserye (‘You’re My Home’) 
will air on Primetime Bida at the conclusion of ‘Pinoy 
Big Brother: 737’, and as a result, a hopeless 
situation now awaits GMA and its embattled fanbase. 


That said, GMA needs to realize that they need 

to concede defeat than continue their already 
lopsided rivalry with ABS-CBN. It is clear the both 
networks are headed into opposite directions, and 
with ABS-CBN already more dominant than ever, 
GMA knows that an overhaul is more than necessary 
at this point.

The NBA on ABS-CBN Sports is now in Taglish on a 
full-time basis. 


Since opening week, all NBA games on ABS-CBN and 
ABS-CBN Sports- Action are called straight from the 
network's studios in Quezon City. The commentary 
of the games are being rotated among its four 
announcers: Ronnie Magsanoc, Benjie Paras, Boom 
Gonzales and TJ Manotoc. 


It can be recalled that ABS-CBN began to air NBA 
regular season games with their commentators at 
the start of this year. Initially the local commentary 
is exclusive to Channel 2, but come the conference 
finals, it has been extended to its sister station on 
Channel 23. 


During the previous season's NBA Finals, however, 
ABS-CBN elected to keep their local crew at the 
studio instead of sending them to the United States, 
presumably to save costs. This seems more logical, 
as the finals games on the network are now 
broadcast on a delayed basis due to various 
programming concerns. 


This season, ABS-CBN made the jump towards an all- 
local NBA coverage for all of its games. The debut of 
the full-time ‘localized’ NBA coverage took place on 
opening night last October 28, when Sports--Action 


aired the Cleveland Cavaliers-Chicago Bulls matchup 
with commentary from Ronnie Magsanoc and Benjie 
Paras. 


This latest move by ABS-CBN Sports is intended 
towards attracting a more ‘masa’ audience. But for 
those disenchanted with this decision, don’t worry, 
because NBA games on Basketball TV, Fox Sports 
Asia and NBA Premium TV will still feature 
commentary from American announcers. 


NBA games are currently aired on ABS-CBN 
Sports+Action every Friday, Sunday and Monday, 
and on ABS-CBN every Saturday. ABS-CBN Sports will 
also air a Christmas game and several late-season 
games if possible.

The second longest-running active gag show on 
Philippine television is moving to a new timeslot. 


Starting this Sunday, “Banana Split' will now 

be renamed as ‘Banana Sundae’. Its gag show in 
front of a live audience approach will be retained, 
except that it will now be seen on a more viewer- 
accessible Sunday afternoon slot. 


Most of the show's cast will be carried over from 
‘Banana Split’, with a few additions. Jessy Mendiola 
and Pokwang will now join ‘Banana Sundae’ 
alongside established mainstays such as Angelica 


Panganiban, Jason Gainza, John Prats, Pooh and Ryan 
Bang. 


Even though ‘Banana Split’ was holding its own 
every Saturday night for the past several years, it is 
clear that the show's appeal was severely affected 
by the reality and talent shows that preceded it. For 
example, “Banana Split"s final Saturday episode was 
aired a few minutes before midnight, due to the 
lengthy first-part finale of ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ 
and ‘Your Face Sounds Familiar’. 


Even worse for ABS-CBN was the success of 'ASAP"s 
latest rival ‘Sunday PinaSaya", whose new comedic 
approach provided a livelier alternative to 'ASAP"s 
concert-based format. As the long-running 

‘ASAP’ lost ground to a new, more entertaining rival, 
plus the recent lack of attention towards ‘Banana 
Split’, ABS-CBN decided to make a move. 


Thus came the rebrand of ‘Banana Split’ into 
‘Banana Sundae’. With the move to Sunday 
afternoons, ABS-CBN hopes that ‘Banana Sundae’ 
will appease the demands of viewers who crave for a 
comedy show that will answer ‘Sunday PinaSaya’. 


“Banana Sundae’ is not expected to directly compete 
with ‘Sunday PinaSaya’ though, as ABS-CBN has no 
plans of moving ‘ASAP’ to a later timeslot the same 
way GMA did with ‘Sunday All-Stars’. The most likely 


destination of the show is the timeslot currently 
occupied by ‘Kapamilya Mega Blockbusters’, unless 
ABS-CBN slightly changes its plans. 


Either way, “Banana Split' will now move to Sunday 
afternoons. And loyal viewers should get more 
excited now that it airs on a more accessible 
timeslot.

Its original timeslot will now be occupied by ‘Dance 
Kids’, a new kid’s talent show hosted by 

Alex Gonzaga and Robi Domingo. Meanwhile, 
‘Celebrity Playtime’ will take over the timeslot of 
‘Banana Split’, who moved to Sunday 

afternoons under the new name of ‘Banana Sundae’. 
That is not the only change for the show, however. 
Due to ABS-CBN’s policy of not allowing its talents to 
appear on consecutive programs, erstwhile host Billy 
Crawford has decided to relinquish his duty as host 
of ‘Celebrity Playtime’, and cede the role to Luis 
Manzano. 


The decision makes sense, since Crawford is already 
hosting ‘Your Face Sounds Familiar’, the show that 
precedes ‘Celebrity Playtime’. Appearing in 
consecutive programs may not be helpful to viewers 
at all for fear of overexposure, hence a strict rule 
that is implemented by ABS-CBN to all its talents.

Turns out ‘Little Nanay’ won't be facing ‘On the 
Wings of Love’ after all. 


Instead of pitting two light-hearted dramas against 
each other, GMA decided at the last minute to shake 
up the lineup of Telebabad. ‘Little Nanay’ will now air 
at 7:45 p.m., while ‘MariMar’ and ‘Beautiful 
Strangers’ will now be bumped to later timeslots. 


This means that Little Nanay’ now be up against the 
action-oriented ‘Ang Probinsyano’, while ‘MariMar’ 
and ‘Beautiful Strangers’ will face ‘Pangako Sa ‘Yo’ 
and ‘On the Wings of Love’ respectively. The decision 
came as a last resort for the network, who still 
couldn't find a way to beat Coco Martin and the 
KathNiel and JaDine love teams. 


Prior to the timeslot change, both ‘MariMar’ and 
“Beautiful Strangers’ were not faring well against 
‘Ang Probinsyano’ and ‘Pangako Sa ‘Yo’, 
respectively. The most recent national ratings report 
Shows that the two GMA teleseryes were badly 
blown out by their ABS-CBN counterparts. 


In making the timeslot change, GMA hopes that 
‘MariMar’ and ‘Beautiful Strangers’ will fare at least 
a bit more decently than in their previous timeslots. 
Then again, they are still at a disadvantage, since 
they are up against the two hottest love teams in 
the country. 


As for ‘Little Nanay’, it is a bit surprising to see the 
light-hearted drama go up against a more action- 
packed series in ‘Ang Probinsyano’. Nevertheless, 
even though they won't be facing ‘On the Wings of 
Love’, they still have a daunting task coming, since 
Coco Martin has been able to thrive as twins in an 
adaptation of a Fernando Poe, Jr. classic. 


That said, rough waters still lie ahead for GMA. Even 
with all the changes that took place, it’s still not 
easy defeating the ever-superior Primetime Bida of 
the Kapamilya network.

As always, both networks assembled their contract 
artists and news personalities for this occasion. Still, 
much of the attention was centered around ABS- 
CBN’s aforementioned love teams, and GMA’s 
accidental pairing that is AlDub (Alden Richards and 
Maine Mendoza). 


Minutes following the premiere, social media quickly 
took notice of the Christmas station IDs. Despite the 
presence of AlDub, “MaGMAhalan Tayo Ngayong 
Pasko’ failed to make an impact, as ‘Thank You for 


the Love" ended the night as Twitter's top trending 
topic both in the Philippines and worldwide. 


The same can also be said on YouTube, where ABS- 
CBN's Christmas SID received nearly 500,000 more 
views than GMA's (as of Monday, November 16). In 
the end, ‘Thank You for the Love’ proved to be more 
compelling to viewers than ‘MaGMAhalan Tayo 
Ngayong Pasko’ upon release.

Asianovelas on 
ABS-CBN 
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Once known for introducing F4 (above) and “Meteor Garden' to Filipino audiences, ABS-CBN 
has effectively ceased its importation of Asianovelas since the middle of this year.

Asianovelas on ABS-CBN are now a thing of the past. 


The premiere of the teleserye 'You're My Home" last 
November 9 signaled the end of an era. Gone are 
the days when ABS-CBN usually reserves the final 
spot of their weekday afternoon and evening blocks 
for Asianovelas. 


Now they are leaning more towards local 
programming in an effort to make use of their deep 
roster of talents. This makes sense, considering 
that ABS-CBN has the resources and the technology 
to produce their own programs. 


The last Asianovelas aired on ABS-CBN were 'Let's 
Get Married’ and ‘My Lovely Girl’, whose final 
episodes were aired on June 19 of this year. When 
the recently-concluded ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ 
premiered on the weekday slots three days later, 


many thought this was only a temporary break for 
Asianovelas on the network. 


As it turned out, ABS-CBN has bigger plans in mind. 
With so many programs currently kept under wraps, 
management thought it was best to finally devote 
more time to locally-produced shows. 


This led to the entry of more recent teleseryes such 
as ‘Ningning’, “Doble Kara’, ‘All of Me’, ‘Walang 
Iwanan’, and the aforementioned ‘You're My 

Home’. A few other programs are still being planned, 
with a target date set for early next year. 


Today, the Prime Tanghali, Kapamilya Gold and 
Primetime Bida blocks air a combined total of 
nine teleseryes. More than half of the network’s 
roster of contract artists are currently utilized in 
these teleseryes, ranging from child stars like 
'Ningning"s Jana Agoncillo to forty-somethings like 
“You're My Home”s Richard Gomez and Dawn 
Zulueta. 


ABS-CBN’s new path should benefit the network in 
the years to come. Having recently launched ABS- 
CBN HD, they now strive to take advantage of this 
new technology by committing more towards local 
programs, with the intent of broadcasting a purely 
Filipino programming lineup in the near future. 


As for Asianovelas, it's now GMA's responsibility to 
continue airing them. After all, they still have Heart 
of Asia mornings to keep fans company. 


Note: Angel Wings’ is excluded here as it is 
considered a spiritual successor of the long-running 
anthology series “Chinese Variety Show’. 
Asianovelas only refer to imported series from 
Eastern Asian countries that air on weekdays.

A revival of the AKTV brand on Channel 41, plus a new News5 Network on Cignal, should 
solve the identity crisis of AksyonTV. (Logo courtesy of TV5) 


The time for AksyonTV to spin off into two separate 
channels is now. 


The past few months saw AksyonTV increase its 
emphasis on sports coverage. Just recently, Sports5 
acquired broadcast rights to the FilSports Basketball 
Association, the Philippine Commercial Basketball 
League*, the League of Legends 

World Championship, and the International Premier 
Tennis League. 


This, in addition to existing broadcast rights to 
leagues such as the Philippine Super Liga, the United 
Football League and the Women's National 
Collegiate Athletics Association, gives AksyonTV a 
more sports-oriented lineup than in past years. 
Further proof of the network's ongoing evolution is 
the presence of instructional segments such as 
"TiuTorials' and “Power Tips', as well as other sporting 
highlights. 


But while AksyonTV is now focusing more on sports, 
news programming remained a constant 

presence. Simulcasts of Radyo5 programs, TV5 
newscasts and public affairs programming continue 
to air on the said network, as it has been the case 
since 2011. 


The increasing imbalance between news and sports 
programming on AksyonTV should be a cause of 
concern to News5 and Sports5 heads Luchi Cruz- 
Valdes and Chot Reyes, respectively. As AksyonTV 
moves further and further into sports coverage, it is 
clear that they need to make a change. 


Remember the AKTV block on IBC-13? Perhaps TV5 
should revive the AKTV brand, and place it on free 
TV channel 41, in order to give ABS-CBN 
Sports--Action a run for their money. 

If TV5 can improve that channel's signal, AKTV-41 
should pose a challenge to ABS-CBN's free TV 
sports-oriented channel. That is a big if, since 
Sports- Action has the bigger sporting events such 
as the UAAP, NCAA and NBA to back it up. 


As for the news half of AksyonTV, the best possible 
solution is to turn it into a Cignal-exclusive 
channel. Perhaps the name News5 Network (N5N) 
could fit the bill. 


That channel should be News5's answer to DZMM 
TeleRadyo and ABS-CBN News Channel, as far as 
Cignal subscribers are concerned. Focusing mostly 
on Radyo5 simulcasts, TV5 newscasts, and even 
Digital5 exclusives should be the said network's 
priority. 


That said, the identity crisis on AksyonTV needs an 
immediate solution. Splitting it into two separate 
channels should benefit both News5 and Sports5 in 
the long term. 


One can only hope that TV5 can make the right 
decision on their UHF counterpart. After all, they 
don't want Channel 41 to look so cluttered. 


*AksyonTV has dropped the PBA simulcasts on TV5 
since the start of the 2015-16 season, in favor of 
airing the FBA and PCBL.

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Slow Start for 
You’re My 
Home 
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“You're My Home’ is off to a slow start, losing to its Kapuso rivals during its first week. (Photo

It seems that ABS-CBN is not used to airing a fifth 
primetime teleserye at 10:10 p.m. 


This was the case when 'You're My Home’ premiered 
last week to replace the top-rated ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 
737'. So far, the series is off to a slow start, mainly 
because viewers are still trying to get used to 
watching another teleserye at night. 


The maiden episode of ‘You’re My Home’ last 
November 9 earned an 8.896 rating in Kantar. In 
contrast, ‘My Big Bossing’ on “Kapuso Primetime 
Cinema’ garnered a 10.6% rating. 


The same held true in AGB Nielsen, although they 
only counted Mega Manila ratings. ‘You’re My Home’ 


finished with a 10.296 rating, compared to “My Big 
Bossing"s mark of 15.3%. 


For the week, 'You're My Home’ only managed 
around 996 ratings in Kantar, compared to the 
average combined rating of 10.5% for ‘Kapuso 
Primetime Cinema’ and “Bubble Gang’. In AGB 
Nielsen, ‘You’re My Home’ averaged 5% less than its 
competitors on the Kapuso network. 


Although ABS-CBN is starting to divert away from 
imported programs with this move, airing too many 
teleseryes on primetime appear to take its toll on 
viewers. Predecessor ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’, for 
example, performed well in the ratings, and that’s 
only because it aired as a reality show, thus 
providing a bit of a break for viewers. 


Even the Asianovelas that preceded PBB performed 
well for the same reasons. That said, it’s hard to see 
why the Kapamilya network decided to gamble on 
yet another teleserye on Primetime Bida, despite the 
fact that it may create the possibility of a viewer’s 
burnout. 


Nevertheless, it’s too early to tell how ‘You’re My 
Home’ will perform as the weeks wear on. Yes, it's 
been only two weeks since it premiered, but ABS- 
CBN can only hope that the ratings will improve as 
the story intensifies.

The move to Sunday afternoons somewhat benefited

The final airing of ‘Banana Split: Extra Scoop’ last 
November 7 only garnered a 3.9% rating in Kantar, 
which is clearly affected by the presence of ‘Your 
Face Sounds Familiar’ and ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 737’. 
Upon moving to Sunday afternoons, however, the 
newly-rebranded ‘Banana Sundae’ showed some 
improvement, as they managed ratings of 14.4 and 
12.7% in its first two weeks. 


This was not enough to beat GMA's ‘Wowowin’, 
though, as Willie Revillame's game show earned 
ratings of 14.9 and 14.196. The same can be said for 
AGB Nielsen in Mega Manila, as ‘Wowowin’ defeated 
“Banana Sundae’ in each of those weeks (20% and 
16.6% vs. 9.8% and 8.3%, respectively). 


Despite the defeat, ABS-CBN seems impressed with 
“Banana Sundae’. Nevertheless, Martin Nievera and 
a few other netizens did not approve of the 
network's decision to move ‘Banana Split’ and cut 
“ASAP"s airtime, but let's face it, it’s clear ABS-CBN 
needed something to perk things up since ‘ASAP’ is 
losing big time to “Sunday PinaSaya'.

“On the Wings of Love" will have a third rival in a 
span of 17 days. 


Its original rival, ‘My Faithful Husband’, ended with a 
whimper last November 13. Its next opponent, 
‘Beautiful Strangers’, is also expected to bow out 
quietly tomorrow night. 


After failing to beat ‘On the Wings of Love’ with a 
pair of heavy dramas, GMA decided to make things a 
little lighter. But instead of pitting up-and- 

coming stars against one another, they opted for a 
tried and tested formula: putting veterans on the 
spotlight anew. 


“Because of You’ is the network's latest attempt in 
trying to curb the JaDine phenomenon. The series 
will be led by Carla Abellana and Gabby Concepcion, 
with Rafael Rosell acting as the third wheel. 


The story will revolve around the three actors, in 
which Andrea (Carla) will try to deny her true 
feelings towards her ex-boyfriend Oliver (Rafael). 
Eventually she found Jaime (Gabby), whom she fell 
in love in an unlikely setting. 


‘Because of You’ will also include the likes of Valerie 
Concepcion, Celia Rodriguez, Iya Villania, Joyce 
Ching, Enzo Pineda, Kuh Ledesma, Vaness Del 
Moral and Bettina Carlos in supporting roles. Mark 
Reyes will be at the helm of this light-hearted series. 
For Carla, it will be her first series without her usual 
on-screen and off-screen partner Tom Rodriguez, 
who is currently paired with Megan Young on the 
second remake of ‘MariMar’. It is also Gabby's first 
project with the Kapuso network, after making a 
comeback several years ago with ABS-CBN. 


Still, the odds are not in favor of the Kapuso 

series heading into Monday’s premiere. ‘On the 
Wings of Love" continued to exceed expectations, 
and the duo of James Reid and Nadine Lustre are fast 
becoming bankable stars, something GMA couldn't 
manage with their younger talent. 


That said, “Because of You' will have its work cut out 
for them. For Carla and Gabby, they hope to remain 
relevant even in the midst of an ongoing youth 
movement that is giving GMA a lot of problems.

Last night marked GMA’s first foray into the TV 
Shopping genre, when it joined forces with the Solar 
Entertainment-owned Shop TV. This brings the total 
number of free TV stations with at least one TV 
Shopping program to ten, the list of which are as 
follows (parenthesis indicate the TV shopping 
programs the channel currently airs):

Shop TV features products that are advertised on the 
Home Shopping Network in the United States. The 
network airs as a standalone cable channel on 
SkyCable, Cignal and various other outlets, while 
also acting as a program block on all of its Solar 
Entertainment sister channels, save for CT. 


With the new collaboration, GMA now hopes to 
compete against its fellow Big Three networks and 


their TV shopping affiliates. The alliance should also 
attract a more sizable audience for Shop TV, who 
look to use GMA as a tool to further promote and 
advertise its products. 


The Shop TV on GMA block currently airs every 
weekday from 12:30 a.m. to 2:00 a.m.

Walang Iwanan 
Ends Friday; 
And I Love You 
So to Take Over 
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This Friday marks a rather short conclusion to 
“Walang Iwanan". 


Premiering on October 19, “Walang Iwanan' 
managed to air just 35 episodes, which is shorter 
than a typical ABS-CBN teleserye. No one expected 
this to happen, considering the Kapamilya 


network's high standards when it comes to their 
teleseryes. 


But there are some reasons why 'Walang Iwanan' 
had to end sooner. Beauty Gonzales is due to give 
birth either within this month or early next year, 
while Jhong Hilario will be busy running for public 
office next year. 


As for ‘Walang Iwanan"s ratings, the series averaged 
a 10% rating throughout its run. On the other hand, 
GMA's ‘Destiny Rose’ managed a 14% rating per 
episode according to the Kantar national ratings. 


The same goes to AGB Nielsen’s Mega Manila 
ratings, where ‘Destiny Rose’ performed better than 
“Walang Iwanan". Overall, ‘Walang Iwanan"s ratings 
was a letdown from its predecessor ‘Nasaan Ka Nang 
Kailangan Kita’. 


Still, it was not an excuse for them to have a short 
run. After all, there are other circumstances that led 
to its tenure of over two months. 


Next up for ABS-CBN will be Julia Barretto’s first 
teleserye since 2013’s ‘Mirabella’. Julia’s new series, 
‘And | Love You So’, will feature her and Miles 
Ocampo as stepsisters turned archrivals, all for the 
love of one man, portrayed by Inigo Pascual. 


The story of ‘And | Love You So’ will revolve around 
the rivalry between the characters of Julia and Miles, 
who soon found out they were stepsisters. Their lives 
would change, however, when their parents, 
portrayed by Dimples Romana and Tonton Gutierrez, 
reunite and become engaged. 


But just as they begin living a normal life, the latter’s 
first wife, portrayed by Angel Aquino, returns after 
years of estrangement and seek revenge on his new 
fiancée. With it comes a series of events that will 
test the family’s determination to stay together and 
mend some old wounds. 


‘And | Love You So’ will be the latest collaboration 
between ABS-CBN and Dreamscape Entertainment, 
whose track record of producing successful 
teleseryes has been well-documented. But for Julia 
Barretto, it is about redemption, especially after an 
inauspicious debut as a lead star in ‘Mirabella’. 


That said, ABS-CBN hopes that ‘And I Love You So’ 
will help bring the best out of Julia. But whether or 
not it will translate to better ratings remains to be 
seen, so good luck. 


‘And | Love You So’ premieres this Monday after ‘All 
of Me’ on ABS-CBN’s Kapamilya Gold.

“Celebrity Playtime’ had an interesting November, so 
to speak. 


On November 14, “Celebrity Playtime' was moved 
from its usual 6:00 p.m. slot to 10:30 p.m. to give 
way to ‘Dance Kids’, leading to the departure of host 


Billy Crawford in favor of Luis Manzano. The 
following week, however, it traded timeslots with 
“Failon Ngayon’, and now the show airs at 4:00 p.m. 


The November 14 episode of ‘Celebrity Playtime’ 
was clearly affected with the move to late nights, as 
it managed only an 8.396 rating in Kantar. In 
contrast, the November 7 episode of “Celebrity 
Playtime’, featuring the final appearance of Billy 
Crawford as host, earned an impressive 25.9% 
rating. 


When the show moved to late afternoons, ratings 
improved slightly. The most recent episode of 
‘Celebrity Playtime’ earned a 14.7% rating (there 
was no episode on November 28 due to the UAAP 
men’s basketball finals). 


For whatever reason, fans of the show were still 
trying to get used to the changes. The disparity in 
viewing figures have been crucial in the fluctuating 
ratings of ‘Celebrity Playtime’; typically primetime 
attracts higher viewership than the afternoon and 
late night slots. 


Nevertheless, ABS-CBN hopes that ‘Celebrity 
Playtime’ will adjust well with a new host and a slot 
in the late afternoons. While the ratings will never be 
as high as they were during its primetime days, the 


network should be satisfied with just winning the 
current timeslot.

As previously announced, “And | Love You So' will 
take over the slot once occupied by the recently 
concluded (albeit short-lived) series “Walang 
Iwanan’. The new series, starring Julia Barretto, Miles 
Ocampo, Angel Aquino and Dimples Romana, will air 
after ‘All of Me’. 

The revamp does not end there, however. Starting 
today, the News and Current Affairs block will no 
longer air on Kapamilya Gold, and will instead move 
back to its original timeslot following ‘Bandila’. 


The NCA block lineup will remain the same following 
the timeslot change. ‘Mission Possible’ airs on 
Mondays, followed by ‘My Puhunan’ on Tuesdays, 
‘Red Alert’ on Wednesdays, ‘Sports U’ on Thursdays, 
and ‘Tapatan ni Tunying’ on Fridays. 


Now that the NCA block has moved to late nights, 
how will this affect the Kapamilya Gold lineup in the 
regions? As it stands, this is how the Kapamilya Gold 
block will look like starting today, as far as Metro 
Manila viewers are concerned.

Not only are they helping ‘Eat Bulaga’ reach new 
levels of popularity, but they are also becoming 
more attractive to advertisers. The tandem’s well- 


received commercial plugs with McDonalds and TNT 
(Talk N' Text) has led to even more endorsements as 
the year comes to an end. 


These include commercials for the following 
products:

Outside of AlDub, Alden and Maine also shot 
individual commercials for products such as 
Boardwalk and O+. Even Wally Bayola, Jose Manalo 
and Paolo Ballesteros (in character as Lola Nidora, 
Tinidora and Tidora respectively) have made an 
appearance in some of their commercials. 


Not all parties are happy with their success. ABS- 
CBN, in particular, has some strict rules regarding 
commercials, which should explain why AlDub 
commercials there have been limited and at times 
edited by the network. 


Of course, ABS-CBN did not want to risk losing 
viewers simply by accepting a split-screen duo that 
is more synonymous with rival GMA, TAPE Inc. and 
“Eat Bulaga’. They have their own bankable set of 
love teams, after all.

The most forgettable season in ‘StarStruck’ history is 
finally coming to a close. 


On Saturday, December 19, 'StarStruck"s Final Four, 
consisting of Klea Pineda, Migo Adecer, Elyson de 
Dios, and Ayra Mariano, will vie for the Ultimate Male 
and Female Survivor crowns in front of a nationwide 
audience. As it has been the case in past seasons, 
‘StarStruck”s season finale will be dubbed ‘The Final 
Judgment’. 


The season finale of ‘StarStruck’ will also feature a 
Special guest. Former ‘StarStruck’ reject-turned- 
rising star Alden Richards will make a special 
appearance on the show, joining hosts Dingdong 


Dantes and Megan Young alongside ‘StarStruck’ 
segment hosts and judges. 


Saturday's finale will mark the only time that the 
sixth season of ‘StarStruck’ aired an episode on a 
weekend. This is surprising for the reality show, 
considering that past seasons always featured a 
weekend edition (typically elimination nights that 
lead up to the coronation of that season's male, 
female and sole survivors). 


But not this year, as elimination nights took place on 
a Friday. 


Overall, the sixth season of ‘StarStruck’ failed to 
recapture the aura of past seasons, thanks to a poor 
choice of timeslot and the lack of a weekend edition. 
Losing to “Pasion de Amor' and avoiding “Pinoy Big 
Brother: 737' proved to be two sins that this 
season's 'StarStruck' were not able to avoid. 


With ‘StarStruck’ not performing up to expectations, 
an uncertain path awaits this season's survivors and 
avengers. Staying with GMA may be a risky course 
for some, but moving over to ABS-CBN or other 
outfits may still help them enhance their skills. 


It remains to be seen whether or not the ‘StarStruck’ 
finale will finish strong. But one thing’s for sure: it’s 
make or break for ‘StarStruck’ this Saturday.

GMA's Post-

Response Is a 
Koreanovela, 
Plus No Miss 
World Telecast 
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A new Koreanovela will kick things off for GMA 
Telebabad. 


Tonight will be the premiere of 'The Producers', a 
recently-aired Korean drama series starring Kim Soo- 
hyun, Cha Tae-hyun, Gong Hyo-jin and IU. The series 
is produced by the same group who created another 
hit Korean drama in ‘My Love from the Star’. 


This brings the total number of current Asianovelas 
on GMA to three. Two of them (‘Someone Like You’, 
‘Ice Adonis’) form part of the network's Heart of Asia 
Mornings block. 


Unfortunately for GMA, ‘The Producers’ will be up 
against ‘Pasion de Amor’, the ABS-CBN teleserye 
that continues to heat up the ratings with each 
intense scene. Combined with waning interest in the 
Koreanovela genre, and a programming mismatch 
ensues between the two shows. 


That said, it will be a very tough challenge for GMA 
and ‘The Producers’ to rekindle the once-popular 
Koreanovela genre. Whether or not they will 
accomplish that remains to be seen. 


‘The Producers’ airs weeknights at 5:50 p.m., before 
'24 Oras’ on GMA Telebabad. 


No Televised Broadcast of Miss World 


The 2015 Miss World was held last Saturday, with 
Spain's Mireia Lalaguna winning the crown. The 
Philippines' Miss World representative, Hillarie 
Parungao, finished in the top ten. 


Unfortunately, despite the presence of ‘MariMar’ star 
and 2013 winner Megan Young as one of the 
pageant's hosts, this year's Miss World was not 
televised at all in the Philippines. The reason: GMA's 
concurrent live broadcast of ‘StarStruck: The Final 
Judgment’, won by Migo Adecer and Klea Pineda. 


There was also no delayed broadcast of the said 
pageant the following day, as GMA realized it was 
not worth it given the country's Miss World bet only 
made the top ten. News reports were also absent on 
GMA News programs within days of the event: the 
only Miss World-related report is of Parungao's return 
to the country. 


With GMA unable to air this year's Miss World (even 
though they aired the Miss World Philippines pageant 
two months earlier), it may be a better idea for the 
organizers to find a new network for subsequent 
Miss World and Miss World Philippines pageants. 
GMA's non-commitment to a Miss World broadcast is 
not a good sign for their relationship, and worse, a 
black eye for the embattled network. 


That said, next year's Miss World will provide a lot of 
questions to prospective coverors. Will there ever be 
another broadcast of Miss World in the Philippines? 
Only time will tell. 


Postscript: Speaking of beauty pageants, 
congratulations to Pia Wurtzbach for winning the 
2015 Miss Universe pageant, albeit with the help of 
a premature announcement of Miss Colombia's 
victory by host Steve Harvey. The victory of the 
Philippines" Wurtzbach should help spike the event's 
ratings on ABS-CBN this week.

Balls will air for the final time on December 31, 2015, and most sporting content will be 
transferred to the free-to-air ABS-CBN Sports- Action the following day. (Logo courtesy of

Balls’ days are numbered. 


SkyCable announced that Balls will cease to air after 
December 31, 2015, ending a seven-year run. The 
permanent sign-off of Balls will involve both its 


standard definition (channel 34) and high definition 
(channel 195) feeds. 


Most sports programming on Balls will be moved to 
the free-to-air ABS-CBN Sports--Action starting next 
year. An HD counterpart of the latter network will 
also be launched. 

Debuting on January 1, 2008, Balls became the 
home to some of the world's top sporting events, 
ranging from UEFA and FIFA soccer competitions to 
FIVB tournaments. It also aired both the French Open 
and U.S. Open tennis, as well as European Tour and 
Asian Tour golf. 


Balls made history on July 16, 2009 when it launched 
Balls HD, the first-ever Filipino HD television channel. 
The channel aired both the UAAP and NCAA 
tournaments, as well as a select few international 
tournaments. 


But perhaps Balls’ biggest claim to fame was the 
Ultimate Fighting Championship. The premier mixed 
martial arts organization began airing on Balls in 
2009, and the latter was credited with popularizing 
the UFC in the Philippines. 


Unfortunately, with Balls about to leave the 
airwaves, it is clear that ABS-CBN Sports has no 
intention of keeping the UFC rights. As a result, the 


broadcast rights of UFC will be moved to Sports5 
starting next year. 


Sports5's plan is to air the UFC live on the Cignal- 
exclusive Hyper channel, with delayed broadcasts on 
TV5. However, it remains to be seen if fight fans will 
respond well to the change, considering that Hyper 
is still a work in progress and is not as well-known as 
its competitors. 


That said, it's up to Sports5 to reinforce Hyper with 
more well-known sporting events. The UFC may be a 
good way to start, but it's not enough to put them 
on top just yet. 


As for ABS-CBN Sports, the time to sort out the mess 
is now. With Balls going off the air, ABS-CBN 
Sports-- Action has a bigger dilemma ahead of them.

Another year is about to end. But before the 
calendar flips to 2016, here is a look back at the 
year that was in television and radio. This article 
looks back at the 10 worst moments in Philippine 
television this year. 


GMA Scraps Sunday TV Mass 


On January 4, GMA decided to cease its broadcast 
of the Family TV Mass organized by the Society of 
Divine Word - Mission Communications Foundation, 
Inc. (SVD-MCFI), replacing it with the movie block 
“Kapuso Sine Klasika’. The Sunday Mass of SVD-MCFI 
returned to its old home in IBC-13 a week later. 


Poor ratings of the Sunday Mass was among the 
reasons behind the cancellation. Despite the claims 
of many that GMA is promoting apathy and not 
favoring the Catholic religion, they still managed to 
cover (albeit not as dedicated as other stations) the 
visit of Pope Francis to the Philippines, as well as 
produce a religiously-themed teleserye ‘Pari ‘Koy’ 
starring Dingdong Dantes. 


Gone Too Soon for KISPinoy and Misterless 
Misis 


‘KISPinoy’ and “Misterless Misis’ aired for only three 
episodes each during the third quarter of 2015. The 
former was axed in late July, while the latter 
received a postponement (or possibly a cancellation) 
notice the following month. 


Both events paved the way for VIVA to take over 
TV5's entertainment department, with Vic del 
Rosario replacing Wilma Galvante. 


PBB, It's Showtime Summoned by MTRCB 


“Pinoy Big Brother: 737’ and ‘It’s Showtime’ were 
each summoned by the MTRCB for offending viewer 
sensibilities. The former was for the so-called 
‘bromance’ involving teen housemates Bailey May 
and Kenzo Gutierrez, while the latter was for the 
alleged ‘pimping’ of ‘Pastillas Girl’ Angelica Yap in 
the ‘Nasaan Ka Mr. Pastillas’ skit. 


Both shows eventually complied by imposing self- 
regulatory measures, among other rulings. MTRCB 
also summoned GMA's ‘The Rich Man's Daughter’ 
for strong language inappropriate to viewers. 


GMA's Finances Put Into Question 


Despite an increase in revenue, GMA's financial 
capabilities were on the hot seat anew this year. The 
increased revenue was done at the expense of the 
network’s ‘streamlining’ efforts which featured, 
among others, the closure of regional networks and 
programs, and the termination of long-time 
employees. 


Felipe Gozon’s reluctance to sell a part of the 
network’s shares was also a major issue. Talks 
between him and Ramon Ang collapsed in August 
(with the latter later accusing Gozon of estafa), and 
a few months later, Gozon rejected offers from 
Chavit Singson and Manny Pacquiao to purchase a 
part of the network. 


Pope Francis, SONA and APEC Coverage Issues 
Not all news networks were able to cover the three 
biggest news events of the year. GMA News TV 
received major heat for their lack of coverage in 
both the visit of Pope Francis in the Philippines and 
the State of the Nation Address, while AksyonTV was 
criticized for their non-coverage of the APEC 
Summit. 


The two embattled news networks deserved a lot of 
blame this year. Speaking of AksyonTV,... 


AksyonTV's Identity Crisis Continues 

Admit it or not, AksyonTV really needs a makeover. 
No longer the 24/7 all-Filipino free TV news channel 
of years past, the network is now increasingly 
littered with sports coverage, ranging from major 
leagues like the PSL to more low-scale ones like the 
PCBL. 


Perhaps the time is now for the network to bring 
back the AKTV name it once used as a blocktimer on 
IBC-13. After all, AksyonTV's glory days are behind 
them. 


StarStruck's Disaster 


The return of 'StarStruck' proved to be a glorified 
failure, as ratings and a questionable timeslot 
doomed the reality show's sixth season. It was also 


long overdue, and it would have made a big 
difference for the network had it been placed 
opposite “Pinoy Big Brother: 737'. 


That said, there may never be another season of 
'StarStruck' after this. So much for hype gone wrong. 


Goodbye Showbiz Talk Shows As We Know It 
Easter Sunday of this year marked the final episode 
of the 16-year-old ‘The Buzz’. Seven months later, 
‘Startalk’ took a bow as well after 20 years on air. 


A change in viewer's taste was a key reason behind 
the demise of both shows. Although “CelebriTV' 
replaced ‘Startalk’, and ABS-CBN planned to revive 
“The Buzz' in the future, it won't be easy adapting to 
a new audience. 


CNN Philippines Not Living Up to Expectations 
Launched last March 15, CNN Philippines was 
supposed to be a local version of its parent network. 
However, a lot of issues surfaced from the 
beginning. 


Whether it's due to the revolving door of anchors 
and reporters, an overemphasis on Nancy Grace or 
the lack of round-the-clock news coverage, it is clear 
that CNN Philippines is still a work in progress. That 
said, Nine Media will need to make a lot of changes 


to ensure that this venture between them and CNN 
won't end quickly. 


NBA on ABS-CBN Demoted to the Studio 


Since February, NBA coverage on ABS-CBN and ABS- 
CBN Sports+Action has been purely local, handled 
in-studio by Boom Gonzalez, TJ Manotoc, Ronnie 
Magsanoc and Benjie Paras. But to the surprise of 
many, only Manotoc traveled to the United States to 
cover the NBA Finals, and ABS-CBN opted to call the 
games in-studio rather than on location. 


Delayed broadcast of the NBA games were a primary 
reason behind ABS-CBN's questionable 

decision. Still, with digitization looming, and the 
migration to HD underway, it seems like this is a 
more logical solution for the network to save costs.

AlDub Invades Eat Bulaga and the World 

The now-popular Kalyeserye segment of ‘Eat Bulaga’ 
began on July 16, as a then-unknown Maine Mendoza 
(under the Yaya Dub character) caught the eye of 
rising Kapuso star Alden Richards. Since then, AlDub 
grew into a social media phenomenon, and it 
culminated into a slew of advertisements, magazine 
covers, a supporting role in ‘My Bebe Love: 
#KiligPaMore’, and a sold-out ‘Sa Tamang Panahon’ 
live episode at the Philippine Arena. 


While the popularity of AlDub had some negative 
effects on GMA and its rivals, there is no denying 
that the duo became the key ingredient that 
introduced ‘Eat Bulaga’ into a new generation. The 
36-year-old variety show is now enjoying its best 
ratings in years, thanks largely to AlDub. 


LizQuen, KathNiel and JaDine Dominate 
Primetime Ratings 


While AlDub dominated noontime, primetime 
belonged to ABS-CBN's three hottest love teams. 
The year began with LizQuen (Liza Soberano and 
Enrique Gil) of ‘Forevermore’ continuing their 
winning run, before handing it over to KathNiel 
(Kathryn Bernardo and Daniel Padilla) of ‘Pangako Sa 
‘Yo’, and JaDine (James Reid and Nadine Lustre) of 
“On the Wings of Love". 


The success of LizQuen, KathNiel and JaDine were 
crucial in Primetime Bida's thorough domination of 
Telebabad in the national ratings. Although GMA 
responded with BiGuel (Bianca Umali and Miguel 
Tanfelix) in “Once Upon a Kiss’, and GabRu (Gabbi 
Garcia and Ruru Madrid) of ‘Let the Love Begin’, they 
were unable to make an impact. 


A New Sunday Afternoon Habit 


August 9 saw a new rival for the 20-year-old ‘ASAP’, 
but they did not expect it to be different. In came 
‘Sunday PinaSaya’, GMA’s newest variety show that 
emphasized more on comedy than musical 
performances. 


The presence of ‘Eat Bulaga’ hosts Jose Manalo, 
Wally Bayola and Alden RicRhards (with Maine 
Mendoza later added) helped ‘Sunday PinaSaya’ 
defeat ‘ASAP’ on a consistent basis. In response, 
ABS-CBN moved ‘Banana Split: Extra Scoop’ to 


Sunday afternoons as ‘Banana Sundae’, but it still 
failed to reverse the trend. 


Willie Revillame Returns 

Speaking of Sunday afternoons, May 10 saw the 
return of Willie Revillame to the small screen with 
‘Wowowin’. Initially airing every mid-Sunday 
afternoons, it later moved to an earlier timeslot after 
‘Sunday PinaSaya’, where it has since flourished. 


Even though Willie faced an arrest warrant over the 
‘Willing Willie’ macho dancer kid case, this didn’t 
stop him from receiving accolades for 'Wowowin'. 
The rebirth of the controversial host was capped off 
with a pair of awards for best game show and host in 
the PMPC Star Awards. 


Wattpad Presents Turns 1 

The teleserye dominance of ABS-CBN and GMA did 
not deter TV5. Following the cancellation of ‘Who 
Wants to Be a Millionaire?’ in early November, 
‘Wattpad Presents’ became the network’s longest- 
running active entertainment program, having been 
on the air for over a year. 


Under-appreciated by most television viewers, 
‘Wattpad Presents’ was able to make it over a year 
thanks to an endless supply of new stories and a 
dedicated fanbase. It is considered a perfect 


alternative to the long and dragging storylines that a 
teleserye usually provides. 


ABS-CBN Goes Digital and HD 


February 11 saw the much-awaited launch of ABS- 
CBN TVPlus, the first-ever digital terrestrial 
television service in the country. The so-called 
“mahiwagang black box' quickly became popular, 
selling nearly a million units. 


Then on October 3, ABS-CBN HD was launched, 
bringing virtually every program on Channel 2 into 
crystal clear high definition. And finally, ABS-CBN 
announced that they will replace Balls HD with ABS- 
CBN Sports+Action HD starting January 1, ending a 
six-year run for the network's first-ever HD channel. 


Kapamilya Gold Reloaded 


Teleseryes made their return to Kapamilya Gold on 
January 13, as ‘Flordeliza’ and “Nasaan Ka Nang 
Kailangan Kita" premiered on the afternoon block. 
This was followed by four other series: ‘Doble Kara’, 
‘All of Me’, ‘Walang Iwanan’ and ‘And | Love You So’. 


Since then, the battle between Kapamilya Gold and 
Afternoon Prime dramas became a tight one, both in 
ratings and momentum. However, it didn't stop 'The 


Half-Sisters’ from achieving the one-year milestone 
in June. 


NCAA Returns to Channel 23: UAAP Extended 


After a fruitless three-year tenure with Sports5, the 
NCAA returned to ABS-CBN Sports in late June. The 
renewed partnership featured new innovations, such 
as social media interaction and high-definition 
broadcasts. 


ABS-CBN Sports also signed a fresh five-year deal 
with the UAAP, following another successful season. 
The network now plans to extend its coverage 

to other UAAP tournaments, in addition to full 
coverage of men's basketball and women's 
volleyball. 


The Big Two-0 

November 27 saw ‘Bubble Gang’ celebrate its 20th 
anniversary with a documentary special. The 20- 
year-old gag show continues to defy time, 
maintaining its status as a Friday night habit despite 
an evolving cast of talents and advancements in 
technology. 


Also reaching its 20th year is ‘Saksi’, the second 
longest-running active free TV newscast in the 
country. So is ‘ASAP’, who despite fading ratings with 


the entry of ‘Sunday PinaSaya’, remains a fixture on 
Sunday noontime. 


Janella, Jana Shine on Lunchtime 


Following up the success of ‘Be Careful with My 
Heart’ was a difficult task, but Janella Salvador and 
Jana Agoncillo proved that they were able to thrive 
with this challenge. Janella’s ‘Oh My G’ and Jana’s 
‘Ningning’ flourished as one the country’s top-rated 
programs on weekdays, despite a stiff competitor in 
‘The Ryzza Mae Show’. 


In response, the TAPE-produced talk show starring 

Ryzza Mae Dizon was rebooted into a drama series 
as ‘Princess in the Palace’. However, the reformat 

did not produce the desired results. 


2015 was another year to remember for television 
viewers. Although ABS-CBN continued to reign this 
year, GMA and TV5 enjoyed their own share of 
moments as well, and with digitization now 
underway, the preparation for a full-digitized 
television signal in the Philippines is on. 


So what is in store for 2016? Find out as From the 
Tube continues to look at events and changes that 
shape Philippine media.

8TriMedia Broadcasting

began as a blocktimer on DZJV 1458, airing its programs 
during nighttime (6pm onwards). 


Last April, 8TM bought time from DWBL 1242 to air its 
programs. From 4 programs, they expanded to 7 on this 20-Kw 
station. The roster is consisted of veteran newscaster Miguel 
Gil, singers Lloyd Umali 8 Ima Castro, showbiz 


columnists Shalala 8 Rodel Fernando, and former Manila 
mayor Fred Lim, among others. Percy Lapid (who used to be 
with DWIZ) used to host a program on DWBL Katapat. 
However, he later joined the 8TM roster. 


Recently, in October, 8TM made a bigger step by buying time 
from DZRJ 810, the so-called “Voice of the Philippines”. From 
7 programs, they expanded to 10 on this 50-Kw station. Their 
programs can be heard from 9am - 7pm straight. Tolits 
Laureno (of Brgy. LS) and DJ Toni (of Home) joined the 8TM 
roster. 


Time by time, 8TriMedia slowly grows bigger, it'd probably set 
up its own station one of these days. 


2. Retro Invades Cebu 


DYCD-FM 103.5 MHz CEBU CITY 


103.5 Retro Cebu 


Last January, after almost 12 years on the air, 103.5 Wild 
FM left the airwaves without any formal announcement, 
leaving its listeners nonplussed & disappointed. However, it 
went back on air a month later, but this time playing Classic 
Hits. Hence, on March 16, 103.5 Retro Cebu was born. This 
was the 2nd retro station set up by UMBN (the 1st one was 
Davao's 95.5 Hit Radio, owned by ACWS-UBN). 


After a few months, Cebu’s 1st & only retro station proved to 
be a huge success. As a result, UMBN will rebrand Hit 
Radio as Retro Davao next year. 


3. Mom's Radio 


Mom's Radio 


After 5 years of absence, on October, Mom's Radio has 
returned to the airwaves. Estima Content, the program 
provider for Mom's Radio, renegotiated with SBN. 


However, it can be only heard on 3 key cities: Cebu, Bacolod 4 
Davao. Prior to the return, those stations had a mere 8 hours 
of airtime, playing only a variety of music. Now, they have a 
longer airtime, with a ton of interesting programs. 


4. The Ultimate Revamp 


you're on the right side! 


UFM 105.5 


Last March, Central Luzon's most powerful FM station got 
revamped. D'Ultimate rebranded as 105.5 UFM with a CHR 
format & a new slogan “You're On The Right Side”. All the DJs 
are now using English, except for its News/Talk-oriented 
programs. 


5. Retro Revamp 


Retro 105.9 


Last October 12, Hillbilly Willy (who was recently fired from 
Wish for unknown reasons) was appointed as Station Manager 
of Retro 105.9. His “mission” is to improve the station's 
programming, as it was a mess since Sgt. Pepper left. 


Trouble came when Willy was sent a restraining order 
from UNTV, refusing him to use the Morning Flight. However, 
this doesn't stop him from using that name. [see below] 


A few days later, Jimmy Jam was fired [see below] and later 
replaced by Bruce Romano (of RX, Kool & Energy). The 
latter enjoyed some fame on Energy as Prinsipe Mola & its 
1st & only Mola-serye, Digmaan Lusob Mola. Later on, Bobby 
Ante (who used to be with HBW in WKC) joined the Retro 
roster. In Addition to those, every Saturday night is reserved 
for a guest DJ, . 


Retro Discoteria & Retro In Love were replaced with Club 
Retro & Retro Romance & new hosts DJ 
Papi & Maxine (of Radio Romance) respectively. 


6. Wish Well 


Wish 107.5 


Goodbye, Hillbilly Willy. Hello, T-Bone. Last October 12, T- 
Bone (who, I guess, resigned from DWIZ) took the place 
of Hillbilly Willy, who was fired before. As a result, Morning 
Flight, in which Willy requested to use while he was with the 


station, was reverted to Morning Wish. Wish also unveiled its 
new slogan “All Hits 24/7”, along with a new set of stingers. 


JJ Sparx is back again from his 1-year hiatus & goes on board 
every Sunday morning. He was also appointed as director of 
UNTV's International News Divison. 


A month later, Jimmy Jam joined the station as Program 
Director 4 T-Bone's substitute every Saturday. Its playlist 
improved, it now plays a majority of 70s, 80s 4 90s. Asa 
result, Saturday Hitback was phased out. 


7. Home Radio's Natural Changes 


97.9 Home Radio 


After Holy Week, 97.9 Home Radio revamped once again as 
an English-speaking station with a CHR Local format, a mix of 
CHR/Top 40 & OPM. And it even dumped its Tagalog ID in favor 
of its new slogan “Be You”. In short, it completely exited the 
Hot AC market. 


Miguel “Migz With A Z" Anzures (of RT/Hit) was appointed 
as station manager. Most of the jocks were replaced with new 


ones, including Anne (of Wave; who left after around 2 
months). Nonetheless, Braggy & Castri were retained. In 
addition to that, The Vault was replaced with Guilty Pleasures, 
playing only 2000s music. 


Recently, the “Natural” slogan was finally dumped in favor of 
its new slogan “The Music of Now” & “The Home of The 
Millennials”. 


8. Sgt. Pepper invades Wave 


Wave 89.1’s new logo. 


Last March, Sgt. Pepper (who left Retro a month before) was 
appointed as Station Manager of Wave 89.1. New & recurring 
programs were introduced, such as Quarter Attack, Street 

Mix & Bass Hour. The Flow was revamped as a program to 
promote Pinoy Hip Hop. BITD: Back In The Day was replaced 
with SOS: Saturday Old School, focusing only on Classic Hip 
Hop & R&B. Hence, the new slogan “Change The Game”. 


Among the people who joined the Wave roster are former Max 
FM DJs Peter Clay (who left last October) and Zip Cody, R&B 
singer Jay-R & Fil-Am Hip Hop group Q-York.

Last November, 93.9 iFM revealed its new logo & slogan Ang 
Bestfriend Mo. It’s been around 4 years since they changed its 
slogan several times, from Ambot sa Kambing na may 

Bangs to Ang Radyo Ko, iFM, Hiyang na Eh? to #Ramdamkita. 


Last June saw the return of Nikka Dyosa(formerly Celine 
Labuyo of Energy). 


Their identity changed 

from Barkadooter to Kakambing to Bestfriend. Let's hope 
that their new identity would last as long as their 

former Puwede era. 


10. EZ Shop Radio 


EZ Shop on Radyo Agila & Pinas FM. 


Recently, at the height of the INC leadership controversy, EZ 
Shopventured into radio through EBC's radio stations. This 
block can be heard everyday on Radyo Agila & Pinas FM. 
This is another first in Philippine radio history. 


Other Changes 


There are other events, which aren't mentioned in my Top 10. 
So, I'll summarize them. 


1. DZME 1530 is Radyo Uno no more. DZME phased out its 
long time slogan in favor of “Ang Pagbabagong Hanap Mo Sa 
AM”, continuing the FM on AM trend. (After Holy Week) 


2. Brgy. LS 97.1 ranked #1 on Nielsen's most listened FM 
station in Manila, beating the long-time topnotcher Love 
Radio. After 8 years, Mike Enriquez's wish came 
true. (December) 


3. 


Brigada News FM continues to expand with Pampanga 
(92.7) & Davao (91.5). 92.7 was initially as a repeater for 
Manila/Batangas station, but later on began airing a few 
originating programs, such as Brigada Lovelines, hosted 
by John Ericson (of D'Ultimate). (April-August) 


95.1 Kiss FM was sold to DCG Radio-TV 
Network (owner of Retro) & moved from its long-time home 
in Broadcast Village to to its new home at the newly 
inaugurated 1022 DCG Tower 1. (July) 


Saved Radio on 106.7 Energy FM has expanded to an 
18-hour program. As a result, K-Pop Sarap moved to Saturday 
Nights, while Digmaan Lusob Mola & The Best of 106.70s were 
scrapped for good. Recently, as a result of Dear Pangga (a 
Sunday early morning program, which is a mere revival 
of Energy Lovelines) being scrapped, it can be heard all-day 
Sunday. (June) 


Sorry if I missed some other events. But, the list goes on. 


Time to wrap things up. A blocktimer moves to a more 
powerful station with more programs. An “exchanging papers 


with seatmate” peg happened between Retro & Wish. A station, 
which entered the battle in the Hot AC market & lost in the long 


run, made a good move by entering the CHR market. A Hot AC 


station kept on changing its identity (looking for a better one) 


in order to survive the stiff competition. A particular station 
reformatted because of Politics & Crab Mentality.

I’m pretty sure that 
learning their mistakes from last year actually helped them a lot and | hope 
that it will continue in the years to come. 


After saying goodbye to the Adult 
Contemporary format, there are changes on Home Radio last year before 
settling in to the CHR format. Just recently, they dropped ‘Natural!’ from its 
logo and retired the said slogan, in order to remove any connection to the 
disastrous reformat from AC to masa last year. (Photo: Aliw Broadcasting 
Corporation) 


Another station that struggled last year was 97.9 Home Radio. After dropping 
its Adult Contemporary format last February 28, 2014, the station was 
relaunched and became 97.9 Home Radio Natural! and went masa. They 
dropped Home Radio on its station branding, fired all of its female DJs, and 
even hired Duncan Ramos and Jimmy Bondoc on its roster, but it doesn’t 
help at all. After realizing that they have no chance against stations like 90.7 
Love Radio, 101.1 Yes FM, Barangay LS 97.1, MOR 101.9, 93.9 iFM and 106.7 
Energy FM, they decided to reformat from masa to CHR last August 2014, 
which continued until today. The Home Radio branding returned last 
November 3, 2014 and broadcasting in full English last January (for the first 
time since dropping the AC format in favor of masa). It seems that 97.9 
Home Radio learned their lessons this year, like 103.5 K-Lite, and it should 
help them to succeed in its new format. To remove such connection from the 
masa disaster, 97.9 Home Radio decided to drop its slogan “Natural!” for 
good. The station now targets millennials with today’s hottest music. 


EXPANSION MODE 


104.7 MEGA MANILA

In order to help Metro Manila listeners cope up with signal issues on 104.7, 


Brigada News FM opened their new stations in Pampanga (92.7) and 
Olongapo (93.5), in order to improve its reception issues. Brigada News FM 
even launched its new FM station in Davao (91.5) after acquiring the 
frequency from Primax. (Photo: Brigada Mass Media Corporation) 


It seems that Brigada Mass Media Corporation's expansion continued this 
year. Even though 104.7 Brigada News FM National became #1 in Batangas 
and Lipa (based on 2015 KBP-Kantar Media Survey), the station faced lots of 
issues in Metro Manila, especially on its signal reception. To solve the 
problem, BMMC launched 92.7 Brigada News FM Pampanga based in San 
Fernando City, Pampanga (which initially relayed programs from 104.7 from 
April before launching its own programming in September 14) and 93.5 
Brigada News FM Olongapo (launched last April and aired its own 
programming). 


BMMC made headlines in Davao after acquiring the 91.5 frequency from its 
previous owner Primax Broadcasting Network (which also occupied Jacinta 
Building 2 in Makati and occupied the 10th floor of the said building, while 
Brigada's National Headquarters occupied the 5th floor of the said building). 
BMMC even constructed the station's new transmitter st Shrine Hills, 
replacing the old one. Test broadcast started last August 10 before being 
formally launched last August 23, in time for Davao City's 30th Kadayawan 
Festival. The new station now competes against 94.7 Radyo Ni Juan (which 
occupied 94.7 Mellow Touch Davao's blocktime since May 2014), Radyo5 
101.9 News FM and 105.9 Balita FM. Brigada's expansion might continue as 
stations in cities like Tuguegarao, Cauayan and Roxas City will be airing soon. 


CEBU GETS RETRO-FIED!

N shocked Cebuanos as 103.5 Wild FM Cebu ended its broadcast last January 
and went off-the-air for over a month. The station finally relaunched last 
March 16 and became 103.5 Retro Cebu. (Photo: UMBN) 


After years of success as 103.5 Wild FM Cebu, Ditan Communications 
(University of Mindanao Broadcasting Network's Visayas subsidiary) shocked 
Cebuanos after signing off 103.5 Wild FM Cebu last January without any 
announcements. The station went off-the-air for over a month. Last March 
16, the station was relaunched and it became 103.5 Retro Cebu. Unlike the 
previous Wild FM format which played CHR, Retro Cebu played the greatest 
hits from the 60s, 70s, 80s and 90s. The success of the format even 
convinced UMBN to rebrand its station in Davao from 95.5 Hit Radio to 95.5 
Retro Davao next year. For those wondering if Retro 105.9 DCG-FM and 103.5 
Retro Cebu have the same ownership (even though they have the same 
format), THE ANSWER IS NO. The Manila station is owned by DCG Radio-TV 
Network with radio stations in CALABARZON, while the Cebu and the soon-to- 
be relaunched Davao stations are owned by UMBN.

Dreams do come true, after all. After eight years of waiting, Mike Enriquez' 
dreams of 97.1 being the #1 FM station came true. Based on the 2015 


Nielsen survey, Barangay LS 97.1 recently proclaimed as the new #1 station 
in Metro Manila. It seems that the nationwide integration of some of 
Barangay LS" programs to provincial Barangay FM stations have finally 
worked. We have to see if Barangay LS will hold on to the #1 spot after 90.7 
Love Radio held on after more than a decade. 


Speaking of Barangay LS, at the height of the recent closures of GMA's 
regional stations in Ilocos, Naga, Bacolod, Cagayan de Oro and General 
Santos last April, GMA decided to made Barangay LS more available to 
listeners nationwide and have a nationwide simulcast of Barangay LS. The 
programs that simulcasted to Barangay stations nationwide include 
“Barangay Love Stories” and “Talk To Papa”, in order for the network to fulfill 
its promise as stated in its slogan “Isang Bansa, Isang Barangay”. Both 
programs started airing in provincial Barangay stations this year. 


GOODBYE, CHICO LOCO AND TROUBLES FOR PAPA JACK 

The shocker this year is the unexpected cancellation of the Friday night 
program “Gabi Na, Gising Na!” earlier this year, hosted by Chico Loco of 
101.1 Yes! FM and Papa Jack of 90.7 Love Radio. The real shocker is the 
announcement of Chico Loco's resignation last March, after 7 years of service 
at 101.1 Yes! FM and 5 years of hosting “Yes! Diaries”. Chico Loco eventually 
settled in Dubai and is now working on Tag 91.1. 


As for Papa Jack, his loyal listeners, as well as netizens have wondered why 
Papa Jack went off the air after Chico Loco's unexpected resignation. After 
two months, Papa Jack returned to the airwaves and continued hosting “True 
Love Conversations” on 90.7 Love Radio. The companion program “Wild 
Confessions” was cancelled. 


As for the replacement of “Yes! Diaries”, Yes! FM launched “Usapang LDR" 
and even hired 2 ex-iFM DJs Megan and Kara, to do the job. Despite these 
woes, expect Love Radio and Yes! FM to recover its lost ground. 


HOME SHOPPING ON RADIO 


The real shocker is the addition of home shopping on EBC's radio stations 
DZEC Radyo Agila 1062 and Pinas FM 95.5. This is after their parent company 
Eagle Broadcasting Corporation signed a deal with EZ Shop to air EZ Shop on 
Net 25. (Photo: http://www.myezshopmall.com) 


We always thought that home shopping will forever stay on TV. | guess we’re 
all wrong. Last December 24, listeners of DZEC Radyo Agila 1062 and Pinas 
FM 95.5 were greeted with EZ Shop products, and is aired from Monday- 
Sunday on both stations. It might be a first in Philippine radio history, it 
might help EZ Shop to gain more exposure, especially on a medium that is 
reached by more people, especially in rural areas. I’m not sure if MOR will 
add O Shopping, Radyo5 adding Shop Japan and Barangay LS adding Shop 
TV in the future. 


OTHER DEVELOPMENTS 

It seems that Mom’s Radio returned to the airwaves after five years. Estima 
Content revived the said brand and even re-negotiated with SBN, resulting in 
Mom's Radio’s revival. So far, Mom's Radio is currently heard in Bacolod 
(90.3), Cebu (88.3) and Davao (97.9). 

Expect Philippine radio to be exciting in 2016 since the elections are coming 
up soon.

It will be a very busy 2016 for media networks in the 
Philippines. 


This year is an election year, and this one will decide 
the fate of the presidency of the Philippines. ABS- 
CBN, TV5 and GMA, along with several minor 
players, will be on hand to cover the five-month 
period of conviction and decision, leading to the 
national elections on May 9, and finally to the 
inauguration on June 30. 


The question is, will CNN Philippines, GMA News TV 
and AksyonTV be busy enough for the grind of the 
elections? The three news networks have had a 
rough outing last year, with only ANC and DZMM 
TeleRadyo continuing to showcase their usual 
journalistic excellence, and unless they prove the 
critics wrong on election day, they will endure yet 
another showering of boos. 


On the entertainment side, this is where GMA needs 
to make a statement (yet again). Even though ‘Eat 
Bulaga’ and AlDub grabbed the headlines during the 
second half of 2015, the rest of GMA's programming, 
talents and staff still leave a lot to be desired, and if 
GMA were to be competitive and financially strong, 
they need more than just AlDub to survive. 


Over at TV5, they are making a fresh start with a 
new ally. Viva Entertainment head Vic del Rosario is 
now leading the network’s entertainment unit, 

and he hopes to make an impact with new shows 
that could reenergize the Kapatid network’s stagnant 
and unpredictable programming. 


As for ABS-CBN, there's no need for a forecast. 
Barring any possibility of overconfidence and 
complacency, this should be another successful year 
for the Kapamilya network, with new shows featuring 
both established and rising stars on the menu. 


Sports programming suffered a big blow when ABS- 
CBN-operated Balls signed off for good last year. 
That said, there will be big shoes to fill for the 
remaining sports networks in the country, 
particularly TV5's Hyper and ABS-CBN 

Sports-- Action, as they scramble for rights to some 
of the events that Balls covered. 


FM's 90.7 Love Radio remained dominant last year, 
as are DZMM and DZBB on the AM band. Closing in 
on the top radio stations will once again be a very 
tough act for the rest of the field this year, especially 
with the possibility of a rebrand and a change in 
personnel looming for those who couldn't keep up. 


And finally, as always, the endless questions of IBC- 
13's planned privatization (or closure) will continue 
to surface this year. The question of when, who and 
how will once again permeate curious viewers, 

as the fate of the embattled station remains a 
mystery even with the change of administration. 


This should be an interesting year ahead, and From 
the Tube will be there to cover every step of the way. 
Good luck.

‘It’s Showtime’ has promised to do things their way 
this year. 


No longer having the desire to oppose the popular 
Kalyeserye of ‘Eat Bulaga’, ‘It’s Showtime’ decided 
to clean house to begin the year. One of the changes 
they implemented was the revival of the 

iconic ‘Tawag ng Tanghalan’ singing competition as 
its main segment. 


The original ‘Tawag ng Tanghalan’ was initially a 
radio program of the original Bolinao Electronics 
Corporation (forerunner of ABS-CBN) before making 
a successful jump to television. During its run in the 
1950s and 1960s, the show discovered some of the 
industry’s future icons, such as Nora Aunor, Pepe 
Pimentel and Bobot Mortiz. 


In the new ‘Tawag ng Tanghalan’, four contestants 
face off in hopes of impressing the audience and the 
judges. The winner will receive P25,000 and may 
defend his/her crown against other contestants in 
subsequent episodes, while the runners-up will 
receive P5,000 as consolation. 


In the event that a singer goes out of tune, a gong 
will be hit to signal the end of their performance. 
The gong will be operated by Jhong Hilario. 


“Tawag ng Tanghalan’ on ‘It’s Showtime’ kicked off 
last Saturday, with Michelle Arcain of Davao 
emerging as the first winner of the revived 
competition. Arcain returned during Monday's 
episode, but lost to Israel Alano of Batangas. 

The segment is hosted by Vice Ganda, Amy Perez 
and Mariel Rodriguez-Padilla. The latter two were 
recently introduced as new co-hosts of ‘It’s 
Showtime’, and are no stranger to hosting variety 
shows. 


Judges on ‘Tawag ng Tanghalan’ will vary each week. 
This week’s episodes will feature Rey Valera, Rico J. 
Puno, Bobot Moritz, Nyoy Volante and Yeng 
Constantino as judges. 


After a tough 2015 where 'It's Showtime' plummeted 
to new lows following the emergence of AlDub, they 
now begin 2016 with a clean slate. The hope of 


entertaining the “madlang pipol' the only way they 
can is something they need to address, and the 
revived “Tawag ng Tanghalan’ is a good way to start.

GMA is taking a ‘less is more’ approach on 
Telebabad. at least for the next two weeks. 


Tomorrow night marks the final episode of “MariMar”, 
the second Filipino remake of the classic Mexican 
telenovela. The series, starring Megan Young as the 
titular character, will officially end with a total of 100 
episodes. 


High expectations awaited this version of “MariMar' 
when it first premiered on August 24, 2015. After all, 
the original starring Thalia and the first remake 
starring Marian Rivera were each big hits when they 
were aired here. 


Unfortunately for GMA, the new 'MariMar' failed to 
make an impact in the ratings. The series lost 
regularly to both ‘Nathaniel’ and ‘Ang Probinsyano", 
forcing GMA to consider moving ‘MariMar’ to a later 
timeslot, only to renege on that promise. 


Looking back, it is clear that this ‘MariMar’ was a 
letdown for the Kapuso network. The series was 
Supposed to be a hit, bar none, but with viewers 
already used to the story, not to mention a shorter 
wait between remakes and tougher competition from 
Primetime Bida, it lost its appeal. 


In the end, it was a mistake that GMA would like 

to forget. For Megan Young, the comeback trail 
following her victory at the Miss World pageant was 
a rough one to begin with. 


So what’s next for GMA after ‘MariMar’? GMA has 
already confirmed that ‘That’s My Amboy’, the 
follow-up project of ‘The Half-Sisters’ stars Barbie 
Forteza and Andre Paras, will replace ‘MariMar’, but 
the series will not begin until January 25. 


This means that for the next two weeks, GMA 
Telebabad will only have five programs on the menu, 
with two teleseryes highlighting the lineup. The 
schedule is as follows: 


5:45 p.m. - The Producers 


6:30 p.m. - 24 Oras 

7:45 p.m. - Little Nanay 

8:30 p.m. - Because of You 

9:15 p.m. - Kapuso Primetime Cinema 


With only two local dramas starting this Monday, 
GMA Telebabad is at a clear disadvantage against 
Primetime Bida's five teleseryes. Both 'Little Nanay' 
and ‘Because of You’ will now face ‘Ang Probinsyano’ 
and ‘Pangako Sa ‘Yo’; an obvious mismatch ratings- 
wise. 


That said, the next two weeks will be a difficult one 
for Telebabad. While waiting for ‘That’s My Amboy’ 
(‘The Half-Sisters’ ends January 15, hence the 
delayed premiere), viewers will need to endure 
watching only two teleseryes on GMA's primetime 
lineup.

Premiere of

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‘Kapuso Primetime Cinema’ will remain on GMA 
Telebabad for the next two weeks. 


The said movie block will stay on the lineup despite 
the premiere of the Koreanovela ‘Temptation’. The 
latter, starring ‘Stairway to Heaven"s Cholo and Jodi 


(Kwon Sang-woo and Choi Ji-woo respectively), will 
air starting tonight after ‘Kapuso Primetime Cinema’. 


The reason behind it is that That's My Amboy"s 
premiere will not take place until January 25. 'The 
Half-Sisters', an ongoing Afternoon Prime series that 
also starred Barbie Forteza and Andre Paras, will air 
its final episode this Friday, and premiering 'That's 
My Amboy' tonight would cause a conflict of interest. 


Keeping 'Kapuso Primetime Cinema' would 

also maintain the balance of GMA's Telebabad lineup 
in check. However, this won't help the viewers of 
“Saksi”, as they will be forced to watch the newscast 
at a much later time than usual. 


Over the next two weeks, ‘Temptation’ will air five 
times a week, a rare occurrence for late primetime 
Koreanovelas on Telebabad. It will air Mondays to 
Thursdays at 10:45 p.m., after 'Kapuso Primetime 
Cinema', and Fridays at 9:15 p.m., in between 
‘Because of You’ and “Bubble Gang’. 


This means that every Monday to Thursday will see 
‘Temptation’ go up against both ‘Tonight with Boy 
Abunda’ and the early part of ‘Bandila’, while on 
Fridays, it will go up against ‘On the Wings of Love’.

Last Saturday marked the return of the 'old'

The 15-year-old investigative public service program 
kicked off the new year with a bang, as they 

revived the action-packed approach that addresses a 
variety of complaints from the public. Gone is the 


more recent format that featured dramatizations 
from GMA's pool of artists. 

In addition, ‘Imbestigador’ launched ‘Isyu ni Juan’, a 
ten-part special election series. Host Mike Enriquez 
sat down for an exclusive interview with the 
country's top presidential aspirants, as they try 

to address various national issues and present their 
campaign platforms for the upcoming elections. 


The return to the classic format of ‘Imbestigador’ 
was enthusiastically welcomed by the public, who 
have criticized the show for its watered-down 
approach. While recent episodes continued to focus 
on investigating various crimes, it somehow shifted 
to solving murderous acts, something that rival ABS- 
CBN show 'SOCO: Scene of the Crime Operatives' is 
doing these days. 


Making matter worse is the emphasis to include 
actors in dramatizing the scene of the crime. Asa 
result, ratings for ‘Imbestigador’ declined 

while public clamor to revive its old format 
intensified. 


Thankfully, both Mike Enriquez and the show’s 
producers realized their shortcomings with the 
drama-focused approach. Thus, ‘Imbestigador’ was 
reborn, back to what it used to be. 


Now that ‘Imbestigador’ is back to doing things their 
own way, expect more action and intensity from the 
longest-running investigative program in the 
country. While its ratings may no longer be as high 
as it used to be, getting back to the classic format 
should satisfy the demands of not only long-time 
viewers, but also new ones.

ABS-CBN later took notice of the incident and 
apologized for it. Here's the full statement from the 
network. 


“On the Wings of Love” would like to 
apologize for a short scene that aired 
last Monday (January 11), which 
unfortunately showed the main 
character Clark dancing as a policeman 
for Leah in her bridal shower. The 
program has called the attention of its 
production team and assures the public 
that there was no intention to disrespect 
the sanctity of the Philippine National 
Police (PNP) uniform. We do not want 
to jeopardize our good relations with the 
PNP and will make sure that it will not 
happen again. 


The good thing is, though, ABS-CBN quickly 
responded to their feedback and no intervention 
from the MTRCB was needed. However, due to the 
negative reactions that surround the said scene, 
expect ABS-CBN to not upload the video on its 
official YouTube account, and could potentially pull 
the scene off the iWanTV website. 


Still, ABS-CBN needs to learn a lesson from this 
incident. Taking a note from Coco Martin's character 
in “Ang Probinsyano" may even help them realize 
how hard-working, dignified and proud the men and 
women of the Philippine National Police are.

Is ‘Wish I May’ 
Too Late the 
Hero? 
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‘Wish | May’ has been given the go-signal by GMA. 


After a long and tenuous delay, the series, named 
after a popular song by Alden Richards, will finally 
make its debut. The question is, will ‘Wish | May’ be 
worth the wait? 


The journey of ‘Wish | May’ began in October of last 
year, when GMA released a pair of short teasers for 
the series. Regularly played during commercial 
breaks, many thought the series would premiere 
within that month, given its release at the height of 
the AlDub phenomenon. 


Unfortunately, it never materialized. Already 
penciled in as a lead-out program to ‘Eat Bulaga’ 
(whose Kalyeserye featured the AlDub tandem), 
“Wish | May"s premiere was postponed when its 
eventual predecessor 'The Half-Sisters' was given a 
three-month extension. 


The series was also considered for Telebabad, but 
GMA chose to air 'Little Nanay' and 'Because of You' 
instead. Eventually, GMA revealed the premiere date 
of ‘Wish | May’ in the teaser video below, which 
premiered before the end of 2015. 


Which leads to today's long-awaited premiere. 'Wish 
| May', although named after Alden's hit song, will 
not feature Alden himself nor his Kalyeserye partner 
Maine Mendoza, for obvious reasons. 


Instead, the lead stars of the series will be Bianca 
Umali and Miguel Tanfelix, popularly known as the 
BiGuel tandem. The premise of the series will involve 
two teens (Bianca and Miguel) falling in love with 
each other amid tumultuous circumstances involving 
their families, brought about by the genetic disorder 
called 'chimerism'. 


Also starring in “Wish | May' are Camille Prats, Mark 
Anthony Fernandez, Glydel Mercado, Rochelle 
Pangilinan, Mark Herras, Alessandra de Rossi, Neil 
Ryan Sese, Juan Rodrigo, Marni Lapuz, Ash Ortega, 


Sancho delas Alas and Prince Villanueva. Neal del 
Rosario and Mark Sicat de la Cruz will direct the 
series. 


The premiere of ‘Wish | May’ comes at a time when 
the AlDub phenomenon was presumed to have 
winded down. While ‘Eat Bulaga”s Kalyeserye 
continues to rack up millions of tweets with each 
episode, ratings for the show were on the decline, as 
viewers find the skit boring, repetitive and 
uninspiring of late. 


Although GMA was able to capitalize on AlDub’s 
success by placing ‘Wish | May’ after ‘Eat 

Bulaga’, having endured a lengthy delay may not 
help the show’s cause at all. Had it premiered 
during the height of AlDub’s popularity (‘Sa Tamang 
Panahon’ presentation, to be specific), they may 
have had a chance to succeed. 


Still, GMA’s hopes were on ‘Wish | May’ to flourish 
in the same way its predecessor ‘The Half-Sisters’ 
did. However, it remains to be seen if the series will 
be worth watching after several months of hype.

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So Long, Luv U

The last remaining teen-oriented series in the 
country has finally departed. 


On Sunday, January 17, ABS-CBN's ‘Luv U’ officially 
aired its final episode. The series bowed out after 
nearly four years on the air, with a total of 203 
episodes to boot. 


The final episode of 'Luv U' marked the end of an era 
for teen-oriented series, which began when GMA's 
"T.G.l.S.' premiered in mid-1995. With the cast's 
desire to move on to other projects and at the same 
time devote several hours of school time, it is clear 
that the series would have to end. 


First aired on February 19, 2012, ‘Luv U' was 
essentially a grown-up version of ‘Goin’ Bulilit”, 
featuring the then-teenage graduates of the latter 
series. Early episodes of the series were more 
humor-oriented, but as the years went by, more 
serious elements were added, each emphasizing 
on the real-life struggles of Filipino teenagers. 


‘Luv U’ originally aired in between ‘ASAP’ and ‘The 
Buzz’, but in April 2015, it was moved to the late 
afternoon slot to replace the latter. While ratings for 
the series were respectable overall, the change of 
timeslot in later episodes caused it to fall. 


Nevertheless, ‘Luv U"s final episode made a lasting 
impression.

(Yoon) as her boss. 


Fate soon intervened in Derek’s life when he died, 
and his heart was removed and placed into James’ 
chest during his heart transplant. The once-strict 
James soon had a change of heart, and eventually 
fell in love with Carmina. 


‘Carmina’ will take over the 11:00 a.m. timeslot of

Willie Revillame is returning to a familiar spot, sort 
of. 


Starting February 1, ‘Wowowin’ will air every Monday 
to Friday on GMA's Telebabad block. The move was 
announced nearly two weeks after the said game 
show aired its final Sunday episode last January 17. 


Most loyal followers of Willie Revillame are no 
stranger to his presence on primetime during 
weekdays. From 2010 to 2013, Willie hosted ‘Willing 
Willie’ and ‘Wil Time Big Time’ on TV5 six times a 
week, an attempt which did not go well for the 
Kapatid network. 


During his time on TV5, Willie became embroiled in 
numerous off-stage and on-stage controversies. The 
most infamous of those events took place in March 
2011, when a six-year-old boy performed a ‘macho 
dance’ that did not sit well with the majority, and led 
to the show’s brief suspension. 


Even though ‘Wowowin’ enjoyed a resurgence since 
moving to an earlier timeslot on Sunday afternoons, 
it was clear that Willie was not satisfied with its 
success. Thus, at the urging of GMA Network 
executives, both parties decided to move ‘Wowowin’ 


to weeknights, a move which seems risky for the 
network. 


Although ‘Wowowin’ will air much earlier than 
Willie's prior shows on TV5, it will still face intense 
competition on its timeslot. The final four weeks of 
‘Pasion de Amor’, in particular, will be “Wowowin"s 
first opponent, and based on the ABS-CBN 
teleserye's constant success, it will not be easy for 
‘Wowowin’ to topple. 


Also, like the Sunday episodes, ‘Wowowin’ will only 
air for an hour, and will be aired on tape-delay. GMA 
made it clear from the start that ‘Wowowin’ will be 
Strictly supervised so as to prevent any untoward 
incident that have affected Willie’s shows in the 
past. 


Risks aside, for Willie Revillame and his loyal 
followers, this is a win-win situation. Now that 
‘Wowowin’ will be aired five times a week, viewers 
can enjoy the same old ‘bigyan ng jacket’ style 
every day of the week, much like the old days.

Telebabad, starting February 1.

As previously announced, the first wave of shows 
under the co-production of TV5 and VIVA 


Entertainment will make their debut this month. Not 
only that, a few returnees will air new episodes as 
well. 

The Saturday night lineup on TV5 will be as follows: 


7:00 p.m. - Born to Be a Star 

8:00 p.m. - Tasya Fantasya 

9:00 p.m. - Wattpad Presents 

10:30 p.m. - MTV Top 20 Pilipinas 

On Sunday nights, the lineup looks like this: 
7:00 p.m. - Born to Be a Star 

8:00 p.m. - #ParangNormal Activity 

9:00 p.m. - Barangay Utakan 

10:00 p.m. - Sports 360/UFC on TV5 


If there's one thing in common about the schedules, 
it is that “Born to Be a Star' will be aired on both 
Saturdays and Sundays, which is now typical of 
other reality talent shows in the country. It is likely 
that they will adopt the format of one performance 


and one results episode per weekend, with the 
auditions possibly the focus of the first episodes. 


“Born to Be a Star' will take over the timeslots of 
both ‘LolaBasyang.com’ (Saturdays) and ‘Barangay 
Utakan’ (Sundays). The former, a co-production of 
TV5 and IdeaFirst Company, is currently on hiatus, 
while the latter, a News5 production, will now be 
moved to a new timeslot at 9:00 p.m. 


Occupying the previous timeslot of ‘#ParangNormal 
Activity’ will be ‘Tasya Fantasya’, the upcoming 
fantasy series starring Shy Carlos and Mark 
Neumann. While the former initially announced that 
last Saturday’s episode was to be their finale, due to 
insistent public demand, new episodes of 
‘#ParangNormal Activity’ will now be seen every 
Sunday at 8:00 p.m. 


Aside from ‘Born to Be a Star’ and ‘Tasya Fantasya’, 
the TV5/VIVA consortium will also join forces in airing 
MTV Pinoy’s ‘Top 20 Pilipinas’ on Channel 5. This will 
mark the first time in nearly a decade that an MTV 
program will be aired on free TV. 


MTV Pinoy’s ‘Top 20 Pilipinas’ will replace ‘History 
with Lourd’ and ‘Kaya’. While the former is expected 
to move to a new timeslot, the latter’s status 
remains unknown. 


Meanwhile, “Wattpad Presents' will have a new 
format with their move to Saturday nights. As part of 
the change, one story will be presented in a 90- 
minute made-for-TV movie. 


And as for ‘Sports 360’, this week’s episode will be 
preempted anew in favor of TV5’s broadcast of UFC 
196. Perhaps it’s about time for the said show to 
move to AksyonTV so as to prevent any further 
interruptions.

Madness on 
Magic 89.9 
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It's 80s out, 90s in for Magic 89.9's Friday Madness starting today. (Logo courtesy of Quest 
Broadcasting Inc.) 


A new sound awaits Magic 89.9's Friday Madness. 


Gone is the long-standing tradition of playing songs 
from the 1970s, 1980s and some of the early 1990s 
every Fridays. Instead, the music of the 1990s and 
early 2000s will dominate the playlist of Friday 
Madness. 


This means that Friday Madness will adopt the old 
format of Saturday Slam, which Magic dropped 
earlier this year in favor of its regular playlist. More 
importantly, the station will only have one day 
dedicated to throwback music instead of two. 


The newly-reformatted Friday Madness was one of 
only several changes instituted by Magic 89.9 as 
preparation for its upcoming 30th anniversary. Two 


weeks earlier, their weekday programming was also 
reformatted: save for “Good Times with Mo' and 
‘Boys’ Night Out’, the rest of Magic's programs were 
either rebranded or changed DJ schedules. 


The change of format for Friday Madness was a 
result of Magic’s ever-changing demographic. While 
some older listeners may still be loyal to Magic, the 
Station is also attracting a large amount of younger 
followers, most of whom grew up in the social media 
age. 


In addition, the continued emergence of Retro 105.9 
DCG-FM as the go-to station for 70s and 80s music 
buffs made it clear that Friday Madness needed a 
makeover. It also hurts that competitor stations are 
also dedicating one day for 90s music (e.g. Monster 
RX 93.1’s Riot Wednesday, Mellow 947’s Decade, 
99.5 Play FM’s Playback). 


That said, with the station’s listeners getting 
younger, there’s no point in feeding them songs that 
are unfamiliar to their ears. For Magic, change was 
inevitable, and today was it. 


It remains to be seen whether or not the new Friday 
Madness will adopt the regular Monday to Thursday 
schedules of its DJs (Save for ‘Good Times with Mo’ 
and ‘Boys’ Night Out’). But in any event, people 


should enjoy the music of not too long ago, now 
playing on Friday Madness.

The variety 
show's finale had already been anticipated, as its 
creator and host, German Moreno (a.k.a. Kuya 
Germs), passed away over a month ago. 


“Walang Tulugan’ first aired on February 8, 1997 as 
“Master Showman Presents’. The show was created 
as a way to maintain Kuya Germs’ presence on 
television, after his previous program ‘GMA 
Supershow' was cancelled earlier that year in favor 
of ‘SOP’. 


Eight years later, the show was renamed ‘Walang 
Tulugan with the Master Showman’. The popularity 
of the catchphrase ‘Walang Tulugan’ (a term coined 
by Kuya Germs during the show's early years) led to 
its rebrand, and whenever viewers tuned in, they 


would always identify ‘Walang Tulugan’ as the show 
that never sleeps. 

During its 19-year run, ‘Walang Tulugan’ 

was affected by GMA's numerous lineup changes on 
Saturdays. In some episodes, the show begins at 
11:15 or 11:30, but others usually start in the wee 
hours of Sunday morning, due to the unnecessary 
presence of a late-night movie block. 


Aside from Kuya Germs, ‘Walang Tulugan’ also 
featured an ensemble of co-hosts that were either 
“That's Entertainment' alumni or young up-and- 
coming proteges of the Master Showman. In the 
show's final episodes, Kuya Germs' nephew John 
Nite and close friend Nora Aunor shared lead hosting 
duties. 


The death of Kuya Germs on January 8 led to a 
special live tribute episode of “Walang Tulugan' the 
following night. Although Nora Aunor stated that she 
wanted to continue the show, GMA realized that 
“Walang Tulugan’ would never be the same without 
its creator and pillar. 


Thus, they decided to pull the plug on one of the 
longest-running programs on Philippine television. 
And last Saturday, ‘Walang Tulugan’ officially bowed 
out, with the show's hosts performing for the last 
time and bidding farewell to their loyal viewers. 


For Philippine television, ‘Walang Tulugan' was a big 
loss, and an irreplaceable icon for night owls 
everywhere. But while its run had ended, its legacy 
will live on, along with the creator who started it all, 
Kuya Germs. 


Indeed, “Walang Tulugan’ will still not sleep, even if it 
has moved on to the great beyond.

Yesterday marked yet another change in GMA's 
programming. 


Once again, the Kapuso network brought back 
“Kapuso Movie Festival" (airing weekdays at 9:00 
a.m.) in hopes of competing with ABS-CBN's 
‘Kapamilya Blockbusters’. To accommodate the said 
movie block, the duration of the Astig Authority and 
Heart of Asia Mornings blocks were reduced to 90 
and 60 minutes respectively. 


The impressive ratings of ‘Wowowin’, though still not 
enough to beat ‘Pasion de Amor’ nationally, also led 
to a timeslot change. As a result, ‘Wowowin’s start 
time was pushed to 5:00 p.m., and its running time 
was extended for another 30 minutes; this enabled 


the show to compete against ‘Kapamilya Deal or No 
Deal’ as well. 


Consequentially, the extension of ‘Wowowin’ 
likewise led to a timeslot change for the programs 
that once occupied the 5:00 p.m. slot. In what has 
become a ‘you lead and | follow’ scenario, GMA 
moved its News and Public Affairs block back to late 
nights, two months after ABS-CBN’s own News and 
Current Affairs block returned to the said timeslot. 


Unlike ABS-CBN’s current affairs block, however, 
GMA's so-called ‘Pampamulat sa Gabi’ block only 
airs from Mondays to Thursdays (thank you ‘Bubble 
Gang’), and will comprise of these programs. They 
are ‘Front Row’ (Mondays), ‘Alisto’ (Tuesdays), ‘Tunay 
na Buhay’ (Wednesdays), and ‘Reporters’ Notebook’ 
(Thursdays). 


Speaking of Mondays to Thursdays, the Heart of Asia 
Mornings block (“You're the Best’, ‘Carmina’) was 
also reduced to make way for a pair of refugees from 
the 5:00 p.m. slot. Both ‘Dream Home’ (formerly 
‘Power House’) and ‘Love Hotline’ were moved to 
Friday mornings, and will take over the timeslot of 
the former block on that day. 


By all indications, this is another desperate attempt 
by GMA to keep up with rival ABS-CBN. Considering 
that the latter network continues to dominate 


virtually every timeslot in the ratings, GMA's 
answers don't seem to matter at this point. 


Now they need to be patient with this new approach. 
Otherwise another revamp is in store for the Kapuso 
network.

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GMA is switching timeslots for ‘Imbestigador’ and 
“CelebriTV' this coming Saturday. 


Caught off-guard by ABS-CBN's most recent timeslot 
change on their Saturday schedule, GMA decided 

to change the timeslots of ‘Imbestigador’ and 
‘CelebriTV’. As a result, the former will now air at 
4:00 p.m., while the latter will air at 5:00 p.m. 


This means that Imbestigador' will once again face 
“SOCO: Scene of the Crime Operatives’, while 
‘CelebriTV’ will be up against ‘Celebrity Playtime’ 
and ‘Mga Kwento ni Marc Logan’. As it stands, 
'Imbestigador"s newest timeslot is now the earliest 
in the program’s 15-year history, having started as a 
primetime show early in its tenure. 


Much like GMA’s most recent revamp of its weekday 
schedule, this decision only enhances GMA's recent 
reputation as a ‘you lead and | follow’ network. 
Whatever move ABS-CBN makes, GMA seems to 
have a response, and that is not good for a network 
that is trying to rebound this year.

An extended running time for ‘Wowowin’ did not 
result in improved ratings. 


Kantar's national ratings for February 15 showed 
that ‘Wowowin’ earned a 14.6% rating. The show 
managed to beat ‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’ 
(11.1%), but still fell short to its regular rival ‘Pasion 
de Amor’ (18.1%). 


The pattern continued over the next two days, 

as ‘Wowowin’ (16% & 15.3% respectively) won over 
‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’ (12% & 10.9%), but lost 
to ‘Pasion de Amor’ (18.2% & 17.4%). While AGB 
Nielsen’s Mega Manila ratings indicate a decisive 
victory for ‘Wowowin’, the national ratings speak 
otherwise. 


With ‘Pasion de Amor’ down to its final week (more 
on that in next week’s article), there is still hope for 
‘Wowowin’ to catch up. But as ABS-CBN prepares for 


its replacement, things don't seem to look so good 
for Willie Revillame on primetime.

‘Pasion de Amor’ and ‘On the Wings of Love’ are 
down to their last five episodes. 


The former, first premiered on June 1, 2015, was a 
remake of the original Colombian telenovela that 
once aired on ABS-CBN. While the original was a 
decent success, this localized version of “Pasion de 
Amor’ became an unexpected hit, and in the process 
blew out the competition (at least until ‘Wowowin’ 
entered the picture). 


Throughout its run, viewers were constantly hooked 
to the sensually passionate, and at times 
unpredictable love story involving the Samonte 
brothers (Jake Cuenca, Ejay Falcon, Joseph Marco) 
and Elizondo sisters (Ellen Adarna, Coleen Garcia, 
Arci Munoz). The presence of villains such as Gabriel 
(Wendell Ramos) and Gabriela (Teresa Loyzaga) only 
added fuel to the fire. 


On the other hand, the latter, first premiered August 
10, 2015, marked the first foray of the JaDine James 
Reid, Nadine Lustre) love team into the small screen. 
Based on their success in films such as ‘Diary ng 
Panget’ and ‘My Hopeless Romantic’, a lot of 
expectations were raised for the duo. 


These expectations were soon met and exceeded, as 
‘On the Wings of Love’ became an immediate 
success in its timeslot. The series was not without 
controversy, however, as one stripping scene 
involving Clark (James) and Leah (Nadine) received 
negative remarks from the Philippine National Police. 


With a final total of 194 and 145 episodes, 
respectively, there is no doubt that ‘Pasion de Amor’ 
and ‘On the Wings of Love’ have become one of ABS- 
CBN's most successful teleseryes in recent years. 
While GMA's own programs tried hard to keep up 
with the two series, the gap in the ratings proved too 
much to overcome.

GMA Brings Lip- 
Sync Battle to 
the Philippines 
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One of America's surprise viral hits is coming to the 
Philippines. 


‘Lip-Sync Battle’, the popular American reality TV 
program, will have a Filipino franchise that will air on 
GMA starting this Saturday. Titled ‘Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines’, the show will be hosted by Michael V 
and lya Villania, and will pit GMA’s top celebrities 
against each other in hopes of impressing the 
audience with their lip-synching skills. 


The upcoming show will mark the first time since 
‘Don’t Lose the Money’ that GMA has a franchised 


program on their lineup. It will also be lya’s first full- 
time program on Channel 7 since “Sunday All- 
Stars’ (not including her role as Chika Minute 
reporter on '24 Oras’). 


‘Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ will have two rounds of 
competition: Strip Down and Full-Blown 

Concert. Celebrities can lip-sync any song of their 
choosing, and after two rounds, the crowd will 
determine the winner, who will receive a 
championship belt. 


While GMA is usually reluctant to acquire foreign 
media franchises, they decided to take a risk on ‘Lip- 
Sync Battle’. Realizing how much of a hit the 
American version was, they now hope that the 
show's success in America will carry over to the 
Philippines. 


However, in the weeks leading up to its premiere, 
the timeslot of ‘Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ became 
a big issue for the network. Initially, the show was 
slated to air after 'Magpakailanman', but in the end, 
GMA decided to place 'Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ 
after 'Pepito Manaloto: Ang Tunay na Kwento'. 


One possible reason for the last-minute change is 
that GMA wanted to see how can 'Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines' match up with 'Pilipinas Got Talent'. The 
latter show had been a high-rating show on ABS- 


CBN, and if the former can overcome PGT, it should 
boost GMA's morale. 


The problem with this change, however, is that 
Michael V is also a regular cast member on ‘Pepito 
Manaloto", and giving him back-to-back shows is a 
bad case of overexposure. Just ask Billy Crawford, 
who had to give up hosting duties on “Celebrity 
Playtime’ (during its short-lived late-evening stint) in 
favor of the recently-concluded ‘Your Face Sounds 
Familiar’. 


That said, GMA needs to figure out a way to fit ‘Lip- 
Sync Battle Philippines’ into their scheme of things. 
The concept may be engaging, but unless it has a 
good timeslot to thrive on, things may turn ugly 
quick. 


‘Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ premieres this Saturday 
on GMA.

ABS-CBN is launching a third HD channel soon. 


After giving the flagship Channel 2 and 
Sports--Action its own HD channel (available 
exclusively on SkyCable), the network finally decided 
that the time is right for the ABS-CBN News Channel 
to have an HD channel as well. This announcement 
took place yesterday in a press conference inside 
the ABS-CBN Broadcast Center in Quezon City. 


According to Integrated News and Current Affairs 
head Ging Reyes, the impending launch of ANC HD 
should cement its position as the gold standard and 
primary source for Philippine news and analysis for 
the country's business and political leaders. She 
then voiced her thoughts on ANC HD and the 
channel in general in the statement below. 


This is what ANC has continuously 
strived to be: the best, most reliable, and 
prestigious English language, all-news 


channel in the Philippines. There is still 
a lot more in store for ANC, as we mark 
twenty years this coming May. Stay 
tuned for these exciting developments. 


Indeed they still have a lot more in store, as two 
months from now the 2016 national elections will 
take place. And ABS-CBN News and Current Affairs 
will have all of it covered, from the campaign period 
to the day of the voting and eventually the final 
results. 


With the impending launch of ANC HD, how will 

this affect the news programming of Channel 2 and 
the Regional Network Group? While ABS-CBN 
Channel 2 has its own HD channel, some of its news 
programming (e.g. ‘TV Patrol’) are still shot in 
standard definition, and as a result, they are still 
considered a work in progress.

ABS-CBN Pulls 
the Plug on 
Kapamilya Deal 
or No Deal 
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“Kapamilya Deal or No Deal' ends its latest run tomorrow afternoon. Whether or not the 
show will be cancelled or go on another hiatus remains to be seen. (Photo credit: ABS-CBN) 


Is this the end for ‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’? 
Tomorrow, the said game show will air what appears 
to be its series finale, in order to give way to a new 
game show in “Game ng Bayan’. An uncertain 
future now awaits ‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’, 

as ABS-CBN remains unsure if this will be another 
temporary hiatus or a permanent vacation. 


‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’, a Filipino franchise of 
Endemol-owned ‘Deal or No Deal’, has been airing 
on and off for 10 years, and has a total of five 
seasons and 875 episodes under their belt. These 
totals overall helped ‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’ 
become one of the country’s longest-running game 
shows. 


Over the years, the show endured numerous format 
changes and two different hosts (Kris Aquino and 
Luis Manzano), but its popularity never wavered. The 
most recent edition of ‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’ 
took them to various barangays in the country, and 
residents there had the opportunity to play for P1 
million, and a chance to either ‘deal or no deal’ with 
the banker. 


Unfortunately for ‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’, 
GMA's recent decision to extend ‘Wowowin’ by 30 
minutes caught ABS-CBN by surprise. Ratings for the 
Show suddenly plummeted against ‘Wowowin’, and it

On Sunday, March 6, cast member Vivian Velez 
announced on Facebook that she would irrevocably 
resign immediately from the show. The official 
announcement is as follows, as seen on this post 
below. 


In an exclusive conversation with PEP.ph, Vivian cited 
Cristine Reyes’ rude behavior as a reason behind her 
resignation. According to Vivian, during one of their

The past two months were not kind to TV5's sports- 
oriented show ‘Sports360’. 


Since the UFC became a property of Sports5 this 
year, ‘Sports360’ has been preempted regularly in 


favor of UFC events. With the show close to 
becoming an afterthought, its future was thrown into 
question. 


As TV5’s sports-oriented talk show, it is the job of 
‘Sports360’ to give Kapatid sports fans the latest 
updates on a variety of sporting events every 
week. But its constant preemptions made it difficult 
to stay in tune with the ever-changing sports 
landscape. 


Look at the other sports talk shows in the country 
(e.g. ANC’s ‘Hardball’, ABS-CBN Sports+Action’s ‘The 
Score’, and CNN Philippines’ ‘Sports Desk’). While 
they are not here to provide some entertainment (as 
‘Sports360’ usually does), at least they regularly 
provide updates in the world of sports to the avid 
fan. 


This is a dilemma that the new Sports5 head Patricia 
Bermudez-Hizon must face. After all, they are the so- 
called ‘Olympic network’ (they will broadcast the 
2016 Summer Olympics later this year), and if they 
want to live to that billing, they need to make 
‘Sports360’ a constant presence on the network. 


One thing they would like to see is the conversion of 
‘Sports360’ into a daily sports talk show, with less 
focus on entertainment and more on analysis and 
news reporting. The current hosts may be 


experienced on-air talent for various Sports5 
programming, but to keep the show running, they 
need to emulate either Mico Halili or T] Manotoc to 
become useful. 


Since TV5 is too loaded programming-wise, the best 
possible channel for ‘Sports360’ would be AksyonTv, 
whose sports-centric format makes it a perfect fit 
(signal issues notwithstanding). Another option 
would be HYPER, but this may not please SkyCable 
subscribers. 


In any case, TV5 must address the fate of

ABS-CBN's ‘And I Love You So’ and GMA's ‘Destiny 
Rose’ will officially conclude after their respective 
runs of 70 and 130 episodes. The two series have 
been on a collision course since December of last 


year, with both shows exchanging ratings victories 
on numerous occasions. 


‘Destiny Rose’ premiered on September 14, 2015, 
and was the latest GMA series to tackle LGBT issues 
(similar to ‘My Husband's Lover’ and ‘The Rich Man's 
Daughter’). The series starred Ken Chan as a 
transwoman, and was joined by Fabio Ide, Katrina 
Halili, Manilyn Reynes, Michael de Mesa and Joko 
Diaz, among others. 


Replacing ‘Healing Hearts’ on Afternoon Prime, 
‘Destiny Rose’ initially struggled in the ratings when 
it premiered, but soon managed to win the hearts of 
viewers with the transformation of Ken’s character 
into a woman. Like the two prior LGBT-themed GMA 
series, its story received numerous praise from 
critics. 


‘And | Love You So’, on the other hand, premiered on 
December 7, 2015, and it starred Julia Barretto and 
Miles Ocampo as rivals turned stepsisters. They were 
joined by Dimples Romana, Tonton Gutierrez and 
Angel Aquino, among others. 


Premiering as a replacement to the short-lived 
Kapamilya series ‘Walang Iwanan’, ‘And I Love You 
So’ proved that it can keep up with ‘Destiny Rose’ in 
the ratings. But unlike their fellow Kapamilya Gold 
dramas ‘Doble Kara’, ‘All of Me’ and ‘Tubig at 


Langis", “And | Love You So’ was unable to dominate, 
which should bother the cast given the potential of 
both Julia and Miles. 


In any event, this should be an exciting “Battle of the 
Finales’. For ‘And | Love You So’ and ‘Destiny Rose’, 
it's all about finishing on a right note, and tomorrow 
afternoon, viewers will find out how their stories 
conclude. 


Meanwhile, ABS-CBN and GMA have announced 
replacements for the two series. The Kapamilya 
network will go back to airing Koreanovelas with ‘My 
Love Donna’, while the Kapuso network will counter 
with ‘The Millionaire’s Wife’.

What's going on, ABS-CBN? 


In an extremely unusual move, the Kapamilya 
network decided to bring back Koreanovelas after an 
eight-month absence. Their newest Koreanovela, 'My 
Love Donna' will air starting this Monday, and will 
replace “And | Love You So’ on the Kapamilya Gold 
block. 


“My Love Donna’ stars Joo Jin-Mo and Kim Sa-Rang. It 
will be the first Koreanovela since 'Let's Get Married' 
and “My Lovely Girl" to air on ABS-CBN. 


Bringing back Koreanovelas on ABS-CBN doesn't 
make sense. They already have the resources and 
technology to produce more local programming, so 
why do they still need to import foreign series when 
in fact interest in Koreanovelas are declining and 
there are some Star Magic artists who are waiting for 
opportunities to shine. 


In addition, ABS-CBN is infamous for cutting a lot of 
good scenes when it comes to foreign dramas, so 


much so that their runs are shorter than originally 
indicated (remember ‘Ana Manuela’?). The fact that 
these dramas are short-term in nature doesn’t help 
ABS-CBN at all, and it only hurts their viewership 
whenever they are present. 


By bringing ‘My Love Donna’ to Kapamilya Gold, 
ABS-CBN has made the wrong decision and the 
wrong time to bring back a Koreanovela. On the 
same day ‘My Love Donna’ premieres, GMA will bring 
in a new teleserye, the Andrea Torres-starred ‘The 
Millionaire's Wife’, on the very same timeslot (more 
on that this Monday). 


Remember, the Kapuso network only airs 
Koreanovelas in the morning and evening slots, and 
on Mondays to Thursdays as well. The presence of 
‘Wowowin’ and longer teleseryes means that there is 
no place for them to add Koreanovelas in the 
afternoon. 


That said, expect ABS-CBN to lose in the ratings with 
their newest Koreanovela. This is a definite 
mismatch for the Kapamilya network, and thus, 

it won't help them at all. 


What was thought to be the ‘end of an era’ for 
Koreanovelas on the network turned out to be false 
hope. Yes, ABS-CBN brought back a Koreanovela, but 


it won't be long before they stopped airing them 
anew. 


Other Notes: Speaking of Koreanovelas, GMA will 
have Korean movies every Monday to Thursday at 
10:00 p.m. as part of the ‘Heart of Asia Presents’ 
series. It will replace ‘Temptation’ starting March 14.

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Only five episodes remain for 'Little Nanay' and 
“You're My Home’. 


Both series will officially conclude this Holy 
Wednesday, March 23. Since Maunday Thursday and 
Good Friday will feature special religious-themed 
programming, the final week of the two shows will 
be uncharacteristically abbreviated than usual. 


GMA's ‘Little Nanay’ first aired on November 16, 
2015, and will have run for 129 episodes by the time 
it ends. The series starred Kris Bernal, Chlaui 
Malayao, Nora Aunor and Eddie Garcia, among 
others. 


“Little Nanay’ was pitted against 'Pangako Sa ‘Yo’ 
from the moment it premiered, but the series 
endured poor ratings against the KathNiel-starred 
drama. Not even a change of timeslot from January 
11 onward helped change its fortunes, as they didn't 
come close to the feats achieved by 'FPJ's Ang 
Probinsyano". 


On the other hand, ABS-CBN's ‘You’re My Home’ first 
aired a week earlier, on November 9. The series, 


which starred Dawn Zulueta, Richard Gomez, Jessy 
Mendiola and JC de Vera, among others, will have a 
total of 136 episodes once it concludes. 


“You're My Home’ was created essentially to take 
advantage of GMA's weaker offerings during the late 
evening slot. While the series started slow, it has 
since earned respectable ratings, and helped 
consolidate the dominance of ABS-CBN during 
weekday primetime. 


The conclusions of both 'Little Nanay' and “You're My 
Home’ mark a rare occasion in which a drama series 
will end on Holy Wednesday. As mentioned earlier, 
regular programming on Maundy Thursday and Good 
Friday are set aside for religious-themed programs, 
hence the shorter final week. 


That said, with only three episodes remaining before 
the Paschal Triduum kicks in, expect 'Little Nanay' 
and 'You're My Home’ to have a compelling 
conclusion. One can only hope that the two series 
will make a final impression as they enter the 
homestretch.

Series Return 


to ABS-CBN via 
Jane the Virgin 
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The unthinkable has happened. 


On March 28, ABS-CBN will bring ‘Jane the Virgin’ 
to Channel 2 as a replacement to ‘You’re My Home’. 
This will mark the first time in over a decade that 
Channel 2 had an American series on its lineup. 


‘Jane the Virgin’ stars Gina Rodriguez as the 
titular 23-year-old virgin woman. She was 
accidentally inseminated artificially with sperm 
Samples of a wealthy and married hotel owner 
Rafael (played by Justin Baldoni), disrupting her 
plans of keeping her virginity. 


The incident eventually led to the two becoming a 
couple and raising a child of their own. Still, it didn't 
help that her plans to marry her detective boyfriend 
(Brett Dier) ended in ruin because of it. 


In the United States, ‘Jane the Virgin’ airs on the CW 
and has a total of two seasons and 36 episodes since 
premiering in the autumn of 2014. It was 

recently renewed for a third season thanks to good 
ratings and positive reviews. 


Due to the fact that ‘Jane the Virgin’, like all other 
American series, airs weekly and only on a seasonal 
basis, broadcasting the series will be a problem for 
ABS-CBN. Because of that, they might need to 
produce or import a replacement as soon as 
possible, due to these circumstances. 


And even if ‘Jane the Virgin’ was renewed for 
another season or two, the Kapamilya network may 
not even make a long-term commitment. That said, 
their decision to air ‘Jane the Virgin’ will depend on 
its performance and how willing are they to take a 
risk. 


The truth ts, Filipino viewers have no penchant for 
patience, and for ABS-CBN, this may turn out to be a 
big mistake. After all, such seasonal series only 
caters to the upper and middle class, and for a 


station with a mass following, this might not help at 
all. 


‘Jane the Virgin’, dubbed in Filipino, airs weeknights 
starting March 28 after ‘The Story of Us’ on 
Primetime Bida.

(see video above), on Monday, March 28, ABS-CBN 
decided to continue airing the talk show as a series 
of ‘best of’ specials. ‘The Best of Kris TV’, as seen in 
the program plugs, airs on the very timeslot that 
‘Kris TV’ once occupied, from 7:30-9:00 a.m. on 
weekdays. 


The reason behind this decision is unclear, though it 
may be attributed to a lack of a suitable 
replacement. There were rumors that a talk show 
hosted by Karla Estrada would replace ‘Kris TV’, but 
the Kapamilya actress quickly shot it down. 

With nearly five years and over 1,000 episodes to 
boot, ‘Kris TV’ ranks as one of the longest-running 
morning talk shows on Philippine television. While 
the show may not have been a ratings darling, its 
loyal following and Kris Aquino’s dedication to her 
craft helped ‘Kris TV’ stay on the air for as long as 
Kris’ body and mind allowed it to. 


Still, with the show having closed shop, what’s next 
for ABS-CBN as far as its vacated timeslot is 
concerned?

The winners of the above games will face off in 

Tuesday's National Championship. It will take place

This marks the return of the NCAA tournament to the 
Solar networks for the first time since 

2013. Unfortunately, the return of March Madness to 
Solar was somewhat belated, due to a lack of 
Interest from various networks. 


Sports5, the rightsholder of the last two US NCAA 
March Madness tournaments, decided to back out 
owing to cost-cutting measures and the yearly 
observance of Holy Week. Fox Sports Philippines, 
who covers conference college tournaments, also did 
not express interest, and neither did ABS-CBN Sports 
due to its focus on the UAAP. 


With no other options, Solar Sports decided to step 
in, but their involvement came way too late. Asa 
result, they missed out covering the preliminaries, 
from the First Four to the Elite Eight. 


Still, as far as Solar is concerned, it's better late than 
never. After all, March Madness is considered a 
must-watch event, even if a few Filipinos religiously 
follow the tournament. 


It remains to be seen whether or not Solar will be 
willing to cover another year or two of March 
Madness. But hopefully, once they express interest 
again, the coverage won't be just the Final Four and 
the National Championship, but also the First Four, 
the rounds of 64 and 32, the Sweet Sixteen and the 
Elite Eight, for the full March Madness experience.

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The Filipino franchise of ‘Family Feud’ is going 
Kapamilya. 


Just recently, ABS-CBN announced that they will 
acquire the rights to produce and broadcast the hit 


game show ‘Family Feud’. The said game show is the 
latest in the Kapamilya network's series of foreign 
franchise acquisitions dating back to 2005. 


Soon after, it was revealed that Luis Manzano will 
host the said game show. Afterwards, he announced 
on the March 20 episode of ‘ASAP’ that the premiere 
date of ‘Family Feud’ will be on April 9, Saturday, 
and will air on weekends. 

The Filipino franchise of ‘Family Feud’ joins a rare list 
of programs that were aired on three different 
networks. The original version, hosted by Ogie 
Alcasid, aired on ABC 5 (now TV5) from 2001-02, 
then the subsequent editions, hosted by Richard 
Gomez, Dingdong Dantes and Edu Manzano, aired 
on GMA from 2008-11. 


In addition, ‘Family Feud’ is the third game show 
franchise to air on both ABC 5/TV5 and ABS-CBN. 
The others are ‘Wheel of Fortune’ and ‘The Price Is 
Right’. 


‘Family Feud’ on ABS-CBN will replace ‘Celebrity 
Playtime’, another game show hosted by Luis 
Manzano. Its timeslot is yet to be determined. 


It will be interesting to see how ABS-CBN's own take 
on ‘Family Feud’ will live up to the standards set by 
both ABC 5 and GMA. But considering the streak of

moved to Sports5 at the start of this year. 


The URCC is founded and owned by Alvin Aguilar, 
and is considered the biggest MMA promotion in 
Southeast Asia.

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It’s official: ‘Encantadia’ is returning to GMA. 


The announcement was made last night during the 
evening newscast '24 Oras'. Throughout the 
newscast, the upcoming ‘requel’ (portmanteau of 
reboot and prequel) revealed its main cast members, 
which are as follows: 


e Glaiza de Castro (as Sang'gre Pirena, originally 
portrayed by Sunshine Dizon) 

e Kylie Padilla (as Sang'gre Amihan, originally 
portrayed by Iza Calzado) 

e Gabbi Garcia (as Sang'gre Alena, originally 
portrayed by Karylle) 

e Sanya Lopez (as Sang’gre Danaya, originally 
portrayed by Diana Zubiri) 

e Ruru Madrid (as Ybarro/Ybrahim, originally 
portrayed by Dingdong Dantes) 

e Rocco Nacino (as Aquil, originally portrayed by 
Alfred Vargas) 

They will be joined by Marian Rivera, who will play 

Dawn Zulueta's original role as the Inang Reyna. 

In addition, the press conference announced the

Mark Reyes will be the director of the new 
‘Encantadia’, and he revealed that a few changes 


will be made on the ‘requel’ without sacrificing the 
main story of the original series. That said, expect a 
fresher and more modern ‘Encantadia’ for the new 
generation. 

The original ‘Encantadia’ aired on GMA during the 
mid-2000s, and spawned two sequels in ‘Etheria: 
Ang Ikalimang Kaharian ng 

Encantadia’ and “Encantadia: Pag-Ibig Hanggang 
Wakas’. A planned reboot of ‘Encantadia’ (titled 
“Encantadia: The Second Saga') was announced in 
2010, but was never materialized. 


When it first aired, ‘Encantadia’ became one of 
GMA's highly-rated series, thanks in large part to the 
popularity of the fantaserye during that time. But 
the production of ‘Encantadia’ and its two sequels 
took its toll on GMA financially, and they have never 
recovered since. 


With the Kapuso network in a crisis of confidence, 
what chances will they have with the ‘requel’ of 
‘Encantadia’? And how will this series be able to 
thrive amidst a more conservative approach 

in teleserye production? 


Only time will tell.

The upcoming requel of ‘Encantadia’ is worth 
watching, that is, if you’re really a die-hard Kapuso 
fan. 


But while anticipation is high on the new 
‘Encantadia’, the broadcasting and financial aspect 
of GMA leaves a lot to be desired. It’s already 2016, 
and yet GMA is still way behind its competitors as far 
as their broadcast standards are concerned. 


Much of the blame was due to the numerous big- 
budget primetime fantaseryes that GMA produced in 
the mid to late 2000s. With so much money invested 
on these projects, their ability to soend on updated 
equipment, facilities and other production and talent 
matters was compromised in the long term. 


From 2004 to 2011, GMA produced big-budget 
fantaseryes such as ‘Mulawin’, ‘Darna’, the 
‘Encantadia’ trilogy, ‘Captain Barbell’ and 


“Dyesebel', among others. They were able to 
succeed in the ratings, but the high costs of making 
these series soon took its toll on GMA. 


Looking at how GMA currently stacks up with ABS- 
CBN and TV5, it is clear that they have a lot of 
catching up to do. In fact, there were some key 
factors present on ABS-CBN and TV5 that were 
absent on GMA, such as: 


e An independent sports division (Shakey's V- 
League and Manny Pacquiao fights, among others, 
were co-produced by other outfits) 

e Experimental 16:9 HD broadcasts (GMA still 
airs its programs in 4:3 standard definition, save 
for recent imported programs and TAPE-produced 
‘Princess in the Palace; GMA also lacks an HD 
channel of its own) 

e Sister digital TV channels (ABS-CBN has 
CineMo and Yey!, while TV5 has Catsup) 

e Cable and satellite TV subscription 
service (ABS-CBN has SkyCable, while TV5 has 
Cignal) 

e Video-on-demand, livestream and digital- 
exclusive online service (ABS-CBN has iWanTV, 
while TV5 has News5Everywhere and Digital5) 

Factor in the ongoing problems within the Artist 

Center, GMA's regional networks, sister station GMA 

News TV, GMA Films and the public relationship 

department, and you have a network that is now 

standing on just one leg. Poor GMA. 


It's a pity to see GMA struggle at almost everything 
in recent years, and now that they'll produce a 
requel of ‘Encantadia’, more problems lie ahead. 
That said, if GMA continues its ongoing slide, 

they will be in for a rude awakening.

Little Noise for 
#PacBradill 
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Sunday may be Pacquiao vs. Bradley Ill, but it seems 
as if there is not much to talk about. 


While a fight involving Manny Pacquiao usually 
equals to ‘national holiday’ in the Philippines, his 
third match with Timothy Bradley will be something 


else. One month after the bout with Bradley, 
Pacquiao's status as a politician will be on the line, 
as he guns for one of the 12 seats in the Philippine 
Senate. 


Any promotional material that exceeds the limits set 
by the Fair Elections Act of the Commission of 
Elections may lead to a national candidate's 
disqualification. Thus, with Pacquiao also running for 
Senator in this May's elections, very little promotion 
was made for the fight here in the Philippines. 


COMELEC, on its part, has allowed the fight to be 
aired here, since they received no formal complaints 
in relation to his candidacy. Despite that, the only 
known mention of a blow-by-blow multi- 

platform coverage is through a series of promotional 
videos from Solar Sports (see example below) 

and an announcement made by GMA online. 

That said, in order to comply with the Fair Elections 
Act, neither Solar Sports nor GMA were able to 
aggressively promote the fight. Instead, they made 
use of news clips to inform viewers of the two 
fighters and the event itself. 


With so little noise, not to mention Pacquiao’s 
controversial remarks on the LGBT community in 
February, the third installment of Pacquiao vs. 
Bradley is expected to be the least hyped of them 
all. The expectation that Pacquiao is using the fight 
just to gain the voters' confidence may convince 


them not to watch the fight at all, because it may 
hurt the chances of other, more deserving 
candidates. 


On Sunday, Pacquiao steps into the ring for perhaps 
the final time.

New Talk Shows 
to Shine on 
ABS-CBN, GMA 
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Rival networks ABS-CBN and GMA are set to 
premiere new morning talk shows in the summer. 


On the Kapamilya camp, the trio of Karla Estrada, 
Melai Cantiveros and Jolina Magdangal are busy 
preparing for a still-untitled talk show. A teaser for 
this program was aired recently, with its timeslot 
and premiere date yet to be determined. 


This talk show is expected to replace ‘Kris TV’, 
whose run ended during the Holy Week but have 
continued to air reruns due to a lack of an 
immediate replacement. Kris Aquino herself 
admitted that she was saddened by the continuous 
replays of ‘Kris TV’ even though it had already been 
concluded. 


Initially, a new talk show solely hosted by Karla 
Estrada was rumored to take over ‘Kris TV"s 
timeslot, but the Kapamilya actress denied the 
rumors. Just last week, however, she announced that 
She will indeed host the show alongside Melai and 
Jolina. 


Over on the Kapuso side, Marian Rivera is also busy 
preparing for a new talk show of her own. Titled ‘Yan 


ang Morning!’, a teaser for it was aired recently, as 
part of GMA's summer programs plug. 


‘Yan ang Morning!’ will be GMA's first morning talk 
show since 'Basta Every Day Happy' two years ago. 
Its timeslot is also yet to be determined, though it 
may be likely that GMA will air the program during 
the mid to late mornings, as it was the case with 
“Basta Every Day Happy’. 


For Marian Rivera, it will be her third upcoming or 
ongoing project since returning from maternity 
leave. Her two other programs are the soon-to-air 
‘Encantadia’ requel and “Sunday PinaSaya’. 


Whether or not the two talk shows will face each 
other in the same timeslot or not remains to be 
seen. Still, it will be interesting to see how will they 
fare in a block that does not usually make an impact 
in the ratings.

It's Showtime 
Extended, 
Kapamilya Gold 
Down to Three 
Programs 
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A game of one-upmanship continues on ABS-CBN. 


The Kapamilya network's afternoon slot had a 
different look beginning yesterday. With the 
conclusion of the Koreanovela ‘My Love Donna’ last 
Friday, ABS-CBN chose not to replace the said 
program, and reduced Kapamilya Gold to just two 
teleseryes (“Doble Kara’, Tubig at Langis') and “Game 
ng Bayan’. 


On top of that, ‘It’s Showtime’ had its running time 
extended to three hours, and as a result, Kapamilya 
Gold now begins much later, at 3:15 p.m. 


By all accounts, it seems like ABS-CBN is once again 
trying to give GMA a run for its money. With the 30- 
minute extension, ‘It’s Showtime’ now has to 
contend not only with perennial rival ‘Eat Bulaga’, 
but also the teleserye ‘Wish | May’, whose run will 
come to an end soon. 


Over at Kapamilya Gold, ‘Doble Kara’ will now have 
to face ‘Hanggang Makita Kang Muli’, while ‘Tubig at 
Langis’ will be up against ‘The Millionaire’s Wife’. 
And with the exception of regional networks, ‘Game 
ng Bayan’ will once again have to contend with the 
first 45 minutes of ‘Wowowin’. 


Overall, the move provided some sense of 
anticipation for ABS-CBN. Knowing that GMA and 
TAPE, Inc. could extend ‘Eat Bulaga’ to another 30 
minutes in case of a lack of replacement for ‘Wish | 
May’, ABS-CBN quickly took action, in hopes that 
GMA may indeed make a game-changing response. 


Still, is three hours on weekdays too much for ‘It’s 
Showtime’? And is the three-program approach on 
Kapamilya Gold all worth it for ABS-CBN? 


Let's face it, ‘It’s Showtime’ may have overtaken 
“Eat Bulaga’ following its low point that is the AlDub 
vs. Pastillas rivalry, but they don't need a 30-minute 
extension on weekdays. After all, the viewers need 
some siesta time as well, not to mention the fact 
that the hosts' busy schedule were being 
compromised by this extension. 


And what about Kapamilya Gold? With just two 
teleseryes and a move to a later timeslot, this may 
not bode well for the block's ratings, especially with 
GMA consistently taking over the lead at around 
4:00 p.m. in the lead-up to ‘Wowowin’. 


That said, this latest programming change of ABS- 
CBN in the afternoon may not be helpful in the long 
run. While they are still winning, this new lineup will 
not make sense if they started to lose steam. 


Now that ABS-CBN once again tweaked its afternoon 
lineup, will GMA respond to its rival's move? Find out 
soon.

My Super D 
Premiere Leads 
to Late- 
Afternoon 
Shakeup 
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It's going to be an afternoon of change for ABS-CBN 
next week. 


On Monday, April 18, the superhero drama series 
“My Super D' will officially premiere on the Primetime 
Bida block. That was the good news. 


The bad news, there are no free slots for 'My Super 
D’ on the current Primetime Bida lineup. Its intended 
replacement, 'FPJ's Ang Probinsyano’, has not 
announced a final episode date due to its 
impressively high ratings, and ABS-CBN has no 
intention of replacing it at this point. 


So where does 'My Super D' end up? Luckily, ABS- 
CBN freed up one slot for the upcoming series when 
it announced that 'Game ng Bayan' will air its final 
episode tomorrow afternoon. 

The sudden cancellation of 'Game ng Bayan' came 
barely a month after it premiered to replace 
'Kapamilya Deal or No Deal'. Clearly, ABS-CBN knew 
what was coming, as “Game ng Bayan’ not only 
struggled in the ratings, but also became a logistical 
nightmare for the network. 


With “Game ng Bayan"s cancellation now official, its 
old timeslot will now be filled by 'We Will Survive', 
the drama series starring Melai Cantiveros and 
Pokwang. It will still face GMA's 'Wowowin', but not 
all areas will receive ‘We Will Survive’, which is a 
problem for ABS-CBN's Regional Network Group. 


Whether or not ABS-CBN will keep ‘We Will Survive’ 
on the Primetime Bida slot or move it to Kapamilya 
Gold remains to be seen. However, they need to find 
a way to make the broadcasts of ‘We Will Survive’ as 
Simultaneous as possible, so as not to sacrifice its 
decently good ratings. 


Going back to ‘My Super D’, this superhero drama 
series follows the footsteps of fellow ABS-CBN 
Original creations such as ‘Super Inggo’, ‘My Little 
Juan’ and ‘Juan Dela Cruz’. With each of these series 
becoming successful hits for the network, the 
pressure IS now on ‘My Super D’ to deliver similar 
results. 


In ‘My Super D’, Dominic Ochoa will play the titular 
superhero role as Super D. He will be supported by 
Marco Masa and Bianca Manalo, who will play the 
role of son and wife respectively. 


Joining them in the series are Atoy Co, Ryan Rems, 
Myrtle Sarrosa, Jef Gaitan, Loule Domingo, Marina 
Benipayo, Bong Regala, Jason Francisco, Marvin 
Agustin, Noni Buencamino and Ronaldo Valdez. It will 
be directed by Frasco Mortiz and Lino Cayetano. 


With these changes now official, the question is, can 
‘My Super D’ fly higher than ‘Wowowin’? And can 
‘Wowowin’ be able to stave off this new threat? 


We'll find out.

Explaining the 
Disappearance 
of GMA's 
Teleserye 
Episode Teasers 
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Notice something different on GMA these past few 
weeks? 


Anyone who tuned in to Channel 7 should take a 
look at the commercial breaks during every 
program. There are the usual episode teasers, 
programming trailers and advisories, product 
advertisements, and for election season, political 
advertisements for national candidates. 


But there is one aspect that is missing from these 
commercial breaks of late, and that is the episode 
teasers for all GMA teleseryes. So what happened to 
them? 


As April got underway, GMA elected to stop airing 
episode teasers for their teleseryes, and instead 
create repetitive 10-second advisories for each 
program. Even in the network's official YouTube 
page, the said episode teasers were nowhere to be 
found of late: their most recent upload was that of 
“Poor Senorita’ (see above), and that was two weeks 
ago. 

The motive of GMA, it seems, is to save money, 
particularly since the upcoming national elections 


will require a heftier budget for GMA News coverage 
and teleseryes take a majority of the network's 
overall production cost. While GMA appeared to 
have increased their income by 111%, as far as they 
were concerned, it was still not enough. 

Remember, an episode teaser's purpose is to 
preview the upcoming episode that will air on that 
day. But since GMA decided to remove this approach 
for their teleseryes, this left viewers without any 
information on what will happen to the 

upcoming episode of a particular series. 


That said, with the lack of any promotional effort for 
their teleseryes, GMA's continued decline is once 
again becoming evident. And it didn't help that they 
are also a non-factor in the ratings and on social 
media. 


It will be interesting to see how this latest 
conservative effort will pay off for GMA.

The NBA Playoffs have not been kind to Basketball 
TV these days. 


When the NBA released its playoff schedule for 
Filipino broadcast partners, five things stood out for 
Basketball TV as far as the first week of coverage is 
concerned. They are: 


1. No assigned game to BTV for April 20, 
Wednesday. The said date (Manila time) will 
feature Game 2 of both the Hawks/Celtics and 
Spurs/Grizzlies series. 

2. Acombined six appearances in eight playdates 
for either the Raptors/Pacers or the 
Heat/Hornets series, with the other two assigned 
to the Hawks/Celtics series. 

3. No Western Conference games, plus the 
Cavaliers/Pistons series. 

4. No doubleheaders. 

5. Three games shared with either ABS-CBN or 
ABS-CBN Sports+Action (Heat/Hornets on April 21, 
Raptors/Pacers on April 22, Hawks/Celtics on April 
23). 

This means that viewers on BTV will have to endure 

watching less popular teams such as the Raptors, 

Hornets and Pacers on a regular basis rather than 

the more marquee ones like the Warriors, Spurs and 

Cavaliers. So much for maintaining balance of 

coverage. 


Even worse for the network is the lack of game 
coverage on select playdates. That will be the case 
tomorrow, as the NBA did not assign one game for 
BTV. 


So what was left for BTV to do? They have no choice 
but to air the postgame edition of NBA 

Gametime, then replay it over and over again until 
the next game concludes. 


Very unfortunate indeed. And that has been the case 
for the past few years. 


Regardless of the expected negative reaction, it was 
and always will be the NBA’s decision to assign 
these games, so there’s no need to complain on 

it. That said, subscribing to both NBA Premium and 
Fox Sports Philippines is necessary to everyone who 
can’t stand BTV’s coverage. 


If not, just endure the Taglish coverage of ABS-CBN 
Sports for this year’s playoffs. Good luck with that.

The VIVA-TV5 deal is off to a slow start. 


The partnership which oversaw the premiere of three 
new series (‘Ang Panday', “Bakit Manipis ang Ulap?’, 
“Tasya Fantasya'), a talent singing search show 
(“Born to Be a Star’) and ‘MTV Top 20 Pilipinas’ has 
not paid dividends for the Kapatid network. In fact, 
“Bakit Manipis ang Ulap?' will conclude tomorrow 
night, with low ratings a key factor. 


And if that's not enough, VIVA had to deal with the 
PBA’s overwhelming presence for much of TV5’s 
primetime schedule, especially with the 
Commissioner’s Cup playoffs now well underway. 
Such a shame. 


When VIVA announced their partnership with TV5 a 
few months ago, many hoped that the deal will 
revitalize the network’s moribund entertainment 
department. After all, VIVA had a great reputation for 
breeding successful talent and producing impactful 
programs and movies, which showed in prior 
partnerships with IBC-13, GMA and ABS-CBN. 


Unfortunately for VIVA and TV5, that has not bore 
fruit. VIVA's new programs made little impact in the 
ratings, and the supposed comeback of once-popular 
stars such as Richard Gutierrez and Claudine 
Barretto failed to deliver the desired results. 


Even worse for VIVA is the fact that they are having 
a hard time scheduling their programs. Both ‘Ang 


Panday’ and “Bakit Manipis ang Ulap?" aired during 
non-PBA game days, but as the playoffs got 
underway, VIVA had no choice but to move the two 
dramas to a later timeslot. 


The same can also be said for ‘Born to Be a Star’. 
Originally airing every weekend, it now only airs 
every Sunday, thanks in large part to the timeslot 
changes for both ‘#ParangNormal Activity’ and 
‘Sports360’. 


With so many dilemmas to begin with, it seems like 
the glory days of VIVA Entertainment on television 
has long deserted them. Still, the partnership has a 
long way to go, but first, they need to consult with 
both Sports5 and News5 in order to solve whatever 
issues they have right now. 


Consider this a bump on the road. Hopefully VIVA 
can work out these problems as soon as possible, so 
that their partnership will not go down in vain.

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GMA is pushing the envelope yet again. 


In the lead-up to the network's “Eleksyon 2016’ 
coverage, they decided to create a politically- 
charged miniseries that challenges the voter's 


critical judgment. Enter ‘Naku, Boss Ko!’, a two-week 
political romantic comedy that will premiere this 
Monday. 


“Naku, Boss Ko!’ marked the return of the GabRu 
(Gabbi Garcia and Ruru Madrid) tandem to the small 
screen, several months after they were first paired in

Despite its good intentions, the biggest 
concern for the series now is how will they be able to 
reach out to millions of viewers across the country. 


Given the lack of promotional treatment in all GMA 
teleseryes in recent weeks, it will not be easy for 
“Naku, Boss Ko!’ to become relevant in GMA's 
scheme of things, heavy promotional hype 
notwithstanding. That said, it will be very crucial for 
GMA to drop its restraints and let “Naku, Boss Ko!" do 
what they want to do in order to get the message 
straight. 

This should be an interesting two weeks for GMA 
News and Public Affairs. As they prepare for 
“Eleksyon 2016’, they hope that ‘Naku, Boss Ko!’ will 
help viewers understand what's right and what's 
wrong in the world of politics.

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“We Will Survive" found itself in a tough spot upon moving to a new timeslot, thanks in large 
part to the show's delayed broadcasts in the regional networks. (Logo courtesy of ABS-CBN) 


‘We Will Survive’ is in a crisis. 


The ABS-CBN drama series is off to a slow start in its 
new 5:00 p.m. timeslot, registering ratings of 10.7% 
(April 18), 10.9% (April 19), 9.8% (April 20) and 9.9% 
(April 21) during a four-day span. This was in 
contrast to the show's 1396 average ratings in its 
original timeslot of 5:45 p.m. 


Clearly, ABS-CBN has a lot of explaining to do when 
it comes to ‘We Will Survive"s low ratings. Regional 
networks are unable to air the series at the same 
time as Metro Manila due to the presence of local ‘TV 
Patrol', and instead, it is aired the following day at 
9:00 a.m. in place of ‘Naruto Shippuden’. 


This predicament easily led to ‘We Will Survive’ 
losing to GMA’s ‘Wowowin’ in a majority of the 


regional areas. And it didn't help that the delayed 
broadcasts are being aired in a timeslot that is also 
not viable ratings-wise. 


It is a painful truth that the regional networks of 
ABS-CBN have no choice but to commit to 30-45 
minutes’ worth of ‘TV Patrol’ in their respective 
dialects. However, it also hurts that the network 
decided to place a teleserye in a timeslot that is not 
expected to draw viewers from the provinces. 


Considering ABS-CBN's reputation for successful 
teleseryes, this is a strategy that does not work at 
all. And it is also not good that the network 
decided to fill almost 2/3s of their lineup with 
teleseryes: excluding ‘TV Patrol’, ABS-CBN's lineup 
from 3:15-10:45 p.m. features a streak of seven 
teleseryes and an imported series. 


That said, for Pokwang, Melai Cantiveros and the 
show's braintrust, this is a battle that they cannot 
survive from. Positive messages notwithstanding, 
ABS-CBN should consider closing the book on ‘We 
Will Survive’ as soon as possible, knowing that it 
would be consequential to viewers in the provinces, 
as well as viewers who are tired of watching 
teleseryes for many hours straight. 


If not, find a way to get a better timeslot for the 
Show. After all, it is for the network’s own good.

Little is said about the impending conclusion of 
"That's My Amboy’. 


After all, the AnBie-starred series, like all other 
current GMA teleseryes, has seen minimal promotion 
since the beginning of April. As a result, only a few 
knew the fact that ‘That’s My Amboy’ is about to 
end. 


‘That’s My Amboy’ premiered on January 25, 2016, 
and marked the primetime debut of the love team of 
Andre Paras and Barbie Forteza. Coming off a 
successful 1+ year run on ‘The Half-Sisters’, the up- 
and-coming tandem came into this project with 
considerable expectations as they step into the 
evening spotlight. 

But in a primetime landscape that is extremely 
competitive, ratings were hard to come by for 
‘That’s My Amboy’. And it didn’t help that the series 
went up against KathNiel’s ‘Pangako Sa ‘Yo’ and 
LizQuen’s ‘Dolce Amore’, both of which contributed 
to ABS-CBN’s ongoing dominance. 


To make matters worse, GMA further exacerbated 
the decline of ‘That’s My Amboy’ by not showing any 
of the show’s episode teasers starting in April. That 
turned out to be the final straw, and once they 
realize that ‘That’s My Amboy’ can no longer 
overcome their Kapamilya rivals, they finally decided 
to pull the plug. 


With just four months and 68 episodes under its 
belt, it is clear that “That's My Amboy’ failed to live 
up to expectations. The series overall was not 
entertaining to begin with, and it felt like a rushed 
effort, since Andre and Barbie did not enjoy any 
break following the conclusion of ‘The Half-Sisters’. 


That said, the AnBie duo has a lot more work to do if 
they were to rise to the level of a Kathryn Bernardo 
and Daniel Padilla, or a Liza Soberano and Enrique 
Gil. But they need to take it one step at a time, and 
enjoy as much rest as possible so as not to overexert 
themselves. 


Thanks to GMA’s lack of effort in promoting the final 
week of ‘That’s My Amboy’, expect the series finale 
to make little noise this Friday. Admit it, this is GMA’s 
way of giving up on this series, and for Kapuso 
viewers, it's humiliating to see what they have done.

‘Yan ang Morning’ will not go up against ‘Magandang 
Buhay’ after all. 


GMA made that clear when it announced its new 
morning lineup last Monday. And with the premiere 
of ‘Yan ang Morning’ this Monday, this is how their 
current lineup looks like: 


e 7:30 a.m. - Astig Authority block 


“Shaman King’ 

‘Yo-Kai Watch’ 

‘Bleach’ 

“Dragon Ball Z' 

“Knock Out’ 

e 10:00 a.m. - ‘Mako Mermaids’ 

e 10:45 a.m. - ‘Yan ang Morning’ 

That’s right, 10:45 a.m. For some reason, GMA 
decided not to have ‘Yan ang Morning’ face 
‘Magandang Buhay’ head-to-head (the latter 
currently airs at 7:30 a.m.), and instead air 
the former in a timeslot that was traditionally 
occupied by previous long-running talk shows (e.g. 
‘Today with Kris Aquino’, ‘SIS’). 


There are some good and bad news on this 
decision. The good news is that despite some good 
reviews and strong showing in social media, 
‘Magandang Buhay’ has not been able to make an 
Impact in the ratings (much like ‘Kris TV’ before it), 
losing to the entire Astig Authority block by a wide 
margin. 


As far as GMA is concerned, their anime block 

IS doing just fine, even if they continue to air reruns 
of several beloved animes. For them, there is no 
point in sacrificing Astig Authority’s timeslot in favor 
of another program since the block continues to 
have a strong following. 


The bad news? After Astig Authority, ratings for GMA 
in the morning slip predictably, as ‘Kapamilya 
Blockbusters’ kickstart a momentum swing for ABS- 
CBN that would continue for the rest of the day. 


That said, GMA’s ratings woes after Astig 

Authority will put significant pressure on ‘Yan ang 
Morning’. Considering that their previous talk show 
‘Basta Every Day Happy’ did not fare well, ‘Yan ang 
Morning’ could have a hard time making an impact 
in its current timeslot. 


Would GMA be better off if ‘Yan ang Morning’ go one- 
on-one with ‘Magandang Buhay’? We'll never know, 
but then again, anything can happen, and if ‘Yan ang 
Morning’ is able to thrive in its current timeslot, that 
could help GMA’s morale. 


Hopefully they win, otherwise another failure of a 
talk show is in the offing. 


Hosted by Marian Rivera, with Boobay as her 
sidekick, ‘Yan ang Morning’ airs weekdays starting 
May 2 at 10:45 a.m. on GMA.

Willie Revillame is on vacation, and so is ‘Wowowin’. 


Both the host and the game show will take a two- 
week break starting today, in order to recharge and 
plan for 'Wowowin"s upcoming first anniversary“. 
The vacated timeslot will be filled by ‘GMA 
Blockbusters’ until May 13. 


In the meantime, 'Wowowin"s new studio will be 
used temporarily by GMA News and Public Affairs for 
its ‘Eleksyon 2016’ coverage, which will kick off on 
May 9. Afterwards, a refurbished set is expected to 
be unveiled once ‘Wowowin’ returns on May 16. 


The temporary hiatus of ‘Wowowin’ may benefit 
ABS-CBN in the short term. ‘We Will Survive’, in 
particular, has been slumping since its demotion to 
Kapamilya Gold, with ratings in the 10s on most 
days. 


The brief absence of ‘Wowowin’ might put ‘We Will 
Survive’ back on track. Still, with the series not 
airing in select areas thanks to regional ‘TV Patrol’, it 
will not be easy for ‘We Will Survive’ to win without 
‘Wowowin’ to oppose them. 


The other series opposing ‘Wowowin’, ‘My Super D’, 
may be winning in the ratings, but the 

margin remained small. That said, the absence of 
the former may help ‘My Super D’ pull away, even if 
it’s only for a short moment. 


As for GMA, this is an opportunity for the network to 
sustain the momentum in 'Wowowin"s absence. 
Airing more recent hit movies on “GMA Blockbusters' 
may do the trick, even as a few of their regional 
networks continue to air local news in place of the 
show's first 45 minutes. 


This is going to be an interesting two weeks for both 
GMA and ABS-CBN. Let's see how the brief hiatus of 
‘Wowowin’ will affect the fortunes of both networks 
from 5:00-6:30 p.m. 


*'Wowowin"s actual first episode was aired on 
Sunday, May 10, 2015.

What happened to the phrase ‘In the Service of the 
Filipino’? 


For many years, ABS-CBN has been able to live up to 
its iconic slogan by delivering quality programs and 
services to all Filipinos, both in the Philippines and 
abroad. However, not all programs are fulfilling its 
Vision. 


ABS-CBN's recent game shows, in particular, are 
defying the standards that the network set in the 
early 1990s. Just ask ‘Family Feud’. 


Ever since the franchised game show made a well- 
publicized comeback in early April, ABS-CBN made 
numerous changes that did not sit well with the loyal 
viewers from the ABC 5 and GMA days. The most 
radical of these changes were that of the teams 
involved, where instead of family members, 
celebrities from a particular show or group would 
participate. 


With all these revisions in the game's format, one 
would rather consider ABS-CBN’s version of ‘Family 
Feud’ as more of a spinoff rather than a true 
franchise. Perhaps the name ‘Celebrity Family Feud’ 
could be more appropriate. 


This is not the first time that ABS-CBN frequently 
used its celebrities in their game shows. Recently, 
‘The Singing Bee’, ‘Kapamilya Deal or No Deal’ and 
‘Celebrity Playtime’ were known to utilize celebrities 
more often than not. 


With that being said, the Kapamilya network's 
regular use of celebrities in their game shows is an 
insult to what the network stood for. Yes they may 
be convincing Filipinos to buy a TVPlus digibox or be 
admired with their love teams such as KathNiel or 
LizQuen, but an opportunity for them to play games 
for cash prizes is not in their vocabulary. 


While they do give chances to ordinary people in 
their talent shows (e.g. ‘It’s Showtime’, ‘Pilipinas Got 
Talent'), it's not quite the same as giving a jackpot 
prize to a deserving game show winner. It's a shame 
that despite all the revenue they have in their 
pocket, they don't seem to share it unless a major 
calamity happens. 


ABS-CBN may be called the Kapamilya network, but 
this act is not a family-friendly one. Too bad. 


It remains to be seen if ABS-CBN will be able to give 
their loyal viewers a chance to play for cash prizes 
on ‘Family Feud’ and future game shows. Until then, 
the best course of action is for the viewers to tune 
out if it continues to favor celebrities.

‘Happy Truck HAPPinas’ has a new format and a new 
name. 


Starting tonight, the one-time Sunday afternoon 
variety show will be relaunched as a gag show 
entitled “Happinas Happy Hour’. Taped as live, it will 
air every Friday at 9:00 p.m. after the PBA games. 


‘Happinas Happy Hour’ will feature virtually the 
same cast as its predecessor, led by Ogie Alcasid 
and Janno Gibbs. Other cast members include Gelli 
de Belen, Tuesday Vargas, Mark Neumann, Eula 
Caballero, Ella Cruz, Kim Idol and Alwyn Uytingco. 


In contrast to ‘Happy Truck"s ‘Eat Bulaga’-like 
approach, ‘Happinas Happy Hour’ will employ a 
setting similar to ABS-CBN’s ‘Banana Sundae’. This 
means that the presentation of the show will be 
made in front of a live audience, similar to those 
seen in comedy bars and on live stand-up comedy 
concerts. 


‘Happinas Happy Hour’ will be TV5’s first gag show 
since’ Tropa Mo Ko Unli’, and the first under the VIVA 
regime. It is expected to draw comparisons with 
GMA's ‘Bubble Gang’, but neither show will directly 
compete with each other (‘Bubble Gang"s first 20-30 
minutes will be up against ‘Happinas Happy Hour"s 
final 20-30 minutes). 


While ‘Happy Truck Happinas’ (and its predecessor 
‘Happy Truck ng Bayan’) was not bad of a variety 
Show, it still suffered due to the intense two-way 
battle between ABS-CBN's ‘ASAP’ and GMA's 
“Sunday PinaSaya’. As a result, TV5 and VIVA 
decided to play it safe and converted “Happy Truck' 
into a gag show, along with a change of timeslot so 
as not to directly with compete with programs of 
similar genres. 


It will be interesting to see how “Happinas Happy 
Hour’ can become a viable alternative to the 
teleseryes of ABS-CBN and GMA. But even if the 
viewers fall in love with “Happinas Happy Hour’, it is 
still up to TV5 on whether or not they will be able to 


sustain the show, considering their penchant for 
cutting promising shows short. 
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Japan’s most beloved robotic cat is back on GMA. 


Starting tomorrow, the popular anime ‘Doraemon’ 
will be seen anew on the Kapuso network. But 
instead of the regular series, GMA will air 
‘Doraemon’ theatrical movies every weekdays, each 
encompassing three to four 25-minute parts. 


The first ‘Doraemon’ movie that will be aired on GMA 
is ‘Doraemon: Nobita and the Robot Kingdom’. 
Released in 2002, the movie tells the story of an 
empress of the Robot Kingdom, whose aim is to 
capture robots and strip them of their emotion. 


While the return of ‘Doraemon’ should give nostalgic 
fans some excitement, it came at the expense of 
another popular anime. ‘Yo-Kai Watch’, the newest 
hit Japanese anime, had been on the air for only six 
weeks, and with ‘Doraemon’ taking over its timeslot, 
it seems like its run would be suddenly cut short. 


As of today, GMA has yet to announce its updated 
schedule for its Astig Authority block. Whether or not 
‘Yo-Kai Watch’ will remain or not is yet to be 
determined, so stay tuned for further updates. 


Going back to ‘Doraemon’, it can be recalled that the 
most recent movie ‘Doraemon: Stand by Me’ was 
aired on rival ABS-CBN. When it was broadcast in 
late March, many thought the series will find a new 
home on Mother Ignacia. 


But like “Dragon Ball Z' (its recent full-length movies 
“Battle of Gods’ and ‘Resurrection F’ were aired on 
the ABS-CBN family of networks), GMA has no 
intention of giving up on ‘Doraemon’. And thus, 
Nobita and his trusted blue robotic cat remain 
Kapuso property, with the blessing of Fujiko Fujio of 
course. 


For all its criticisms and poor ratings, GMA’s animes 
remain a strong point. That said, whether critics like 
it or not, GMA has no intention of relinquishing its 
rights to beloved anime franchises such as 


‘Doraemon’, and as long as viewers continue to fall 
in love with it, they will keep it. 


‘Doraemon’ theatrical movies air weekdays at 7:55 
a.m. on GMA's Astig Authority.

The critically-acclaimed Filipino animated 
fantasy anthology ‘Alamat’ has a new season. 


Premiering this Sunday on GMA, the second season 
of ‘Alamat’ will spotlight not only new stories, but 
also a new approach to storytelling. While Season 1 
of ‘Alamat’ featured purely animation, Season 2 will 
now feature a mix of both animation and live-action. 


The first season of ‘Alamat’ ran from July 12 to 
August 26, 2015, and introduced viewers to six 
different stories with a moral lesson. It earned an 
Anak TV Seal award earlier this year. 


For the show’s second season, six new stories will be 
introduced, and these are:

This season's cast for ‘Alamat’ include Benjamin

Anover, John Feir, Zymic Jaranilla and Miggs 
Cuaderno. All are expected to play either a voice- 
only role, a live action role, or both. 


With the critical success of Season 1, the pressure is 
on for ‘Alamat’ Season 2 to deliver the same, if not 
improved results. That said, expect ‘Alamat’ to 
provide not only entertainment, but also inspiration 
and positivity to not only kids, but also people of all 
ages. 


‘Alamat’ Season 2 airs Sundays at 5:15 p.m. on 
GMA. It is produced by the GMA Public Affairs group. 
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‘Because of You’ is calling it a series. 


Tonight is the final episode for the mostly feel-good 
GMA drama series. First aired November 30, 2015, 
‘Because of You’ ran for a total of 117 episodes, and 
became one of GMA's longer-running teleseryes in 
recent memory. 


Despite its uncharacteristically long run, ‘Because of 
You’ did not exactly enjoy tremendous success in the 
ratings. From day one, the series was matched up 
against ABS-CBN's ‘On the Wings of Love’, and as it 
turned out, the ever-popular JaDine (James Reid and 
Nadine Lustre) was too much for both Carla Abellana 
and Gabby Concepcion to handle. 


The low point came February 26 when 'Because of 
You’ earned a paltry 13.2%, while ‘On the Wings of 
Love” got an impressive 27.8% rating on its final 
night. The losses continued from there. 


Even when JaDine gave way to KimXi (Kim Chiu and 
Xian Lim) and ‘The Story of Us’, the script stayed the 
Same. Although ‘The Story of Us’ was not much of a 
hit as its predecessor, they still outperformed 
‘Because of You’, but only by a few points. 


As its ratings became too hard to bear, GMA decided 
that enough is enough. Like “That's My Amboy’, GMA 
quietly distanced themselves from 

promoting ‘Because of You’ at the beginning of April, 
and in its place came ten-second advisories 

which proved to be the last straw for the series. 


Overall, ‘Because of You’ was a good series that 
suffered from better competition and, in its final 
weeks, lack of promotion. It's a shame that a series 
as promising as ‘Because of You’ would go 

down meekly, and GMA's decision to not actively 
promote the teleserye became all the more poetic 
as its struggles escalate. 


Now that ‘Because of You’ is about to air its finale, 
the priority at this point is to finish strong. GMA may 
have limited its promotion towards the end, but for 
the cast, producers and fans, it's all about 
concluding the series on a positive note, and even in 
defeat, they should be proud. 


“Because of You’ will be replaced by Juan Happy 
Love Story’ on GMA Telebabad. Stay tuned to From 
the Tube for more information.

It’s a ‘Swing and a miss’ first two weeks for GMA's 
‘Yan ang Morning’. 


Marian Rivera’s new talk show came out swinging on 
its first week. ‘Yan ang Morning"s pilot episode on 
May 2 garnered an 8.4% national rating (according 
to Kantar), and through Week 1, it averaged better 
than 7.5%. 


Unfortunately, those numbers were not enough to 
beat ‘Kapamilya Blockbusters’, who rolled with an 
average ratings of around 13-14%. In comparison to 
ABS-CBN's ‘Magandang Buhay’, however, ‘Yan ang 
Morning’ had a slight edge, as the former continued 
to hover around the 6% mark while airing on an 
earlier timeslot. 


The second week, however, was a different story. 
Though the May 10 episode earned a 9% rating, it 
was all downhill from there, as ‘Yan ang Morning’ 
mustered an average of only 696 the rest of the way. 


Making things worse for 'Yan ang Morning' is the fact 
that its ratings are now slightly eclipsed 

by “Magandang Buhay’. If the two talk shows were to 
be pitted against each other now, “Magandang 
Buhay’ would have a modest, if not greater 

edge over ‘Yan ang Morning’. 


That said, GMA may have its own reasons for not 
placing ‘Yan ang Morning’ opposite ‘Magandang 
Buhay’. They know that by doing so, it might 
alienate its loyal anime fanbase, and worse, put 
themselves in a precarious situation during early 
weekday mornings. 


It was indeed a calculated risk for GMA to place ‘Yan 
ang Morning’ in a timeslot that has not been kind to 
their more recent talk shows. And so far, it has not 
paid off. 


Still, it’s too early to tell as to how ‘Yan ang Morning’ 
will be able to end a long streak of misfortune that 
has haunted GMA talk shows post-'SIS'. Marian 
Rivera is new to this situation, so viewers should be 
patient and give her time to polish her hosting skills.

Named after a hit song by fellow Kapuso star Alden 
Richards, ‘Wish | May’ starred Bianca Umali and 
Miguel Tanfelix, along with Camille Prats, Mark 
Anthony Fernandez and Rochelle Pangilinan, among 
others. It was co-directed by Neal del Rosario and 
Mark Sicat de la Cruz. 


‘Wish | May’ was originally announced in October of 
last year to coincide with the AlDub phenomenon, 
but the premiere of the highly-anticipated series was 
delayed by a three-month extension of its eventual 
predecessor ‘The Half-Sisters’. It finally hit the 
airwaves on January 18, however, the long wait took 
its toll. 


Not only did “Wish | May’ fail to make an impact, 
but its low ratings came at the same time as the 
decline of AlDub's popularity. By the time the series 
aired, viewers were once again switching to ABS- 
CBN’s ‘It’s Showtime’ to watch the revival of ‘Tawag 
ng Tanghalan’ instead of ‘Eat Bulaga"s ‘Kalyeserye’. 


Even worse for ‘Wish | May’ is the impressive 
performance of rival series ‘Doble Kara’. Ratings for 
both series consistently favor the latter, and as 
‘Wish | May’ continued to fall short of expectations, it 
came to a point that GMA decided to lessen 

the promotion of the series by early April. 


Suffice to say, it’s a decision that justified ‘Wish | 
May"s inability to succeed. The series whose 
premiere had been long overdue to begin with is 
about to end with a whimper. 


“Wish | May’ may be unique thanks to its focus on 
‘chimerism’, but its long-delayed premiere will 
forever be remembered for all the wrong reasons. 
That said, it's going to be a long day at the office for 
GMA management, wondering what might have 
happened if 'Wish | May' premiered as originally 
scheduled.

Tomorrow afternoon could be the last time 
“CelebriTV' will ever air on GMA. 


The official teaser released today (see below) gave 
no indication that it will be the final episode for the 
GMA talk show. But as GMA announced the premiere 
date and timeslot for 'Laff, Camera, Action' (May 28, 
every Saturday afternoon), it was clear that the 
network has no choice but to close the curtain on 
“CelebriTV'. 


“CelebriTV' first premiered on September 19, 

2015, with Joey de Leon, Lolit Solis and Ai-ai de 

las Alas as hosts. It replaced ‘Startalk’, who had 
been on the air for 20 years but whose ratings were 
on the decline due to changing preferences in 
showbiz news reporting. 


Originally, “CelebriTV' was tagged as the weekly 
“trend-tertainment news' and “comedy talk show'. 
Soon after, however, game show elements were 
added, possibly in an attempt to curb the increasing 
ratings of ABS-CBN game shows ‘Celebrity Playtime’ 
and ‘Family Feud’. 


It backfired, and 'CelebriTV', like the final few years 
of ‘Startalk’, stumbled in the ratings. Not even a 
brief timeslot switch with ‘Imbestigador’ helped 
matters. 


Overall, ‘CelebriTV’ will have a total of 35 episodes 
and eight months to its resume. Considering its 
performance, it was not bad, but it was not 
impressive either. 


The truth is, showbiz talk shows are no longer viable. 
ABS-CBN knew what was coming when they finally 
pulled the plug on ‘The Buzz’ last year, however, 
GMA insisted that they are still worth watching, 
which is why they decided to create ‘CelebriTV’ in an 
attempt to revive its declining appeal. 


Unfortunately, it didn't, and GMA painfully realized it. 
Now they have no choice but to say goodbye to the 
format that once infiltrated the airwaves for several 
decades. 


So come this Saturday, sit back, watch and enjoy 
what could be the curtain call for ‘CelebriTV’. It's 
going to be a fun farewell, even if it will not make an 
impact in the ratings.

It's been a rough 2016 for GMA's Afternoon Prime. 


Since the start of the year, ratings for the said block 
have gradually plummeted, while ABS-CBN's 
Kapamilya Gold enjoyed a renaissance of sorts. The 
ratings were so bad that by early April, GMA decided 
to cease producing any further episode teasers in an 
effort to save money. 


But rather than admit defeat, they continued to 
produce new dramas, and today, they will have a 
new teleserye coming up. The upcoming series, 
“Magkaibang Mundo’, will mark the on-screen return 
of Louise delos Reyes for the first time since “Kambal 
Sirena', and she will be paired with Juancho Triviho 
for this unusual drama. 


In “Magkaibang Mundo’, Louise is Princess, the 
heiress of a couple (played by Assunta de Rossi and 
Gabby Eigenmann) who owns a shoe business. She 
was orphaned when her father died and her mother 
was forcibly separated from her, and from then on, 
she was harshly treated by her aunt and step- 
cousins. 


Initially, she found comfort in Jeffrey (Dion Ignacio), 
but Princess soon realized that she already 

harbored her true feeling to a dwarf named Elfino 
(Juancho). Both were close since they were children, 
and while growing up, Princess again turned to Elfino 
for solace and hope, which eventually led to a 
relationship between the two. 


Joining them in ‘Magkaibang Mundo’ are Rez Cortez, 
Gina Alajar, Maricar de Mesa, Isabelle de Leon, Mike 
‘Pekto’ Nacua, Liezl Lopez, and Marika Sasaki.

Still, if they can overcome 
these dwarfing obstacles, then it should help 
spike the series' ratings in the long run. 


Hopefully GMA can commit to this series for a long 
time. After all, with so much frustration over the 
poor ratings of their dramas, all they need now is 
some victories to right the ship, along with some 
badly-needed promotion.

It's all but over for GMA in terms of sports. 


This came after the Shakey's V-League bolted to 
rival ABS-CBN earlier this week, leaving GMA without 
any sporting events to cover (unless one counts the 
boxing fights on GMA News TV's ‘All Sports’ as an 
event). The new deal will see all of the games aired 
live on Sports+Action SD, HD and 

on livestream every Mondays, Wednesdays and 
Saturdays starting at 4:00 p.m. 

GMA News TV had been the home of the Shakey's V- 
League since 2013. When GMA inked a deal with the 
V-League and Sports Vision that year, it coincided 
with the sudden rise of volleyball in the country, 
capped off by a sold-out UAAP women's volleyball 
final series between popular rivals Ateneo and La 
Salle. 

Once the deal began, however, problems ensued. 
Games were still aired on a delayed basis, primarily 
due to News TV's commitment to 

news programming, and although later tournaments 
saw live broadcasts, the lack of willingness from 
GMA and News TV proved hard to overcome. 


In the end, the V-League allowed its contract with 
GMA to expire, and when it came time for a new 
television contract, they sought ABS-CBN Sports. It 
was a perfect fit, and with the latter having turned 
the UAAP women's volleyball tournament into must- 
see TV, they are now expected to do the same for 
the V-League. 


GMA's lack of a sports division has been well- 
documented on From the Tube. As ABS-CBN and TV5 
continued to make strides in airing some of the top 
sporting events in the country, GMA is left to lick 
their wounds wondering what might have been. 
Considering their status as the No. 2 network in the 
country (sorry AGB Nielsen), GMA should have been 
keeping up with ABS-CBN in virtually every 
department. Instead, their lack of resources was 
exposed, and thanks to the impending return of 
“Encantadia', expect more of their hidden revenue to 
go down the drain. 


Now that the Shakey's V-League is out of GMA, 
uncertainty looms in the northern corner of EDSA 
and Timog Avenue. A long, rainy season awaits for 
the Kapuso network, and without any big-name 
sporting events, the possibility of a GMA Sports 
division is now all but diminished.

The Voice Kids 
Returns for a 
Third Season 
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“The Voice Kids’ is back. 


A new crop of young singers take the stage 
beginning this weekend to see who will be the 

next grand winner of the most popular singing 
competition in the country. The third season of ‘The 
Voice Kids’ will get underway with the blind 
auditions, but before that, there were some 
Significant changes that took place. 


This season’s set of coaches/judges will be different 
from prior seasons. Gone is Sarah Geronimo, and in 
her place will be the country’s ‘Megastar’ Sharon 


Cuneta, who will join holdovers Lea Salonga and 
Bamboo. 

Geronimo, who had been a judge for all two seasons 
of both ‘The Voice Kids’ and ‘The Voice of the 
Philippines’, stated that she left the show in order to 
focus as a performer on ‘ASAP’. However, she hinted 
that she may return to “The Voice" in the near future. 
Also joining “The Voice Kids’ for this season will be 
Kim Chiu, who will be one of the show's hosts 
alongside Luis Manzano and Robi Domingo. This will 
be Chiu's first major hosting role. 

As in prior seasons, ‘The Voice Kids’ is divided into 
several levels, starting with the blind auditions. From 
there, singers on each of the three teams will be 
gradually eliminated, culminating in the series of live 
performance and results shows that will determine 
this season's winner. 


The first two seasons of ‘The Voice Kids’ constantly 
ranked atop the most-watched programs in the 
country. Season 1, won by Lyca Gairanod, averaged 
nearly 35%, while Season 2, won by Elha Nympha, 
averaged nearly 42%. 


Overall, the ‘The Voice Kids’ normed over 39%, 
which is better than the 25% average of its sister 
show ‘The Voice of the Philippines’. That alone, 
coupled with the success of some of the former’s 
finalists, became a key reason why ABS-CBN chose 
to produce a third season of ‘The Voice Kids’ first 
instead of the latter’s own third season. 


If the second season's high ratings were any 
indication, expect an equally excellent, if not 
improved turnout for the third season of ‘The Voice 
Kids’. The popularity of the show has been 
impressive so far, and now, it's up to the viewers to 
take it to the next level. 


Season 3 of ‘The Voice Kids’ Philippines airs 
Saturdays at 7:15 p.m. and Sundays at 7:00 p.m. on 
ABS-CBN.

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It's been a rough first month for ‘Yan ang Morning’. 


Through four weeks and 19 episodes, the GMA talk 
show's national ratings average was a paltry 

6%. Making matters worse for Marian Rivera and 
company is that ‘Yan ang Morning’ is outperformed 
at times by “Magandang Buhay', another recently 
unveiled morning talk show produced by rival ABS- 
CBN. 


The poor ratings of 'Yan ang Morning' forced GMA to 
make an adjustment starting today. From its original 
timeslot of 10:45 a.m., 'Yan ang Morning' will be 
demoted to an earlier timeslot of 9:30 a.m. 


In turn, GMA's Asianovelas (collectively known as 
Heart of Asia Mornings) will be moved much later. 
Starting at 10:30 a.m., this will be the lineup for 
Heart of Asia Mornings.

e 11:00 a.m. - High School Love On 

The two series will air their final episodes tomorrow 
morning. Then on Wednesday, June 1, a pair of 
Koreanovelas will premiere on Heart of Asia 
Mornings, with ‘Secret Hotel’ taking over ‘Mako 
Mermaids” timeslot followed by 'I Heart U Doc’ in 
“High School Love On"s place. 


Despite the timeslot change, ‘Yan ang Morning’ will 
still be up against ‘Kapamilya Blockbusters’, not to 
mention the upcoming 2016 NBA Finals that will be 


aired on a delayed basis on ABS-CBN. That said, it's 
still going to be a tough challenge for 'Yan ang 
Morning’ to keep up since they're facing the same 
programs they're up against before. 


Perhaps GMA should consider this proposal. In order 
for ‘Yan ang Morning’ to perform well, they need to 
sacrifice the final 30 minutes of ‘Unang Hirit”, then 
move the former to 7:00 a.m., so as to have a 
chance at winning. 


Not only does ‘Yan ang Morning’ air much earlier, it 
also gives them a head-start over ‘Magandang 
Buhay’, and in the process, enables GMA to keep 
their high-rating animes in the same timeslot. Seems 
easy enough given GMA's penchant for cost-cutting 
in recent months. 


It remains to be seen if the new timeslot will pay off 
for ‘Yan ang Morning’. For now, though, give them a 
chance to thrive.

Laff Camera 
Action Premiere 
Fails to Pay Off 
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There's nothing to laugh about on GMA these days. 


Last Saturday, GMA's newest comedy game show 
‘Laff, Camera, Action!’ officially premiered on the 
network’s Sabado Star Power block. Hosted by 
Betong and Sheena Halili, the show features two 
aspiring teams of comedians in a showcase of 


unscripted and improvisational comedy (sample 
video from episode 1 below). 


A lot was expected on ‘Laff, Camera, Action!’, 
considering its purpose of putting up-and-coming 
comedians on the spotlight. Unfortunately, the 
show's debut episode failed to impress the entire 
nation, as it scored a paltry 8.2%. 


The initial performance of 'Laff, Camera, Action!' 
was similar to the finale of its predecessor 
“CelebriTV”, in which it scored an 8.1% rating. At this 
point, it's hard to fathom why the 4:30 p.m. timeslot 
on Saturdays is a bane for the Kapuso network, and 
why GMA was not willing to pit 'Laff, Camera, 
Action!” with ABS-CBN's “Family Feud". 


Any critical viewer knows that ‘Family Feud"s 
overreliance on celebrities as its contestants does 
more harm than good. If GMA were smart and daring 
enough, they would have placed ‘Laff, Camera, 
Action!’ (whose purpose is different from ‘Family 
Feud’) opposite the former, in hopes of drawing any 
disgruntled viewer who doesn't like ABS-CBN's ‘un- 
Kapamilya’ act. 

But as it turned out, GMA is not willing to make 
that possible, all because of ratings. ABS-CBN's 
obsessive celebrity approach to game shows 
continues to pay off no matter the harm it causes, 
and thus GMA wants nothing to do with this 
matchup. 


With episode 1 behind them, GMA can only hope 
that ‘Laff, Camera, Action!’ will show some 
semblance of improvement. Given ABS-CBN's more 
impressive afternoon and beyond lineup, it will not 
be an easy task, but with smart promotional 
strategies, it should pay off.

As GMA shifted 
its focus to comedy/romance in some of their 
Telebabad series (e.g. ‘Poor Senorita’, ‘Juan Happy 
Love Story’), it was only fitting that a new comedy 
program will consolidate all of that. 


Tonight, GMA proudly presents ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’, a sexy 
sitcom that should make every Thursday nights 
hotter and funnier. The program will be led by Jaclyn 
Jose, who will play the role of a talent manager who 
searches for a perfect beauty queen. 


Also starring in ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ are Gardo Versoza, 
Solenn Heussaff, Sef Cadayona, Denise Barbacena, 
Gee Canlas, Benjamin Alves, Roi Vinzon, Ervic

It’s back to zero for TV5. 


As May turned into June, the Kapatid network 
management decided to make a lot of changes in 


their programming lineup. Unfortunately, those 
alterations turned a once-promising network into a 
troublesome one, full of questionable decisions that 
are not worthy of its status as a ‘Big Three’ network. 


Just imagine this. Would anyone accept a network 
that airs TV shopping in the morning, cartoons 
and/or sporting events in the afternoon, and 
Tagalized American series or movies at night? 


Obviously, no one. In essence, this is still TV5 a.k.a. 
the Kapatid Network, yet its programming is now 
similar to ABC 5 in its final few years. 


The entry of Vic del Rosario’s VIVA group was 
supposed to rejuvenate TV5's flagging 
entertainment group, but it didn't happen. The first 
wave of programs came and went, with no 
replacements whatsoever. 


VIVA's problems were aplenty, such as the presence 
of the PBA and other sporting events, and TV5's lack 
of reach in other areas. Clearly, there is still a lot of 
work to do, but for the moment, they are no longer 
involved in the programming. 


So what did TV5 do? Click the link to the network's 
official website, and one will be very surprised on 
what the schedules look like now. 

But for those not in the mood, here are the lowlights: 


EZ Shop and Shop Japan replaces Boomerang on 
TV5 block, with the latter now airing on weekday 
afternoons 
e  Tagalized American series (e.g. ‘Arrow’, 

“Supernatural') dominate weeknights 
e  Tagalized foreign movies remain a constant 

presence, but on weekends, they now extend to 

primetime 
e ‘Outcast’, a American suspense series, replaces 

'MTV Top 20 Pilipinas' and will be dubbed in Filipino 
e  'Sports360' is shelved for now 
For many, these moves are not smart, but TV5's 
intention is clear. With the 2016 Summer Olympics 
only two months away, there is little time for 
VIVA's programming to make their presence felt, and 
thus, TV5 needs to air some temporary fill-ins while 
waiting for their Olympic coverage to begin. 


Still, the lack of improvement and continuity remains 
a problem for TV5. It's been six years since Manny V. 
Pangilinan took over, yet the story remains the 
same. 


When will they finally learn? No one knows, but one 
thing's for sure: expect the unexpected from TV5.

The gap between ‘Be My Lady’ and ‘Princess in the 
Palace" continues to widen. 


As the rainy season began, it is clear that the odds 
were not in favor of ‘Princess in the Palace’. While 
Ryzza Mae Dizon has shown to be a capable actress, 
it was not enough to catapault her past the love 
team of Erich Gonzales and Daniel Matsunaga, 
whose chemistry on “Be My Lady' mirrors that of 
their real-life relationship. 


And ratings for the two shows speak for themselves. 
On Thursday, June 2, “Be My Lady' (1896 rating per 
episode) won the day with a 2096 rating, the second 
time it ever hit the mark, while “Princess in the 
Palace’ (8.5% rating per episode) only earned 8.7%. 


The constantly outstanding ratings of ‘Be My Lady’ 
led to another extension just recently. The ABS-CBN 
pre-noontime series will now run until October, 
which means that it will have a ten-month run, the 
longest for a pre-noontime show since ‘Be Careful 
with My Heart’. 


On the other hand, TAPE and GMA announced that 
the week of June 6 will be the last for ‘Princess in the 
Palace’. Running since September 21, 2015 (a total 
of 188 episodes by June 10), it was Ryzza Mae 
Dizon’s first venture as a character actress, and it 
also starred Eula Valdes, Aiza Seguerra, Boots Anson 
Roa and Christian Vasquez, among others. 


Though ‘Princess in the Palace"s run was just as 
impressive, the series was unable to overcome the 
constant success of ABS-CBN's pre-noontime shows. 
Both ‘Ningning’ and the aforementioned ‘Be My 
Lady’ posted ratings that were at best 10 points 
higher than ‘Princess in the Palace’. 


Nevertheless, Ryzza Mae Dizon should be proud of 
herself. Regardless of the show’s underwhelming 
ratings, she proved to the world that she can cry and 
laugh with the best of them, and working with 
industry veterans is worth the experience. 


Despite the fact that ‘Princess in the Palace’ is about 
to conclude, don’t expect to see the last of Ryzza 
Mae Dizon every pre-noontime. A new comedy- 
drama series starring her is currently in the works, 
and it will premiere on the former’s timeslot next 
Monday, June 13. 


Still, it's hard to overcome a timeslot that is 
dominated by ABS-CBN in the last half-decade. That

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Turns out there will be an Abrenica on ABS-CBN after 
all. 


However, the Abrenica referred here is not 

Aljur. Instead, younger brother Vin Abrenica, a fellow 
reality talent search show winner (via TV5’s ‘Artista 
Academy’), jumped ship to ABS-CBN. 


Just recently, a contract signing took place that 
signaled Vin Abrenica’s entry into the Kapamilya 
network. Though he already appeared in the legal 
drama anthology Ipaglaban Mo’ last October, his 
first actual project with ABS-CBN will be on ‘Maalaala 
Mo Kaya’, where he will be paired with Jessy 
Mendiola in a future episode. 


Prior to ABS-CBN, Vin Abrenica was a TV5 talent for 
three years. After winning 'Artista Academy', Vin 
appeared in several TV5 shows, but his future with 
the network became in doubt as soon as VIVA's Vic 
del Rosario took over TV5's entertainment 
department. 


The entry of Vin Abrenica to ABS-CBN caught many 
by surprise. Back when older brother Aljur was in a 
contract mess with GMA two years ago, there was a 
lot of talk of him joining ABS-CBN to further hone his 
talents. 


After all, it was ABS-CBN who had a reputation of 
turning struggling former Kapuso talents into 
certified stars. Names like Cristine Reyes, Paulo 
Avelino, Angel Locsin, Jake Cuenca and Iza Calzado 
came to ABS-CBN after years of service to GMA, and 
with the help of talent guru Johnny Manahan, their 
stars are now shining brighter than ever. 


However, Aljur Abrenica and GMA decided to patch 
their differences, and today Aljur remains as visible 
as ever on the Kapuso network. Currently he 
appears in “Once Again’, where he is paired 
alongside Janine Gutierrez. 


Imagine if Aljur decided to go to ABS-CBN instead of 
reconciling with GMA. His waning star would have 


been rekindled under the watchful eyes of Johnny 
Manahan. 


As it stands, however, he is back with GMA, but 
unfortunately for him, it was not a sweet reunion so 
far. Since premiering in mid-May, “Once Again’ has 
been struggling to keep up with ‘Dolce Amore’, who 
were led by Enrique Gil and Liza Soberano. 


Hopefully the story will be different for younger 
brother Vin. Now that he’s on ABS-CBN, Vin is poised 
to ascend much further than his brother, but it 
remains to be seen if he is indeed a good fit.

MMK Turns 25 
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COMMENTS 


The longest-running drama anthology on Philippine 
television gets the silver treatment. 


For older viewers, it is still known as “Maalaala Mo 
Kaya’, but for the younger generation, it is now 
simply known as ‘MMK’. Regardless, the program 
that touched the lives of Filipinos here and around 
the world is still going strong, and just recently, it 
celebrated its 25th anniversary. 


The very first episode of ‘Maalaala Mo Kaya’ was 
aired on May 15, 1991. The first episode, ‘Rubber 
Shoes’, starred Romnick Sarmenta, Vina Morales, 
Robert Arevalo, Hero Bautista and Ray Ventura, and 
it launched a tradition of reading letters through 
Charo Santos-Concio and naming episode titles after 
various objects, people or places. 


From there, 'MMK' took off. The anthology became 
popular, earning numerous awards here and abroad, 
and it inspired more Filipinos to write stories of their 
own, each depicting their trials and tribulations in 
life. 


In 1994, Star Cinema decided to produce a movie 
based on “Maalaala Mo Kaya’. Released as one of the 
entries in that year's Metro Manila Film Festival, it 
starred Richard Gomez, Aiko Melendez, Chin-Chin 
Gutierrez and Caridad Sanchez, among others. 


In 2007, a radio program also based on 'MMK' began 
airing on DZMM, and earned similar praise as its 
television counterpart. Five years later, a rerun 

of classic ‘MMK’ episodes (titled ‘MMK Klasik’) also 
began to air on The Filipino Channel and on DZMM 
TeleRadyo. 


Even though 'Maalaala Mo Kaya' has been on a roll 
since its first episode in 1991, rivals have tried to 
keep up with this long-running anthology. The most 
notable of these rivals was GMA's ‘Magpakailanman’, 
which first aired in 2002 and has continued to air 
since (other than a four-year hiatus from 2008 to 
2012). 


Nevertheless, there is no doubt that ‘Maalaala Mo 
Kaya’ remains an iconic program to many Filipinos. 
And as it turned 25, more stories are about to unfold, 


with each of them maintaining a tradition of 
inspiration and dedication to all Filipinos. 


Hosted by Charo Santos-Concio, “Maalaala Mo Kaya’ 
airs every Saturday at 8:15 p.m. on ABS-CBN. 


Maalaala Mo Kaya’ has been airing every Saturday 
night since 2008. The show originally aired every 
Wednesday, Thursday and then Friday night.

Still, it didn't stop them from averaging nearly 
19% in the national ratings, which is close to 6% 
better than that of either GMA's ‘Because of You’ and 
‘Juan Happy Love Story’. 


While ratings for ‘The Story of Us’ were decently 
impressive, the fact that it ran so short became a 
Surprise to many. Considering the fact that some of 
ABS-CBN’s more recent hit teleseryes were able to 
exceed the 100-episode mark, it was unexpected to 
see ‘The Story of Us’ run for only 78 episodes. 


But ABS-CBN has its own reasons for ending the 
series so soon. Kim Chiu had been assigned to host 
season 3 of ‘The Voice Kids’, and juggling between 
the two shows could slow her down. 


The KimXi tandem will also have a new movie 
coming up, and Xian Lim will prepare for an 
upcoming concert. To top it all off, ABS-CBN only 
gave ‘The Story of Us’ a 16-week threshold, hence 
the short run. 


As ‘The Story of Us’ marks its conclusion, expect the 
love team of Kim Chiu and Xian Lim to do their 
absolute best. The series has been impressive so far, 
and it’s up to the viewers to finish off another 
successful run for the KimXi duo.

Jane the Virgin 


About to 


Conclude, Says 
ABS-CBN 
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Apparently ABS-CBN does not realize the difference 
between American and Filipino series. 


Such is the case for ‘Jane the Virgin’, the Tagalized 
American comedy-drama series that premiered in 
the Philippines last March 28. The series, which 
starred Gina Rodriguez as the titular Jane, was 
recently renewed by the American cable network 
The CW for a third season. 


Yet ABS-CBN insists that Jane the Virgin' will come to 
an end soon. A teaser for its presumed conclusion 
was recently released by ABS-CBN and has been 
airing on the network during commercial breaks (see 
trailer video below). 


If the ABS-CBN management were smart enough, 

they should know the difference between a typical 
Filipino teleserye and an American series. Look at 

these contrasts. 


American series 

e Aseason consists of at least 20 episodes 

e An American television season lasts from 
October to May 

e An American series airs weekly, with a few 
preemptions for special events in between 

e If successful, they are usually renewed for 
another season, otherwise they can be cancelled 

Filipino series 

e Aseason ranges from at least 60 episodes to at 
most 160 episodes, usually divided by 'book' 


e There is no such thing as a Filipino television 
season; programs air year-round 

e A Filipino series airs five times a week, except 
during Maundy Thursday and Good Friday 

e Cancellations rarely happen in Filipino series, but 
renewals to extend its run take place 

From the perspective of ABS-CBN, it appears that the 

reason why ‘Jane the Virgin’ is about to ‘end’ is 

because of ratings and a desire for another 

experiment. As it currently stands, ‘Jane the Virgin’ 

averages around 7% per episode, which is good 

enough to beat a GMA Asianovela but not against 

comedy programs ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ and ‘Bubble Gang’. 


This means that based on ratings alone, ABS-CBN 
might not bring back ‘Jane the Virgin’ in the 
foreseeable future. Even though a third season is 
expected to air in the United States this October, 
there is a possibility that it may not be aired at all in 
the Philippines. 


If this is indeed the end for ‘Jane the Virgin’ in the 
Philippines, expect nothing less than an impressive 
finish. Hopefully ABS-CBN can reconsider its so- 
called ‘decision’ on this beloved American series, 
otherwise they will have to regroup.

Game 7 Live 
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Game 7 of the 2016 NBA Finals will indeed air LIVE on ABS-CBN Channel 2, preempting 
‘Magandang Buhay’ and the premiere of ‘Kuroko’s Basketball’ season 3. (Promotional photo 
courtesy of ABS-CBN) 


ABS-CBN is finally doing something right for once. 


Game 7 of the 2016 NBA Finals, according to ABS- 
CBN, will be aired LIVE. But since the game will be 
held on a Sunday in the United States (Monday in 
the Philippines), the game time will be at 8:00 a.m. 
Manila time, an hour earlier than usual. 


Circumstances like this warrant a delayed telecast 
because of the presence of ‘Magandang Buhay’. But 
with Game 7 of the NBA Finals obviously the most 
important game of the season, ABS-CBN finally 
decided to give in to the viewers’ demands. 


Thus, ‘Magandang Buhay’, along with the premiere 
of ‘Kuroko’s Basketball’ season 3, will be preempted 
for today, and the NBA Finals will air LIVE on Channel 
2. It will still be called in-studio by Boom Gonzalez, 
Ronnie Magsanoc and Benjie Paras, among others, 
alongside TJ Manotoc on location in Oakland, 
California. 


Basketball TV and NBA Premium TV will also 
simulcast Game 7 of the Finals with English 
commentary via ABC in the United States. There will 
also be a live viewing party at the NBA Cafe in SM 
Aura, Taguig. 


The 2016 NBA Finals pits the Cleveland Cavaliers, 

led by LeBron James, and the Golden State Warriors, 
led by Stephen Curry. The Warriors seek to win back- 
to-back titles and validate their record-breaking 73- 
win season, while the Cavaliers look to end a 52-year 
title drought for Cleveland with their first 
championship. 


The Warriors initially led the NBA Finals 3-1. But 
thanks to a pair of 40-point games by LeBron James, 
the Cavaliers were able to force a Game 7, and will 
now try to become the first team in NBA history to 
win the championship after trailing 3-1. 


Replay of Game 7 will be later tonight at 10:30 p.m. 
on ABS-CBN Sports+Action, with another replay to 
be aired on an undetermined time tomorrow 
morning. Basketball TV and NBA Premium TV will re- 
air Game 7 at 7:00 p.m.

Under the MVP 
Ownership 
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Manny V. Pangilinan's ambitious ventures turned out to be disastrous for TV5, and the 
network is now on an identity crisis. (Photo credit: Philstar.com) 


Any improvement on TV5 is now an impossible 
dream. 


In just two weeks, TV5 went from being a promising 
station to a shell of its former self. Even sister station 
AksyonTV is feeling the sting of TV5's seeming 
downfall. 


Much of the blame is centered on its owner, Manny 
V. Pangilinan. The businessman known as MVP 
purchased TV5 back in 2010 and was promised to 
improve the station in a few years' time. 


But instead of upgrading its signal strength and 
nationwide reach (a weakness of the then-ABC 5 
during the ownership of Tonyboy Cojuangco), 
Pangilinan chose to revamp TV5's programming and 
facilities in order to better compete with ABS-CBN 
and GMA. Unfortunately, MVP's ambitious moves did 


not result in immediate success, and TV5 soon 
encountered turbulence. 


TV5 first tried to form its own stable of artists 
(mostly veterans like Sharon Cuneta and Willie 
Revillame), and produced some programs that could 
have given ABS-CBN and GMA a run for their money. 
It failed, and not even the intervention of Vic del 
Rosario and VIVA Entertainment made a difference. 


The Kapatid network then acquired the broadcast 
rights to some big-name sporting events (e.g. PBA, 
Olympics, FIBA World Cup) and even managed to 
strike a blocktime deal with IBC-13 (named AKTV) to 
aid in his quest. However, AKTV was a financial 
failure, and Sports5 had no choice but to air them on 
TV5 and AksyonTV, which proved to be detrimental 
to both networks. 


Next in TV5’s agenda was the improvement of its 
news division, thus the establishment of AksyonTV 
and Radyo5 92.3 News FM. Despite the numerous 
awards given to them, News5 was criticized for its 
overemphasis on tabloid-style news reporting, as 
well as mismanagement from within. 


Finally, TV5 invested in the satellite subscription 
service Cignal, and by 2015, it reached its target of 1 
million subscribers. Still, its channel lineup remains 


paltry in comparison to its older cable competitor 
SkyCable. 


Overall, the attempt to turn TV5 into a broadcast 
giant in the mold of ABS-CBN and GMA turned out to 
be a failure. Today, their programming as a whole is 
back to what the Cojuangco-era ABC 5 used to air, 
with a lot of TV shopping blocks, imported 
programming and movies, and in the case of Radyo5 
92.3 News FM, too many vacant slots. 


Now that TV5 is back to where they started, what 
will be the next move for MVP? Having wasted a lot 
of money making some ambitious yet unsuccessful 
ventures, it's about time for his network to tear 
down and start over, or else the inevitability of 
bankruptcy or sale will soon hang over his head. 


The next move starts now, MVP. Do the right thing 
and save TV5 from collapse.

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“The Millionaire's Wife" is down to its final two 
episodes. 


Led by Andrea Torres in what GMA calls her most 
mature series yet, “The Millionaire's Wife' will 
officially conclude its 67-episode run tomorrow 
afternoon. All series long, viewers were able to 
witness the life of single mother-turned-rich wife 
Luisa (Andrea), and her struggles to deal with two 
things: money, and love and compassion for others. 


“The Millionaire's Wife', which also starred Robert 
Arevalo, Mike Tan, Jaclyn Jose, Sid Lucero, Ina

Initially, the series started strong, registering a 
12.5% national rating; in contrast, rival ABS-CBN

the cancellation of the poorly-performing ‘My Love 
Donna’. Then on April 11, the Kapamilya network 
placed ‘Tubig at Langis’ opposite ‘The Millionaire’s 
Wife’, and from that point on, the momentum turned 
in the former’s favor. 


While ‘Tubig at Langis’ carried its average ratings of 
15% or better to its new timeslot, ‘The Millionaire’s 
Wife’ continued to score 12% with each passing 
episode; only this time, they were on the losing 
end. The former’s confrontational scenes involving 
Irene (Cristine Reyes) and Clara (Isabelle Daza) 
proved to be a hit, and it doomed the latter. 


Notwithstanding its impressive start early in its run, 
it was clear that ‘The Millionaire's Wife’ finally met 
its match in “Tubig at Langis'. While Andrea Torres 
was able to make the most of her evolving artistic 
repertoire, ABS-CBN still had the edge in terms of 
storytelling, and this gave ‘Tubig at Langis’ the 
advantage. 


Now that The Millionaire's Wife" will come to an end, 
let's just hope that the final episodes of this series 
will bring a lasting impression to its viewers.

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GMA finally made a long-overdue timeslot change for ‘Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’, which 
should benefit Michael V who had been overexposed from the moment it premiered.

Last Saturday marked a decision that GMA should 
have done earlier. 


It was announced that 'Lip-Sync Battle Philippines' 
and “Magpakailanman' would switch timeslots. As a 
result, the former now airs at 9:30 p.m., while the 
latter now airs at 7:45 p.m. 


This timeslot change has been long overdue from 
the moment 'Lip-Sync Battle Philippines" premiered. 
When it debuted in its original timeslot, it was feared 
that host Michael V would be overexposed, since his 
other show ‘Pepito Manaloto’ airs right before the 
former. 


They were right. From the beginning of its run, 'Lip- 
Sync Battle Philippines’ struggled, losing on a 
consistent basis to either “Maalaala Mo Kaya’, 
‘Pilipinas Got Talent’ or ‘The Voice Kids’. 


Realizing the plight of Michael V and 'Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines', GMA proposed timeslot changes in 
order to prevent any further overexposure. Their 
choices include: 


e A return to Sunday nights for ‘Pepito Manaloto’ 
in exchange for either ‘Ismol Family’ or ‘Hay, 
Bahay’ 

e A switch of timeslots for 'Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines’ and ‘Magpakailanman’ 

They chose the latter. Thus, beginning Saturday, 

June 25, both 'Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ and 

‘Magpakailanman’ were aired in different timeslots. 


With the timeslot change, 'Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines’ now runs opposite ‘We Love OPM: The 
Celebrity Sing-offs'. Considering the latter's poor 
ratings (even against the late-airing 
“Magpakailanman'), the former should take 
advantage of it. 


Despite the projection, it is still up to ‘Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines’ to perform well in its new timeslot. But 
for Michael V, he should feel relieved now that the 
pressure of getting overexposed on television is 
over.

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“The Queen of All Media’ is back. 


Returning to the Philippines after a three-month 
break, Kris Aquino is once again expected to appear 
in front of the small screen. But instead of booking a 
date with her long-time network ABS-CBN, she 
decided to make her television comeback as a guest 
on GMA's ‘Yan ang Morning’. 


According to Kris on her official Instagram, her 
guesting on 'Yan ang Morning' yesterday is a 
promise fulfilled to her ‘inaanaks’ Marian Rivera (the 
show's host) and Dingdong Dantes. It can be 
recalled that Kris attended the wedding of both 


Marian and Dingdong last December 2014 and she 
stood as one of the principal sponsors. 


The said episode of ‘Yan ang Morning’ will air 
tomorrow, again according to Kris on her Instagram. 


Despite her appearance on Kapuso soil, there is talk 
of Kris' return to ABS-CBN in the foreseeable future. 
According to long-time hosting partner Boy Abunda 
via Pep.ph, discussions about possible shows 
between Kris and ABS-CBN are currently in the 
offing. 

Let's just hope that Kris' surprise guesting on 'Yan 
ang Morning' will provide a much-needed boost to 
the struggling talk show, whose 6% average 

ratings prove to be a headache to GMA 
management. This is going to be a make-or-break 
episode for Marian and co., so better make the most 
of it.

The 92nd season of the NCAA kicked off last 
Saturday with the traditional opening ceremonies 
and the first seniors doubleheader, headlined by the 
Season 91 finals rematch of arch-rivals San Beda 


and Letran. The ceremonies were also highlighted by 
the retirement of San Beda basketball legend Caloy 
Loyzaga's no. 14 Jersey. 


Unfortunately for the fans of the league, the 
following day's seniors tripleheader was not aired on 
ABS-CBN Sports-- Action. The reason: ABS-CBN and 
the NCAA agreed that they will only air games every 
Tuesday, Thursday and Friday for the season, save 
for last Saturday's opener. 


Not much is changed in the presentation of ABS- 
CBN's coverage from Season 91. However, there isa 
new scheduling format, which include:

These are indeed desperate times for TV5. 


It has been over a month since the Kapatid network 
‘demolished’ (for the lack of a better term) almost its 
entire programming lineup in favor of unlimited 
‘foreignoy’ movies and home shopping blocks. And 
while their decision may seem ridiculous, they were 
essentially preparing this demolition job for one 
particular event. 


Enter the 2016 Rio Olympics. 


The Summer Olympics in Rio will be the fourth such 
event for TV5, following the 2012 Summer Olympics 
in London, the 2014 Winter Olympics in Sochi, and 
the 2014 Youth Olympics in Nanjing. As early as now, 


TV5 is going all out, because as far as they were 
concerned, this could be their last chance to prove 
their worth as a force in Philippine sports. 


Anyone who has followed TV5 over the years know 
how much a sports fan Manny V. Pangilinan is. The 
businessman is best known in the sports world as: 


e owner of three PBA teams (Tropang TNT, Meralco 
Bolts, NLEX Road Warriors) 

e  bankroller of two collegiate teams (Ateneo Blue 
Eagles, San Beda Red Lions) 

e one-time president of the Samahang Basketbol 
ng Pilipinas 

e benefactor of Gilas Pilipinas 

His work on TV5 was also an extensive one. Between 

2011 and 2012, the Kapatid network snared the 

rights to several top-flight events, which include the 

following: 


Philippine Basketball Association 

United Football League 

e National Collegiate Athletic Association 
(Philippines) 

e National Collegiate Athletic Association (United 
States) 

e Olympic Games 

e National Football League’s Super Bowl 

e Gilas Pilipinas basketball games 


At first, MVP collaborated with IBC-13 for a blocktime 
deal that became AKTV. But when cash flow 
problems surfaced, he ended the blocktime 
agreement and was forced to utilize both TV5 and 
AksyonTV for their sports coverage. 


Unfortunately for TV5, they encountered greater 
problems in handling such coverage. As a result, 
their entertainment programming was extremely 
compromised, while news programs on AksyonTV 
gradually eroded to the point that they were either 
cancelled or preempted. 


Although the network managed to take advantage 
of the all-sports channel HYPER on its Cignal 
subscription service, it is clear that Sports5’s 
problems are becoming increasingly hard to 
overcome. Which leads to 2016, the year where the 
network’s contracts with the PBA, Olympics and the 
UFL are up for either renewal or expiration. 


Considering these irreparable problems, the smart 
choice of action for TV5 at this point is to not renew 
their contracts with the said events. But with other 
networks enduring a variety of obstacles 
themselves, and with ABS-CBN Sports all too loaded 
to commit for more events, all signs point to a 
reluctant renewal. 


So what's next for Sports5? No one knows, but for 
the next several months, their busy schedule will be 
an evaluation process to see if they still have what it 
takes to be a big-time player in Philippine sports.

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GMA extended “Unang Hirit’ for another 30 minutes in response to “Umagang Kay Ganda’, 
whose recent dominance in the early mornings became a cause of concern. (Logo courtesy 
of GMA Network) 


The morning rivalry between ‘Unang Hirit’ and 
“Umagang Kay Ganda’ gets a little more interesting. 


Two weeks after ABS-CBN's 'Umagang Kay Ganda’ 
received a 30-minute extension, GMA responded 
Monday by giving ‘Unang Hirit’ an additional 30 
minutes of their own. This means that the two rival 
morning shows now air from 5:00 a.m. to 8:00 a.m. 


The 5:00 a.m. to 8:00 a.m. slot is nothing new to 
“Unang Hirit". In the show's early years, GMA aired it 
on the exact same timeslot, only to cut it to 2 1/2 
hours and shuffle between start times of 5:00 a.m., 
5:15 a.m. and 5:30 a.m in later years. 


Unfortunately, the extended run of ‘Unang Hirit’ 
proved to be a consequence to the Astig Authority 
block. By adding 30 minutes to “Unang Hirit, GMA 
managed to sacrifice 30 minutes of anime 
programming, and considering that their animes are 
currently their strongest suit, this will not suit well 
with their anime fans. 


And neither are viewers of ‘Yan ang Morning’. GMA 
would have had an opportunity to move the low- 
rating ‘Yan ang Morning’ to an earlier timeslot (in the 
process cutting 'Unang Hirit' to only two hours and 
giving it a head-start over ‘Magandang Buhay’), but 
it is clear that GMA's marquee morning program is in 
no mood to give way. 


Looking at the ratings between 'Unang Hirit' and 
“Umagang Kay Ganda', it is obvious that GMA would 


have been better off doing a little bit of cost-cutting 
for the former. In recent years, 'Umagang Kay 
Ganda’ has had the upper-hand, winning by a small 
margin on most days. 


Let's face it, after nearly 17 years on the air, 'Unang 
Hirit’ is clearly wearing down. Their core lineup of 
hosts are showing their age, and if there is any 
chance for the show to survive much longer, they 
need a lot of tweaks to fit in with a younger 
generation of viewers. 


As far as GMA News is concerned, there is a lot more 
to do in order to resuscitate the declining ratings of 
“Unang Hirit’. And extending the show by another 30 
minutes is not a good idea.

The relocation of Koreanovelas on ABS-CBN is now 
underway. 


With the flagship Channel 2 no longer committed to 
broadcast Koreanovelas due to various critical 
factors (e.g. low ratings, heavily edited content), 
ABS-CBN decided to move them to another platform. 
Fortunately, an exclusive channel of the network's 
TVPlus platform came to the rescue. 


Enter CineMo!, whose foray to the Koreanovela 
genre began May 1 with the series ‘Blood’. After 
“Blood" aired its final episode last Sunday, CineMo! 
followed it up with another Koreanovela, titled 
You're All Surrounded’, which will air starting July 10. 


If viewers on ABS-CBN were not happy with their 
harsh treatment of Koreanovelas, then they should 
feel relieved with CineMo!’s more relaxed approach. 
Unlike the weekday airing of Koreanovelas on 
Channel 2, CineMo!’s Koreanovelas air once a week, 
and on a near-uninterrupted and unedited basis. 


This means that viewers will enjoy a more complete, 
unadulterated and free-flowing Koreanovela 
experience, something that Channel 2 cannot 
guarantee due to its stricter programming rules. 
More importantly, their entry should appease more 
consumers to purchase the ABS-CBN TVPlus digital 
box. 


ABS-CBN's most recent Koreanovela on the main 
Channel 2 was ‘My Love Donna’, which was either

cancelled or concluded last April after a run of nearly 
one month. After the humiliating experience of 'My 
Love Donna', it was clear to ABS-CBN that 
Koreanovelas, like animes before them, are no 
longer a good fit to Channel 2's current plans. 


With the presence of digital channels such as 
CineMo!, ABS-CBN was able to accommodate some 
of their imported programming to their new digital 
counterparts. That way, Channel 2 can air more local 
programming which should satisfy viewers' 
appetites. 


As far as ABS-CBN is concerned, flexibility matters in 
this digital age. Now that Koreanovelas on ABS-CBN 
move to their digital partners, the network's future 
becomes brighter than ever, and with a greater 
emphasis on local programming, expect them to 
continue their consolidation as the premier 
broadcast network in the Philippines.

Poor Regine Velasquez-Alcasid, literally. 


It has been a difficult and painful four months for 
Asia's Songbird. Once again, she tried to once 
again convince people that she is more than just an 
accomplished singer, and true enough, she did her 


best as an actress, but not in a way that would result 
into high ratings. 


Which is exactly what happened to ‘Poor Senorita’. 
From the moment it premiered on March 28, it was 
clear that it would live up to its ‘poor’ reputation, 
both literally and figuratively. 


The series’ national ratings overall were a wreck, as 
it got blown out on a regular basis by a cop-playing 
Coco Martin, sometimes by margins of over 3096. 
“Ang Probinsyano"s constantly high ratings proved to 
be a huge burden for Regine Velasquez-Alcasid, 

and ‘Poor Senorita’ soon became a target of ridicule 
by many tabloids. 


To make matters worse, GMA decided not to actively 
promote ‘Poor Senorita’ from the beginning of April 
onwards, resulting in the lack of any episode 
teasers. The fact that GMA gave up quickly on ‘Poor 
Senorita’ was reflected on its atrocious performance. 


That said, GMA should feel relieved now that ‘Poor 
Senorita”s uninspiring 79-episode run will come to 
an end this Friday. It was obvious from the start that 
they were unable to endure the sight of Regine 
Velasquez-Alcasid playing a riches-to-rags role in this 
series. 


Perhaps GMA should have not thrown the word 
‘actress’ in Regine Velasquez-Alcasid’s repertoire. 
After all, she is known better as a singer, not an 
actress. 


So what's next for Regine Velasquez-Alcasid? 
Following the conclusion of “Poor Senorita’, she will 
continue to host her Saturday morning cooking show 
‘Sarap Diva’, but other than that, parental 
commitments with her son Nathan will be her 
priority for now. 


As for ‘Poor Senorita’, it will be all over come this 
Friday. It was a hell of a ride, but sadly, it was a 
wrecked one to Say the least. 


Resolving ABS- 


CBN’s 5 O’Clock 
Problem 
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Weekdays at 5:00 p.m. has spelled trouble for ABS- 
CBN. 


And it has been that way since mid-April, when 'We 
Will Survive" was demoted from Primetime Bida to 

Kapamilya Gold to make way for ‘My Super D’. Now 
that both series will end this Friday, ABS-CBN 

must resolve this ongoing problem that is the 5:00 

p.m. slot as soon as possible. 


Looking at the root of this situation, it is clear that by 
the time the clock strikes 5:00 p.m. (17:00 in military 
terms), not every area in the country will receive the 
same program. Instead, what most provincial areas 
receive is their dialect-based version of ‘TV Patrol’, 
which focuses on news in a particular region or 
province. 


The affected program (currently ‘We Will Survive’) 
was then aired the next morning at 9:00 a.m. 
Unfortunately, during the network’s broadcast of the 
2016 NBA Finals in June, the series was preempted 
at times, and those without iWanTV subscription 
were left scratching their heads wondering why 
those episodes never aired. 


To make matters worse, by the time “Magandang 
Buhay' was bumped to 8:00 a.m. on June 21, the 
final 30 minutes of the talk show was preempted just 
to make way for the said affected program. 
Something is not quite right. 


The end result of this was that ‘We Will Survive’ 
endured inconsistent ratings since its demotion to 
Kapamilya Gold. That said, with this timeslot 
considered a trouble spot, teleseryes should be off- 
limits going forward. 


As of today, ABS-CBN has confirmed that the 
returning ‘Minute to Win It’, to be hosted by Luis 
Manzano, will take over the soon-to-be vacated 
timeslot of ‘My Super D’. Which leaves the 5:00 p.m. 
slot up for grabs, and for ABS-CBN to resolve this 
problem, one program would be better off airing. 


Enter the ‘O Shopping’ program block. Usually airing 
during the wee hours of the morning, the said 
program should pose no threat to ABS-CBN's overall 
programming when it airs at 5:00 p.m., simply 
because it is merely a filler show. 


That said, its presence will mean a lot to ABS-CBN in 
the long-term. “Magandang Buhay' will now be aired 
for a full 90 minutes in all areas, while preempting a 
program for 'TV Patrol' in the regions will no longer 
carry a risk factor ratings-wise. 


Still, it is up to ABS-CBN management to convince 
themselves of a change in strategy. If they decided 
to once again air a teleserye at 5:00 p.m. (‘The 
Greatest Love" is being pegged as a replacement for 
“We Will Survive"), then good luck in trying to be 
more consistent in the ratings. 


Hopefully ABS-CBN does something right here. This 
is one important issue to address.

That said, the first week of the new 
“Encantadia' will be very crucial, as they try to make 
an impact against an extremely formidable 
opponent.

With PBA Rush, 
League's 

Future with TV5 
Appears Secure 
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Cignal's newest channel, PBA Rush, was launched July 17, at a time when the league's 
future with parent network TV5 is in doubt. (Logo courtesy of the Philippine Basketball

Looks like loyal followers of the PBA will have 
nothing to worry about as far as television coverage 
is concerned. 


Yesterday, the league and Cignal joined forces to 
launch a 24-hour channel called PBA Rush. Available 
exclusively on Cignal SD channel 52 and HD channel 
129, the channel will feature live PBA games, as well 
as special league-centric programming and classic 
games. 


Prior to the official unveiling of PBA Rush, the 
channel had been airing in test broadcast since early 
July. During that period, it aired replays of 

the season's two previous tournaments (Philippine 
Cup, Commissioner's Cup), as well as the FIBA 
Olympic qualifying tournament. 


The decision to launch PBA Rush came at a not-so 
opportune time. The ongoing Governors’ Cup was to 
be the league’s last hurrah with TV5, and with the 
network enduring a lot of problems with its 
programming, it seems obvious that the PBA could 
be on its way out. 


But where will the PBA go at this point? Here’s a look 
at how the other free TV channels stack up as far as 
the league is concerned (only VHF channels are 


listed here, as the PBA prefers to airs games on that 
platform only). 


ABS-CBN - The Kapamilya network has expressed 
interest in airing the PBA games for a long time. 
However, what holds them back is their reluctance 
to air the games on primetime, the league's long- 
standing decision to air games on VHF channels 
only, and the sports division's loaded lineup. 

PTV-4 - The PBA and the People's Network are no 
stranger to each other, having been partners during 
the 1980s and the first half of the 1990s. But with 
the network undergoing a rebuilding phase under 
PCOO secretary and former TV5 personality Martin 
Andanar, it is unlikely that a reunion will take place 
in the foreseeable future. 

GMA/GMA News TV - Sporting events and GMA 
have been few and far between since the network 
switched from a rainbow logo to a rainbow-colored 
heart logo. And with the Kapuso network already in a 
spending binge thanks to the return of ‘Encantadia’, 
it is unlikely that GMA will pursue the PBA (and any 
other sporting event for that matter) anytime soon. 
RPN-9/CNN Philippines - Before RPN-9 became 
the home of CNN Philippines, it used to air PBA 
games in the 1970s and more recently in the late 
2000s. However, since CNN has content rights to the 
local version of the channel, there is no way that a 
reunion with the PBA will happen as long as they're 
here. 


IBC-13 - The PBA and IBC has had three different 
stints under three different partners: Vintage/VIVA 
TV, PTV-4 and Sports5. But with the embattled 
network currently up for sale, any further return is 
not in the cards for now. 

That said, it is a safe bet that the PBA and TV5 will 
renew their contract soon after the conclusion of the 
Governors" Cup. Then again, any contract renewal 
may no longer be a possibility, since the launch of 
PBA Rush essentially extended PBA's relationship 
with TV5 for the foreseeable amount of time. 


Still, it remains to be seen if the launch of PBA Rush 
will pay dividends. But let’s just hope that the 
channel will not pose a threat to Manny V. 
Pangilinan’s pocket.

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News5 Needs a 
Revamp (Part 1) 
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The problems surrounding TV5 has also spread to 
the news department. 


Within two months, News5 lost two of its regular 
anchors to the government of President Rodrigo 
Duterte. In early June, Martin Andanar was appointed 
secretary of the Presidential Communication and 
Operations Office, then just recently, Cherie Mercado 
accepted the post of spokesperson by the 
Department of Transportation. 


Martin had been the face of News5 for many years, 
having served as an anchor and executive, as well 
as the voice of Radyo5 92.3 News FM. On the other 
hand, Cherie was a holdover from ABC 5 during the 
ownership of Tonyboy Cojuangco, having been 
employed by the network for over a decade. 


Ironically, their departures were felt by the Tulfo 
brothers themselves. Since Martin's departure, Erwin 


Tulfo has become the sole host of his Radyo5 
program “Punto Asintado’, while brother Raffy 
remained the lone anchor of “Aksyon sa Tanghali’ 
following Cherie's departure (though at times he was 
paired with usual weather reporter Marga Vargas). 


In addition, Cherie's radio program “Trabaho Lang’ 
was cancelled following her resignation. That said, it 
was clear to News5 that their decision to leave for 
the government is a bitter pill to swallow. 


But their departures are not the only reason why 
News5 is at an all-time low. Programming, content 
and questionable personnel decisions have become 
the Achilles' heel of the division for a long time, and 
it dragged TV5 further down once they underwent a 
total housecleaning. 


For instance, “Aksyon sa Tanghali', the newscast 
anchored by Raffy Tulfo, borders more towards 
sensationalized news. In fact, the show goes as far 
as to be considered a ‘Wanted sa Radyo’ in newscast 
form, mainly due to the inclusion of the ‘Itimbre Mo 
Kay Tulfo’ segment. 


In contrast, ‘Aksyon Tonite’ anchors Ed Lingao and 
Cheryl Cosim have done a great job minimizing 
sensationalized news in favor of national issues. That 
said, it’s hard to fathom why 'Aksyon"s other 


newscasts failed to follow the example set by 
“Aksyon Tonite". 


Radyo5 92.3 News FM also has its own share of 
problems, due to the presence of vacant timeslots. 
The fact that they lacked any capable personnel to 
host its programs is a clear sign that the only news- 
centric FM radio station in the country is on the 
rocks. 


The lack of public service and commentary programs 
on TV5 are also glaring. The only such programs that 
currently air on TV5 right now are ‘ReAksyon’ and 
“Alagang Kapatid", with “History with Lourd’ and 
“Public Atorni’ airing reruns. 


Their hiring of ‘EMAJs’ (entertainers masquerading 
as journalists) have also affected the division. Let’s 
face it, no one would want guys like Jun Sabayton, 
Lourd de Veyra, Grace Lee and Shawn Yao to man 
the network’s news coverage. 


Finally, AksyonTV’s decision to end most of its 
Radyo5 simulcasts in favor of blocktimers such as 
‘EZ Shop’, ‘Shop TV’ and ‘Shop Japan’ is a clear sign 
that News5 is no longer intent on sustaining the 
embattled channel. That said, AksyonTV could be on 
the verge of becoming a predominantly sports 
channel in a similar vein as ABS-CBN Sports--Action. 


So what urgent plans are needed for News5 to 
regain its old glory? Find out this Thursday on Part |l 
of this article.

News5 Needs a 
Revamp (Part 
I1) 
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The problems surrounding TV5 has also spread to 
the news department. 


In Part |, FTT discussed the various dilemmas that 
surrounded News5 in recent months. These 
problems range from questionable personnel 


decisions and content criticisms to programming 
issues. 

Now on Part Il, we discuss what steps are needed to 
resuscitate News5 from its doldrums. These 
solutions may be risky for the division, but in the 
long term, it should help them regain their former 


glory. 
With that, here are the following ways to fix News5: 


Hire and Promote Younger Reporters 

News5 really needs some young blood to shore 
things up. With that in mind, an aggressive 
recruiting plan is needed to acquire 

younger journalists (preferably fresh graduates from 
mass communications and Journalism courses) who 
could help them in the long term. 


Of course, it would be best to avoid the so-called 
‘entertainers masquerading as journalists’ (EMAJ) at 
all costs. If so, demote them to reporting showbiz 
news. 


In addition to that, they may need to promote some 
of their long-time reporters to anchor the ‘Aksyon’ 
newscasts on a regular or a temporary basis. 
Reporters like Maricel Halili, Renz Ongkiko, Maeanne 
Los Banos, France Noguera, Carla Lim and Trish 
Roque could get some airtime as anchors in the near 
future. 


However, that will only be possible if News5 does 
something drastic to “Aksyon'. Which leads to this 
much-needed solution. 


Reformat “Aksyon” (save for “Aksyon Tonite’) 
For the most part, “Aksyon sa Umaga’, “Aksyon sa 
Tanghali’ and “Aksyon Prime’ are similar to the 
newscasts of ABS-CBN and GMA: mostly 
sensationalized in nature. This is contrast to “Aksyon 
Tonite’, whose content is more on hard news. 


Getting rid of the sensationalized reports and 
focusing more on hard news should be a priority for 
News5 in restructuring the ‘Aksyon’ brand. Of 
course, a personnel shuffle is needed as well; after 
all, no one wants to be the next Raffy Tulfo, who 
turned ‘Aksyon sa Tanghali’ into a ‘Wanted sa Radyo’ 
in newscast form. 


Find someone equal to “Aksyon Tonite"s Ed Lingao 
and Cheryl Cosim, and a more reenergized ‘Aksyon’ 
newscasts are ready to go. But if TV5 wants to make 
their news available 24/7, they need to go to this 
route. 


Establish an All-News Channel on Cignal 
AksyonTV’s glory days are long gone. The former 24- 
hour all-Filipino news channel is now airing more 
Sporting events than ever, and TV5 may need 

to give its sister channel a much-needed 


rebrand (preferably renaming it as the Sports5 
Network or AKTV). 


A news channel is still a necessity though. But 
instead of airing it on free TV like before, what TV5 
needed now is a Cignal exclusive news channel, 
complete with the simulcasts of all Radyo5 
programs, ‘Aksyon’ newscasts and public affairs 
shows from TV5 (don’t confuse it with Bloomberg TV 
Philippines, as it is strictly a business news channel). 


In order to do that, however, more shows on Radyo5 
and TV5 are needed. Which leads to: 


Create More Shows on Radyo5 and TV5 
Radyo5 92.3 News FM may be the only news- 
oriented FM station in the country, but its 
programming is still a far cry from that of AM radio 
counterparts DZBB and DZMM. With that in 

mind, the station needs to add more programs in 
addition to hiring new hosts. 


The same can be said to TV5, whose only active 
public affairs shows are “Alagang Kapatid’ and 
‘ReAksyon’. Adding new shows could take a while, 
however, since the network is busy managing the 
coverage of the 2016 Rio Olympics. 


These solutions should help News5 regain its former 
glory. But rebuilding is not easy, however, so all it 


needs is patience, perseverance and faith to get the 
job done. 


News5 has a potential to be a great news 
organization. However, with all the problems they 
countered, it's easy to see why they're still lagging 
behind the others. 


Hopefully they do this right as soon as possible. The 
fate of News5 is on the management's hands.

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Not even the story of reincarnation can save ‘Once 
Again" from humiliation. 


Tonight will mark the final episode of the short-lived 
GMA series that starred Aljur Abrenica and Janine 
Gutierrez. Lasting for only 59 episodes, “Once Again' 
is a series that GMA should forget, due to its inability 
to overcome ‘Dolce Amore’ and the lack of good 
chemistry between Aljur and Janine. 


It was obvious from the start that ‘Once Again’ will 
not become a hit. When it premiered on May 2, the 
series only mustered a national rating of 14.1%, 
17.5% lower than ‘Dolce Amore’. 


From there, the losses continued, as Liza Soberano 
and Enrique Gil continued to pummel the 
inexperienced Aljur and Janine love team. To make 
matters worse, GMA stopped promoting episode 
teasers for ‘Once Again’ following the first week of 
airing, as it has been the case in all other Kapuso 
teleseryes since April.

At this point, both Aljur and Janine should feel 
disappointed about “Once Again"s short and 
uninspiring run. This hastily created love team failed 
to click from the beginning of the series, and despite 
the good reviews about its storyline, the results 
prove to be difficult to accept for the show's 
producers and GMA management. 


To make matters worse, brother Vin Abrenica and 
boyfriend Elmo Magalona are now enjoying the perks 
of success over on ABS-CBN.

As director Mark Reyes earlier revealed, 
“Encantadia”s production budget is ‘roughly equal to

Shows’. As a result of these huge expenses, GMA 
was left with no choice but to resort to two 
Koreanovelas as a cheap alternative on their 
Telebabad block over producing another local drama. 
One of these Koreanovelas happen to be the next 
opponent of ABS-CBN's ‘Dolce Amore’. The latter 
series, starring Liza Soberano and Enrique Gil, has 
given GMA a lot of problems, having defeated ‘That’s 
My Amboy’ and the short-lived ‘Once Again’ by big 
margins. 


It is clear to GMA that they can no longer beat the 
more popular tandems of ABS-CBN. With that in 
mind, their only course of action now is to stop 
chasing either LizQuen, KathNiel (Kathryn Bernardo 
and Daniel Padilla) and JaDine (James Reid and 
Nadine Lustre), and air a Koreanovela in its place, 
which is exactly what they'll do tonight. 


Enter ‘Descendants of the Sun’, the hit Korean 
drama that starred Song Joong-ki and Song Hye-kyo. 
The series" plot revolves around a love story 
between a doctor and a soldier stationed within 
Greece and the Balkans. 


“Descendants of the Sun’ ran for 16 episodes in its 
native Korea. In the Philippines, however, it is 
expected to air for roughly 20-25 episodes, which is 
still a typically short run for a GMA Koreanovela. 


The other Koreanovela in question is ‘The Healer’, 
which unlike ‘Descendants of the Sun’, will only air 
three times a week. The series will star Ji Chang- 
wook, Park Min-young and Yoo Ji-tae. 


In its native Korea, ‘The Healer’ ran for 20 episodes. 
This equates to roughly 30 episodes once it airs in 
the Philippines. 


As two Koreanovelas permeate the Telebabad lineup, 
GMA is now feeling the sting of frustration. After the 
rough start that the new ‘Encantadia’ endured, it 
won't be long before GMA admits its mistake 

of investing heavily on the fantaserye over more 
important projects (e.g. digital and high-definition 
broadcasts). 


That said, two Koreanovelas on Telebabad could only 
be a short-term solution to compensate for the 
heavy expenditures of ‘Encantadia’. But as far as 
GMA is concerned, these two may not be enough to 
solve its ratings and broadcast Issues. 


‘Descendants of the Sun’ airs after ‘Encantadia’, 
while ‘The Healer’ airs after ‘Juan Happy Love Story’ 
on GMA Telebabad.

It is hard to tell what kind of network GMA News TV 
is right now. 


In the last three years, From the Tube has been able 
to dissect the programming issues that surround the 
sister channel of GMA Network. Whether it is movies, 
drama series, reruns of public affairs shows, boxing 
matches or even TV shopping blocks, the true 
identity of GMA News TV continues to be a question 
mark. 


Now add another wrinkle to this ongoing dilemma. 
Enter Koreanovelas on GMA News TV. 


It all started on July 11, when News TV began to air 
reruns of three Koreanovelas, namely ‘Empress Ki’, 


‘Pinocchio’, and ‘The Producers’. All three were 
broadcast on GMA's Telebabad block a few years 
ago, each with varying degrees of success. 


By re-airing Koreanovelas from the parent 

network, GMA News TV Is once again defying the 
notion that they are indeed a news channel. To make 
matters worse, the management made the network 
look as if they are a mirror image of Channel 7, or 
perhaps the second coming of the old QTV. 


What happened to the slogans ‘Oras-oras, Alam Ko’ 
and ‘Serbisyong Totoo’? It doesn’t make any sense. 


The issues surrounding GMA News TV have been 
well-documented since their 2011 rebrand. As far as 
the most critical viewers are concerned, News TV is 
ill-equipped to be a news channel based on content 
alone.

News5 Anchors 
Go Solo, But Is 
It Worth the 
Risk? 
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News5 is making changes, sort of. 


As reported yesterday by MediaNewser.com, three of 
TV5's ‘Aksyon’ newscasts will have just one anchor 
each. The anchors for each newscast are: 

e Cheryl Cosim (Aksyon sa Umaga) 

e “Raffy Tulfo (Aksyon sa Tanghali) 

e EdLingao (Aksyon Tonite) 

This was in reaction to the recent departures of 
several News5 talent (e.g. Martin Andanar and 
Cherie Mercado), some of whom were hired by the 


administration of President Rodrigo Duterte. As for 
“Aksyon Prime’, they will retain a two-anchor setup 
with Erwin Tulfo and Luchi Cruz-Valdes. 


The one-anchor setup actually got underway with 
“Aksyon sa Tanghali”, when TV5 chose not to give 
Raffy Tulfo a replacement partner starting July 18. 
However, the possibility of just one anchor on the 
newscasts was not realized until Cheryl Cosim hinted 
recently on Instagram of her last remaining days as 
co-anchor of “Aksyon Tonite’. 


“Aksyon sa Umaga’, the other newscast that Cheryl 
anchors nowadays, will be most affected by the new 
setup. The show will lose co-hosts Grace Lee, France 
Noguera, Renz Ongkiko, Jeff Caparas, and Atty. Mel 
Sta. Maria, and viewers could feel concerned about 
the impracticality of one anchor handling a long 90- 
minute newscast. 


Despite the decision, criticism continued to haunt 
News5, especially their decision to retain Raffy Tulfo 
for “Aksyon sa Tanghali". As noted previously in Part | 
of News5 Needs a Revamp, ‘Aksyon sa Tanghali’ was 
mostly sensationalized and similar to Raffy's radio 
show 'Wanted sa Radyo', thanks in large part to the 
“Itimbre Mo Kay Tulfo’ segment. 

Many also criticized News5's decision to drop Atty. 
Mel Sta. Maria from “Aksyon sa Umaga’. Considering 
that both Cheryl and Atty. Mel were praised 

for giving new life and credibility back into the 


newscast, this was a decision that will undoubtedly 
question News5's commitment to improve its news 
programs. 


The truth is, Luchi Cruz-Valdes should have done a 
lot more. Using Just one anchor for three of the 
‘Aksyon’ newscasts will not change how viewers 
negatively perceive News5, especially when the 
presence of the Tulfo brothers were brought up to 
the discussion. 


That said, it is obvious that a full-scale revamp is still 
a necessity for News5. Unless they promote more 
deserving reporters to anchor status, hire fresh 
graduates from journalism and mass 
communications courses, and change their approach 
to news reporting to a more ‘global’ approach, 
News5's negative reputation will continue to haunt 
them in the years to come.

One of Philippine radio's icons is taking a leave for 
good. 


Monster RX 93.1 DJ Delamar Arias announced last 
week that she will leave ‘The Morning Rush’, the 
Show she had been co-hosting with Chico Garcia 
since 1996. Her departure will leave a big hole on 
the long-running show, which earned numerous 
awards and even released three critically acclaimed 
books based on ‘The Morning Rush’ Top 10 segment. 


Delamar’s decision to leave ‘The Morning Rush’ 
surprised and saddened many of its loyal listeners. 
After all, her partnership and chemistry with Chico 
and later with Gino Quillamor led to the immense 
popularity of the show, and in the process, led to the 


creation of other rival morning shows, such as Magic 
89.9's “Good Times with Mo'. 


No reason was given for her departure, but 
according to Delamar, she had thought about 
leaving ‘The Morning Rush’ for over a year now. With 
two children to take care of, Delamar has been 
coping with both her family life and radio life for a 
long time now, which may have influenced her 
decision to leave recently. 


Finally, to quell fans’ fears, she clarified that she will 
not migrate to another country nor work for another 
radio station. Considering how loyal she was with RX 
for over 20 years, this was a touching declaration for 
her. 


Delamar’s last day on ‘The Morning Rush was Friday. 
After that, RX will need to figure out a way to filla 
big void left by the popular DJ and mother of two. 


For now, though, it will be up to Chico and Gino to 
hold the fort. Come this Monday, a very different 
‘The Morning Rush’ will emanate the airwaves.

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What a difference a year makes. 


Back on July 16, 2015, viewers of the then-hit 
noontime show ‘It’s Showtime’ were suddenly 
stunned to see the debut of the popular AlDub 
tandem on ‘Eat Bulaga"s ‘Kalyeserye’ segment. 
Thanks to the split-screen magic between Alden 
Richards and Maine Mendoza, ‘Eat Bulaga’ was able 
to win by just 0.2% in the national ratings that day. 


The surprising love team took not only the nation, 
but the entire world by storm. Twitter went abuzz as 
Alden and Maine exchanged Dubsmash replies 
through song each and every day, while Lola Nidora 
(played by Wally Bayola) tried to play it as If it is only 
fictional in nature. 


While the AlDub phenomenon was hitting its stride, 
‘It’s Showtime’ tried its best to keep up. They 
answered the AlDub love team by trying to give 
Angelica Yap (a.k.a. Pastillas Girl) a new partner in 
the skit ‘Nasaan Ka Mr. Pastillas’, which did not work 
out. 


The peak of the AlDub fever took place on October 
24, when ‘Eat Bulaga"s ‘Sa Tamang Panahon’ charity 
concert at the Philippine Arena drew not only 50,000 
or so fans, but also millions of viewers around the 
world. The national ratings reflected that success as 
well, as ‘Eat Bulaga’ scored a 40.1% rating over ‘It’s 
Showtime"s 10.2%. 


The lopsided ratings could have ended ‘It’s 
Showtime’ as viewers know it. Instead, they 
persevered and finally came up with a segment that 
took the steam out of AlDub. 


Enter ‘Tawag ng Tanghalan’, the 1950s classic 
Singing competition that returned as a segment of 
‘It’s Showtime’ on January 2. The premise of the 


segment was simple: singers must perform well to 
win, then defend the title the next day against other 
aspirants from around the country. 


Thanks to the presence of the revived TNT, the show 
gradually rebounded, and by January 11, ‘It’s 
Showtime’ overtook ‘Eat Bulaga’ for good in the 
ratings. The aura that once enveloped AlDub on 
‘Kalyeserye’ disappeared. 


Many factors were given as to why ‘Kalyeserye’ 
suddenly fell flat. But perhaps the most notable of 
these was the fact that Maine Mendoza, whose real 
voice had been withheld from the public for months 
(except for an interview on ‘Kapuso Mo, Jessica 
Soho’), was finally ‘given’ an ability to talk fluently 
during the ‘Sa Tamang Panahon’ concert. 


Skits soon became predictable and repetitive, and as 
a result, viewers who were once part of the AlDub 
fever were switching back to ‘It’s Showtime’. Even 
after the July 16 episode in which Alden and Maine 
celebrated their first anniversary as a couple, ‘Eat 
Bulaga’ was unable to recapture past glory. 


On the other hand, ‘It’s Showtime’ was back to its 
old entertaining self. They not only have the hit 
‘Tawag ng Tanghalan’ segment, but also ‘TrabaHula’, 
a skit where players had to guess the real worker 
among the four in the audience. 


Indeed, the recent dominance of 'It's Showtime" in 
the first half of the decade is manifesting itself once 
again. And for Vice Ganda and company, they have 
no intention of letting it go. 


So what's next for this noontime rivalry? One can 
only hope that ‘Eat Bulaga’ can find a way to 
regroup their ‘Kalyeserye’ strategy, otherwise, ‘It’s 
Showtime’ and TNT will continue to assert their 
place atop the noontime charts.

Ganda, as “Gandang Gabi Vice’ now tries to live up to the standard set by ‘Walang Tulugan’.

The death of German Moreno and the cancellation of 
the long-running “Walang Tulugan’ left a big void. 


A fixture of GMA and late night television in general 
for nearly two decades, 'Walang Tulugan with the 
Master Showman' was an institution unlike any 
other. It was a variety show starring some of Kuya 
Germs' old and young proteges, and a talk show 
where they converse about anything and everything 
under the moon. 


When its leader moved on to the afterlife last 
January, “Walang Tulugan' soon followed suit. Many 
thought that late night entertainment on Philippine 
television was gone for good. 


Not so fast. Just ask Vice Ganda, the host of 
“Gandang Gabi Vice". 


Airing since May 2011, “Gandang Gabi Vice’ 

shares the same template as ‘Walang Tulugan’. It 
was mostly a talk show, but at times it has dabbled 
into the variety show format, thanks to the comedic 
segments that Vice Ganda introduces to his guests. 


And since the demise of ‘Walang Tulugan', “Gandang 
Gabi Vice" is now considered the standard-bearer 
among late-night entertainment programs in the 
country. With that in mind, is “Gandang Gabi Vice’ 
really the new 'Walang Tulugan"? 


Let's face it, Vice Ganda is an equally compelling 
entertainer. He is a comedian by profession, but he 
can also show his emotion whenever possible. 


Of course, unlike Kuya Germs, Vice doesn't have the 
credentials to be a mentor to future stars. Still, his 
talent as a performer made him an icon, though 
some would complain about his unpredictable and at 
times insulting jokes. 


As for “Gandang Gabi Vice’, star power is usually the 
norm, unlike in ‘Walang Tulugan’. Some of ABS-CBN's 
most popular and occasionally controversial talents 
have made appearances on the show, and on some 
episodes, politicians, athletes and even artists from 


other networks (usually for promoting Star Cinema 
films) were invited as well. 


But what made “Gandang Gabi Vice" more of a late- 
night show now is because of preceding programs 
that push the show's airtime a lot later. Thanks in 
large part to talent and reality shows that air on 
weekends, “Gandang Gabi Vice"s start time now 
hinges between 10:45 p.m. and 11:20 p.m., more or 
less in ‘Walang Tulugan’ territory. 


That said, there is a reason why ‘Gandang Gabi Vice’ 
is the new ‘Walang Tulugan’. The fact that it airs this 
late every Sunday gives viewers another way to stay 
up late, though watching the show may be 
consequential to their productivity. 


ABS-CBN can only hope that the success of 
‘Gandang Gabi Vice’ can lead to a longer lifespan. If 
Vice Ganda can last 20 years with this show, 
Kapamilya fans and management should feel proud.

In essence, the channel should benefit Metro Manila 
and other regional viewers who originate from their 
home provinces. Those who want to watch the latest 
news and information from their home town can 
watch the ABS-CBN Regional Channel in any place 
and any time. 


All programs on the ABS-CBN Regional Channel will 
continue to air on their respective regional networks 
and in their original timeslots. That said, the channel 
will only complement rather than replace the entire 
Regional Network Group by accessing content from 
each station. 


Even though ABS-CBN has already established a 
channel for the sake of its regional viewers, they still 
need to solve a long-standing issue regarding the 
need for unified programming. Some programs of 
the ABS-CBN Regional Network Group continue to air 
in place of select shows that would otherwise air in 
Metro Manila and other relay stations. 


That said, it is the responsibility of ABS-CBN to give 
every region access to all of its programs in 

concert to that of Metro Manila. Though the ABS-CBN 
Regional Channel is a good start, it is still not 
enough, and resolving this issue of preemption and 
next-day broadcasts is a priority that ABS-CBN and 
its regional viewers should agree upon.

SkyCable channel 4 (for Metro Manila subscribers), 
SkyDirect channel 14 (for nationwide subscribers), 
iWanTV, SkyOnDemand and select cable providers.

It has been a struggle lately for GMA’s ‘Sunday 
PinaSaya’ as they enter their first anniversary this 
week. The APT-produced variety show was off to a 


strong start when it first aired, but like ‘Eat Bulaga"s 
AlDub phenomenon (Alden Richards happens to be a 
cast member of ‘Sunday PinaSaya’), its momentum 
soon faded as the calendar turned to 2016. 


On the contrary, ABS-CBN's ‘ASAP’, now on its 21st 
year, returned to the top of the game thanks to its 
improved production values and new segments. The 
show also got a boost when it added former Kapuso 
performers Kyla, Jay-R and most recently Jona Viray. 


Ratings for the two shows clearly indicate how things 
quickly change on the Sunday noontime scene. 
‘Sunday PinaSaya’ was able to dominate early on 
because viewers were curious about this new 
comedy-centric variety show, but as the months 
wore on, it was obvious that they still prefer the 
music and dance numbers of ‘ASAP’. 


It was also evident that the AlDub phenomenon 
dictated the early success of ‘Sunday PinaSaya’, 
especially since Alden Richards was a cast member 
and Maine Mendoza made a few appearances. 
Unfortunately, even AlDub is bound to lose 
sometime, and when bandwagon fans grew bored of 
the love team, the ratings of ‘Sunday PinaSaya’ soon 
plummeted. 


The improvements on ‘ASAP’ should cause a lot of 
concern to the people behind ‘Sunday PinaSaya’. 


The show overall was not bad, but they need to 
understand that they should not rest on their laurels 
and make some tweaks every once in a while. 


That said, the priority of ‘Sunday PinaSaya’ at this 
point is to possibly add new cast members and 
create new skits that will further engage its viewers. 
If done properly, they could regain the momentum 
that they lost at the beginning of the year.

But it remains to be seen whether or not they will be 
able to make some improvements in hopes of 
regaining their lost viewership.

Once again, GMA's attempt at a long-term talk show 
slipped before their very eyes. 


The latest victim is ‘Yan ang Morning!’, whose run 
will mercifully end this Friday, August 12. Though 
Marian Rivera has stated that her show is only good 
for one season, it was clear that ‘Yan ang Morning!"s 


low ratings and bad timeslot is the reason behind its 
eventual demise. 

‘Yan ang Morning!’ first aired on May 2, 2016, and 
will have aired a total of 73 episodes by the end of 
this week. When it was first announced, many 
assumed that the talk show will be pitted against 
“Magandang Buhay', another debuting talk show 
which replaced ‘Kris TV’ on ABS-CBN back on April 
19. 

But instead of following through that plan, GMA 
stayed true to old-fashioned talk show tradition by 
airing ‘Yan ang Morning!’ at 10:45 a.m. The plan 
backfired, and with ratings fluctuating within the 6% 
mark, GMA was forced to move the show to an 
earlier timeslot of 9:30 a.m., effective May 30. 
Unfortunately for ‘Yan ang Morning!’, the change 

of timeslot did little to stem the tide. And to make 
matters worse, GMA management 

watched helplessly as its supposed rival ‘Magandang 
Buhay’ managed to earn better ratings, even though 
it was not enough to beat the entirety (or the 
majority) of the Astig Authority anime block. 


Friday's final episode of ‘Yan ang Morning!’ will be a 
very special occasion, as it coincides with Marian 
Rivera’s 32nd birthday. Her guests for the finale will 
be none other than her husband Dingdong Dantes 
and daughter Zia. 


But as the talk show nears its conclusion, what will 
be the next plan for GMA as far as morning talk 


shows were concerned? Considering the lack of long- 
term success of such shows following the 
cancellation of 'SIS', GMA may no longer have the 
motivation to produce a morning talk show again, 
and thus, they could stick with their reservoir of 
Koreanovelas in the near future. 


For now, though, ‘Yan ang Morning!’ must enjoy and 
cherish its final week on the air. It was not a bad 
show, but with its poor scheduling and short run, it 
was not a good show to enjoy either.

Times are changing in the field of FM radio in the 
Philippines. 


The biggest news coming off the industry was 

the departure of Delamar Arias from Monster RX 
93.1 last July 29. Her departure marked the end of 
an era for ‘The Morning Rush’, which has long been 
considered an institution in Philippine FM radio. 
When the show took the airwaves on August 1, 
‘Rushers’ are still trying to figure out a way to make 
the show interesting without Delamar. But it was not 
easy, considering that the chemistry 

between her and Chico Garcia (plus Gino Quillamor) 
was undeniable. 


RX even tried to add Bea Fabregas to the show in 
hopes of replacing Delamar in the near future. 
Unfortunately, it didn't work out, and to this 

day, they are still scrambling to fill Delamar's chair. 


But Delamar is not the only FM radio icon to bid 
farewell. Two other long-time DJs also called it a day 
for good. 


There was Carlo Jose, who announced his retirement 
via Instagram almost at the same time as Delamar's. 
Carlo's involvement in the FM radio industry 
spanned 24 years, dating from his time as a DJ on 
Magic 89.9 to most recently a station manager for 
sister station 99.5 Play FM. 


Then there was Martin D, who announced his 
retirement from ABS-CBN's MOR 101.9 last Friday. 


Best known as the host of ‘Request Express’ and ‘Top 
Hits Express’ on the old WRR 101.9, Martin D lasted 
20 years with the said station. 


Finally, one veteran DJ chose to jump stations 
instead of calling it a career. On July 29, Tina 
Mendiola (known on air as Tina Ryan) announced her 
departure from Magic 89.9, her home station for 
close to 20 years, in order to join sister station 103.5 
K-Lite. 


It was painful to say goodbye to some of radio’s 
most cherished voices. But in an age where the 
listening demographics are changing, there is no 
other choice but to move on and give way to 
younger individuals. 


Still, their voices will forever be remembered by 
many who have heard them all these years. Their 
contributions to the Philippine FM radio industry will 
never be forgotten.

Poor ratings have characterized GMA's mid-morning 
lineup. 


After an impressive showing for the network's Astig 
Authority block (some of which are often reaired), 
the drop-off in ratings becomes noticeable once they 


move into a different set of programs. This has been 
a perennial problem for the network since Lilybeth 
Rasonable took over, and they have tried everything 
just to shake the mid-morning slate up. 


There was the ‘Kapuso Movie Festival’ block, which 
was their obvious answer to ABS-CBN's ‘Kapamilya 
Blockbusters’. Then came Heart of Asia Mornings, a 
block that contains new light-hearted Koreanovelas. 


They even attempted to air talk shows (e.g. ‘Basta 
Every Day Happy', 'Yan ang Morning) and local 
dramas (e.g. ‘With a Smile’). Unfortunately, all of 
these attempts failed miserably. 


Now they are going back to airing movies via the 
‘Kapuso Movie Festival’ block. Not to mention a 
rerun of an old QTV program called ‘H20: Just Add 
Water’, which will be obviously dubbed in Filipino 
unlike its original airing on Channel 11. 


Let’s face it, there is no way GMA can 

beat ‘Kapamilya Blockbusters’ with their own movie 
block. Their portfolio of new movies to air is running 
low, and to make matters worse, GMA Films has only 
a few titles to choose from, which is basically 1/8th 
to 1/16th of what rival Star Cinema has produced 
lately. 


If GMA were smart enough to admit that they can no 
longer beat ABS-CBN after 9:00 a.m., perhaps the 
time has come to welcome a TV shopping block of 
their own choosing. Whether or not it is Shop Japan, 
EZ Shop or even Shop TV, it doesn't matter, as long 
as they fill in GMA's programming hours every 
morning. 


They could also welcome blocktimers who can 
produce their own programs. While they already 
have established blocktimers in TAPE, Inc. (“Calle 
Siete’, ‘Eat Bulaga’) and APT Entertainment (‘Sunday 
PinaSaya’), they might as well need another for non- 
entertainment purposes, such as lifestyle shows or 
documentaries. 


Still, it is up to GMA management to decide the fate 
of the mid-morning slot. They need to think twice 
about giving up this venture. 


Otherwise, they will be stuck with this hashtag: 
#KMFMForever, which translates to Kapuso Movie 
Festival Mornings Forever.

It can be recalled that in April 2016, the URCC and 
ABS-CBN Sports inked a partnership deal that will 
see the latter air the former's events on ABS-CBN 
Sports--Action in HD, SD and live stream. According 
to the said press release, ABS-CBN claimed that they 
were the ‘official’ broadcast partner of the URCC. 
The press release did not clarify if ABS-CBN's deal 
with the URCC is an exclusive one. In the event that 
it was non-exclusive, other networks may enter the 
picture, and since there was no explanation, Solar 
Sports was able to reenter the picture by airing 
classic URCC bouts. 


Let's face it, had ABS-CBN branded its URCC 
broadcasts as ‘exclusive’, this confusion would have 
never happened in the first place. The former’s deal 
was not bad, but whatever benefits they will have by 
airing the URCC would be negated by another 
network’s continued broadcast of the said 
promotion’s old matches. 


That said, the URCC needs to have the rights to 
every televised bout that once aired on other 


networks, not the other way around. That way, any 
highlight of it can be seen on the channel (in this 
case ABS-CBN Sports) with which they have the 
rights right now. 


Perhaps this situation needs to be addressed by 
URCC founder Alvin Aguilar, ABS-CBN Sports head 
Dino Laurena, and Solar Entertainment head Wilson 
Tieng in order to avoid any further complications. 
After all, the URCC deserves nothing more than a 
good, clean fight, and a stable partnership with the 
network they are currently paired with. 


Hopefully it is for the best that they solve this issue 
immediately. This one is for the fans of mixed martial 
arts in the Philippines, and a good product is a must 
for the URCC to succeed.

A few episodes remain for this franchised GMA 
celebrity talent show, whose finale will take place 
around September. A replacement, ‘Superstar 
Duets’, was officially announced by GMA a few days 
earlier (more on that in a future article). 


In relation to that, lya Villania-Arellano announced 
that she will take a maternity leave to prepare for 
the birth of her son with husband Drew Arellano. 
Thus she will leave behind not only her hosting 
duties with the ‘Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’, but also 
with '24 Oras’. 

The only question remains though, is whether or 
not GMA can ably replace Iya with another co-host 
for the final few episodes of ‘Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines’. As it stands, host Michael V may have to 
do it all alone, which may either be a blessing in 
disguise or a bad case of overwork. 


“Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ first premiered on 
February 27, and it featured celebrities dressed as 
iconic singers lip-synching to their hit songs. It was 
GMA's first franchised show since ‘Don’t Lose the 
Money’ two years ago. 


Though the show had promise, they were unable to 
make an impact in the ratings. For the entirety of its 


run, ‘Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ was pitted against 
ABS-CBN shows ‘Pilipinas Got Talent’, ‘The Voice 
Kids’, ‘We Love OPM: The Celebrity Sing-offs’ and 
‘Pinoy Big Brother’, each of which posted better 
ratings than the former. 


To make matters worse, Michael V found himself 
overexposed in the first few months of ‘Lip-Sync 
Battle Philippines’. Prior to the show’s timeslot 
change on July 2, it was aired back-to-back with 
‘Pepito Manaloto’, which also starred Bitoy. 


Overall, ‘Lip-Sync Battle Philippines’ was a good 
show. Notwithstanding its unimpressive ratings, the 
show was worth watching for those who know the art 
of lip-synching. 


As the show comes to an end in September, one can 
only hope that it will make a final impression to its 
viewers. But it remains to be seen whether or not 
Michael V can hold the fort alone, that is unless GMA 
can find an able replacement for lya.

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The checkered recent history of the telenovela on 
Philippine television continues. 


On Monday, August 22, TV5 will gamble on a Latin 
American drama to fill in the network's sore spots. 
Enter ‘La Reina del Sur’, a hit 2011 telenovela which 
starred Kate del Castillo, Humberto Zurita, Rafael 
Amaya, Ivan Sanchez, and Cristina Urgel. 


'La Reina del Sur' was based on a novel written 
by Arturo Perez-Reverte. The telenovela tells the 
story of a young Mexican woman who rose to 
become Southern Spain's most notorious drug 
trafficker. 


With a production budget of over 510 million, 'La 
Reina del Sur' was considered by home network 
Telemundo as its second most expensive telenovela 
ever produced. Despite the heavy costs, the series 
became a hit in the United States, dominating even 
some of the other programs on English-language 
networks, and went on to air 63 episodes. 


In the Philippines, 'La Reina del Sur' will be the 
country's first telenovela in over a year and a half. 
The most recent telenovela to air in the country was 
“Corazon Indomable’, which was aired on GMA early 
last year. 

Considering the problems that faced more recent 
telenovelas, TV5 will be under pressure to air the 


entire 63-episode slate of 'La Reina del Sur'. That 
said, barring any unnecessary edits to the series, 
telenovela fans can only hope that TV5 can stay 
committed to ‘La Reina del Sur’ for the duration of 
its run. 


Otherwise, it will be another disgraceful exit for a 
genre that has seen better days in the Philippines. 
Good luck with that.

93.1 In a Crisis 
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The once tight-knit family on Monster RX 93.1 is 
crumbling. 


Still reeling from the departure of Delamar Arias last 
July 29, RX endured another incident a few weeks 
later. On August 14, RX DJ Karen Bordador was 


arrested along with boyfriend Emilio Lim due to 
possession of illegal drugs. 

At the time of her arrest, Karen was assigned to the 
2:00 to 6:00 a.m. slot. Prior to that, she was 
partnered with Rico Robles during the afternoon. 


Friends and family of Karen vehemently denied that 
she was a drug user. Even her ex-boyfriend Chris Tan 
agreed to their sentiments. 


In response to the situation, the management of RX 
issued the following statement: 


As a result of Karen’s arrest, RX was forced to make 
adjustments in their schedule. Initially, Hazel 
Aguilon, Cara Eriguel and Tom Alvarez were given 
longer shifts during weeknights, but recently, 
student DJs from the Radiol program were assigned 
to man the 2:00 to 6:00 a.m. slot that Karen usually 
handles. 


But Karen Bordador was not the only RX DJ to make 
the headlines. Yesterday, RX listeners were stunned 
when DJ Bea Fabregas announced her departure 
from RX following her final shift on the station's Hip 
26 block.

To the RX management and staff: Thank you for trusting 
me, and allowing this weirdo to go on air again. Thank you for the past year, | was truly able to grow 
asa DJand as a person. | wish you all the best. . Bye for now! 


At the time of her departure, Bea was assigned to 
work for RX during weekends. Prior to that, the 
former Magic 89.9 and 99.5 Play FM DJ was an 
occasional co-host on “The Morning Rush’ with 
Delamar, Chico Garcia and Gino Quillamor. 


No specific reason was given with regards to Bea's 
resignation. 


The crisis within Monster RX 93.1 is quickly 
becoming an epidemic. If the well-documented 
departure of Delamar Arias is not enough, now the 
station's management needs to deal with the 
departure of Bea Fabregas and the incident 
surrounding Karen Bordador, something that could 
add pressure to its remaining DJs. 


As the station scrambles to find replacements for 
their three female DJs, one must wonder if the best 
days of RX were now behind them. RX may be a 
proud and multi-awarded institution, but unless they 
address the situation immediately, they could lose 
not only their loyal listeners, but also their credibility. 


For the entire RX family, the time to act is now. Good 
luck.

The 2016 Rio Summer Olympics officially concluded 
yesterday with a colorful closing ceremony, followed 
by the turn-over of hosting rights to Tokyo, Japan. 
The close of the event capped off two weeks of 
unforgettable moments and problematic issues that 
tested Rio's resolve and courage. 


This year's broadcast of the Rio Olympics was solely 
handled by TV5, and much like the games itself, it 
endured a lot of difficulties. Many expected TV5 to 
fill in most of their hours with Olympic coverage, yet 
they failed to do so. 


Much of the blame is centered around their 
continued airing of TV shopping blocks, Tagalized 
movies and other entertainment programming 
during the two-week Olympic period (this does not 
include the PBA Governors" Cup). TV5 should have 
preempted them just for the Olympics, but it never 
happened despite their best efforts. 


Even sister station AksyonTV had its own share of 
issues, but to a lesser extent. While the Olympics 
were ongoing, they still showed the Philippine Super 
Liga finals, the PBA D-League playoffs, and the 
opening of the CESAFI basketball tournament, all of 
which were the network's priorities. 


However, during vacant hours, AksyonTV still 
Showed a TV shopping block, ‘Relasyon’ and ‘Wanted 
sa Radyo’. They should have preempted them for 
Olympic highlights. 


One thing in common about TV5's free TV Olympic 
coverage was their inability to re-air events that 
were aired live in the wee hours of the morning. 
Rio’s time is similar to that of New York, and TV5's 
failure to take account of the time difference and the 
lack of TV audience during that period proved to be 
their doom. 


There were some positives in the network’s Olympic 
coverage, however. TV5, along with sister companies 


Cignal, PLDT and Smart, collaborated for a multi- 
platform broadcast that involved satellite and 
internet subscription. 


Despite that, the free TV coverage of the Olympics 
remains important. Considering that not all people 
subscribe to Cignal, PLDT and Smart, TV5 should 
have prioritized their free TV platforms to benefit 
their competitors. 


Overall, it was an F grade for TV5's Olympic 
coverage this year. Their coverage was doomed from 
the start, and their poor planning effort was not what 
the viewers wanted to see from the so-called 
“Olympic Network’. 


So where will the Olympic coverage in the 
Philippines go from here? The lack of suitable 
options will be biggest issue for the Philippine 
Olympic Committee, since a variety of issues hound 
all of the country's free TV networks. 


Regardless, the 2020 Tokyo Summer Olympics is still 
four years away. That said, the POC will need to 
think about their options very well, and for the 
networks, good luck in trying to snatch the rights to 
the 2020 Games. 


As for TV5, it was an opportunity that blew right 
before their very eyes. Now they should look forward 


for the long-awaited rebuilding process, one that 
should put them back on track.

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A Not-so Happy 
Ending for Juan 


Happy Love 
Story 
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Tomorrow night will be the end of a tale for ‘Juan 
Happy Love Story’. 


The GMA Telebabad series, starring Heart 
Evangelista, Dennis Trillo and Kim Domingo, will air 
its finale September 2. It will mark the last of the 
comedy-infused teleseryes that GMA produced in the 
last several months, as it will revert back to a more 
serious tone on ‘Someone to Watch Over Me’. 


‘Juan Happy Love Story’ first premiered on May 16, 
replacing another comedy-infused drama in 
‘Because of You’. The series failed to captivate 
viewers from the start, as it lost to the Kim Chiu and 
Xian Lim-starred ‘The Story of Us’ on a consistent 
basis. 


Things did not improve for ‘Juan Happy Love Story’ 
once “Born for You' entered the picture. The latter 
series, which starred former Kapuso star Elmo 
Magalona and rising ABS-CBN talent Janella 
Salvador, scored victory after victory over their more 
veteran counterparts in the national ratings. 


Overall, ‘Juan Happy Love Story’ will have aired for 
80 episodes, a norm for GMA dramas these days. 
Still, despite the decent amount of episodes 
produced, it was clear that GMA failed to win back 
their viewers by using a more comedic approach to 
their teleseryes. 


It also did not help that GMA cast a pair of veterans 
in Dennis Trillo and Heart Evangelista to star in ‘Juan 
Happy Love Story’. And to make matters worse, GMA 
did not actively promote the series (via upcoming 
episode trailers) after the second week, as was the 
norm in more recent teleseryes. 


That said, the flaws in GMA’s talent development, 
Storytelling and programming promotion are once 
again on display. The Kapuso network’s lack of 
improvement in these aspects have been a constant 
issue for Lilybeth Rasonable, and it continued with 
this series. 


Come this Friday, a ‘happy ending’ may be in store 
for ‘Juan Happy Love Story’ story-wise, but not in 


terms of performance. Nothing will be expected 
here, just relief that this comedy-styled approach will 
mercifully end tomorrow night.

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An upcoming GMA fantaserye is in the headlines for 
both the right and wrong reasons. 


When a trailer for “Alyas Robin Hood’ was released 
earlier this week, it quickly became a trending topic 
on social media and on various international news 
outlets. But instead of praises from netizens, a lot of 
criticisms were thrown into the mix, most of which 
were claims of being a ripoff of the American action 
series ‘Arrow’. 


In fact, ‘Arrow’ lead actor Stephen Amell even 
Shared the said teaser, which featured a ‘shocked’ 
emoji. Poor Dingdong Dantes. 

Amid the criticisms surrounding “Alyas Robin Hood’, 
the show's consultant Suzette Doctolero has this to 
say regarding its comparisons to ‘Arrow’.

LionhearTV then clarified that the poster was fan- 
made and not an official photo of GMA Network. In 
fact, some of the images used on the fan art were 
past photos of GMA artists and not publicity photos 
for “Alyas Robin Hood’. 


Doctolero further explained that Robin Hood is an 
inspiration to many similar literary works, adding 
that every super hero in general was derived from 
master plots. She then pointed out that no one holds 
a copyright to Robin Hood (see post below). 


Finally, GMA Entertainment vice president for drama 
Redgie Magno issued her own statement on the 
matter. 


“Ang Alyas Robin Hood ay malayo sa 
plot ng Arrow. Ito ay kuwento ng isang 
lower-middle class lawyer na 
mapagbibintangan ng isang krimeng 
hindi niya ginawa. Sa kanyang 
paghahanap sa katotohanan, may mga 
matutulungan din siyang 
nangangailangan.” 


“Robin Hood has had different 
reincarnations or versions in different 
countries. In Russia, theres the short 
novel on Alexander Pushkin whose 
Robin Hood character went by the name 
Black Eagle. In Brazil, theres the real 
life Limpaio, a true-life Robin Hood 
whose life is now a biography. In Japan, 
a Kabuki adaptation of Robin Hood was 
successfully mounted with the character 
of Nezumikozo as the name of the 
legendary hero. This is to name only a 
few. What we are now seeing here is a 
modern version of Robin Hood, an 
adaptation of a universal figure made 
inspirational and relevant to the 
Filipino audience.” 


The teaser for “Alyas Robin Hood’ only ran for 15 
seconds. In essence, the teaser was a mere hint of 
what is to come. 


Let's face it, it is unfair to compare “Alyas Robin 
Hood’ to ‘Arrow’ considering that the storyline of the 
series is yet to be revealed. Thus, the negative 
reaction to the former is not justified. 


However, it is clear that Philippine television has a 
lot of flaws. The teleseryes, in particular, continue to 
use recycled storylines, and most intelligent viewers 
would be better off watching weekly American series 
instead. 


It remains to be seen if “Alyas Robin Hood’ will be an 
epic disaster or an unexpected winner. Right now, 
though, viewers will have to wait for its premiere and 
see for themselves.

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Two new teleseryes premiere today on ABS-CBN and 
GMA respectively. 


On the former’s Kapamilya Gold, ‘The Greatest Love’ 
will finally make its long-awaited debut. The series 
will star veteran actress Sylvia Sanchez in what is 
perhaps her most definitive starring role yet. 


In The Greatest Love’, Sylvia will play the role of 
Gloria, a mother of four who is determined to have a 
happy and lovely family. But a terrible secret soon 
broke the bond between Gloria and her children, and 
what remained of her are memories of her 
problematic past. 


As the story goes on, Gloria begins to suffer from 
Alzheimer's disease, a crippling disorder that could 
erase her memories. As a result, she must find a way 
to reunite with her children before her condition 
proves too much to overcome. 


Gloria's children will be portrayed by Dimples 
Romana (as Amanda), Matt Evans (as Andrei), Arron 
Villaflor (as Paeng), and Andi Eigenmann (as 
Lizelle). The supporting cast of ‘The Greatest Love’ 


will consist of Joshua Garcia, Nonie Buencamino, 
Rommel Padilla, Tonton Gutierrez, Ejay Falcon, Ellen 
Adarna, Junjun Quintana, Aleck Bovick, Luis Alandy, 
Bobby Andrews, Alex Medina, Mercedes Cabral, and 
Guji Lorenzana. 


It will be interesting to see how ‘The Greatest Love’ 
fares on its first week. But as far as ABS-CBN is 
concerned, the recent streak of good fortune on 
Kapamilya Gold should be more than enough to ease 
the pressure on the newcomer. 


Directed by Jeffrey Jeturian, Mervyn Brondial, and 
Dado Lomibao, ‘The Greatest Love’ airs weekdays 
after ‘Doble Kara’ on ABS-CBN's Kapamilya Gold. 


Over on GMA’s Telebabad block, ‘Someone to Watch 
Over Me’ will mark the full return of more serious 
dramas on primetime. The series will be headlined 
by Lovi Poe, Tom Rodriguez and Max Collins. 


Like ‘The Greatest Love’, ‘Someone to Watch Over 
Me’ will explore the harsh effects of Alzheimer’s 
disease. In the upcoming series, TJ (Tom) is an office 
worker who Is married to his wife Joanna (Lovi), but 
after TJ begins to suffer from early onset Alzheimer's 
disease, Joanna decides to take care of her ailing 
husband. 


Soon after, Irene (Max), TJ's ex-girlfriend, is allowed 
by Joanna to enter their home. After that, 

things begin to change as TJ loses memory of Joanna 
and instead recognizes Irene as his true love. 


‘Someone to Watch Over Me’ will also include Edu 
Manzano, Jackie Lou Blanco, Isay Alvarez, Ronnie 
Lazaro, Boy 2 Quizon, Ralph Noriega, and Frances 
Makil. The series will be directed by Maryo J. delos 
Reyes. 


It will be interesting to see how this upcoming GMA 
drama will fare against ‘Born for You’. With the latter 
series on a roll, and with GMA’s talent problems 
already well-documented, this is going to be a 
difficult journey for Lovi, Tom, Max and company. 


‘Someone to Watch Over Me’ airs weeknights after 
‘Descendants of the Sun’. 
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Born for You to 
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Weeks 
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There is not enough time for GMA's ‘Someone to 
Watch Over Me’ to warm up. 


That is because its opponent, ABS-CBN's ‘Born for 
You’, will end in two weeks’ time. The Kapamilya 
series starring Elmo Magalona and Janella Salvador 
will air its final episode on September 16. 


“Born for You" had been on the air since June 20, 
when it replaced the Kim Chiu and Xian Lim-starrer 
“The Story of Us'. The series marked the first time 
that Elmo (a former GMA star and current off-screen 
boyfriend of Janine Gutierrez) and Janella were 
paired on television. 


Though ‘Born for You’ consistently won over ‘Juan 
Happy Love Story’ in the ratings game, it seems like 
ABS-CBN is not happy with its performance. The 
show started strong on its very first week, getting an 
average of 18%, but after that, ratings hovered 
between 16-17% during July and early August. 


Then in the past two weeks, ‘Born for You"s ratings 
fell to around the 14% mark. This gave ‘Juan Happy 
Love Story’ a fighting chance, and though they still 
fell short, on some nights, they managed to narrow 
the gap to 1% or less. 


Overall, ‘Born for You’ will become a rarity among 
ABS-CBN dramas. With only 65 episodes, it is one of 
the shortest-lived dramas ABS-CBN has ever 
produced, and considering that it aired on the top- 
rating Primetime Bida block, it is even rarer for a 
series to air that short on primetime. 


The underwhelming performance of ‘Born for You’ 
could force ABS-CBN to consider breaking up the on- 
screen love team of Elmo Magalona and Janella 
Salvador. Given the inexperience of the duo 
together, and the fact that Elmo is still linked to 
Janine Gutierrez in real life, ABS-CBN may need to 
find another role for both he and Janella, but not as a 
love team. 


Still, the Kapamilya network may give them another 
chance together. But that will only depend on both 
proper timing and a right story that will help them 
grow and mature as actors. 


Only two weeks remain in the run of ‘Born for You’. 
They need to prove that they can still win big, or 
else, it will be the trio of Lovi Poe, Tom Rodriguez 
and Max Collins in ‘Someone to Watch Over Me’ who 
will be the ones smiling.

Continues 
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Saturdays have been a source of frustration for GMA. 


Once again, the Kapuso network decided to make a 
change in their Sabado Star Power afternoon lineup. 
Gone was 'Laff, Camera, Action', and in came 


‘#Like’, the newest reality talent show hosted by 
Tom Rodriguez and internet sensation Balang. 


‘#Like’ is a talent show featuring online 

sensations battling against each other in a barangay 
setting. To the surprise of no one, it is just another 
concept produced by the GMA Public Affairs team, 
whose penchant for producing non-news shows 
becomes more infectious and more criticized than 
ever. 


The premiere of ‘#Like’ took place last September 3, 
but instead of replacing ‘Laff, Camera, Action’ on its 
4:30 timeslot, GMA decided to air the said show after 
‘Eat Bulaga’. As a result, this is the how the schedule 
looks like: 


2:30 p.m. - #Like 

3:00 p.m. - Karelasyon 

4:00 p.m. - Wish Ko Lang 

e 5:00 p.m. - Imbestigador 

However, the change did little to improve the 
ratings. All four of GMA’s post-‘Eat Bulaga’ afternoon 
programs were on the losing end, with ‘Wish Ko 
Lang’ the least impressive at 9.4%. 


Let’s face it, would’ve been better for ‘#Like’ to go 
up against ‘Mga Kwento ni Marc Logan’ instead of 
the last half-hour of ‘It’s Showtime’? Probably, given 
that Marc Logan’s show also features internet 


sensations and GMA would've loved to see that 
matchup. 


Still, GMA had no regrets in making the change once 
again. However, they would have been better off if 
“Wish Ko Lang’ and ‘Imbestigador’ were to be 
cancelled, since they are no longer the same 
programs as they once were. 


Meanwhile, another new program premiered last 
Saturday on the said network. The new show, 
“Superstar Duets’, replaced 'Lip-Sync Battle 
Philippines’, whose run finally ended after seven 
months. 


Based on the format alone, ‘Superstar Duets’ 
appears to be the second coming of ‘Celebrity 
Duets’, except that the celebrities in the show were 
paired alongside impersonators of foreign 

singers. The show is currently hosted by Jennylyn 
Mercado, with Allan K, Aicelle Santos and Christian 
Bautista serving as judges. 


The premiere of ‘Superstar Duets’ didn’t quite 
impress many, as it earned a 13.2% rating. On the 
other hand, ‘Pinoy Big Brother Lucky Season 7’ fared 
much better with a 16.4% rating. 


This is going to be a tough battle as far as ‘Superstar 
Duets’ were concerned. Though it has the potential 


to run just as long as 'Lip-Sync Battle Philippines' 
did, the possibility of winning remains tricky at best.

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ABS-CBN's own search for an up-and-coming Filipino 
boyband gets underway tomorrow. 


Boys aged 14 or older, with a knack for good looks, 
charm and excellent singing and dancing talent, will 
have the opportunity to become one of the five 
members of a soon-to-be named boyband. Their 
journey begins this weekend on ‘Pinoy Boyband 
Superstar”, the Filipino adaptation of 'La Banda'. 


The original ‘La Banda’ was created by Simon Cowell 
and former Menudo member Ricky Martin. In order 
to avoid claims that the show is actually creating 

a ‘band’ consisting of a vocalist and instrumentalists, 
ABS-CBN renamed the show as ‘Pinoy Boyband 
Superstar’ in order to make it clear that they 

are looking to form a boyband. 


The premise of ‘Pinoy Boyband Superstar’ is simple. 
The boyband aspirants must impress the girls with 
their looks and talent in order to make it to the next 
round, after which they face the judges who will 
evaluate their singing prowess as well as their 
image. 


If one of the aspirants failed to pass the first round, 
they may be given another chance, provided they 
show enough potential to convince judges. 
Eventually, some of the aspirants will be eliminated 
until there are five left standing. 


“Pinoy Boyband Superstar" will be hosted by Billy 
Crawford. The show's judges will be Yeng 
Constantino, Vice Ganda, Aga Muhlach, and Sandara 
Park. 


Even before its premiere, comparisons between 
“Pinoy Boyband Superstar’ and rival GMA's ‘To the 
Top' were very evident from the beginning. Both had 
a similar premise of forming a boyband, not to 
mention the journey of selecting the members. 


The difference, however, lies on the production. 
Though ‘Pinoy Boyband Superstar’ is more of a 
franchise than the originally created ‘To the Top’, 
ABS-CBN did not seek help from its news and current 
affairs department to produce the former, unlike 
GMA whose Public Affairs team was responsible for 
the latter. 


And considering that ‘Pinoy Boyband Superstar’ will 
be aired at a more convenient timeslot (unlike ‘To 
the Top’ which aired on late nights), the former could 
become even more successful. Still, it will be up to 
the audience to see how it all happens. 


The journey of the next great Pinoy boyband begins 
this weekend.

Kapamilya and we wish her well in her 
new journey.” 


Kris Aquino had been a part of ABS-CBN for 20 years, 
having hosted numerous talk shows (e.g. ‘The Buzz’, 
“Kris TV’) and game shows (e.g. “Game KNB’, 
“Kapamilya Deal or No Deal'), played the role of 
judge in “Pilipinas Got Talent', and acted on several 
dramas (e.g. ‘Hiram’, ‘Kung Tayo'y Magkakalayo') 
and movies (e.g. “Sukob”, ‘Feng Shui’). Her long and 
distinguished service on the said network attracted 
not only fans, but also critics alike. 


Kris’ most recent project with ABS-CBN, ‘Kris TV’, 
ended last April, as she struggled with health issues 
in the show's final months. After that, Kris went on a 
well-deserved vacation, before returning home to 
decide her fate as a talent. 


On July 1, Kris made an unexpected appearance on 
GMA's now-defunct talk show ‘Yan ang Morning’. 
Despite the guesting, she remained mum over her 
next move. 


Initially, Kris talked to ABS-CBN with regards to a 
possible new project. But in the end, she decided to 
hook up with Tony Tuviera for a different TV project, 


which could be her first outside ABS-CBN since

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Two weeks in, and ‘Till | Met You’ is not living up to 
expectations. 


Even though it is the third most-watched show in 
Kantar's national ratings, ‘Till | Met You’ is only 
averaging 26% through its first eight episodes. This 
was a far cry from the consistent 30% or better 
marks enjoyed by KathNiel’s ‘Pangako Sa ‘Yo’, and 
LizQuen’s ‘Forevermore’ and ‘Dolce Amore’. 


To make matters worse, the GMA Koreanovela 
“Descendants of the Sun’ closed the gap to within 
3% as it airs its final few episodes. With the 
controversial series ‘Alyas Robin Hood’ nearing its 
premiere, it is clear that JaDine is in real trouble. 


Thus, ABS-CBN decided to demote ‘Till | Met You’ to 
the third slot in hopes of giving JaDine 

less pressure to succeed. Though the duo Is used to 
the slot during the time of ‘On the Wings of Love’, it 
is an entirely different story since the demotion 
clearly affected the morale of not only JaDine, but 
also their fans. 


With the move of ‘Till | Met You’ to the third slot, it 
will now be a battle of two debuting series starting 
this Monday. Going toe-to-toe with ‘Alyas Robin 
Hood’ will be “Magpahanggang Wakas', the new 
Kapamilya series starring Jericho Rosales, Arci 
Munoz, and John Estrada. 


In “Magpahanggang Wakas’, Jericho (as Waldo) and 
Arci (as Aryann) will play two young lovers who were 
tightly connected to one another. However, Waldo 
was accused of a crime that was accidental, and 
after his release, he appeared to have been 
murdered by the brother of Aryann’s would-be 
rapist. 


Soon after, Aryann moved on and found a new love 
interest in Tristan (John). But after realizing that 
Waldo is alive, a series of complicated events begin 
to take place between the three. 


“Magpahanggang Wakas' will also star Gelli De 
Belen, Rita Avila, Danita Paner, Liza Lorena, Lito 
Pimentel, Justin Cuyugan, Marco Gumabao, Maika 
Rivera, and Jomari Angeles. It will be directed by FM 
Reyes. 


It will be interesting to see how the unexpected 
move to the second slot will affect "Magpahanggang 
Wakas’. The fact that it is a mature and sexually- 
charged series may not be worth a shot, considering 
the recent tradition of the second slot that involves 
young love teams. 


Then again, as proven by 'Pasion de Amor' when it 
was slotted to the early evening slot, it will not be a 
hindrance. Still, Magpahanggang Wakas' will have 
its hands full as they face the ever-motivated ‘Alyas 
Robin Hood".

The similarities between MBC sister stations 90.7 
Love Radio and 101.1 Yes FM have been well- 
documented. 


Ever since the Manila Broadcasting Company 
converted Yes FM into a Hot AC (‘masa’) station in 
1998, the competition between Yes and MBC’s older 
flagship station Love Radio became intense and at 
times cordial. Both stations were in the top two in 
the ratings, and they even boasted that so-called 
fact in various stingers. 


Unfortunately, the similarity in format proved to be a 
hindrance for Yes FM. By playing virtually the same 
type of music and catering to the same audience as 
Love Radio, Yes was always in the shadow of its 
older counterpart, and thus, they were treated like 

a ‘puppet’ to MBC. 


It was clear to MBC that Yes needed a facelift. So in 
July of this year, they decided to give Yes a new 
sound, rebranding the station as 101.1 Yes the Best. 


While semblances of its old ‘masa’ self continue to 
exist, the new Yes the Best is now dominated by 
music that is typically heard in CHR stations, with 
some mix of OPM and other Asian pop music. The 
new format of Yes is also targeted toward millennials 
(i.e. those born in the 1980s to the early 2000s). 


Yes the Best also had a talent exchange with older 
Station Love Radio prior to the reformat. Erstwhile 
Love Radio DJs Shai Tisai and Raqi Terra were moved 


to Yes in exchange for Tanya Chinita and Kara 
Karinyosa, who were moved next door to Love Radio. 


In all honesty, the new sound of Yes the Best makes 
sense. Though the new format may prove to be 
consequential to its ratings, distinguishing Yes from 
the older Love Radio may be the best decision that 
MBC made, which could also benefit the FM radio 
industry in general. 


Let's just hope that the new Yes the Best model can 
be sustainable for a long period of time. With a new 
generation of listeners now coming to their senses, 
Yes the Best should live up to their billing as “The 
Millennials’ Choice’.

But he's 
no Willie Revillame, whose willingness to give away 
prizes to deserving and hard-luck individuals despite 
his past brushes with controversy make him an icon 
in Philippine game shows today. 


The selfish nature of ABS-CBN game shows continue 
to overshadow its success in general. Looking at Jodi 
Sta. Maria's victory last night, two options could be 
in the offing for her. 


These options are: 


1. Keep the P1 million prize to herself (a selfish 
move) 

2. Give away the P1 million prize to charitable 
causes (a selfless move) 

To be honest, the second option makes sense. After 

all, ABS-CBN prides itself in the corporate slogan 'In 

the Service of the Filipino', so why not give it away in 

order to contribute to society. 


Still, it doesn't change the fact that ABS-CBN is 
shutting out the Filipino people as far as 
participation in game shows are concerned. Unless 
their perception changes, this action will only serve 
to disrespect the network's corporate brass.

Despite Wins, 
Primetime 
Bida's Second 
Slot On a Slump 
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The second slot of ABS-CBN's Primetime Bida used 
to be as dominant as the first. 


In a span of nearly two years, the second slot was 
given to either KathNiel, the love team of Kathryn 
Bernardo and Daniel Padilla, or LizQuen, the love 
team of Liza Soberano and Enrique Gil. The run 
began with the latter's ‘Forevermore’, followed by 
the former's “Pangako Sa ‘Yo’, and concluded with 
“Dolce Amore", also of the latter. 


These three dramas consistently earned 30% or 
better ratings during their respective runs. On some 
occasions, they also reached 4096 or better, which 
is around 2096 more than the opposing teleserye 
that GMA pits against. 


But on August 29, the fortunes of Primetime Bida's 
second slot began to change. That night marked the 
premiere of JaDine's (James Reid and Nadine Lustre) 
‘Till | Met You’, which was the first series not to star 
either KathNiel or LizQuen in the 8:45 slot since 
‘Ikaw Lamang’ in 2014. 


The said series entered the scene with high 
expectations, and considering the smashing success 
of both KathNiel and LizQuen, many looked forward 
to a similarly dominant performance from JaDine. 
However, despite beating GMA Koreanovela 
“Descendants of the Sun’ in the ratings, their 
average mark of 26% is a far cry from the teleseryes 
of KathNiel and LizQuen. 


Three weeks later, ‘Till | Met You’ was demoted to 
the third slot, where JaDine has had success in the 
past. Its replacement ‘Magpahanggang Wakas’ fared 
no better, earning only a 25% average rating as of 
September 20. 


To make matters worse, the opposing GMA 

series began to close the gap. The final week of the 
Koreanovela ‘Descendants of the Sun’ averaged well 
over 22%, and the succeeding series ‘Alyas Robin 
Hood’, seemingly benefiting from the backlash that 
tagged them as an ‘Arrow’ copycat, earned an 
average of 21% through its first two episodes. 


As victorious as ABS-CBN is, the recent slump in 
form for Primetime Bida’s second slot should give 
them a reason to worry. The fact is, people are 
getting tired of the repetitive formulas that the 
Kapamilya network use, and as such, have no 
motivation to continue watching their series. 


Still, tagging the second slot of ‘Primetime Bida’ as 
‘past its prime’ is premature. If ‘Magpahanggang 
Wakas’ can somehow create some interesting and 
heart-wrenching scenes in future episodes, the 
dominant showing of the past could resurface sooner 
or later. 


One can only hope that ABS-CBN pushes the right 
buttons in order to return to their past dominance. 
Otherwise, GMA could end up as the winner if this 
Slump continues.

Billed as 
the first-ever interactive rom-com series, 'Usapang 
Real Love’ will feature four weekly episodes starring 
GMA's love teams, along with a selected video entry 
that will be submitted by netizens on social media. 


The show's first story, titled ‘Dream Date’, will star 
Bianca Umali and Miguel Tanfelix. The supporting 
cast for the said story will consist of Jak Roberto, 
Yayo Aguila, Lloyd Samartino, Jade Lopez, Ces 
Quesada and Gene Padilla. 


The second story, titled ‘Perfect Fit’, will be led by 
Andre Paras and Mikee Quintos. The supporting cast 
will have William Lorenzo, Mickey Feriols, Arra San 
Agustin, Jay Arcilla, Vince Gamad and Bern Josep 
‘Bekimon’ Persia. 


As innovative as ‘Usapang Real Love’ is, they still 
have a huge hurdle to overcome. As mentioned 
earlier, ‘Family Feud’ proved to be a thorn on ‘Conan 
My Beautician"s side, and this puts even greater 
pressure on ‘Usapang Real Love’ to succeed. 


Considering that the show will be a mere short-term 
filler, GMA can only hope for the best. The four 
episodes of ‘USapang Real Love’ should be a gauge 
to see if their love teams will return to form, and if 
so, GMA will be poised to give them better projects.

It was a busy three days for the Philippines" top 
news outfits. 


On September 20 and 21, the House of 
Representative conducted a nine-to-ten hour hearing 
regarding the drug trade inside the New Bilibid 
Prisons. Then on September 22, the Senate 
conducted two hearings, one involving the use of 
emergency powers to combat traffic, and the other 
the continuation of the hearings on extrajudicial 
killings. 


In between, President Rodrigo Duterte appeared on 
live television to address his own concerns regarding 
the presence of American troops in Mindanao, and 
the United Nations’ continued intervention in his war 
against drugs. The President gave his speech in front 
of the country's hard-working soldiers in Mindanao. 


Then there is the urgent coverage of an apparent 
hijack inside a Saudia Airlines place at the Ninoy 
Aquino International Airport, which turned out to be 
a false alarm. Finally, a press conference involving 
Lt. Col. Ferdinand Marcelino was also aired live. 


In those three days, the usual suspects were there to 
cover them all: the ABS-CBN News Channel, DZMM 
TeleRadyo, CNN Philippines, and the government- 
owned PTV-4. Surprisingly, the oft-criticized GMA 
News TV, infamous for their apparent unwillingness 
to cover various live events, joined in the act as well, 
alongside DZBB. 


The same cannot be said for News5, however. 
Although they managed to broadcast the live feed of 
the said events online, TV coverage proved to be 
mostly non-existent. 


Though AksyonTV, now more known for sports 
coverage than news, covered the first day of the 
NBP probe, they failed to do so on the second day, in 
large part to their own sports programming. The 
network also failed to air the live coverage of the 
two Senate hearings as well, also for the love of 
sports. 


Which leads to the worst culprit of them all: Radyo5 
92.3 News FM. While a majority of the AM radio 
stations covered the three-day live-a-thon, Radyo5 


chose to air their regular programming instead of 
following the action (Wednesday's events was 
excusable because of the PBA). 


This act of reprehensible proportions only served to 
add insult to injury to News5. If losing some of their 
top personalities is not enough, what more is their 
increasing unwillingness to cover important live 
events as it happens. 


As it stands now, it is clear that the ship TV5 is 
steering continues to sink further and further. There 
is nothing more to say about this, other than the 
hope that they can start over anew. 


To Luchi Cruz-Valdes and Gladys Lana-Lucas, perhaps 
it's time for an explanation. This has gone too far, 
and Kapatid followers deserve better than this. 


The House and Senate hearings are expected to 
continue this week. Still, it remains to be seen 
whether or not News5 can finally commit themselves 
to a multi-platform broadcast of these events.

The ‘One-Year Teleserye Club’ has inducted another 
member. 


Last night marked the first anniversary of ‘Ang 
Probinsyano’, the cop-themed action drama starring 
Coco Martin and was a TV adaptation of the 
Fernando Poe Jr. classic. The series, which first 
premiered on September 28, 2015, has aired a total 
of 253 episodes as of yesterday (two dates were 
preempted due to Holy Week, and one due to 
Halalan 2016 coverage). 


‘Ang Probinsyano’ became the first Primetime Bida 
series in over six years to reach the one-year mark. 
The last such series to make the grade was ‘May 
Bukas Pa’, which reached the mark in its final week. 


With ‘Ang Probinsyano’ joining the first anniversary 
club, ABS-CBN now has two ongoing teleseryes that 
have reached the one-year plateau. Nearly a month 
earlier, ‘Doble Kara’ also turned a year old, and like 
‘Ang Probinsyano’, is a top-rater in its timeslot. 


Speaking of top-raters, 'Ang Probinsyano' has been a 
ratings leader from the start. Its premiere garnered a 
41.6% national rating (according to Kantar), and has 
consistently hit or come close to this mark ever 
since. 


Along the way, four rivals fell. First came the 2015 
version of ‘MariMar’, then came the move of ‘Little 
Nanay’ to GMA Telebabad's leadoff spot, followed by 
“Poor Senorita’, and now the new version of 
‘Encantadia’. 


Much of ‘Ang Probinsyano’s success comes from its 
police-oriented storyline. In an era where the fight 
against drugs, corruption and other crimes are 
common in primetime newscasts, ‘Ang Probinsyano’ 
takes cue from such news, and in the process, gives 
viewers a lesson tn fighting crime. 


While ‘Ang Probinsyano’ was a runaway success, It 
also weathered numerous casting changes during its 
first year. The most notable of these changes include 
the departures of Bela Padilla and Maja Salvador, 
and the entry of Yassi Pressman. 


Overall, the first year of ‘Ang Probinsyano’ became 
memorable in more ways than one. Even PNP chief 
Ronald Dela Rosa was impressed with the show, 
saying that it helps restore the Filipino's trust in the 
Philippine National Police. 


As tribute to its first anniversary, a thanksgiving 
concert will take place on October 8. Now that it 
concludes its first year, one can only hope that 'Ang 
Probinsyano’ will continue to provide some 
memorable moments as it enters its second year.

The losses continue to pile up for TV5. 


Recently, Media Newser Philippines reported that 
TV5 reporter Mia Reyes will join President Rodrigo 


Duterte's staff as the assistant secretary for media 
relations. Prior to the hiring, Mia was a beat 

reporter who covered the news within the 
Malacanang Palace. 

Reyes joins Martin Andanar, Cherie Mercado, Ina 
Zara and Jun Loyola as former News5 talents-turned- 
Duterte staff members. News5 also lost DJ Sta. Ana, 
Benjie Felipe and Deah Regacho for various other 
reasons. 


The departure of Mia Reyes is another huge blow to 
TV5's embattled news division. With so much losses 
in the talent front, not to mention the many 
criticisms that the division has faced, it is clear that 
News5 is living on borrowed time. 


To make matters worse, Media Newser Philippines 
also reported that News5 chief Luchi Cruz- 

Valdes decided to stay on amid rumors of 

her impending departure. Obviously, many were not 
happy with her decision to remain. 

Despite her award-winning reputation in the 
documentary department, Luchi's inability to lead 
News5 to greener pastures puts her in the hot seat 
more often. While she is an excellent storyteller, her 
leadership has always been questioned, whether due 
to News5’s overreliance on sensationalized news, or 
due to the talent surrounding her. 


With sports aficionado Chot Reyes now handling the 
task of restoring order within TV5, the news division 


itself is in a dire need of a revamp. From the 

Tube previously discussed these proposals in a two- 
part series, but for whatever reason, not even these 
tips can help TV5 in the long run. 


Indeed, many will agree that the future of News5 is 
not very bright. With so many talent leaving in 
bunches, not to mention the questionable approach 
in news reporting, how much time does News5 have 
left to redeem themselves?

The Senate hearing on extrajudicial killings reached 
fever pitch Monday night. 


The hearing began at 9:30 a.m., with Senator 
Richard Gordon presiding the proceedings. Senator 
Gordon and company presented the following 
witnesses that day: 


SPO1 Vivencio Jumawan Jr. 

PO3 Enrique Ayao 

Ret. S. Supt. Dionisio Abude 

SPO3 Arthur Lascanas 

All four testified and questioned the validity of star 
witness Edgar Matobato’s statement. They claimed 


that they knew Matobato and they also denied the 
existence of a Davao Death Squad. 


However, the highlight of the hearing took place 
deep into the evening. Senators Alan Peter 
Cayetano, Gordon, Panfilo Lacson and Manny 
Pacquiao learned that star witness Edgar Matobato 
had left the building even before his scheduled 
testimony, with Senator Antonio Trillanes IV 

even telling Matobato to leave for security reasons. 


This led to a word war between Senators Gordon and 
Leila de Lima. The two senators clashed over what 
Gordon claimed was ‘material concealment’ of 
information on de Lima’s part over Matobato’s 
kidnapping case in 2002, and it led to de Lima 
storming out of the Senate. 


In the end, Senator Gordon announced that the 
hearing on extrajudicial killings will be suspended 
until further notice. Gordon then called for a caucus 
of committee members, which may take place today. 


At around 12:00 p.m., the following major networks 
were covering the Senate hearings:

Save for TV5’s 'Aksyon sa Tanghali’, there was no 
noontime newscast that day due to the hearings. 
However, for some unknown reason, AksyonTV and 
Radyo5 92.3 News FM chose to stop carrying the 
feed by 12:30 in favor of regular programming, a 
decision that did not sit well with the Kapatid faithful 
(the PBA coverage is excused, however). 


At around 6:00 p.m. CNN Philippines ended the 

coverage in favor of 'Network News'. Thirty minutes 
later, DZMM and DZBB concluded their coverage in 
order to carry 'TV Patrol' and '24 Oras' respectively. 


By 6:45 p.m. ANC likewise ended their coverage in 
favor of regular programming. The network was 
unable to cover the heated confrontation between 
Senators de Lima and Gordon, however, and they 
deferred the coverage to DZMM TeleRadyo instead. 


Overall, it was a very busy day for the networks at 
the Senate. In a hearing that lasts over 13 hours 
(with a suspension of over an hour), every action 
needs to be followed, and many of them tried their 
best to do so. 


Now that the hearings are suspended until further 
notice, it is back to mostly regular programming for 
the networks. Still, it remains to be seen if the 
impending continuation of the hearings will be as 
action-packed as the last one.

The House of Representatives’ hearing on the drug 
trade at the New Bilibid Prisons resumes today. 


The third part of the hearings will feature notable 
witnesses such as Bureau of Corrections officer-in- 
charge Rafael Ragos and former intelligence 

officer Joenel Sanchez. The House has also sent 
invitations to former Bucor general Franklin Bucayu, 
former driver of Leila de Lima Ronnie Dayan, and 
convicted inmate Jaybee Sebastian. 


All of the witnesses will be presented by the 
Department of Justice. On a related note, the alleged 
sex video of Leila de Lima will no longer be shown at 
the hearings due to negative criticisms. 


Broadcast-wise, the hearings will again be seen live 
in most major news outlets both online and on 
traditional media. The question is, is News5 fully 
committed to carrying the hearings? 


It can be recalled that during the House hearings 
that took place on September 20 and 21, News5 
only aired the entirety of the proceedings online, 
with AksyonTV partially participating and Radyo5 
92.3 News FM ignoring it altogether. News5's non- 
airing of the hearings on traditional media was 
heavily criticized, and its apparent ignorance serves 
as an insult to TV5 in general. 

While “Relasyon' and “Wanted sa Radyo' are just 
some of the most popular shows on Radyo5, 
preempting the two shows in favor of live hearings 
could have benefited the Kapatid follower. After all, 
unlike the “Big Three’ in AM that are DZBB, DZMM 


and DZRH, Radyo5 can be accessible on most 
mobile devices (e.g. cellphones), thus giving them 
an advantage. 


Still, with due respect to Luchi Cruz-Valdes, Gladys 
Lana-Lucas, Atty. Mel Sta. Maria, Raffy Tulfo and Nina 
Taduran, every once in a while they should have 
given way to important events such as this. Once 
they show up to host their respective programs in an 
occasion of utmost importance, it will be an utter 
disgrace to the community of journalists. 


Let's just hope that News5 finally comes to their 
senses and air this hearing on their broadcast 
networks. Otherwise, expect even greater criticism 
from this embattled outlet. 


As for the rest of the stations (e.g. DZMM TeleRadyo, 
GMA News TV, CNN Philippines, ABS-CBN News 
Channel), good luck again on this marathon. Every 
word and movement on this hearing will be very 
crucial towards delivering the utmost truth.

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It has been over 30 years since DZMM Radyo Patrol 
630 debuted on the airwaves. 


The flagship AM radio station of ABS-CBN first 
arrived on the air on July 22, 1986. Like ABS-CBN 
which struggled to survive the early years of its 
comeback, DZMM had to endure some growing pains 
as well, due to the network's retention of aging 
facilities that were used by MBS-4 during the latter 
years of Ferdinand Marcos’ presidency. 


From there, DZMM evolved as technology improved, 
not only serving the millions on the AM band, but 
also on television (as DZMM TeleRadyo) and online 
(as DZMM.com.ph). Charitable efforts were also 
established, from its TLC (Teaching, Learning, 
Caring) program to its Takbo series of marathons. 


Along the way, DZMM's Radyo Patrol stable of 
reporters was born. Given a specific number, these 
men and women serve the station by reporting 
various news as it happens, from on-the-spot 
incidents to ongoing news coverage of important 
events. 


For those who grew up listening to DZMM, they will 
forever recall these names. Older folks may 
remember the voices of ‘Kabayan’ Noli de Castro, 
Ted Failon, Korina Sanchez, the late Ernie Baron and 
Tiya Dely Magpayo, and even former personalities 
such as Mel Tiangco and Jay Sonza during the 
formative years of the station. 


For younger folks in the TeleRadyo era, names such 
as Julius Babao, Karen Davila, Vic de Leon Lima, 
Gerry Baja and Anthony Taberna may ring a bell. 
Heck, even the voice of ABS-CBN Peter Musngi 
continues to make his presence felt on DZMM 
programming. 


Today, DZMM is considered among the ‘Big Three’ in 
AM radio, which includes MBC’s DZRH 666 and 
GMA's Super Radyo DZBB 594. It is also the no. 1 AM 
radio station in the country according to Kantar. 


Indeed, DZMM had come a long way from its first 
broadcast in 1986. While it is the youngest among 
AM's ‘Big Three’, its rise and the many 
accomplishments it received in such a short time will 
forever be cherished by listeners, hosts and 
reporters alike. 


And to commemorate the said occasion, ABS-CBN 
will air a special documentary entitled ‘DZMM: 
Kwento ng Tatlong Dekada'. The documentary will 
focus on the rich history of DZMM, from its roots as a 
fledgling station that rose from the ashes of the 
EDSA Revolution, to its ascendance atop the AM 
radio hierarchy. 


Several of DZMM's current and former voices will be 
invited to tell their storiess. For all who have 
witnessed the rise of DZMM into the station it is 
today, this is the documentary to watch. 


This documentary will air this Sunday after “Gandang 
Gabi Vice".

The most highly criticized news network in the 
country is gaining some relevance of late. 


GMA News TV saw its stock rise in recent months, as 
it covered the Senate hearings on extrajudicial 
killings and the House hearings on the New Bilibid 
Prisons drug trade. Although their coverage is not as 
extensive as that of, for example PTV-4 or ABS-CBN 
News Channel, it was good to see the network finally 
step up the right way. 


In addition to the events at the House of 
Representatives and the Senate, GMA News TV also 
committed themselves to air every live address of 
President Rodrigo Duterte wherever he goes. Of 
course, as the president is always a priority for live 
coverage, there have been times that the Senate 
and House hearings were forced to give way for 
Duterte. 


Such renewed commitment to live coverage was 

in sharp contrast to the News TV shown during the 
tenure of President Benigno Aquino Ill. During his 
presidency, GMA News TV seemed to be ignorant of 
his live appearances on a majority of occasions, and 
this earned the ire of many viewers who wanted a lot 
more from the said network. 


Most House and Senate hearings during Aquino's 
tenure were also ignored by News TV. And to make 
matters worse, the recent visit of Pope Francis and 
President Aquino's State of the Nation Addresses 
were also shunned by News TV as if they were not 
important events. 


That said, it was a surprise to see GMA News TV 
become all the more committed to show live 
coverage during the presidency of Rodrigo 

Duterte. With recent events becoming more 
important than ever, News TV has no choice but to 
follow every movement as it happens, and this 
should regain the trust that they lost in the past few 
years. 


Despite this increased devotion to live coverage, 
GMA News TV still has a lot of holes to address. What 
will they do with the Koreanovelas, movies, reruns of 
old news programs and home shopping blocks that 
have infiltrated their network? 


These problems should be the responsibility of Nessa 
Valdellon, the channel's head honcho. Let's just hope 
that she will follow the footsteps of ABS-CBN News' 
Ging Reyes and CNN Philippines’ Armie Jarin- 
Bennett, and not of News5's Luchi Cruz-Valdes, in 
restoring some sense to GMA News TV.

The long and storied rivalry between ABS-CBN's 
‘ASAP’ and GMA's ‘SOP’ has been well-documented. 


For 13 years, the two Sunday variety shows duke it 
out for not only high ratings, but also the best 
performance. While ‘SOP’ managed to become 
successful, it failed to sustain the momentum that 
the now 21-year-old ‘ASAP’ enjoys nowadays. 


Successor GMA variety shows in ‘Party Pilipinas’ and 
‘Sunday All-Stars’ followed suit, but neither proved 
to be a match to ‘ASAP’. As a result, GMA abandoned 
the purely musical variety format in favor of ‘Sunday 
PinaSaya"s comedy-infused approach, which was 
initially successful but now struggles to regain form. 


With ‘Sunday PinaSaya’ employing a new cast and a 
new outfit in APT Entertainment, the performers that 
were once part of GMA's past variety shows were 
forced to look elsewhere. Eventually, it led them to 
“ASAP", and their performances on the said show felt 
like a throwback to many who watched 'SOP' for 
years. 


While Kyla, Jay-R, Jolina Magdangal and Jona Viray 
were the first former 'SOP' stars to join 'ASAP', the 
biggest surprise came in July, when long-time 'SOP' 
cornerstone Ogie Alcasid stepped into the ‘ASAP’ 
stage for the first time. Not long after, Jaya came 
aboard, and last Sunday, a tribute for Ogie included 
a reunion between the two 'SOP' icons. 


Backstage, another former 'SOP' mainstay paid a 
visit to the ABS-CBN studio. Ogie's wife Regine 
Velasquez-Alcasid, who remains under contract with 
GMA, was at the dressing room reuniting with her old 
‘SOP’ pals. 


The reunion of former ‘SOP’ stars became a much- 
needed boost to ‘ASAP’, as it defeated ‘Sunday 
PinaSaya’ by 1.6% that day. Despite that, many are 
still hoping for a full reunion, as Regine remains a 
GMA talent while another former ‘SOP’ cornerstone 
in Janno Gibbs was nowhere to be found. 


With so many performers in tow, how much longer 
can ‘ASAP’ sustain this high-quality trend? Only time 
will tell, but for now, enjoy this reunion of old rivals.

The UAAP and the NCAA are not the only collegiate 
basketball tournaments that are making hoop fans 


jump for joy. 


This year, three other college basketball 
tournaments are getting their much-needed due by 
way of television exposure. They are: 


e NAASCU (National Athletic Association of 
Schools, Colleges and Universities) 

e CESAFI (Cebu Schools Athletic Foundation, Inc.) 

e UCBL (Universities and Colleges Basketball 
League) 

The NAASCU is the third most popular collegiate 

sports league in the country behind the UAAP and 

the NCAA. The league is also the biggest 

membership-wise among the three, with a total of 

14 member schools. 


This year, the NAASCU men's basketball tournament 
was televised via Solar Sports and Basketball TV, 
with the finals of the men's, women's and Juniors 
tournaments also airing on the said networks. It 
marked the first time that the whole NAASCU 
tournament was aired on television: previous 
coverors in IBC-13 and Net 25 aired a select amount 
of games, with the latter focusing in particular on 
the Iglesia ni Cristo-owned New Era University 
teams. 


The CESAFI, on the other hand, is the top collegiate 
sports league in the Visayas. Although the CESAF I is 
not as well-recognized as its Metro Manila 
counterparts, it nevertheless carved its own niche in 
the Filipino hoops scene by producing stars such as 
current Ginebra big man Greg Slaughter and San 
Miguel center June Mar Fajardo. 


The 12-member CESAFI currently airs its basketball 
tournament on AksyonTV, and is produced by VIVA 
Sports. Previously, the games were aired on IBC-13. 


And speaking of IBC-13, a new league began to 
sprout on the said channel. That league, the UCBL, is 
exclusively a basketball-only league unlike its fellow 
contemporaries, with seven schools from all over 
Luzon participating. 


The UCBL games are produced by the Asian 
Television Content Corporation, the same outfit that 
produced the NAASCU and the PBA D-League on IBC- 
13. The deal to air the games was set a month ago, 
even as the network continues its privatization 
process. 


Indeed, college basketball in the Philippines is on the 
upswing. Although the UAAP and the NCAA continue 
to be the darlings of the sport, the less heralded trio 
in the NAASCU, CESAFI and UCBL now try to find 
their own niche, and this should benefit the game of 
basketball as a whole in the country.

It's the end of an era for Ryzza Mae Dizon. 


After over three years and three shows that served 
as the appetizer for ‘Eat Bulaga’, Ryzza Mae Dizon's 
run as the face of TAPE and GMA's pre-noontime slot 
will come to an end tomorrow morning. That day will 
mark the final episode of Ryzza's most recent 


program ‘Calle Siete’, which had been on the 
air since June of this year. 


Ryzza's run at the slot began on April 8, 2013, when 
“The Ryzza Mae Show' debuted on television. The 
talk show ran for over two years and spanned a total 
of 721 episodes, before airing its finale on 
September 18, 2015. 


On September 21, 2015, Ryzza took on a more 
dramatic role when ‘Princess in the Palace’ 
premiered. The series, which featured Ryzza playing 
the role of an adopted daughter to the president of 
the Philippines (played by Eula Valdes), ran for 187 
episodes and ended its run on June 10, 2016. 


Then on June 13, 2016, ‘Calle Siete’ premiered. The 
Show, which is mostly comedic in nature, will have a 
total of 74 episodes once it concludes tomorrow. 


Overall, Ryzza Mae Dizon's three shows ran for a 
cumulative total of 982 episodes spanning over 
three years. Not bad for a kid. 


But at the age of 11, it is clear that Ryzza Mae Dizon 
is no longer the charismatic young kid of years past. 
At this point, her appearances on ‘Eat Bulaga’ 
became increasingly sporadic, and she had been 
surpassed in popularity by the love team of Alden 


Richards and Maine Mendoza, the show's BAES, and 
another budding child star in Baste. 


Of course, like many child stars, the need to take a 
backseat is definitely a necessity for Ryzza given her 
continuous physical and mental maturity. Still, even 
as Ryzza continues to grow as a person, her 
continued presence on ‘Eat Bulaga’ after this week 
should help her maintain a larger-than-life presence 
on the small screen.

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Barangay Ginebra's victory in the 2016 PBA Governors’ Cup would have marked the end of a 
five-year relationship between the league and TV5, but a short offseason could change all 
that. (Photo credit: The Philippine Star) 


The shorter-than-expected offseason could keep the 
PBA within TV5's hands. 


The 2015-16 season came to an end Wednesday 
night, when Barangay Ginebra San Miguel broke an 
eight-year title drought by winning the season- 
ending Governors' Cup title over the Meralco Bolts. 
Game 6 of the Governors’ Cup Finals would have 
marked the end of a five-year contract that TV5 
signed with the PBA back in 2011. 


Instead, another year of coverage looms in the 
seemingly fruitful relationship between the PBA and 
the Manny V. Pangilinan-owned network. 


Two weeks from now, the 2016 PBA Rookie Draft will 
take place at the Robinsons Place Manila. The draft 


will be conducted in two batches: a regular draft for 
early entry applicants, and a special draft for 
amateur players who were invited to the Gilas pool. 


Then on November 20, the season-opening 
Philippine Cup will get underway. Thus, it will be a 
very short offseason for the PBA, owing to a long 
break from late May to mid-July due to the FIBA 
Olympic Qualifiers that Gilas participated. 


With a short turnaround from last season, it is 
expected that TV5 will remain the main home of the 
PBA. And there are three reasons why the league 
could still air on the MVP-owned network, which are: 


1. The PBA Rush channel, which was only 
established prior to last season's Governors' Cup. 
2. The lack of other network options due to a 
variety of circumstances. 
3. The promotion of Chot Reyes to the role of head 
honcho within TV5. 
With all these situations coming into play, it is clear 
that the PBA has no other choice. Despite the past 
issues that the league faced during its initial five- 
year tenure with TV5, the latter's progressive steps 
to improve its coverage indicate that the relationship 
is an otherwise successful one, contrary to the 
critics" perceptions. 


One month from now, a new season of the PBA 
begins. Unfortunately for the league, there is not 
much time to plan, so it's safe to say that next year, 
it will be TV5 who will once again bring the PBA to 
every television set in the country, for now.

On November 8, 2011, the GMA Artist Center staged 
its own ball at the Shangri-La Hotel in Makati. A 
majority of Artist Center talents attended the event, 
each of whom showed up in their most elaborate 
attire. 


The GMA Artist Center Ball was presented in 
response to the growing glamor of ABS-CBN's Star 


Magic Ball. At the time it was held, the Star Magic 
Ball had been staged five times since its inception in 
2007. 


The theme of the 2011 event was about the 
launching of the short-lived Profiles magazine. It was 
Supposed to be GMA's answer to the annual Star 
Magic catalogue magazine, but it only had one 
catalogue before it was shut down that same year. 


Unfortunately, the 2011 Artist Center Ball marked 
the last such event for the network. Lack of funds, 
declining television ratings and programming 
concerns were too much for GMA to handle, and 
they have not produced a ball since. 


On the contrary, ABS-CBN's Star Magic Ball 
continues to put on a show for all of its talents. In 
fact, the tenth edition of the ball will take place 
tomorrow night, which should only add insult to 
injury for GMA's Artist Center and even to 
Entertainment department head Lilybeth Rasonable. 


Five years after the last Artist Center Ball, there are 
still questions of what might have been. Regardless 
of the unfortunate circumstances, Kapuso faithful 
can only hope for the best, as GMA tries to make 
sense of their ongoing dilemmas.

Last Monday, News5 decided to once again revamp 
“Aksyon Tonite’, adding erstwhile weather reporters 
Lia Cruz and Marga Vargas to the newscast 
alongside Ed Lingao. Both Lia and Marga were 


intended to be ‘anchors in training’ as far as News5 
is concerned. 


This marked the first time that “Aksyon Tonite’ went 
with a three-anchor setup. Past lineups of the 
newscast featured either a two-anchor setup (Paolo 
Bediones/Ed Lingao and Cheryl Cosim) or a solo 
anchor setup (Ed Lingao). 


The reaction to the move was mostly negative. They 
argued that Lia and Marga were the latest in a line of 
‘entertainers masquerading as journalists’ (EMAJ), as 
the two lacked any journalistic background owing to 
their past experience as sports reporters (Lia for 
Solar Sports, Marga for ABC-5). 


While Lia and Marga’s addition to ‘Aksyon Tonite’ 
serves to develop the two into well-rounded 
journalists, it is clear that News5 is once again 
dooming themselves with these questionable moves. 
A rundown of other late primetime newscasts on 
major privately-owned networks should show the 
foolishness of News5’s decision.

The list above shows that all listed anchors are 

indeed legitimate journalists. Too bad for News5 and 

its head Luchi Cruz-Valdes. 


Going down the EMAJ route just to revamp ‘Aksyon 
Tonite’ should serve as a way to destroy its once- 
credible aura. When the newscast was anchored by 
Cheryl Cosim and Ed Lingao, many praised it for its 
emphasis on hard news, which helped restore its 
credibility that was lost during Paolo Bediones’ time. 


Now that they promoted Lia Cruz and Marga Vargas 
to serve alongside Ed Lingao, expect that praise to 
turn against ‘Aksyon Tonite’. They may be added just 
to gain experience, but unless they grow and learn 
quickly, they might become the next Menchu 
Macapagal or Hillary Isaac.

On Saturday, October 22, ‘Eat Bulaga’ presented a 
special edition of the newly-revived Kalyeserye 
segment. The emphasis of the three-hour episode 


was on the aforementioned ‘wedding’ between 
Maine and Alden's characters, which was set 
inside Christ the King Church in Quezon City. 


The ‘wedding’ featured numerous special guests, 
such as Ai-Ai delas Alas (in her Lola Babah 
character), Jake Ejercito, Mike Enriquez, Rodjun Cruz, 
Helen Gamboa and Irma Adlawan. As always, the 
“Eat Bulaga’ hosts played special roles in the event, 
which included a rare appearance of Vic Sotto's 
Dodong character.

Last Friday, viewers took notice of a new Kalyeserye 
opening billboard. That's right, for the first time 
ever, Kalyeserye is credited with its own segment 
and in the process, no longer considers itself a sub- 
segment of Juan for All, All for Juan.

The confusion continued once Kalyeserye was 
revived with the ‘marriage’ storyline. Again, ‘Eat 
Bulaga’ credited the skit under the Juan for All, All 
for Juan name, and in its initial episodes, Kalyeserye 
was slotted at the beginning of the skit; only this 
time, there is no break for the ‘sugod-bahay’ and 
‘payanihan’ portions, which air afterwards. 


In the end, upon realizing the chaos that they were 
presenting, ‘Eat Bulaga’ finally relented and gave 
Kalyeserye it own opening billboard.

A Fifth 
Opponent for

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Add ‘Sinungaling Mong Puso’ to the list of victims 
that ABS-CBN's “Doble Kara’ left in its wake. 


For the past 74 episodes (running from July 18 to 
October 27), “Sinungaling Mong Puso’ tried its best 
to rattle the confidence of the no. 1 afternoon drama 
in the country. Unfortunately, their efforts were in 
vain, as ‘Doble Kara’ continued its dominance in the 
national ratings. 


To make matters worse, ‘Sinungaling Mong Puso’ 
failed to receive adequate promotion from GMA's 
entertainment group. This has become a constant 
pattern for the network's Afternoon Prime block, 
even as its Telebabad counterparts began to redeem 
themselves. 


It was a humiliating fact that cast a spell on the 
series’ two lead stars in Rhian Ramos and Rafael 
Rosell. Although the two tried their best to present 
their more mature and sensual roles for ‘Sinungaling 
Mong Puso’, it was not enough, as GMA simply gave 
up promoting the show for whatever reason. 


“Sinungaling Mong Puso"s finale will take place later 
today. On a related note, GMA announced its 
replacement. 


Starting this Monday at 3:20 p.m., it will be the 
reunited tandem of Joyce Ching and Kristoffer Martin 


who will try to best Julia Montes. Their newest series, 
“Hahamakin ang Lahat”, will be a more mature 
project for the duo. 


“Hahamakin ang Lahat’, according to GMA Network, 
will “revolve around the repeating fates of a mother 
and her child who both had to bear the agony of not 
being able to be with the man they truly love 
because of the struggles and conflicts they 
encounter in winning the approval of their family'. 
The series will center around a Chinese Filipina 
named Rachel (Joyce) and her love interest Junjun 
(Kristoffer). 

The supporting cast will include Eula Valdes, Ariel 
Rivera, Snooky Serna, Thea Tolentino, Chinggay 
Alonso, Marc Abaya, Jett Pangan, Marina Benipayo, 
Renz Valerio, Mona Louise Rey and Bruno Gabriel. It 
will be directed by Don Michael Perez. 


Going up against a still-strong “Doble Kara' will be a 
tough challenge for “Hahamakin ang Lahat', 
considering the former's high ratings. GMA's inability 
to sell its afternoon dramas will also be a major 
focus, and if they want ‘Hahamakin ang Lahat’ to be 
successful, they must give ample promotion time to 
the series in order to pump some life into it. 


A new challenger awaits ‘Doble Kara’. Now 
‘Hahamakin ang Lahat’ must go all out to give the 
former all they can handle, otherwise another victim 
comes ‘Doble Kara"s way. 
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WWE Raw and 
SmackDown 
Airs Live Next 
Week, But 
FOX’s Problems 
Resurface 
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WWE Raw and SmackDown will air live starting next week on FOX Sports Philippines, with a 
same-day replay on FOX Philippines. (Photo credit: WWE) 


WWE fans in the Philippines are in for a big surprise. 


Starting next Tuesday and Wednesday respectively, 
new episodes of WWE Raw and WWE SmackDown 
will now air live at 8:00 a.m. on FOX Sports 
Philippines. Same-day replays will air within 12 hours 
of original broadcast on FOX Philippines. 


With viewers becoming more dependent on WWE's 
social media accounts to follow the action as it 
happens, it was only imperative for FOX to make this 
drastic measure. After all, the success of WWE Live 
in Manila last September only furthered wrestling 
fans' desire to watch WWE programming on a 
regular basis. 


Although the announcement was enthusiastically 
welcomed by WWE fans in the country, there are still 
some issues to address. Last Monday morning in 
Manila, many viewers awaited the live telecast of 
the Raw-exclusive Hell in a Cell pay-per-view on FOX 


Philippines, only to be greeted by replays of ‘The 
Simpsons’ and ‘American Dad’. 


The erratic WWE pay-per-view scheduling issue on 
FOX Philippines has been well-documented since it 
fully acquired the company's broadcast rights in 
2014. There were times when WWE pay-per-views 
were aired on the channel live, and there were other 
occasions when it first aired within 12-13 hours of 
original broadcast. 


And just recently, FOX began to focus more on the 
flagship Raw brand once the brand extension came 
into play. As a result, 5mackDown-branded pay-per- 
views were not aired, and to make matters worse, 
SmackDown itself was aired on a one-week delay. 


While FOX Philippines should be excused for not 
airing Hell in a Cell live (thank you ‘The Walking 
Dead’), their indecision is an inexcusable one. Come 
on, FOX Sports Philippines also airs WWE 
programming (mostly recap shows), so why not 
transfer those live pay-per-views to the said channel. 


As for the delay and subsequent snubbing of 
SmackDown and its related programs, it is unfair to 
do such a thing. Both Raw and SmackDown are 
equally important and must-watch shows, and 
deemphasizing either one of them is insulting to any 
wrestling fan. 


As both FOX networks move on to upcoming pay-per- 
views and episodes of Raw and SmackDown, one 
thing is certain: no one wants to be left behind. For 
wrestling fans, this is a promise that FOX will have to 
fulfill in the weeks ahead.

It is clear that TV5's primetime lineup is going 
nowhere. 


Questions abound the said lineup once Chot Reyes 
made it clear that he envisioned a more ‘alternative’ 
approach for the network. For instance, 'Aksyon 
Prime' and 'Aksyon Tonite' now seem out of place in 
Chot's new approach, due to its ‘masa’-fied format 
and competition with ABS-CBN and GMA newscasts. 


To make matters worse, 'Aksyon Tonite' recently 
added unproven journos in Lia Cruz and Marga 
Vargas, both of whom seem more suited to sports 
than news. And finally, PBA's overall poor showing 
last season leave a lot to be desired. 


With all problems considered, here is a to-do list that 
TV5 must do to revamp its primetime lineup. 


1. Merge and Reformat Aksyon Prime and 
Aksyon Tonite 

Two evening newscasts were too much for News5, 
considering the plight it endured of late. Thus, 
merging both ‘Aksyon Prime’ and ‘Aksyon Tonite’ 
into one nightly newscast is a necessity. 


If that’s not enough, this merged newscast will 
employ a more hard news approach, and will air at 
9:00 p.m. Hence, it will compete against CNN 
Philippines’ ‘Newsroom’, GMA News TV's ‘State of 
the Nation’, ANC’s ‘The World Tonight’, and other 
similar newscasts. 


As for the anchors and title, look no further. The 
newscast will carry the ‘Aksyon Tonite’ name, and Ed 
Lingao and Luchi Cruz-Valdes will be the anchors. 


2. Replace Aksyon Prime with Sports360 

The PBA games are a regular fixture on TV5 during 
weeknights, but the presence of ‘Aksyon Prime’ 
became a bane to viewers and game attendants. 
Placing ‘Sports360’ instead should alleviate this 
burden. 


The format of ‘Sports360’ will remain the same. It 
will air for 15 minutes, and will focus mostly on 
viewer interaction and game analysis. 


3. Foreign Canned Shows from 6 to 9 on Non- 
PBA Game Days 

Finally, 6:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. on a non-PBA game 
day will be dominated by TV5's American action, 
suspense and fantasy shows. Doesn't get more 
alternative than this. 


Chot Reyes’ vision of a more ‘alternative’ TV5 may 
take time getting used to. But as far as the 
primetime lineup goes, solving this dilemma should 
be the first step, provided that management is smart 
enough to realize its flaws. 


However, it doesn't mean that this proposal will be 
achieved. Still, one can only hope that Chot Reyes 
will make the soundest of decisions in order to 
restore TV5's fortunes, even if it means no more 
local entertainment fare.

Pacquiao, 
Donaire Fight 


on the Same 
Night Sunday 
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Two for the price of one. 


On Sunday, November 6 (Saturday, November 5 Las 
Vegas time), two of the Philippines’ best pugilists will 
fight on the same night. That's right, for the first 
time ever, Manny Pacquiao and Nonito Donaire will 
be on one card together. 


The headline attraction will pit Pacquiao against 
Jessie Vargas for the WBO Welterweight title. Prior to 
that, Donaire will defend his WBO Super 
Bantamweight title against unbeaten Jessie 
Magdaleno. 


Both Pacquiao and Donaire are considered one of the 
best boxers in the world. Their fights have 


become the stuff of legend, and each have the titles 
to back their claim. 


However, they have never shared the same stage. 
That is, until this Sunday in Las Vegas. 


For Pacquiao, his return to the ring came 
unexpectedly. After defeating Timothy Bradley in 
April, he initially announced his retirement in order 
to focus as a politician, but despite winning a seat in 
the Senate (with mostly negative reviews from 
critics), Pacquiao decided to give boxing another 
shot. 


For Donaire, it will be his third defense of the WBO 
Super Bantamweight title he won over Cesar Juarez 
in December of last year. Two weeks after Pacquiao’s 
victory over Bradley, Donaire successfully 

defended his belt against Zsolt Bedak. 


As far as the Philippine broadcast rights go, that 
honor goes to Solar Entertainment and GMA 
Network, since Pacquiao Is tagged as the headliner 
in this card. It will air on a delayed basis on GMA and 
Solar Sports, and live on Super Radyo DZBB 594 and 
all cable and satellite pay-per-view outlets. 


For Donaire, it will be his first fight since 2009’s bout 
with Rafael Concepcion (which coincidentally aired 
on GMA) in which ABS-CBN does not have any 


television rights. The said network has owned the 
rights to all Top Rank cards that do not involve 
Pacquiao since 2010. 


With two of the Philippines" top-ranked boxers 
fighting on the same night, expect the millions to 
congregate and watch this unprecedented event 
blow-by-blow. But like Pacquiao's last fight with 
Bradley, it remains to be seen if there are still 
believers in the Pacman.

Tonight 
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Once again, ABS-CBN and GMA have something in 
store for the holidays. 


Tonight at around 8:00 p.m., the two broadcast 
giants will premiere their annual Christmas station 
IDs on a near-simultaneous basis. As it has been 
customary in past years, celebrities and news 
personalities will star in this short-form video. 


The slogan for ABS-CBN's 2016 Christmas station ID 
will be ‘Isang Pamilya Tayo Ngayong Pasko’. On the 
other hand, GMA's slogan for their Christmas station 
ID will be “Maniwala sa Magic ng Pasko’. 


ABS-CBN's preparations have been in full swing 
since mid-October. The network released a five- 
minute recording video of their Christmas station ID 
on YouTube, which garnered over a million views on 
YouTube and became a constant trending topic on 
social media. 


The video starred ‘The Voice Kids’ judges Lea 
Salonga, Sarah Geronimo, Bamboo, and Sharon 
Cuneta, and former finalists Joshua Oliveros, Lyca 
Gairanod, Elha Nympha, and Antonnette Tismo. All of 
them are expected to appear in the actual Christmas 
station ID later tonight. 


Meanwhile, GMA decided to make their preparations 
for this year's Christmas station ID as low-key as 
possible. Last year, Alden Richards sang their 
Christmas theme: this year it will be Julie Ann San 
Jose who will lead the way. 


GMA will also use 3D-computerized animation for 
their station ID, a first in Philippine television. But it 
remains to be seen if GMA's celebrities and news 
personalities will be present for the occasion. 


The contrasting preparations of the two networks 
should give the viewers an idea as to who's 
Christmas station ID will make the biggest noise. 
Obviously, with GMA's low-key approach to their 


Christmas station ID, ABS-CBN should have an 
advantage. 


Nevertheless, come 7:00 p.m. later tonight, both 
ABS-CBN and GMA should put out a show for 
everyone. After all, this is a season of giving.

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The suspense is finally over. 


Kris Aquino announced on Instagram earlier this 
weekend that she will indeed return to television on 
Friday, November 11. But instead of a full-time gig, 
her comeback will only be a one-off special, as she is 
set to interview President Rodrigo Duterte, the 
successor of her brother Benigno Aquino III. 


As noted on the Instagram post above, the 
upcoming special will air on PTV-4 and TV5. The 
interview will begin at 4:30 p.m. 


While PTV-4 should be of no concern to viewers 
considering its status as a government-owned 
network, TV5's involvement should come as a 
surprise. The latter's perceived favoritism to the 
Duterte administration (some of its former news 
personalities currently serve under Duterte, no less) 
may have played a role in Kris' selection of the said 
network. 


The 'Kris at Duterte" interview special will mark Kris 
Aquino's first television appearance since July 1, 
when she appeared as a special guest of Marian 


Rivera in the now-defunct GMA talk show 'Yan ang 
Morning’. During that time frame, she signed a deal 
with APT Entertainment, but a possible new show 
with the said firm did not materialize. 


Much has been said about Kris Aquino's apparent 
hibernation from television and other media. After 
all, as a 45-year-old mother of two, family time and 
health had been her priority for the past few months, 
and while she can still appear on television every 
once in a while, those appearances get rarer and 
rarer as private life becomes more evident. 


Still, come this Friday, viewers should once again 
experience the enigmatic stage presence of the 
Philippines’ “Queen of All Media’, even for just one 
day. A once-in-a-lifetime interview with the one and 
only President Rodrigo Duterte should be worth 
remembering, not just for the explosive questions, 
but also for the answers that await the viewers.

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Two Philippine FM radio milestones took place six 
years ago this week. 


The night of November 7, 2010 will forever be 
remembered by Pinoy rock fans throughout the 
country, as NU 107 officially signed off for the last 
time. Many will reminisce its final moments on the 


air, during which the Eraserheads’ ‘Ang Huling El 
Bimbo’ was played while listeners raised their 
lighters outside the NU 107 studios in Pasig. 


The following morning, a different radio station took 
the place of NU 107. 107.5 Win Radio, a brainchild of 
Manny Luzon, officially made its debut, and its 
‘masa’-oriented format was reminiscent of Luzon’s 
other creation, 90.7 Love Radio. 


While Win Radio proved to be popular in its own 
right, the vacuum left by the demise of NU 107 
seemed irreparable. Attempts to revive NU’s tried 
and tested format online proved futile, and 

although Jam 88.3 moved to an NU 107-like rock 
format a few months later, the loss of a beloved and 
Iconic station was hard to overcome. 


Today, 107.5 is currently occupied by the adult 
contemporary-oriented Wish 1075, while Win Radio 
moved over to 91.5 to merge with former sister 
station Big Radio. As for the legacy of NU 107, it 
remains to be seen if Jam 88.3 can equal or surpass 
the heights that NU reached. 


Also on November 8, 2010, another up-and-coming 
radio station made its debut. TV5-owned Radyo5 
92.3 News FM, the first all-news FM radio station in 
the country, aired its initial broadcast, replacing the 
youth-oriented CHR station U92. 


From day one, Radyo5 92.3 News FM constantly 
ranked among Metro Manila's top FM radio stations. 
It even provided a serious challenge to AM radio 
giants Super Radyo DZBB 594, DZMM Radyo Patrol 
630, and DZRH 666 as far as listenership is 
concerned. 


Unfortunately, the station endured some rough 
sailing in the years since. The addition of live PBA 
coverage, the loss of several top-notch talent, the 
inability to replace and fill vacated timeslots, and the 
unwillingness to cover important live events severely 
tested Radyo5’s viability. 


With TV5 encountering its fair share of problems, the 
future of Radyo5 92.3 News FM ts now in doubt. It 
will be up to embattled bosses Gladys Lana-Lucas 
and Luchi Cruz-Valdes to save the station from 
further collapse. 


Six years after these two significant events on 
Philippine radio, both NU 107 and Radyo5 92.3 News 
FM are still remembered by radio listeners all over 
the country, for contrasting reasons. For one station, 
it was about making a mark in the industry, while 
the other was about making a statement in the 
music-dominated field of FM radio.

When 'Ismol Family' premiered over two years ago, 
it was supposed to replace the game show ‘Picture 
Picture" and go up against another family-oriented 
sitcom in ABS-CBN's ‘Home Sweetie Home’. Instead, 
the sitcom was placed on Sunday nights, while 
“Pepito Manaloto" was moved to Saturday nights to 
counter ‘Home Sweetie Home”s move. 


The unexpected timeslot change proved to be a 
hindrance to ‘Ismol Family’ once it began its run. 
Pitted against shows such as 'Wansapanatym', 'The 
Voice Kids’ and more recently ‘Goin’ Bulilit”, the 
sitcom failed to find its footing in a crowded Sunday 
night field. 


While ‘Ismol Family’ was not bad, it was clear that 
GMA made a mistake by placing the show on 
Sundays. Had it aired against ‘Home Sweetie Home’, 
it would have given the latter a run for its money. 


Still, a run of over two years was a good 
accomplishment for ‘Ismol Family’. For the viewers 
who have tuned in for all 125 episodes, let that sink 
In. 


Moving on, a new show is slated to replace ‘Ismol 
Family’. The newest entry, ‘Tsuperhero’, is a 
superhero comedy-adventure series that 

stars Derrick Monasterio and Bea Binene. 


In “Tsuperhero”, Nonoy (Derrick) is a Jeepney driver 
who transforms into a superhero thanks to a 
mysterious object from a distant planet. Along the 
way, he developed feelings for Eva (Bea), a barker 
who found his kalye attitude both irritating and 
enduring. 


The upcoming weekly series will also star Gabby 
Concepcion, Alma Moreno, Betong Sumaya, Philip 
Lazaro, Miggs Cuaderno, Valentin, Annalyn Barro, 
Jemwell Ventenilla, and Kuhol. ‘Tsuperhero’ is an 
original concept by Michael V, and will be directed 
by LA Madridejos. 


It remains to be seen if ‘Tsuperhero’ can give the 
long-running 'Goin' Bulilit' a tough challenge. 
Hopefully the series can stick just as long as its 
predecessor did. 


"Isuperhero' premieres this Sunday after '24 Oras 
Weekend' on GMA's Sunday Grande sa Gabi.

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SNL Outdated 
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In the United States, ‘Saturday Night Live’ has 
become the “Banana Sundae’ of the American 
people. 


After all, the NBC-produced comedy variety show 
aired 41 seasons since it first started in 1975. Today, 
“Saturday Night Live’ is on its 42nd season and its 
skits are as funny as ever. 


In the Philippines, ‘Saturday Night Live’ is currently 
aired on Jack TV. But unlike a majority of Jack TV's 
shows, ‘Saturday Night Live’ is one of a select few 
that do not air either via satellite, within hours, or 
within a week of original U.S. telecast. 


In fact, while the show is on its 42nd season in the 
U.S., Jack TV is still airing the previous season's set 
of episodes. Their reasoning is unclear, but due to 
the Philippines' strict broadcast regulations, it is 
likely that Jack TV opted not to air the current season 
due to fears of profanity and the possible presence 
of offensive skits. 


Sadly, that one-season delay meant that Jack TV will 
have to wait a year before they can air parodies of 
the just-concluded 2016 U.S. presidential election. 
It's too bad, since the “Saturday Night Live" skits 
involving eventual winner Donald Trump (portrayed 
by Alec Baldwin) and Hillary Clinton (portrayed by 
Kate McKinnon) were trending in various news 
outlets. 


Quite frankly, viewers were missing out on the fun. 
And it's not a good thing, considering the recent 
trend of various cable networks that air new 
episodes of popular imported shows. 


To make matters worse, the presence of streaming 
sites made watching ‘Saturday Night Live’ online 
even easier. That said, with these predicaments, Jack 
TV is clearly at a disadvantage with the said show. 


It remains to be seen if Jack TV can finally catch up 
to what has been an overly outdated and irrelevant 
broadcast of ‘Saturday Night Live’. Unless the Solar 


Entertainment-owned network changes its routine 
soon, the show could become a footnote to an 
otherwise impressive programming lineup.

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Remember ‘Bubble Gang Jr.’? 


For those who have grown up watching ‘Bubble 
Gang’ for the past 21 years, some may not 
remember this short-lived spinoff. Yes, ‘Bubble Gang 
Jr.” was GMA's own attempt to counter ABS-CBN”s 
‘Goin’ Bulilit’, using their own child stars in hopes 

of replicating the same formula that made its parent 
Show a SUCCESS. 


“Bubble Gang Jr." first premiered on May 8, 2005, 
four months after ‘Goin’ Bulilit” took off. The notable 
cast members of the show include BJ ‘Tolits’ Forbes, 
Ella Guevara, Miguel Tanfelix, Sam 

Bumatay, Empress Schuck and Joyce Ching. 


The show was essentially an introduction to several 
'StarStruck Kids' alumni, as it was one of their first 
projects following the conclusion of the reality 
series. It also introduced viewers to BJ 'Tolits' Forbes, 
whose claim to fame at the time was on a Tide 
commercial. 


While “Bubble Gang Jr." showed some promise, it 
failed to make an impact against the well- 
established ‘Goin’ Bulilit'. The fact that the spinoff 
was hastily created from the start contributed to its 
Short run, and as a result, GMA cancelled ‘Bubble 
Gang Jr.’ following its final episode on August 7, 
2005. 


Overall, ‘Bubble Gang Jr.’ lasted only 14 episodes. 
On the contrary, ‘Goin’ Bulilit' has aired over 550 
episodes since 2005, and has seen a fair amount of 
child talent come and go. 


Although ‘Bubble Gang Jr.’ met its unfortunate end 
after a near-four month run, some of its stars found 
success in the years after the show's cancellation. 
Miguel Tanfelix, for instance, reemerged in shows 


like ‘Nino’, ‘Once Upon a Kiss’ and 'Ismol Family’, 
while Joyce Ching became a main cast member on 
‘Bubble Gang’ and is also seen in the teleserye 
“Hahamakin ang Lahat’. 


Despite that, the lesson that ‘Bubble Gang Jr.’ 
provided was difficult to accept for GMA and its 
management. Let's face it, had ‘Bubble Gang Jr.’ 
remained on the air today, more up-and-coming 
talent would have been showcased. 


Alas, GMA's own mistakes only served to doom the 
show. To this day, “Bubble Gang Jr.’ remains a show 
that GMA regrets, and after 11 years, it continues to 
haunt the network and its Artist Center for its 
inability to hone new stars.

Women's volleyball in the Philippines is as popular as 
ever. 


While the UAAP women's volleyball tournament 
usually garners the biggest headlines from January 
to May, two other leagues also vie for the top spot in 
the sport's hierarchy. On one corner is the 12-year- 
old Shakey's V-League, and on the other corner is 
the FIVB-recognized Philippine SuperLiga. 


Although the SVL has become a hot commodity of 
late with the entry of ABS-CBN Sports, the PSL also 
gained some traction thanks to its participation 

in the just-concluded FIVB Women's Club World 
Championships. Unfortunately for the PSL, one 
obstacle prevented them from gaining the ultimate 
respect of volleyball fans. 


That obstacle happens to be the league's delayed 
coverage of select games on AksyonTV. The PSL 
usually schedules 3:00 p.m. games on a select 
number of dates, but for whatever reason, AksyonTV 
does not air the games live in favor of EZ Shop, a 
filler show whose broadcast is optional at best. 


In contrast, Wednesday and Saturday 4:00 p.m. 
games of the SVL on S+A were aired on tape delay 
at 8:00 p.m. instead, due to conflicts with ABS-CBN 
Sports’ coverage of the UAAP men’s basketball 
tournament. Overall, ABS-CBN Sports had a valid 
excuse for their SVL coverage, whereas Sports5's 
PSL coverage had no alibi to show for. 


The non-coverage of select live PSL games only adds 
to the poor reputation of AksyonTV. Already criticized 
for its overreliance on TV shopping blocks and old 
news programs, AksyonTV's unreliability only got 
worse with this snub. 


At this point, the PSL may never catch up to the 
older SVL in terms of overall popularity. While the 
PSL does have the game's first superstar in Rachel 
Ann Daquis and the championship core of the DLSU 
Lady Spikers, the SVL has Alyssa Valdez, the 
superstar whose charm and unparalleled power 
packed big arenas during her years as an Ateneo 
Lady Eagle. 


That said, it is up to both Sports5 and PSL to work 
together and promote the league further. After all, 
they deserve a lot of respect from the volleyball 
community. 
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It has been over 26 years since the rainbow became 
the symbol of GMA Network. 


Nowadays, the rainbow motif is seen on GMA's 
current ‘Kapuso’ logo, which was unveiled in 2002. 
However, as the network struggles to keep up with 
ABS-CBN's superior programming, perhaps a revisit 
to the original rainbow logo will remember many of 
the network’s good times. 


The rainbow made its debut in 1990, while still using 
the 1979 version of the GMA Radio Television Arts 
logo. By that point, the ‘Tower of Power’ in the 
network's Timog headquarters helped GMA reach 
into a larger audience, but bigger plans lay ahead.

Just in time for GMA's 42nd corporate anniversary in 
1992, the network unveiled what is now known as 
the “Rainbow Satellite" logo. The era saw GMA 
expand its operations by constructing regional relay 
stations across the country (later known as GMA 
Regional Network Group), and it also began to 


broadcast in other international countries (later 
known as GMA Pinoy TV). 


For its 45th anniversary in 1995, GMA simplified 

the “Rainbow Satellite” logo by removing the 
corporate slogan ‘Where You Belong’ along with the 
“Rainbow Satellite’ marking. The era saw GMA unveil 
a UHF channel in Citynet 27, while expanding into 
film production via what is now GMA Films.

The final version of the original ‘Rainbow Satellite’ 
logo was unveiled in 1998, sans the satellite that 
capped the rainbow. The logo was the first to adorn 
the newly-built GMA Network Center, which was 
opened in time for GMA’s 50th anniversary in 2000, 


as well as the last to use the ‘Where You Belong’ 


GMA” 


In order to aggressively compete with ABS-CBN, 
GMA unveiled its current ‘Kapuso’ logo in 2002, with 
the heart adorned in rainbow accents. Though GMA 
found early success with the new look thanks to 
popular fantaseryes such as ‘Mulawin’ and the 
original ‘Encantadia’, financial difficulties prevented 
the network from gaining further ground. 


Indeed, it is those financial difficulties which 
continue to haunt GMA to this day. It’s a shame, 
because even though they have tried their best to 
equal ABS-CBN's diverse ventures, GMA still falls 
Short, and for CEO Felipe Gozon, that is not a good 
thing. 


Perhaps a return to a modified version of the 
‘Rainbow Satellite’ logo along with an alternative set 
of programs could change everything. Still, it will be 
a huge challenge for GMA to even become at par 
with ABS-CBN, which is not easy.

This year's Metro Manila Film Festival will be a 
different experience for moviegoers and viewers 
alike. 


Gone are the top drawers, big-spending production 
outfits and movie franchises that made the MMFF an 
annual Christmas tradition. Instead, the eight official 
full-length films will feature mostly independent 
productions, some of which were previously 
screened in other film festivals around the world. 


The eight entries are: 


Ang Babae sa Septic Tank 2: 
#ForeverlsNotEnough - directed by Marlon 
Rivera: stars Eugene Domingo, Jericho Rosales, 
Kean Cipriano, Khalil Ramos, and Cai Cortez 
e Die Beautiful - directed by Jun Robles Lana; 

Stars Paolo Ballesteros, Joel Torre, Gladys Reyes, 

Luis Alandy, Albie Casino, and Iza Calzado 
e Kabisera - directed by Arturo San Agustin and 

Real Florido: stars Ms. Nora Aunor, Ricky Davao, JC 

De Vera, Luis Alandy, Jason Abalos, and RJ Agustin 
e Oro -directed by Alvin Yapan; stars Irma 
Adlawan, Mercedes Cabral, and Joem Bascon 


e Saving Sally - directed by Avid Liongoren; 
stars Rhian Ramos, and Enzo Marcos 

e Seklusyon - directed by Erik Matti; stars Rhed 
Bustamante, Phoebe Walker, Elora Espano, Neil 
Ryan Sese, Ronnie Alonte, Lou Veloso, Dominique

The selections were based on the following 

criteria: story, audience appeal and overall impact 

(40%); cinematic attributes or technical expertise 

(40%); global appeal (10%); and Filipino sensibility 

(10%). In essence, the MMFF organizers wanted to 

feature a greater emphasis on quality rather than 

commercialism alone. 


Even though the change in approach is crucial in 


providing a more even playing field, promoting these 


films could pose a challenge. Many of the films were 
produced by independent companies, while a 
majority of them feature second or third-tier actors, 
some of whom are relative unknowns. 


Let’s face it, while Eugene Domingo has box-office 
potential (‘Ang Babae sa Septic Tank’ raked in 
millions during its initial run), she is no Vic Sotto or 


Vice Ganda. And while Julia Barretto and Joshua 
Garcia are not a bad tandem, they are no AlDub or 
KathNiel in the appeal department. 


The major television networks such as ABS-CBN and 
GMA, once major players in the MMFF, arein a 
similar predicament. In previous years, both played 
a big role in the success of MMFF entries, but with 
this year's field, they may not be a factor at all. 


This does not mean that all eight films are bad, 
however. They are still worth watching as far as 
moviegoers go, but it will be up to them to become 
seriously interested with these entries. 


Come Christmas Day, all eyes will be on the eight 
Metro Manila Film Festival entries. Still, it remains to 
be seen if this year's filmfest will be a blockbuster or 
a flop.

Christmas came early for ‘Be My Lady’. 


The popular ABS-CBN daytime series will air its final 
episode this Friday morning, ending an impressive 
221-episode run. It will be replaced by 'Langit Lupa' 
starting next week. 


The lengthy near year-long run of ‘Be My Lady’ 
began on January 18, 2016. The series centered 
around the lifelong relationship between Brazilian- 
Japanese bachelor Phil (Daniel Matsunaga) and 
conservative Filipina Pinang (Erich Gonzales), which 
mirrored the real-life partnership between the two. 


From the very first episode, it was clear that ‘Be My 
Lady’ was a hit show in the making. Over the course 
of its ten-month run, the series averaged around 
19% in the Kantar national ratings, beating rivals 
‘Princess in the Palace’, ‘Calle Siete’ and “TROPS' in 
the process. 


The ratings success of ‘Be My Lady’ also translated 
into social media, where each episode is usually a 
trending topic. The high points of the series 

came during the airing of the ‘Tatlong Bibe’ scenes, 
and more recently, the much-awaited wedding of 
Phil and Pinang. 


Despite its success, a lot of expectations came ‘Be 
My Lady"s way. Considering that the series is in the 
Same mold as ‘Be Careful with My Heart’, many think 
that ‘Be My Lady’ could last a year or more. 


Eventually, ABS-CBN decided to pull the plug on 'Be 
My Lady' while at its peak. Knowing that the 
kiligserye could lose interest if it lasts for more than 
a year (based on the experiences of ‘Be Careful with 
My Heart'), it was only right for ABS-CBN to end the 
series while still enjoying a strong following. 


Although “Be My Lady' will come to an end this 
Friday, it will not be the end of the road for Daniel 
and Erich. Future projects are in the offing for the 
two, and soon, another kiligserye will come knocking 
at the door. 


As for the series, enjoy these final four episodes. It 
will surely be an unforgettable ending.

Add the ASEAN Basketball League to ABS-CBN 
Sports’ growing portfolio. 


Beginning this Sunday, November 27, games of 

the upcoming ABL season will air on S+A channel 23 
and on ABS-CBN Sports' official website. The 
broadcasts will include all home games of the Alab 


Pilipinas team, as well as a select number of 
contests. 

The ASEAN Basketball League will enter its seventh 
season of operation. While the league traditionally 
consists of teams based in Southeast Asian 
countries, two East Asia-based clubs will join the ABL 
this season. 


The two clubs in question are the Hong Kong Eastern 
Long Lions and the Kaohsiung Truth. They will join 
the aforementioned Alab Pilipinas club, along with 
holdovers Saigon Heat, Westports Malaysia Dragons 
and the Singapore Slingers. 


The history of the ABL in the Philippines has 

been influential and controversial, with one season 
featuring no Filipino representative. Twice a Filipino 
club won the ABL championship (2009-10 Philippine 
Patriots and 2013 San Miguel Beermen), while one 
other team (2015-16 Pilipinas MX3 Kings) managed 
to survive only one season due to mismanagement. 


The league also saw some Filipino and Fil-foreign 
players suit up as imports for other teams, mainly to 
influence and guide local talent. And last season, 
current Phoenix Fuel Masters head coach Ariel 
Vanguardia won the ABL championship with 

the Westports Malaysia Dragons. 


Despite that, the ABL remains a league that is not 
necessarily known to the average Filipino. Local 
television coverage of the league has been spotty, 
with networks such as ESPN Star Sports (later FOX 
Sports Asia), PTV-4, TV5 and Solar Sports providing 
only a season's worth of ABL broadcasts. 


That said, the deal with ABS-CBN Sports should give 
the ABL even greater exposure than before. With the 
former's vast broadcast range and up-to-date 
facilities, it should help the ABL reach out further to 
every Filipino household. 


Let's just hope that the relationship between the ABL 
and ABS-CBN Sports will last longer than one season, 
provided that the Philippines will continue its 
representation. As for Alab Pilipinas, good luck.

Is it really over for ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’? 


Last Thursday, the GMA-produced sitcom aired its 
so-called season finale, with the hashtag 
#A1ThankYou. In the episode, Digna (Jaclyn Jose) 
held a Thanksgiving party to celebrate the return of 
Kaycee (Denise Barbacena) and her reconciliation 
with her husband Rolly (Gardo Versoza). 


While the episode probably signaled the conclusion 
of ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ as viewers know it, the show’s 
Facebook page tried to pacify concerns by promising 
another season in the near future. Still, any hope of 
a return may be questionable considering the year- 
round approach of Filipino programming. 


‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ first premiered on June 2, 2016 as 
GMA's first weeknight sitcom in nearly a decade. The 


show immediately lived up to its billing as a 
sexually-themed sitcom, emphasizing more mature 
situations that are not suitable for young kids. 


The premiere of ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ was at the time an 
attempt to revive the seemingly moribund KiliTV 
block. In fact, GMA promoted both ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ and 
‘Bubble Gang’ in various 30-second clips in order to 
draw interest from comedy fans. 


Unfortunately for GMA, ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ did not exactly 
revive the glory days of KiliTV. The sitcom initially 
fared well against ABS-CBN’s Fillpino-dubbed ‘Jane 
the Virgin’, but it soon lost momentum against the 
ever-popular yet controversial ‘Pinoy Big Brother: 
Lucky 7’. 


Let's face it, ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ was not a bad sitcom. 

It was a fresh concept that is as daring as it can get, 
in contrast to more family-oriented sitcoms that 
viewers became accustomed to. 


‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ alSo helped GMA reduce its 
overdependence on Koreanovelas. During its 26- 
episode run, various GMA Koreanovelas run for only 
three times a week, enabling it to run a lot longer 
than usual. 


But now that the sitcom is all but history (for now), 
expect Koreanovelas to once again dominate GMA's 


late-night programming. It's a sad development 
considering that GMA wanted to place another show 
on weeknights to alleviate its burden 

on Koreanovelas. 


It remains to be seen if ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’ will ever come 
back as promised. But for now, it's good riddance for 
the show.

Action movies and canned shows on AksyonTV? Why 
not. 


Much has been said about AksyonTV's increasingly 
declining quality in the six years since its debut. 
From its glory days as the first 24/7 all-Filipino news 
channel, to the current channel that lacks any 
identity whatsoever, the short but informative 
history of AksyonTV has been well-documented. 


But other than the occasional outpouring of live or 
tape-delayed sporting events, not to mention a few 
surviving Radyo5 and TV5 simulcasts, AksyonTV has 
nothing else to offer. Every day, the station fills its 
vacant hours with infomercials from EZ Shop, Shop 
Japan and Shop TV, as well as defunct News5 
original programs, much to the dismay of this writer. 


As time went by, many proposals to reinvent the 
channel were made, with the rebrand of AksyonTV 
into the all-sports channel AKTV (the former name of 
the IBC-13 blocktimer) the most prominent of all. But 
like all proposals, any hope of materializing could fall 
into deaf ears. 


If the proposal of turning AksyonTV into an all-sports 
channel doesn't work out, perhaps a more radical 
programming change is needed for this seemingly 
moribund channel to survive. And that means 


bringing in a piece of TV5's entertainment shows to 
AksyonTV. 


With so many vacant hours to offer during idle 
periods, AksyonTV could use these times to air 
Tagalized foreign movies under the MovieMax sa 
AksyonTV banner. Modeling it after S+A’s Action 
Movie Zone block with an emphasis on action and 
superhero films is a more likely scenario given 
AksyonTV's possible rivalry with ABS-CBN's sister 
channel. 


AksyonTV could also use this time to reair TV5's 
canned foreign programs, if not add new titles. 
Considering that shows such as ‘Supernatural’, 
‘Arrow’, “The Walking Dead’ and ‘Teen Wolf’ fall into 
the action category, this seems like a perfect fit as 
well. 


These are just possible scenarios, but if AksyonTV 
wants to survive, these shows could help them do 
so. After all, no one wants to see a channel that is 
‘walang kwenta’ and irrelevant in this day and age.

Despite Airing 
March 
Madness, US 
NCAA Remains 
Out of BTV's 
Equation 
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Creighton star Kobe Paras may be making waves in the U.S. NCAA, but the league’s lack of 
popularity in his home country continues to be a problem. (Photo credit: Fox Sports Asia) 


It is obvious that U.S. college basketball will never 
get the respect it deserves from Filipino hoop fans. 


Such is the case for the U.S. NCAA men’s basketball 
tournament. While top conference tournaments such 
as the ACC, PAC-12 and the Big 12 air regularly on 
the FOX Sports family of networks and Sports 
Illustrated Asia, one network in the Philippines is 
noticeably absent. 


The network in question is Solar Entertainment’s 
Basketball TV, who back in April aired the U.S. NCAA 
Final Four and Championship games alongside Solar 
Sports. Unfortunately, the network’s emphasis on 
the more popular NBA once again put into question 
their commitment to air next year’s March Madness, 
let alone the entire U.S. NCAA season. 


The last time BTV actually aired regular season U.S. 
NCAA basketball games was back in the 2012-13 
season. This was also the last time the network aired 
March Madness prior to last April. 


The history between the U.S. NCAA and Basketball 
TV date back to the fledgling network's first season 
in 2006-07. Back then, the network was home to 
several popular conference tournaments, and they 
also aired a select number of March Madness games 
as well. 


Unfortunately, U.S. college basketball failed to make 
an imprint in the consciousness of Filipino hoop fans. 
Unlike the UAAP or the Filipino NCAA where its rules 
are based on FIBA's template (hence a faster style of 
play), the U.S. NCAA employs a unique set of rules 
such as 20-minute halves, 30 or 35-second shot 
clocks, and one-and-one free throw situations. 


It also did not help that U.S. college basketball 
players are essentially obscure names. The fact is, 
for Filipino hoop fans, they will only gain popularity if 
they were drafted in the NBA and play well there. 


That said, BTV's decision to drop the U.S. NCAA 
coverage back in the 2013-14 season was the right 
choice considering its lack of popularity here. While 
it did manage to air the Final Four in April, it was 


done out of necessity since no other network was 
committed enough to air. 


Although Creighton's Kobe Paras is trying to lift the 
profile of U.S. NCAA basketball in the Philippines, 
one thing is clear. U.S. NCAA hoops will never 
become as popular as the NBA here, and that's a 
painful fact.

The ABS-CBN TVplus black box continues to sell like 
pancakes. 


Parent company ABS-CBN recently announced that 
the sale of the TVplus box has reached two million 
units, thus surpassing its year-end target. The swift 
rise in sales was helped by the product's cheaper 
price tag of P1499 (originally P2500, then P1999), as 
well as national expansion to key regions in the 
country. 


ABS-CBN CEO and president Carlo Katigbak shared 
his enthusiasm for the TVplus box. According to 
Katigbak, 


ABS-CBN TVplus continues to improve 
the Filipino $ viewing experience though 
digital quality broadcast and a 


transformative entertainment experience 
by offering more choices of channels 
and even opportunities to watch special 
IV events, greatly supporting our 
mission to serve the Filipino people. 


Launched in February 2015, ABS-CBN TVplus carries 
a select number of major free TV networks, including 
ABS-CBN and S-A. It also carries ABS-CBN's 
exclusive digital channels Yey!, CineMo, Knowledge 
Channel, and DZMM TeleRadyo, as well as pay-per- 
view channel Kapamilya Box Office (KBO). 


Meanwhile, rival network GMA continues its planned 
transition to digital television. The network revealed 
that it plans to invest P416 million on transmitter 
facilities to aid in the migration process. 

Previously, GMA announced its plan to invest P1.5 
billion on digital equipment, which was lower than 
the P3 billion that ABS-CBN spends for its own digital 
migration. GMA also unveiled a prototype of its 
upcoming digital television product, which is 
expected to combine the capabilities of a digital 
receiver and a set-top box. 


While ABS-CBN continues to make strides in the 
development of its digital television arm, it is clear 


that GMA is taking things slow. Considering that the 
Kapuso network has had a history of questionable 
investments and a poor management reputation, 
Felipe Gozon's ‘conservative’ approach may be the 
hopeful solution for now. 


Still, with the target towards shutdown of analog 
broadcasts in 2019 within reach, GMA may not have 
enough time to deal with the impending migration. 
Sooner or later, the Kapuso network must act now, 
otherwise every household may end up with an ABS- 
CBN TVplus box, leaving GMA with little room to 
grow.

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FOX Philippines continues to strengthen its WWE programming with recap shows Bottom 
Line, Afterburn, This Week and Experience. (Logo courtesy of WWE) 


It is clear that FOX Philippines is drastically changing 
its lineup for the benefit of wrestling fans. 


Since the beginning of November, new episodes of 
WWE Raw and SmackDown Live are being aired on 
FOX Philippines within 12 hours of original American 
broadcast (FOX Sports Philippines continues to air 


both shows live). Now, more WWE programming 
awaits viewers of the said channel. 


Starting the week of December 5, recap shows WWE 
Bottom Line, WWE This Week, WWE Afterburn and 
WWE Experience are placed on FOX Philippines' 
regular lineup. They join the aforementioned Raw 
and SmackDown Live, as well as WWE Vintage, WWE 
NXT and WWE Main Event, in FOX's menu. 


Previously, Bottom Line, This Week, Afterburn and 
Experience were exclusive only to FOX Sports 
Philippines, who prior to nabbing the live broadcasts 
of Raw and SmackDown Live, were only content to 
air WWE recap shows to satisfy its commitments. 
Nowadays, the option of viewing WWE programs is 
more flexible than ever thanks to the two networks. 


Despite that, however, there is still a question of 
whether or not FOX Philippines will recommit 
themselves to airing live pay-per-views. For now, 
though, that is out of the question, considering that 
‘The Walking Dead’, by far the network’s most 
popular property, airs new episodes that could come 
in conflict with WWE pay-per-views. 


Speaking of pay-per-views, FOX Philippines did air a 
SmackDown Live-exclusive pay-per-view when it 
aired WWE TLC last November 27. Still, it remains to 
be seen if they will indeed continue with this 


newfound commitment, now that the upcoming Raw- 
exclusive pay-per-view WWE Roadblock is slated for 
next week. 


In other news, the replacement show for WWE 
Superstars, WWE 205 Live, is now being aired on 
FOX Sports Philippines. With that being said, FOX

‘The World Tonight’, the Philippines’ longest-running 
English newscast, is 50 years old. 


The gold standard among local newscasts, ‘The 
World Tonight’ has been on the air since November 
21, 1966. The newscast became a witness to some 
of the country’s greatest moments, having covered 
the beginning of Martial Law, three EDSA People 
Power revolutions, seven Philippine presidential 
administrations, and other notable events. 


Over the years, journalists such as Orly Mercado, 
Loren Legarda, Ces Drilon, Dyan Castillejo, Tina 
Monzon-Palma and the late Angelo Castro Jr. have 
become synonymous with ‘The World Tonight’. These 
days, lead anchor Tina Monzon-Palma, co-anchors 
Tony Velasquez, Cathy Yang and TJ Manotoc, and 
commentator Teddy Locsin Jr. continue to uphold its 
tradition of journalistic excellence. 


‘The World Tonight’ endured four different stops 
during its 50-year run (technically 36 years thanks to 
Martial Law). They are: 


ABS-CBN Channel 9 (1966-67) 

ABS-CBN Channel 3 (1967-72) 

ABS-CBN Channel 2 (1986-99) 

e ABS-CBN News Channel (1996-present) 

While ‘The World Tonight’ lost 14 of its years to 
Martial Law, there is no denying the impact the 
newscast has had on the Filipino nation. And, like 
ABS-CBN's golden anniversary celebration in 2003, 
the network decided to honor the 14 lost years of 
‘The World Tonight’ in commemorating its 50th year, 
since it remains an important part of their history. 


As announced during the second ANC X event in 
Rockwell, Makati, a documentary commemorating 
‘The World Tonight”s 50th anniversary will air on 
ANC very soon. It will feature interviews from some 
of ‘The World Tonight”s past and present anchors, 
producers, and even ABS-CBN’s braintrust led by 
chairman Eugenio ‘Gabby’ Lopez Ill. 


ABS-CBN Integrated News and Current Affairs head 
Ging Reyes paid tribute to ‘The World Tonight’ during 
the ANC X event, saying: 


The World Tonight’ and ANC are one 
in keeping the Filipino audience 
informed and enlightened through all 
these years, two institutions that keep 
pushing for public enlightenment - the 
very foundation of any democracy. May 
these two strong institutions outlive us 


all.” 


Indeed they are. And after 50 years, ‘The World 
Tonight’ is still going strong.

Another year is about to end. But before the 
calendar flips to 2017, here is a look back at the 
year that was in television and radio. This article 
looks back at the 20 moments that define the 
Philippine media this year.

The Return of Tawag ng Tanghalan 


‘It’s Showtime’ was on the 
brink of waving the white flag when rival ‘Eat 
Bulaga"s Kalyeserye segment (starring AlDub) 
became wildly popular in the second half of 2015. So 
in order to get back on track, they decided to revive 
a singing competition that was successful in the era 
of black and white television. 


Thus on the second day of 2016, ‘Tawag ng 
Tanghalan’ was brought back as a segment of ‘It’s 
Showtime’. The segment would set the tone for ‘It’s 
Showtime"s renaissance, as it recaptured the ratings 
lead from ‘Eat Bulaga’ by the third week of January. 


Speaking of ‘Eat Bulaga’... 


Kalyeserye Concluded, Revived, Then 
Concluded Again. 


Jn "Bite The long-running Kalyeserye 
segment NAG been « on a roll since its debut on July 
16, 2015. Unfortunately, the return to form of ‘It’s 
Showtime’, coupled by the presumed seven-month 
Suspension of Paolo Ballesteros (a.k.a. Lola Tidora) 
and fans’ apparent frustration over repetitive and 
predictable storylines, led to a decline in popularity 
for the segment. 


Along the way, Alden Richards and Maine Mendoza 
took time off to record and promote the film 
‘Imagine You and Me’. With the desire to push the 
duo to new territory, ‘Eat Bulaga’ decided to end 
Kalyeserye on September 3, although they revived 


the skit from October 15 to December 17 with a new 
chapter. 


Both Alden and Maine are scheduled to star in the 
upcoming GMA teleserye ‘Destined to Be Yours’ 
beginning next year, putting Kalyeserye's future in 
doubt. 


KathNiel, LizQuen and JaDine's Reign on 
Primetime Continues 


gam ABS-CBN's ‘Big Three’ love 
teams continued to roll in 2016. The year began with 
‘Pangako Sa ‘Yo’, starring Kathryn Bernardo and 
Daniel Padilla, reigning on the 8:40 timeslot, 
followed by its replacement ‘Dolce Amore’, starring 
Liza Soberano and Enrique Gil, which debuted on 
February 15. 


Unfortunately, although James Reid and Nadine 
Lustre began the year with the highly successful ‘On 
the Wings of Love’, they failed to keep the 
momentum going when ‘Till | Met You’ premiered on 
August 29 to a rather lukewarm reception in the 
ratings. As a result, on September 19, ABS-CBN 


moved the series’ timeslot to 9:30 p.m., which 
eventually paid off. 


But for every successful pairing, there are some love 
teams that did not click at all, as seen in this next 
entry. 


AnBie, AINine and EINella: The Lost Love 
Teams 


ES f Barbie Forteza and Andre 
Paras v were paired in the long-running afternoon 
drama 'The Half-Sisters', which finally came to an 
end on January 15. Two weeks later, they received a 
primetime push with "That's My Amboy’, but the 
series ended in late April with just 68 episodes and 
little fanfare. 


Its successor, Aljur Abrenica and Janine Gutierrez's 
“Once Again’, did not even come close, clocking at 
only 59 episodes from May to July. Over at ABS-CBN, 
Janine's ex-boyfriend Elmo Magalona was paired with 
Janella Salvador in 'Born for You', but the series 
made little impact either, lasting 65 episodes from 
June to September. 


It remains to be seen if the three love teams will 
have a chance to redeem themselves next year. But 
in the meantime, let's move on. 


d Time in 2016 _ 
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The trend towards sensually 
mature programs continued in 2016. On ABS-CBN, 
“Pasion de Amor’, ‘Tubig at Langis’ and 
“Magpahanggang Wakas' stood out, with Coleen 
Garcia, Ellen Adarna, Arci Munoz, Isabelle Daza and 
Cristine Reyes emerging to showcase their newfound 
abilities in a more raunchy setting. 


Over on GMA, ‘Sinungaling Mong Puso’, ‘The 
Millionaire's Wife’ and “Hahamakin ang Lahat’ 
provided a new dimension for stars Rhian Ramos, 
Andrea Torres and Joyce Ching to show their chops. 
But perhaps their greatest contributions were ‘Juan 
Happy Love Story’ and ‘Al Ko Sa ‘Yo’, both of which 
feature a mix of comedy and sensuality. 


If 2016 set the tone for more sexual themes with 
SPG ratings all over the place, then what else is in 
store come 2017? Find out soon. 


In the meantime, Part Il of this four-part series is 
coming up tomorrow. Stay tuned.

The End of Kris TV 


“Kris TV' had been 
an early morning staple for nearly five years. With 
Kris Aquino at the helm, ‘Kris TV’ became one of the 
most enduring talk shows of the decade, and despite 
all the criticisms and low ratings thrown at them, 
ABS-CBN kept the faith on both Kris and the show 
itself. 


But on March 23, Kris Aquino made a stunning 
announcement that she will officially bid farewell 


due to her recent health issues. As it turned out, this 
was ‘Kris TV"s last original episode, with the show 
continuing to air reruns until April 15, before it was 
replaced by ‘Magandang Buhay’. 


Since then, Kris appeared as a guest on rival GMA 
talk show ‘Yan ang Morning’, and was scheduled to 
interview President Rodrigo Duterte in November 
until the latter no-showed due to illness. 


News5 Loses Men to Duterte 


| Speaking of President Duterte, 
his cabinet featured a select number of former 
News5 anchors and reporters. This included PCOO 
chief Martin Andanar, DOT spokesperson Cherie 
Mercado, and assistant secretary for media relations 
Mia Reyes. 


With the departure of numerous on-air staff, News5 
was forced to implement new measures such as solo 
anchors on select “Aksyon' newscasts. 
Unfortunately, it did not mitigate the damage that 
News5 endured this year, so much so that its head 
Luchi Cruz-Valdes even contemplated on 


relinquishing her post in favor of a cabinet position, 
a rumor that was eventually quashed. 


However, this was not the only problem that TV5 
faced this year. 


Dissolution of TV5's Entertainment 
Department

Late last year, TV5 
reached out to VIVA Entertainment head Vic del 
Rosario to reinvigorate its entertainment division. 
The end result of this collaboration included shows 
such as ‘Ang Panday’, “Bakit Manipis ang Ulap", ‘Born 
to Be a Star’ and ‘Tasya Fantasya’. 


Unfortunately, none of VIVA's shows clicked, with 
questionable scheduling and low ratings to blame for 
the issues. As a result, new TV5 head Chot Reyes 
had no choice but to start over, dissolving TV5's 
entertainment division, and cutting ties with VIVA in 
September. 


For now, TV5 airs TV shopping blocks, Tagalized 
canned programs and movies, News5 shows and the 


PBA, while waiting for Chot Reyes to renovate the 
station from within. 


The Rebirth of CNN Philippines

Last year, CNN Philippines was 
heavily criticized for its revolving door of anchors, a 
penchant for airing HLN and CNN International 
shows, and a lack of commitment towards breaking 
news. Enter Armie Jarin-Bennett, a CNN International 
veteran who decided to give CNN Philippines an 
extreme makeover. 


Within a year since her entry, CNN Philippines 
transformed itself into a force in the world of 
journalism almost overnight. New locally flavored 
shows were introduced, and newly-hired hosts and 
anchors such as Pinky Webb, Ruth Cabal, Andrei Felix 
and Anthony Pangilinan were brought in. 


The end result is a positively-reviewed news 
organization which now strives to tell the story of the 
Filipino, as evidenced by the network's highly- 
praised coverage of the vice presidential debates. 


PTV-4’s Revitalization and IBC-13's Sale, as 
Promised by President Duterte

Television 


Upon assuming office on 
June 30, President Rodrigo Duterte promised 
sweeping changes for the country. None was more 
evident than in the two networks that are owned by 
the government: PTV-4 and IBC-13. 


President Duterte's plan for PTV-4 is to become a 
public service network in the mold of the PBS in the 
U.S. and the BBC in the U.K. As for IBC-13, his 
objective is to sell the network to private investors 
for P10 billion, with the eye towards revitalizing its 
seemingly moribund programming. 


While the proposals will take some time, one can 
only hope that the two networks will soon return to 
form as the country's respective government and 
general entertainment station.

; | Last year, GMA created 
its own reality talent show for up-and-coming Filipino 
boybands, ‘To the Top’. This year, ABS-CBN struck 
back by bringing the ‘La Banda’ franchise to the 
Philippines under the name ‘Pinoy Boyband 
Superstar’. 


Unfortunately for GMA, the popularity of ‘Pinoy 
Boyband Superstar’ far exceeded ‘To the Top’. The 
former constantly gained ratings of 30% or better 
while airing at a more convenient timeslot of 6:50 
p.m., whereas the latter only mustered around 7-8% 
ratings while airing at a not-so attractive timeslot of 
9:45-10:00 p.m. 


Despite the success of ‘Pinoy Boyband Superstar’, it 
remains to be seen if BoybandPH can become a 
more popular boyband than Top One Project ever 
was. That said, the key to both boybands at this 


point is to outsell each other in order to win the 
hearts of fans. 


mar Leaves RX 93.1's The Morning Rush

‘The Morning Rush’ on 
Monster RX 93. 1 is an institution in Philippine FM 
radio, having aired continuously for over two 
decades. So when Delamar Arias decided to leave 
both the show and the station on July 29, listeners, 
or ‘rushers’, were stunned. 


After all, Delamar, along with long-time partner 
Chico Garcia and recent addition Gino Quillamor, 
were instrumental in the show’s success, with the 
‘Top 10’ segment becoming the most popular 
segment. Her departure left a glaring hole on ‘The 
Morning Rush’, one they have struggled to fill since. 


Delamar was not the only high-profile departure 
from the station. A few weeks later, Bea Fabregas 
left RX to focus on hosting FOX Sports Philippines’ 
‘Fox Sports Minute’ and ‘The GOAT’, while Karen 
Bordador was arrested for alleged drug possession 
and was de facto removed from the station. 


The Launch of PBA Rush, Plus UFC on TV5 and 
Olympic Coverage

If Solar Entertainment has 
NBA Premium TV, then TV5 has its own channel for 
the PBA in PBA Rush. Launched prior to the 2016 
Governors" Cup, PBA Rush is considered the Filipino 
version of NBA TV, featuring live and archived PBA 
games plus special programs dedicated to the 
league. 


The timing of PBA Rush's launch couldn't have come 
at an important time, as that year's Governors" Cup 
saw Barangay Ginebra San Miguel end an eight-year 
title drought at the expense of the Meralco Bolts. 
Ginebra's win would have concluded PBA's run with 
TV5, but instead the partnership between the two 
was renewed in time for the ongoing Philippine Cup. 


TV5 also made a high-profile acquisition when it 
purchased the broadcast rights to the UFC, 
promising it to air live on its HYPER channel. 
Unfortunately, TV5's coverage of the 2016 Rio 
Olympics was a difficult one, as the network 
struggles to deal with its decline in programming 
quality. 
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DNE gH wo ABS-CBN Sports 
replaced the UFC m focusing on local and regional 
mixed martial arts, namely the Alvin Aguilar-led 
URCC, and the Southeast Asia-based One 
Championship. They also brought in the ASEAN 
Basketball League (ABL) as part of its continued 
commitment to local and regional sports. 


Solar Sports dabbled into collegiate basketball by 
airing the NAASCU, while IBC-13 and AksyonTV aired 
the UCBL and CESAFI tournaments respectively. 
However, the biggest draws remain the NCAA and 
the UAAP, where the San Beda Red Lions and the De 
La Salle Green Archers won their respective 
championships. 


Finally, in women's volleyball, ABS-CBN Sports 
acquired the rights to the Shakey's V-League, 
beginning a contentious rivalry between the V- 
League and the TV5-aired Philippine SuperLiga. 


Be My Lady Reigns, Ryzza Mae's Run Ends 


“Be My Lady', topbilled by real-life 
couple Erich Gonzales and Daniel Matsunaga,was 
the top draw at the pre-noontime slot for much of 
this year. Airing for 221 episodes from January 18 to 
November 25, the series earned ratings of nearly 
20%, besting the competition in the process. 

The aforementioned competition included a pair of 
shows starring Ryzza Mae Dizon: ‘Princess in the 
Palace’, and ‘Calle Siete’. But with Ryzza already 
entering the pre-teen stage of her life, it was clear 
that she was no longer the charmingly cute presence 
of years past. 


In the end, TAPE decided to cease starring her on the 
pre-noontime slot beginning October 24, and gave 
the BAES (along with Taki Sato) of ‘Eat Bulaga' a 

lead role in ‘TROPS’.

Filipino entertainment industry was stunned with the 
passing of German Moreno. The veteran host, actor 
and entertainer was best known for his distinguished 
work with up-and-coming stars on 'That's 
Entertainment’, as well as a near two-decade run 
hosting the Saturday late night show ‘Walang 
Tulugan with the Master Showman’. 


The death of Kuya Germs also ended an era for late- 
night variety shows on Philippine television, as 


“Walang Tulugan’ signed off for good on February 13. 
Despite that, the legacy of Kuya Germs lives on with 
the Eastwood City Walk of Fame, which inducted new 
members late this year. 


Other notable showbiz personalities who died this 
year include directors Wenn Deramas and Francis 
Pasion, actors Lilia Cuntapay, Joy Viado and Dick 
Israel, and singer Blakdyak. 


Encantadia Returns 


Oe | —On July 18, GMA 
rough back the popular fantaserye ‘Encantadia’, 
featuring a rehashed storyline of the original 2005 
series. The new iteration stars Glaiza de Castro, 
Gabbi Garcia, Sanya Lopez and Kylie Padilla, who 
play the roles of Pirena, Alena, Danaya and Amihan 
respectively. 


Unfortunately, despite the hefty expenses that GMA 
spent for this version of ‘Encantadia’, the series 
failed to make an impact. In the national Kantar 
ratings, ‘Encantadia’ regularly fell by double digits to 


“Ang Probinsyano”, and the high expectations that 
came with it dissipated. 


‘Encantadia’ is not the only primetime problem that 
GMA faced this year, however, as this next entry 
shows. 


The Alyas Robin Hood-Arrow Controversy 


When posters and teasers 
for “Alyas Robin Hood’ were first released, many felt 
the series was a ripoff of ‘Arrow’, with lead star 
Stephen Amell even going as far as sharing the clip 
with a ‘flushed-face’ emoji. However, creative 
consultant Suzette Doctolero made it clear that 
‘Alyas Robin Hood’ and ‘Arrow’ were both based on 
the Robin Hood folklore. 


Despite the controversial issues, ‘Alyas Robin Hood’ 
was given the go-signal by GMA to 

air starting September 19. While the series came out 
flying in its first few weeks, rival series 
‘Magpahanggang Wakas’ soon pulled away, with 
some disgruntled viewers choosing to watch either 
the Tagalized ‘Arrow’ on TV5, or the English dub on 
Jack TV. 


“Alyas Robin Hood’ did have a highly publicized 
scene with the bikini showdown involving Sarri 
(Megan Young) and Venus (Andrea Torres), which 
should soften the blow of its controversial start. 


The 25th Anniversary of Maalaala Mo Kaya 


he first episode of 
“Maalaala Mo Kaya' was aired on May 15, 1991. 
Twenty-five years later, the program continues to 
touch the lives of others thanks to a letter read by 
Charo Santos-Concio, and scenes that can make 
people shed tears with each episode. 


This year, as part of its silver anniversary 
celebration, ABS-CBN launched a commemorative 
website for “Maalaala Mo Kaya’, a nationwide and 
worldwide tour, and an initiative for people to send 
in their life stories via a letter or a short-form video. 
As for the show's ratings this year, it continues to 
thwart the challenges of its long-running rival, GMA's 
‘Magpakailanman’. 


One can only hope that “Maalaala Mo Kaya' will 
continue to air beyond this year, as its legacy and 
enduring success stands the test of time. 


Ang Probinsyano and Doble Kara Celebrate 
Their First Anniversary 


| But perhaps the biggest 
headline of 2016 belongs to both Coco Martin and 
Julia Montes. Their respective shows, ‘Ang 
Probinsyano’ and ‘Doble Kara’, reached the one-year 
milestone within a month of each other. 


Both ‘Ang Probinsyano’ and ‘Doble Kara’ continue to 
lead the way in their respective timeslots. The 
former is currently the most-watched primetime 
show in the country, while the latter is the most- 
watched post-noontime show. 


How much longer will they stay on the air remains to 
be seen, but as they proceed into 2017, expect ‘Ang 
Probinsyano’ and ‘Doble Kara’ to remain a dominant 
force in the primetime and afternoon slots 
respectively.
